Qualitative  Analysis  for  Junior  Students. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form 
the  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative 
analysis.  The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic 
bases  occurring  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to 
be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all 
its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be 
given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only  con- 
stituents of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope, 
marked  "Corner  for  Students"  on  the  top  left-hand 
corner)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday,  September  23, 
and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following  day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
October  4.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account 
of  the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  con- 
stituents detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded 
as  an  accidental  impurity  should  be  distinguished  from 
the  essential  constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the 
mixture.

Lead  in  Bay  Oil. 


Mr.  Harold  A.  Tempany,  B.Sc.  (Lond.),  F.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
contributes  to  the  "  Agricultural  News,"  one  of  the  official 
publications  of  the  Imperial  Department  of  Agriculture  for 
the  West  Indies,  notes  on  the  "  Action  of  Bay  Oil  on  Lead." 
He  states  that  on  several  occasions  it  has  been  reported 
that  the  distillation  of  bay  oil  from  bay-leaves  is  accom- 
panied by  the  production  of  small  and  varying  amounts  of 
a  black  greasy  substance,  which  appears  in  the  receiver 
together  with  the  bay  oil  and  water.  It  was  at  first  thought 
that  this  might  be  due  to  accidental  contamination  with 
heavy  mineral-oil  residues,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  stills 
are  not  infrequently  constructed  from  mineral-oil  drums, 
but  as  the  explanation  did  not  appear  unlikelv,  systematic 
distillation  trials  were  made  at  Montserrat.  In'these  experi- 
ments the  appearance  of  small  quantities  of  the  black  grease 
was  observed  with  considerable  regularity.  In  sipite  of 
precautions  to  guard  against  it,  the  production  of  small 
amounts  of  the  material  continued.  It  was  then  noted  that 
the  worm  condenser  used  in  the  experiments  had  been  con- 
structed locally,  and  was  fitted  with  a  coil  made  of  i-in.  lead 
pipe.  It  seemed  possible  that  the  production  of  black 
grease  might  be  explained  by  the  interaction  of  bay  oil  and 
the  lead.  To  test  this  hypothesis,  samples  of  the  substance 
were  examined  in  the  Government  Laboratory  for  the  Lee- 
ward Islands,  and  found  to  contain  considerable  amounts  of 
lead.  It  was  discovered  also  that  the  lead  coil  of  the  con- 
denser had  become  considerably  corroded  in  places.  A  mix- 
ture of  bay  oil  and  water  was 'then  boiled  with  small  pieces 
of  lead  for  some  hours,  in  a  flask  fitted  with  a  reflux  con- 
denser, when  at  the  end  of  that  time  it  was  found  that  the 
bay  oil  itself  had  darkened  considerably  in  colour,  and  the 
pieces  of  lead  had  become  coated  with  a' film  of  black  grease 
similar  in  appearance  to  that  in  bay-leaf  distillates.  Similar 
experiments  were  made  with  strips  of  copper  and  tin  but 


in  neither  case  was  the  black  grease  produced.  Bay  oils 
normally  contain  a.  high  percentage  of  eugenol,  and  it  is  sug- 
gested that  the  appearances  observed  are  no  doubt  due 
to  the  contamination  of  this  substance  with  hydrated  lead 
oxide  formed  on  the  interior  of  the  coil  by  the  action  of  air 
and  steam.

THE  opening  ceremony  of  the  third  International  Phar- 
maceutical Exhibition  took  place  at  Vienna  in  the 
halls  of  the  Horticultural  Society  on  Saturday,  Septem- 
ber 6,  at  11  a.m.  Archduke  Carl  Franz  Josef,  Patron  of 
the  Exhibition,  was  prevented  from  being  present,  so 
the  ceremony  was  performed  by  his  representative,  Prince 
Zdenko  von  Lobkowitz.  The  company  included  Dr.  K. 
Freiherr  V.  Heinold,  Minister  of  Interior  Affairs;  F. 
Zenker.  Minister  of  Agriculture;  Dr.  O.  Trnka,  Minister 
for  Public  Works ;  the  Mayor  of  Vienna  (Dr.  It.  Weiss- 
kirchner) ;  Mr.  Edmund  White,  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain ;  and  Dr.  Konya, 
Court-Pharmacist  and  Vice  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ronmania.  Nearly  all  the  pharmacists 
of  Vienna  and  others  from  the  country  attended,  as  well 
as  military  pharmacists.  Prince  Lobkowitz  was  received 
by  the  Presidential  Com- 
mittee, and  was  greeted  by 
an  address  by  Dr.  Stonr,  the 
President,  to  which  he  re- 
plied, thanking  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Archduke  Carl 
for  the  cordial  reception,  and 
declaring  the  Exhibition 
open.  The  Minister  of 
Interior  Affairs  then  de- 
livered a  short  address  bear- 
ing upon  the  importance  of 
the  Exhibition  not  only  to 
the  members  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession  but  to  the 
general  public.  The  members 
of  the  Presidential  Com- 
mittee were  next  presented 
to  the  Prince,  then  a  tour 
through  the  Exhibition  fol- 
lowed, lasting  about  one  and 
a  half  hours,  the  members  of 
each  group  being  presented  to  the  Prince.  At  two  o'clock 
a  luncheon  was  given  in  the  Hotel  Hopfner,  when  the 
President  expressed  his  pleasure  at  the  presence  of  the 
representatives  of  English  and  Roumanian  pharmacists, 
Mr.  White,  of  London,  and  Dr.  Konya,  of  Jassy.  A 
telegram  of  homage  was  sent  to  the  Emperor  of  Austria, 
to  which  telegraphic  thanks  were  received  on  the  following 
day. 

On  Tuesday,  September  9,  the  Presidential  Committee 
was  received  at  the  Vienna  Rathaus  by  the  Vice-Mayor, 
in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Mayor.  Dr.  Stohr 
thanked  the  town  of  Vienna  for  the  reception  and  the 
furtherance  of  the  Exhibition.  Dr.  Porzer,  in  replying, 
greeted  especially  the  foreign  delegates  and  exhibitors, 
entering  into  conversation  with  several,  including  Mr. 
Edmund  White.  All  the  members  were  presented  with 
an  album  of  Vienna.  At  twelve  o'clock  on  that  day  the 
Archduke  Carl  Franz  Josef  paid  a  visit  to  the  Exhibition. 
A  tour  of  inspection  was  made,  when  the  directors  of  the 
various  groups,  as  well  as  most  of  the  exhibitors  and 
Mr.  Edmund  White,  were  presented  to  the  Archduke, 
who  seemed  indefatigable  in  conversing  with  everybody, 
and  evinced  the  greatest  interest  in  everything. 

The  Exhibition  comprises  nine  sections  or  groups.  It 
shows  in  a  comprehensive  way  all  modern  remedies,  ban- 
cages,  surgical  aids,  pharmacy  equipments,  mineral  pro- 
ducts, etc.,  as  well  as  the  literature  pertaining  thereto, 
amongst  the  last  being  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
The  Minister  of  Agriculture  makes  an  excellent  exhibit 
of  medicinal  plants,  the  culture  £>f  which  in  Austria  is 
being  furthered  by  a  Committee  formed  by  the  late 
Professor  Mitllacher.  The  Sales  Office  of  the  Ministry 
for  Public  Works  is  represented  by  various  radium  pre 
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parations  and  apparatus.      The  Ministry  of  War  gave 
permission  for  the  inclusion  of  an  exhibit  which  gives  an 
interesting  illustration  of  the  pharmacist's  services  in  the 
Army.    The  historical  group  is  particularly  interesting, 
and  includes  the  special  pharmacy  of  Claudia  de  Medici, 
belonging  to  Court-Pharmacist  Winkler,  a  collection  of 
ancient  remedies,  and  an  admirable  reproduction  of  an 
alchemical  laboratory.    Other  interesting  exhibits  include 
a  collection  of  all  the  plant  seeds  which  are  used  for 
pharmaceutical  purposes,  a  complete  collection  of  Chinese 
drugs,  an  opium  collection  from  all  producing  countries, 
and  a  collection  of  all  the  existing  Pharmacopoeias  of  the 
whole  world.

At  the  autumn  exhibition  of  the  National  Rose  Society 
at  the  Agricultural  Hall,  London,  Miss  H.  A.  Gerhold, 
daughter  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Gerhold,  chemist,  36  Windsor 
Road,  Penarth,  won  the  first  prize  for  six  distinct  varieties 
of  decorative  blooms.  She  also  took  second  honours  in  the 
class  for  baskets  of  cut  roses.  Mr.  Gerhold  is  himself  an 
expert  in  the  growing  of  sweet  peas. 

The  Camberwell  Guardians  are  pressing  the  Local 
Government  Board  to  reconsider  their  decision  declining 
to  sanction  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Clarke, 
dispenser  at  the  Camberwell  Infirmary,  from  1201.  to  140?. 
a  year.  Mr.  Clarke  was  appointed  in  1911,  and  the  incre- 
ment is  not  due  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events  until 
Midsummer  1915 ;  but  the  Guardians  wish  to  increase  the 
rate  of  remuneration  at  once. 

At  the  sixth  annual  general  show  in  connection  with 
Messrs.  Ferris  &  Co. 's  Horticultural  Society  the  number 
of  entries  exceeded  any  previous  entry.  Mr.  A.  H. 
^age,  F.R.H.S.,  acted  as  judge,  and  made  the  following 
awards  :  Dahlias,  six  blooms,  any  variety  :  1.

Charles   Davies,   a   sick-berth   steward    belonging  to 

the  Royal  Naval  Hospital  at  Chatham,  was  court- 
martialled  on  September  16  for  having  neglected  to 
return  a  bottle  containing  a  poisonous  liniment  to  the 
medicine-cupboard  under  lock  and  key.  The  bottle, 
which  was  left  in  a  medicine -basket,  was  picked  up  by  a 
patient,  who  drank  some  of  the  contents.  The  patient 
recovered  under  treatment,  but  he  is  now  a  certified 
lunatic.  Davies  pleaded  that  his  error  arose  from  a 
lapse  of  memory,  and  the  Court  ordered  him  to  be  de- 
prived of  one  good-conduct  badge. 

Chemists'  Votes. 
At  the  Flint  Revision  Court  on  September  10,  the 
Revising  Barrister  disallowed  the  vote  claimed  for  Mr.  W. 
Topping,  chemist,  Trelawney  Square,  Flint,  in  regard  to 
a  room  at  the  rear  of  the  shop  premises.  It  was  stated 
that  Mr.  Topping  intended  to  use  the  room  for  sleeping 
purposes,  and  that  he  was  staying  at  Prestatyn  merely  for 
the  time  being.  The  objectors  pointed  out  that  there 
was  no  bed  in  the  room,  and  Mr.  Topping,  who  was  sent 
for,  said  he  had  not  yet  lived  on  the  premises.  The 
Revising  Barrister  said  that  Mr.  Topping  was  outside  the 
limits  of  the  borough,  and  accordingly  the  claim  could  not 
be  sustained. 

At  the  Bath  Revision  Court  on  September  11.  Mr. 
J.  W.   Sampson,  Ph.C,  Cleveland    Place    East,  Bath, 
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applied  for  a  vote.  ]t  was  explained  that  Mr.  Sampson 
had  been  in  business  in  Bath  for  several  years,  but  some 
years  ago  he  accepted  an  appointment  with  a  London  firm 
of  wholesale  chemists,  which  terminated  last  December. 
He  had  kept  his  business  at  Bath  the  whole  of  the  time  in 
the  hope  of  being  able  to  dispose  of  it.  He  had  not  done 
60,  and  this  year  he  had  returned  to  Bath  and  resumed 
actual  direction  of  the  business.  It  was  added  that  Mr. 
Sampson  had  resided  at  Bath  since  February  2  last.  The 
Revising  Barrister  decided  that  that  would  not  be 
sufficient  time  to  justify  the  claim,  which  was  disallowed.

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Ipswich  on  September  15,  a  fifteen-year-old 
errand-boy  was  placed  under  probation  for  stealing  about 
6/.  10s.  belonging  to  his  employers,  Boots,  Ltd.,  West- 
gate  Street,  Ipswich.  Of  the  money  5/.  5?.  Id.  had 
been  recovered,  and  the  Bench  were  informed  that  the  firm 
would  take  the  boy  back  and  give  him  another  trial. 
The  Mayor  observed  it  was  a  mistake  for  the  money 
to  be  left  on  the  counter  and  the  till  unlocked.  The  boy 
was  bound  over  and  ordered  to  pay  10*.  towards  the 
costs. 

At  the  inquest  at  Lewisham  on  September  16  on 
Edmund  Frank  Box  (28).  an  assistant  chemist  at  the 
South  Suburban  Gas  Works,  Lower  Sydenham,  Dr. 
W.  S.  Gibson  said  deceased  told  him  he  had 
been  taking  laudanum  in  large  quantities  for  four 
or  five  years.  He  brought  from  upstairs  a  pint 
whisky-bottle  half-filled  with  laudanum  and  a  12-oz. 
bottle  filled  with  laudanum.  Deceased  said  he  took  a 
2-oz.  bottle-full  at  a  time.  Box  had  also  told  him  that 
he  first  commenced  taking  it  in  solid  form  by  eating  a 
bit  of  crude  opium  when  he  was  thirteen.  It  appeared 
that  deceased  jumped  through  a  window  and  fractured 
his  skull  in  the  fall.  A  verdict  was  found  of  "  Suicide 
during  temporary  insanity."

The  return  of  the  imports  and  exports  passing  through 
Irish  ports  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1912,  issued 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  shows  that  chemicals, 
drugs,  fertilisers,  and  dye-stuffs  were  imported  in  1912 
to  the  value  of  1,326,662/.,  as  compared  with  1,187,773/. 
ill  1911. 

Belfast  Items.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  Belfast 
Guardians  has  been  convened  for  September  22,  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  granting  a  bonus  to  Mr.  John  D. 
Hamilton,  apothecary,  Templemor©  Avenue  Dispensary, 
for  extra  services,  and  to  receive  returns  from  dispensary 
apothecaries  or  prescriptions  prepared  by  them  at  the 
various  dispensaries. 

Pending  a  full  return  from  the  medical  officers  and 
apothecaries  as  to  the  working  of  the  National  Insurance 
Act  in  the  dispensar.es  of  Belfast  Union,  it  has  been 
decided  further  to  defer  the  question  of  advertising  for 
an  apothecary  for  North  Queen  Street  Dispensary,  which 
has  been  vacant  since  the  death  of  Mr.  Meharry.  The 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Guardians  has  consequently 
recommended  that  Mr.  S.  Fleming,  Duncairn  Gardens, 
be  continued  as  temporary  apothecary  for  three  months 
from  October  1,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Local 
Government  Board.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Chair  of  Mineralogy  and  Hydrology  at  the 
Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy  has  been  abolished, 
and  a  Chair  of  Hydrology  and  Hygiene  created  in  its 
place.  Professor  Delepine  continuing  in  the  chair. 

Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy. — At  the  last  monthly 
meeting  M.  Fourneau  spoke  about  the  cordial  manner 
in  which  he  had  been  received  at  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference  Jubilee  in  London,  which  he  attended  in 
place  of  MM.  Bourquelot  and  Leger.  At  the  same  meet- 
ing M.  Crinon  mentioned  that  he  had  been  asked  by 
Dijon  pharmacists  to  form  a  committee  with  a  view  to 
placing  a  commemorative  inscription  on  Courtois'  former 
home  in  that  town.  He  thought  the  President  of  the 
Society  should  be  on  the  Committee.  The  President,  after 
consulting  the  Society,  agreed  to  this  proposition.  An 
interesting  half-hour  followed,  during  which  Professor 
Bourquelot,  M.  Francois,  M.  Andre,  and  others  spoke  of 
Courtois  and  his  discovery  of  iodine. 

Scientific  Honours. — Dr.  Roux,  Director  of  the  Paris 
Pasteur  Institute,  has  been  made  a  Grand  Officer  of  the 
Legion  of  Honour.  Drs.  Metchnikoff,  Versin,  Pouchet, 
Faisans,  Pitres,  and  Reclus  have  been  made  Commanders. 
Among  a  dozen  new  officers  are  Dr.  Martin,  director  of 
the  serotherapic  service,  and  M.  Vallery  Radot,  Pasteur's 
son-in-law  and  biographer,  Vice-President  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pasteur  Institute.  The  thirty-odd  Chevaliers  in- 
clude MM.  Prevost.  director  of  the  serotherapic  service 
at  the  Carehes  branch  of  the  Institute,  and  Viala,  once 
Pasteur's  assistant  preparator.  Dr.  Gilbert,  who  has  just 
been  promoted  to  be  Commander,  is  Professor  of  Thera- 
peutics at  the  Paris  Faculty  of  Medicine.  M.  Kopp,  a 
military  pharmacist,  has  been  made  an  Officer  of  the 
Legion ;  and  MM.  Martin,  Sarthou,  Breaudat  (phar- 
macist in  the  colonial  army),  and  Perdrigeot  (naval 
pharmacist)  have  received  the  red  ribbon.  The  violet 
ribbon  of  "Officer  of  Academy"  has  been  conferred  on 
several  Parisian  oharmacists— MM.  Coquet,  Fagard, 
P.  A.  F.  Guillot,  "Trick,  Guyader.  L.  J.  Thomas,  and 
Vogein — as  well  as  on  M.  Thevenon,  oi  Oullins,  M.  Lau- 
renti,  of  Bone  (Algeria),  and  M.  S'artory,  preparator  at 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy.

New  Zealand. 

Advice  to  Expokters. — H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for 
New  Zealand  reports  that  from  information  he  has 
received  it  would  appear  that  some  exporters  from  the 
United  Kingdom  are  unaware  of  the  provisions  of  the 
New  Zealand  Customs  Act  regarding  the  valuation  of 
goods  for  duty  purposes.    The  Act  provides  that  : 

"  Where  any  duty  on  imported  goods  is  imposed  ad 
valorem,  such  value  shall  be  understood  to  be  the  fair 
market  value  thereof  when  sold  for  home  consumption  in 
the  •principal  markets  of  the  country  whence,  and  at  the 
time  when,  the  same  were  exported,  including  the  value 
of  the  case,  cask,  or  covering  of  any  kind  in  which  such 
goods  are  contained,  with  10  per  cent,  added.  The  fair 
market  value  for  duty  of  goods  imported  into  New  Zealand 
shall  be  the  fair  market  value  thereof  in  the  usual  and 
ordinary  commercial  acceptation  of  the  term,  at  the  usual 
and  ordinary  credit,  and  not  the  cash  value,  except  in 
cases  in  which  the  article  imported  is,  by  universal  usage, 
considered  and  known  to  be  a  cash  article,  and  so  bona  fide 
paid  for  in  all  transactions  respecting  the  same." 

It  is  clear,  therefore  (says  the  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  "), 
that  in  addition  to  the  actual  selling  price,  f.o.b.  or  c.i.f., 
exporters  to  New  Zealand  should  state  in  their  invoices 
the  current  value  of  the  goods  for  home  consumption 
in  the  principal  markets  of  the  United  Kingdom,  includ- 
ing the  value  of  the  case,  cask,  or  covering.  Their 
failure  to  do  so  usually  involves  the  payment  of  duty 
on  the  f.o.b.  or  c.i.f.  price,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Tasmania. 

The  Price  of  Reciprocity. — The  amended  regulations 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  Tasmania,  gazetted  on  July  22, 
provided  inter  alia  a  fee  of  12?.  12.s.  for  registration  of 
a  chemist  and  druggist  who  has  taken  this  qualification 
in  Great  Britain.  This  provision  came  into  force  on  the 
day  of  the  Gazette  notice. 

Western  Australia. 

Regulations. — At  Perth  Police  Court  on  July  31, 
Messrs.  F.  H.  Paulding  &  Co.  were  summoned  for  selling 
sanatogen  not  labelled  as  prescribed  by  Regulations  4  and 
62  of  the  Health  Act,  1911  and*  1912.  Mr.  Walter  W. 
Garner  stated  in  his  evidence  for  the  defence  that  only 
about  two  of  the  saleable  proprietary  preparations 
had  deposited  their  formula?  under  the  regulations,  and 
the  Government  had  also  made  contracts  in  respect  to 
articles  which  were  not  complying  with  them.  For  the  de- 
fence it  was  argued  that  Regulation  62  was  ultra  vires,  as 
the  thirty  prescribed  days  had  not  expired  at  the  time  of 
the  offence,  and  moreover  it  only  dealt  with  drugs,  and  a 
patent  medicine  yer  se  is  not  a  drug.  The  Magistrate 
(Mr.  Roe)  was  of  opinion  that  the  regulations  had  not 
been  passed  in  accordance  with  the  Act.  They  had  not 
been  discussed,  but  not  having  been  annulled  within  thirty 
days  of  laying  on  the  table  of  Parliament  they  automatic- 
ally became  law.  It  was  an  extraordinary  position,  the 
validity  of  the  proceedings  being  got  over  by  the  latter 
part  of  Section  271  and  not  by  the  new  sub-section.  It 
sa:d  that  certain  regulations  should  become  law  if  certain 
things  were  done.  But  it  went  on  to  say,  in  effect,  "  You 
can  do  what  you  like  in  the  meantime,  until  the  regula- 
tions become  law,  and  that  whatever  you  do  will  hold 
good  for  at  least  thirty  days."  These  regulations  had 
never  been  annulled  and  never  discussed,  but  the  fact 
remained  that  they  continued  in  force,  and  that  for  any- 
thing done  under  them  on  July  14 — the  date  of  this  alleged 
offence — Mr.  Garner  became  liable — i.e.,  for  having  sold 
an  article  the  formula  in  respect  to  which  had  not  been 
deposited  with  the  department.  He  was  inclined  to  agree 
with  Mr.  Parker  that,  technically  speaking,  to  call  sana- 
togen a  drug  was  correct,  it  containing  organic  matter  and 
coming  within  the  definition  of  "  drug  "  given  by  the 
Act.  He  found  defendant  had  committed  a  breach  of  the 
regulations.    It  was  really  fining  a  person  under  regula- 


tions which,  in  his  opinion,  were  not  good  even  at  that 
moment.  In  his  opinion — he  was  subject  to  correction 
elsewhere — the  regulations  had  never  been  properly 
approved  of  in  the  manner  laid  down  by  the  Act,  and  had 
proceedings  taken  place  before  him  outside  the  thirty 
days,  when  that  contention  applied,  he  would  refuse  to 
convict  on  the  ground  that  the  regulations  Were  bad.  He 
would  impose  a  fine  of  Is.  and  costs.  On  it  being  pointed 
out  that  in  the  matter  of  appeal  there  was  a  minimum 
fine,  the  penalty  was  raised  to  40s.,  and  costs,  a  stay  of 
proceedings  being  granted.  Other  cases  against  Messrs. 
Faulding  &  Co.  and  another  firm  were  allowed  to  stand 
over.

Cape  Province. 

Things  Pharmaceutical  here  at  the  moment  are  dead,, 
wrote  a  correspondent  on  August  27.  The  only  thing, 
moving  is  the  P.A.T.A.,  which  held  its  annual  meet- 
ing on  Wednesday,  August  6.  Very  few  were  present, 
and  it  was  very  disappointing,  considering  the- 
material  benefit  the  P.A.T.A.  is  going  to  be  to- 
traders  generally.  For  some  reason  a  few  manufacturers' 
agents  seem  bent  on  obstructing  the  work  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  This  was  shown  at  the  meeting,  with  the  result, 
that  only  half  the  agenda  was  got  through,  and  the 
meeting  had  to  be  adjourned  until  August  20.  The 
election  for  the  Council  took  place,  and  as  the  manu- 
facturers still  stood  out,  the  whole  of  the  old  Council 
was  re-elected.  A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  draw 
up  rules  and  regulations.  It  has  also  been  agreed  to 
appoint  a  permanent  secretary.  It  is  of  vital  importance- 
that  the  three  Sections — Manufacturers,  Wholesalers,  and 
Retailers — should  pull  together,  for  each  is  so  dependent 
on  the  other  for  the  efficient  working  of  a  P.A.T.A. 

Transvaal. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  Braes,  who  has  until  recently 
been  with  Bones  &  Co.,  chemists,  Pretoria,  has  purchased' 
the  business  of  Mr.  Hugh  Ross,  Fordsburg. 

On  Holiday. — Mr.  B.  Owen  Jones,  managing  director 
of  Messrs.  B.  Owen  Jones  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Boks- 
burg,  has  left  the  Rand  for  a  short  holiday  in  England. 

Personal. — Mr.  E.  J.  Adeock,  chemist,  Krugersdorp, 
has  returned  to  the  Rand  after  a  six  months'  holiday  in- 
Europe. — Mr.  Gerrish,  representative  of  Messrs.  Southall 
Bros.  &  Barclay,  has  returned  to  Johannesburg  for  a  short 
stay,  prior  to  leaving  for  an  extensive  tour  of  Cape  Colony 
and  Natal. 

Business  is  Bad  in  Johannesburg  and  on  the  Rind.  Now 
that  the  strike  is  over,  retrenchment  of  workers  on  the- 
gold-mines  is  universal,  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  native 
labour.  Until  this  is  remedied  the  outlook  is  black 
indeed.  Many  mines  have  already  closed  down  entirely,, 
thus  causing  several  hundred  Europeans  to  be  out  of 
employment. 


Mr.  J.  Moore,  chemist  and  druggist,  Adderley  Street,. 
Cape  Town,  returns  by  the  Balmoral  Castle  this  week, 
after  spending  a  pleasant  three  months'  holiday  in  Ireland. 
Mr.  Moore  was  formerly  in  Belfast  with  Messrs.  W. 
Dobbin  &  Co.  and  J.  &  J.  Haslett,  Ltd.,  among  other 
firms,  and  passed  the  Cape  Board  of  Pharmacy  examina- 
tion after  going  to  South  Africa.  His  pharmacy  in 
Adderley  Street  has  the  biggest  show-windows  of  any  in 
Cape  Town,  and  he  makes  the  most  of  them,  for  he  has  a 
drapery  store  near  by  as  a  competitor  in  toilet-goods,  ancF 
with  them  he  has  had  a  strenuous  tussle  in  the  sale  of 
Colgate's  soap.  As  a  member  of  the  new  P.A.T.A.,  Mr. 
Moore  would  like  this  to  stop  provided  the  conditions  do 
not  hamper  retailers  in  their  buying. 
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INDIA  AND  THE  EAST. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondents.) 


Ceylon  "Medical  Aid"  Export-duties. — In  order  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  administration  of  the  Medical 
Wants  Ordinance,  which  provides  for  Government  medical 
attendance,  hospital  accommodation,  etc.,  in  planting  dis- 
tricts, a  new  export-duty  has,  inter  alia,  been  placed  on 
the  export  of  cardamoms.  The  duty  which  will  be  paid  by 
the  planters  is  75  cents  per  100  lb.,  and  a  total  of  450  X00 
lb.,  at  which  the  1913  output  is  estimated,  will  yield 
Rs.  3,375.  Rubber  is  also  to  pay  75  cents  per  100  lb.,  and 
this  is  expected  to  bring  in  a  revenue  of  Rs.  600,000. 

Jambul  or  Vitriol  ?— Major  F.  N.  Windsor,  I. M.S., 
chemical  examiner  to  the  Bengal  Government,  in  his 
annual  report,  refers  to  a  case  of  sulphuric-acid  poisoning 
in  Calcutta  which  illustrates  this  danger.  An  adult 
Bengali,  complaining  of  dyspepsia,  took  a  small  quantity 
of  a  patent  medicine  called  "extract  of  jambulin."  He 
became  so  ill  immediately  afterwards  that  he  had  to  be 
removed  to  hospital,  where  recovery  took  place  after 
treatment.  On  analysis  the  "extract"  was  found 
to  consist  of  a  strong  solution  of  commercial  sulphuric 
acid.  On  previous  occasions  the  same  preparation  had 
been  analysed  by  Major  Windsor  with  a  similar  result. 

Floral-water  Perfumes. — The  Government  of  Bombay, 
having  been  approached  by  the  Government  of  India  with 
regard  to  the  assessment  of  Customs-duty  on  "  floral-water 
perfumes,"  forwarded  correspondence  in  this  connection 
to  the  Bombay  Chamber  of  Commerce,  with  a  request  for 
their  opinion  on  the  matter.  Inquiry,  it  was  stated,  had 
elicited  the  fact  that  the  duty  on  such  perfumes  was 
assessed  on  different  bases  in  different  ports.  The  Govern- 
ment of  India  were  contemplating  measures  to  introduce 
a  uniform  system  at  all  ports.  It  was  seen  from  accom- 
panying copies  of  correspondence  that  a  certain  firm  had 
been  charged  with  duty  on  three  cases  of  "floral-water 
perfumes  "  which  they  averred  contained  no  spirit  what- 
ever. The  Collector  of  Customs,  Calcutta,  regarded  these 
"  floral- water  perfumes"  as  "perfumed  spirits,"  as 
analysis  showed  them  to  contain  a  certain  small  percentage 
of  alcohol ;  duty  "had  been  charged  accordingly.  The  point 
for  consideration  was  whether  the  definition  "  perfumed 
spirit"  should  be  understood  to  cover  all  preparations  con- 
taining spirit  in  any  but  a  negligible  quantity  (a  view  to 
which  the  Government  of  India  were  inclined)  or  whether 
a  certain  amount  of  latitude  should  be  allowed,  prepara- 
tions containing  a  moderate  amount  of  spirit  being  admitted 
as  "  floral-water  perfumes  "  at  a  lower  rate  of  duty.  The 
Chamber  in  reply  stated  they  much  regretted  they  were 
unable  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  as 
there  appeared  to  be  differences  of  opinion  between  the 
shippers  and  the  Government  analyst. 


OUR  GERMAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D, ') 


Methylated  Preparations.— A  German  apotheker  has 
been  fined  25?.  for  using  methyl  alcohol  in  the  preparation 
■of  soap-spirit,  spirit  of  camphor,  and  bay-rum,  and  also  of 
spirit  of  ether  and  tincture  of  valerian  ;  and  in  dispensing 
a  prescription  he  put  in  5  grams  instead  of  6  grains  of  potas- 
sium iodide,  the  latter  being  the  amount  prescribed. 

Medicine  Tariff.— From  published  notices  it  appears  that 
the  often-repeated  demand  of  apothekers  for  an  increase 
in  the  charges  of  the  official  medicine  tariff  is  to  be  con- 
ceded by  the  authorities.  This  results  from  the  necessity  of 
improving  the  position  of  pharmacists  in  rural  districts, 
and  the  existence  of  several  of  these  is  under  present  circum- 
stances seriously  imperilled.  For  years  no  change  has  been 
made  in  the  bases  for  calculating  prescription  charges, 
•although  expenses  have  much  increased. 

A  Mesotborium  Craze  exists  in  Germany  at  present, 
as  recent  reports  in  these  columns  have  shown.  "  The 
Times"  correspondent  in  Munich,  writing  on  the  subject, 
says:  "All  Germany  is  obsessed  with  the  idea  of  procuring 
mesothorium  to  bo  used  as  a  panacea  for  cancer.  It  is 
stated  to  have  the  power  of  emanating  rays  similar  to,  but 
anuch  more  effective  than,  radium,  and  the  cost  seems  to 


be  almost  as  great.  The  substance  is  derived  from  the 
thorium  waste  in  the  manufacture  of  gas-mantles,  and  it 
is  used  in  tiny  portions  enclosed  within  a  silver  covering, 
in  which  extremely  small  holes  are  pierced.  The  silver  box 
is  then  placed  upon  the  part  affected  with  cancerous  growth, 
and  is  said  slowly  but  effectually  to  remove  traces  of  the 
disease.  There  is  hardly  a  town  of  importance  in  the 
country  which  has  not  voted  a  large  sum  from  the  public 
funds  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  some  of  the  costly 
material,  and,  where  public  funds  are  not  forthcoming, 
concerts,  bazaars,  and  such-like  means  are  adopted  for 
raising  money  for  the  same  purpose."  Proof  is  still  wanting 
of  the  efficacy  of  the  remedy. 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


Pharmacists  in  the  U.S.  Navy  have  now  attained 
commissioned  rank,  thanks  to  the  prolonged  labours  cf  Dr. 
Geo.  F.  Payne,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.  Formerly  they  ranked  a 
little  below  the  negro  cooks. 

Professor  Charles  Caspari,  Junr.,  requested  his  name 
to  be  removed  from  the  list  of  nominees  for  office  in  tho 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  that  of  Dr. 
W.  C.  Anderson,  of  Brooklyn,  to  be  substituted  for  his 
own. 

Mercury  Mining:  is  evidently  not  a  paying  proposition 
in  the  United  States,  judging  from  a  circular  it-sued  by 
the  Quicksilver  Mining  Co.,  which  recommends  that  the 
company  issue  and  offer  to  the  stockholders  25,000  7  per  cent, 
promissory  notes,  and  that  it  borrows  not  over  $55,000  in 
California.  The  circular  says  that  in  case  sufficient  funds 
are  not  received  to  finance  its  expenses  the  company  will 
have  to  be  reorganised  through  a  receivership.  No  divi- 
dends have  been  paid  on  the  common  stock  since  1862,  and 
the  dividends  on  the  preferred  have  been  irregular  and 
average  about  i  per  cent,  annually  since  1891,  when  4  per 
cent,  was  paid. 

The  Essential-oil  Industry.— The  Bureau  of  the  Census 
of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Washington,  D.C.,  has 
just  published  statistics  of  the  essential-oil  industry  in  the 
United  States  in  1909,  which,  with  previous  statistics,  are 
as  follows :

The  five  leading  States  in  the  manufacture  of  essential  oils 
in  1909  were  New  York,  Connecticut.  New  Jersey,  Michigan, 
and  Indiana.  A  great  increase  in  the  production  of  witch- 
hazel  extract  is  the  most  striking  feature  of  the  report.  The 
value  of  this  article  produced  in  1899  was  $54,649.  and  in 
1909  $412,322,  more  than  a  sevenfold  increase.  Connecticut 
is  the  chief  producer  of  oil  of  sweet  birch  and  witch-hazel 
extract ;  Michigan  of  oils  of  peppermint,  spearmint,  tansy, 
and  wormwood ;  New  Jersey  of  oil  of  vvintergreen  ;  and 
Virginia  of  oil  of  sassafras. 

Rexall.— The  eleventh  annual  convention  of  the  stock- 
holders of  the  United  Drug  Companies  was  held  at  Boston 
in  the  week  ended  August  23.  Sir  Thomas  Robinson 
(Dublin).  Mr.  Edwin  Thompson  (Liverpool),  Mr.  E.  S.  Car- 
penter (Bristol),  Mr.  T.  Harley  (Perth),  and  Mr.  L.  S. 
Wandell  (Liverpool)  were  among  the  3,000  odd  who 
were  present.  Mr.  Louis  K.  Liggett,  president  of  the 
companies,  had  been  operated  on  for  appendicitis  on 
August  6.  and  he  was  driven  to  the  Convention  in  an  auto- 
mobile, which  was  taken  into  the  Mechanics'  Hall,  Mrs. 
Liggett,  a  doctor,  and  two  nurses  attending.  He  stayed 
half  an  hour,  and  was  then  taken  back  to  his  hotel;  Mr. 
Fred  S.  Rogers  (vice-president)  taking  his  place.  Subse- 
quently he  was  able  to  preside  at  a  dinner  given  to  1,900 
guests.  His  report  stated  that  business  increased  by  $1,194,423, 
or  35  per  cent.,  last  year;  all  the  companies  are  making 
money,  except  the  English  one.  "  We  may  lese  $100,000  there 
before  we  make  any,"  said  Mr.  Liggett  in  his  report,  "but 
I  do  not  believe  it  will  be  more  than  $50,000,  and  then  I 
beiieve  it  will  be  the  best  investment  we  have  made."  There 
are  426  Rexall  agencies  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  Sub- 
sequently one  of  the  sessions  was  devoted  to  reports  of 
Rexall  growth  in  Great  Britain.  Mr.  Edwin  Thompson 
stated  that  the  British  chemist  might  copy  the  American 
drug-gist  in  every  respect  but  one — the  soda-fountain.  Mr. 
E.  S.  Carpenter,  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  and  Mr.  Wandell. 
manager  of  the  company's  branch  in  Liverpool  and  of 
British  propaganda,  also  reported  on  the  progress  and  en- 
thusiasm of  British  chemists  for  Rexall  and  the  co-operative 
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WITH  Neptune  in  his  calmest  mood,  a  moon  near  the 
full,  and  one  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  Com- 
pany's newest  turbine  steamers,  the  journey  from  Harwich 
to  The  Hague  was  made  at  its  best  on  Tuesday  night. 
In  a  comfortable  berth,  writes  the  C.  <£•  D.  representa- 
tive at  the  Congress,  I  fell  a-musing  of  that  curious  story 
told  in  Wootton's  "Chronicles"  of  how  Van  Swieten  in 
his  old  age,  and  when  in  exile  in  Vienna,  was  visited  by 
three  men  who  told  him  of  the  wonders  of  an  anaesthetic 
they  had  discovered.    This  was  in  1771,  and  Wootton 
seems  to  think  it  may  have  referred  to  chloroform,  -but 
it  is  probable  that  "Holland  oil"  (ethylene  dichloride) 
was  intended,    although    it    was    not   discovered  until 
1795.     The  legend  is  probably  fictitious,  but  is  told  in 
such  a  fascinating  manner  that  one  would  like  to  believe 
it.    Then  there  was  that  old  Haarlem  preparation  Dutch 
drops',  which  our  Pepys  used  to  take   for  his  colic.  I 
must     have  been 
dreaming.     for  1 
was   awakened  by 
the    steward  open- 
ing the  cabin  door 
and     calling  out 
"  Hook     of  Hol- 
land." Dressing  un- 
willingly, I  found 
we  were  alongside 
the  quay,  although 
the  gangways  had 
not  y?t  been  thrown 
across     from  the 
ship.      This  was 
soon  done,  and  in 
the  grey  dawn  th? 
luggage    was  ex- 
amined in  the  Cus- 
toms   House,  and 
after  a  welcome  cup 
of  coffee  a  train  wrc 
soon  on  the  way  to 
The  Hague. 

It  is  not  far  to 
The  Hague  as  the 
triangular  course  to

irow  flies,  but  the  railway  takes  a 
Schiedam  and  through  Delft  before 
the  Congress  town  is  reached.  Even  then  there  is  a  tram 
journey,  as  Scheveningen,  the  seaside  for  The  Hague,  is 
about  three  miles  away.  My  efforts  at  conversation  in 
Dutch  were  not  a  conspicuous  success,  although  it  was 
comparatively  easy  to  follow  the  directions  of  a  friendly 
policeman  as  to  which  trams  to  take.  The  numbers  in 
Dutch  are  similar  to  German.  The  native  language  is  by 
no  means  the  only  one  spoken  :  the  tram  conductors  drop 
a  few  words  in  English  and  the  hotel  waiters  lapse  into 
French  occasionally.  It  was  about  seven  in  the  morning 
when  the  hotel  was  reached.  Breakfast  was  already  ob- 
tainable. It  will  be  understood  that  the  season  at 
Scheveningen  is  quite  over,  which  is  not  altogether  a  dis- 
advantage for  those  engaged  in  the  serious  work  of  the 
Congress.  The  hotels  face  the  sea,  and  although  practi- 
cally empty  of  pleasure-  and  health-seekers,  are  ideal  for 
scientists  engaged  in  contemplating  the  problems  pre- 
sented by  pharmacy. 


There  followed  a  call  at  the  Bureau  which  the  Congress- 
has  established  at  the  Kurhans,  where  Mr.  Hofman,  the' 
hard-worked  Secretary,  hands  out  the  tickets  for  the  vari- 
ous functions  and  answers  a  thousand  and  one  questions 
at  the  same  time.  The  rest  of  the  morning  was  taken 
up  with  a  ramble  round  The  Hague,  and  particularly  a 
visit  to  the  Mauritshuis  to  join  the  crowd  in  admiring 
Rembrandt's  celebrated  "School  of  Anatomy."

The«e  have 
been  arranged  in  the  Zander  rooms  at  the  Kurhaus  by  a 
committee  consisting  of  seven  Dutch  pharmacists  assisted' 
by  seven  lady  assistants.    Dr.  D.  H.  Wester,  the  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  introduced  the  President,  Dr. 
L.  van  Itallie,  who,  in  declaring  the  exhibition  open,  out- 
lined   the  objects? 
which  were  kept  in' 
view  in  organising, 
it.      The  Zander 
rooms  are  a  suite- 
of  apartments  be- 
tween the  Kurhaus 
and     the  Grand 
Hotel.      The  walls- 
are    covered  with 
light  green  canvas, 
upon     which  are 
placed  the  various- 
photographs  accord- 
to  the  country.  The 
exhibition  consists 
of    four  sections, 
the  photographs  re- 
ferred    to  above 
being  the  first  and 
largest.  The  second 
section   deals  with 
pharmaceutical  in- 
struction   in  Hol- 
land,   with  speci- 
mens and  apparatus  dealing  with  chemistry,  bacteriology,, 
bromatology,    galenical   pharmacy,   and  pharmacognosy. 
The  third  section  consists  of  apparatus  for  use  in  analysis- 
and  bacteriology,  and  the  fourth  with  various  apparatus,, 
such  as  old  mortars  and  weights.    Regarding  the  photo- 
graphs in  Section  I.,  the  largest  space  is  taken  up  with 
those  illustrating  the    pharmacies    of    Holland   and  it& 
Colonies.    Great  Britain  is  represented  by  a  series  of 
pictures  of  the  premises  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  a  collection  of  illustrations  of  shop-fitting  by  Messrs. 
S.  Maw,  Son    &  Sons.  *■    There  are  some  very  fine  old 
mortars  exhibited  mostly  in  a  highly-polished  condition  as 
befits  a  country  in  which  cleanliness  is  a  characteristic. 
Perhaps  the  most  interesting  items  in  this,  the  fourth 
section,   are  some   of    the  first    microscopes    made  by 
Leeuwenhoek.    These  are  small  brass  instruments  bearing- 
no  resemblance  to  the  modern  microscope.    The  object  is 
fixed  on  a  brass  point,  and  looked  at  through  a  tiny  lens 
fixed  in  a  small  brass  plate,  no  tube  being  employed. 
At  the  Office  of  the  Congress  it  was  announced  that  the- 
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■demonstration  of  low  temperature  which  Professor  Onnes 
was  to  have  given  at  Ley  den,  on  Thursday,  would  not 
take  place  as  the  laboratory  is  being  repaired. 

Opening  Reception. 
At  half -past  eight  on  Tuesday  evening  a  reception  of  the 
members  of  the  Congress  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Nederlandsche  Maatschappij  ter  bevordering  der 
Pharmacie  and  of  The  Hague  Section  (which  included  the 
chief  officials  of  the  Congress)  took  place  in  the  Kurhaus. 
About  three  hundred  ladies  and  gentlemen  were  present. 
Great  Britain  was  represented  by  Mr.  Edmund  White, 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (who  in  the  after- 
noon had  called  at  the  British  Embassy  to  present  his 
credentials),  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  Registrar  and 
Secretary.  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish,  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck, 
M.A.,  Mr.  T.  Maben,  Mr.  T.  M.  Maben,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Harvey  (Cork),  Mr.  Ernest  Hercod,  and  Mr.  S.  \V. 
Woolley.  Professor  J.  P.  Remington  represented  the 
United  States.  France  was  present  in  force,  the  most 
prominent  representative  being  Dr.  E.  Bourquelot.  Dr. 
A.  Tschirch,  of  Berne,  was  the  Swiss  delegate.  The 
Netherlands  was  represented  by  three  military  pharmacists 
in  uniform — M.  L.  Q.  van  Ledden  Hulsebosch,  J.  van  Riel. 
and  Dr.  P.  A.  A.  F.  Eijken.  Many  pharmacists  were 
present  from  Belgium,  including  Dr.  A.  Schamelhout.  of 
Brussels.  There  was  no  formal  reception,  but  at  nine 
o'clock  Mr.  J.  J.  Hofman  (General  .Secretary)  mounted 
the  platform,  and  read  a  speech  of  welcome  in  French. 
The  conclusion  of  the  speech  was  an  announcement  that 
the  Netherlands  Society  desired  to  confer  honorary  mem- 
bership upon  "two  distinguished  pharmacists — Professor 
Bourquelot  and  Dr.  Tschirch."  'These  two  gentlemen 
•stepped  forward  and  received,  amidst  applause,  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  Refreshments  in  the  form  of  sand- 
wiches and  iced  champagne  were  handed  round,  and  at 
half-past  nine  a  concert  began.  The  singers  were  Madame 
A.  Tartaud-Klein,  Mademoiselle  A.  Hogetoorn,  Dr.  Adri 
van  der  Ven,  and  Mr.  M.  R.  Gravelotte.  It  was  late 
before  the  soiree  finished,  but  it  was  a  most  enjoyable 
function. 

The  Head  of  Affairs. 
Dr.  L.  van  Itallie,  the  President,  is  in  his  forty-seventh 
year.       He   studied   at   Utrecht,   and  graduated   as  a 

pharmacist  in  1886. 
In  1890  he  was  ap- 
pointed parish  phar- 
macist at  Rotterdam, 
where  he  remained 
until  1902,  when  he 
was  appointed  Pro- 
fessor at  the  Veterin- 
ary School,  Utrecht. 
In  1901  he  graduated 
as  Doctor  of  Philo- 
sophy at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Berne,  with 
a  thesis  on  Oriental 
storax  and  American 
storax.  In  1906  he 
was  appointed  Assist- 
ant Professor  at  the 
University  of  Utrecht, 
and  a  year  later  be- 
came Professor  of 
Pharmaceutical  Che- 
mistry at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Leyden.  In 
1899  he  was  appointed  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  per- 
manent Commission  of  the  Netherlands  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  in  1910  was  appointed  its  President.  From  1896  to 
1907  he  was  chief  editor  iof  the  "  Pharmaceutisdh 
Weekblad." 

Wednesday,  September  17. 
A  general  meeting  was  held  at  2  p.m.  in  the  Great 
Hall  of  the  Kurhaus,  when  Professor  Dr.  A.  Tschirch 
delivered  a  lecture  on 

The  Enzymes  and  their  Importance  in  Pharmacognosy. 

In  his  opening  remarks  Professor  Tschirch  recalled  the 
fact  that  in  an  address  entitled  "  The  Future  of  Pharma- 
cognosy," delivered  in  London  on  the  occasion  of  the

presentation  of  the  Hanbury  Medal  to  him  (see  C.  <£■  D., 
1909.  II..  548),  he  had  considered  it  probable  that  t^'e 
interest  taken  in  the  numerous  synthetic  lemedies  wculd 
be  followed  by  "a  return  to  drugs."    This  has  taken

place  sooner  than  he  expected,  for  quite  recently  the 
representatives  of  two  important  chemical-pharmaceutical 
factories  informed  him  that  interest  in  synthetic  drugs 
is  declining,  and  that  there  is  a  greater  demand  for 
drugs  and  preparations  of  them,  especially  for  those 
which  not  only  represent  the  active  principles,  but  also 
the  whole  of  the  constituents.  This  fact  draws  once 
more  greater  attention  to  that  group  of  remedies  which 
have  been  employed  for  thousands  of  years,  and  the 
study  of  which  is  the  aim  of  pharmacognosy. 

Among  the  fundamental  problems  to  be  solved  is  the 
part  played  by  the  enzymes,  not  only  in  the  synthesis  of 
the  active  principles  in  the  living  plant,  but  also  in  the 
transformation  of  the  living  plant  into  a  drug.  For  long 
it  had  been  a  problem  for  chemists  to  explain  how  the 
plant  succeeds  in  executing  at  ordinary  temperature  the 
same  reactions  which  can  be  performed  in  the  laboratory 
only  with  the  aid  of  energetic  agents  (strong  acids 
or  bases  and  relatively  high  temperatures),  and  how  it 
is  able  with  the  utmost  facility  and  in  a  very  short  time 
to  perform  syntheses  requiring  a  considerable  amount  of 
energy,  such  as  the  building  up  of  carbohydrates  from 
carbonic  acid  and  water  and  other  photosyntheses.  For- 
merly this  ability  was  ascribed  to  the  "vitality"  residing 
in  the  living  plant  alone,  and  representing  its  particular 
source  of  energy  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  form  of 
chemical  work.  To-day,  however,  the  inception  and 
course  of  numerous  reactions  in  the  living  substance, 
which  were  formerly  incomprehensible,  can  only  be 
grasped  by  the  assumption  of  enzymatic  processes — the 
enzymes  have  assumed  a  part  of  the  functions  formerly 
attributed  to  "vitality." 

We  are,  however,  in  the  same  position  with  regard  to 
the  enzymes  as  with  electricity — we  know  its  action  and 
utilise  it,  but  are  ignorant  of  its  real  nature.  Nobody 
has  as  yet  held  a  pure  enzyme  in  his  hand,  and,  as  with 
electricity,  there  are  two  points  of  view  :  (1)  the  minority 
see  in  enzymatic  reactions  only  an  exhibition  of  a  special 
form  of  energy,  and  (2)  others  maintain  that  they  are 
of  a  material  nature.  From  the  results  of  some  experi- 
ments on  the  laccase  of  Kurushi  and  other  materials 
from  the  iirotein  reaction  of  the  substance,  and  the  fact 
that  pyrrol  is  formed  when  it  is  heated  with  alkalies,  in 
addition  to  the  impossibility  of  separating  the  enzyme 
itself  from  gummy  substances,  Professor  Tschirch  assumes 
as  a  provisional  working  hypothesis  that  the  enzymes  aTe. 
glucoproteids  of  the  pyrrol  group ;  but,  as  he  states,  this 
assumption  may  be  right  or  wrong,  and  does  contribute 
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much  towards  explaining  enzymatic  actions.  Of  greater 
importance  is. the  recognition  of  the  colloid  character  of 
all  enzymes;  indeed,  their  action  is  only  comprehensible 
on  this  basis  in  cases  where  several,  often  antagonistic, 
effects  are  displayed  side  by  side  in  the  same  cell.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  not  only  in  the  animal,  but  also  in 
the  plant  organism,  in  the  same  cell  several — indeed, 
many — enzymes  are  present,  of  which  some — e.g., 
reductases  and  oxydases,  glucoside-splitting  and 
glucoside-forming — act  in  direct  opposition  to  each  other. 

It  is  now  established  that  the  enzymes,  like  the  catalysts, 
hasten  the  course  of  a  reaction,  that  they  are  destroyed 
by  heating  to  70°-100°  C,  and  that  they  can  be 
"poisoned"  by  certain  substances.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  presence  of  certain  substances  (some  metals,  traces  of 
acids  and  alkalies)  enhance  their  action,  but  it  is  still 
doubtful  whether  and  to  what  extent  the  enzymes  as  such 
participate  m  reactions,  and  whether,  as  is  now  generally 
assumed,  the  enzyme  is  not  used  up  in  the  reaction,  but 
before  its  effect  sets  in  it  enters  into  an  adsorption  com- 
bination with  the  substratum. 

The  fundamental  properties  of  the  enzymes  were  known 
to  Schonhein,  who  discovered  the  oxidising  ferments  in 
the'  'sixties  of  the  past  century,  although  in  1809  Gottling, 
a.  pharmacist,  had  observed  the  peculiar  oxydase  reactions 
of  gum  acacia,  without  being  able  to  explain,  them. 
Diastase  was  discovered  in  1814,  and  in  1831  the  identity 
of  its  action  with  that  of  ptyalin  in  the  saliva  was 
established. 

Over  one  hundred  and  twenty  enzymes  are  at  present 
known,  and  the  action  of  the  majority  of  these  consists 
in  splitting  up  or  transforming,  although  there  is  an 
increasing  number  of  observations  dealing  with  the 
synthetic  role  of  enzymes.  It  has  been  possible  to  build 
up  isolactose  from  (-/-glucose  and  rf-lactose,  and  recently 
even  the  glucoside  amygdalin  has  been  built  up  with  the 
aid  of  yeast  maltase.  It  may  be  safely  assumed  that  these 
building-up  enzymes  play  a  great  part  in  the  synthesis 
of  plant  substances.  Of  great  interest  is  the  fact  that 
enzymatic  processes  may  be  reversed,  as  was  shown  in 
1398  by  Croft  Hill,  who  proved  that  a  reversible  zymo- 
hydrolysis  was  possible. 

To  understand  the  processes  which  take  place  in  the 
living  medicinal  plant  and  in  its  transformation  into  a 
drug  and  then  in  the  latter  itself,  it  is  necessary  to  pass 
in  review  the  best-known  enzymes.  The  first  and  largest 
group,  and  the  first  to  be  known,  is  that  of  the  hydrolases 
or  hydratases,  among  which  the  carbohydrases  are  dis- 
tinguished by  their  property  of  splitting  up  poly- 
saccharides. To  this  group  belong  the  biases  or  di- 
saccharases,  such  as  invertase,  maltase,  tiehalase,  gentio- 
biase,  and  the  triases  or  trisaccharases,  such  as  raffinase, 
gentianase,  rhamninorhamnase,  and  stachyase,  as  well  as 
the  polysaceharases.  such  as  amylase,  which  splits  up 
starch  and  is  also  known  under  the  name  of  diastase, 
cellulase  (or  zytase),  inulase,  seminase,  pectinase,  xylen- 
ase,  and  gelase. 

The  glucosidases.  the  enzymes  capable  of  splitting  up 
glucosides,  are  widely  distributed,  and  their  principal 
representative  is  emulsin,  which  splits  up  amygdalin.  A 
large  number  of  these  are  named  with  reference  to  their 
respective  glucosides,  and  include,  inter  cilia,  populinase, 
phloridzinase,  salicylase,  arbutase,  gaultheriase,  rhamnase, 
myrosinase  (myrosin),  tannase.  Another  class  of  the 
hydratases  are  the  ester-splitting  esterases,  to  which 
belong  the  fat-splitting  lipase,  and  chlorophyllase,  which 
is  present  with  chlorophyll. 

A  particularly  important  group  is  that  of  the  proteases 
and  amidases,  which  includes  pepsin  and  trypsin — pepsin 
belongs  to  the  proteases.  Another  group,  the  coagulases, 
is  mainly  repiesented  in  animal  organisms,  and  to  it 
belongs  chymase,  or  rennet,  which  causes  the  coagulation 
of  milk.  Of  considerable  importance  to  us  are  the 
oxydases,  which  possess  the  property  of  causing  oxidation 
in  the  presence  of  oxygen  and  peroxides;  these  are  ex- 
tensively present  in  medicinal  plants,  and  the  guaiacum 
blue  reaction  is  due  to  their  action.  The  catalases  de- 
compose hydrogen  peroxide  in  oxygen  and  water,  while 
the  reductases  are  responsible  for  reductions  and  also  play 
a  part  in  the  living  cell. 

There  is  scarcely  a  living  plant-cell  free  from  enzymes ; 


peroxydases  and  catalases  especially  appear  to  be  present 
everywhere,  and,  as  already  mentioned,  very  frequently 
several  enzymes  of  often  antagonistic  properties  are 
present  in  the  same  cell.  Ten  enzymes  have  been  isolated 
from  the  liver,  and  five  enzymes  from  the  bark  of  the 
horse-chestnut — viz.,  three  different  oxydases,  one  catalase 
and  an  anaeroxydase.  The  changes  which  the  plant 
undergoes  post  mortem  in  its  transformation  into  a  drug 
are  of  special  interest  to  pharmacognosy ;  here  we  have 
the  phenomenon  that,  after  separation  from  the  plant,, 
many  parts  undergo  considerable  changes,  particularly  of 
a  chemical  nature,  such  as  those  which  occur  during  the 
process  of  drying.  In  1888  Professor  Tschirch  established 
that  within  twenty  seconds  of  removing  the  bark  from 
Cinchona  succirubra  it  assumed  a  reddish  colour  on  its 
inner  surface,  due  to  enzymatic  action,  but  if  the  twig  is- 
put  in  water  at  80°  C,  on  removing  the  bark  it  does 
not  redden.  In  the  first  phase  of  the  process  the  gluco- 
tannide  present  is  split  up  by  a  glucosidase,  and  in  the- 
second  phase  the  aglucon  thus  produced  is  oxidised  to  the 
red  colouring-matter  by  an  oxydase.  Vanilla  affords 
another  example  of  a  different  kind  of  enzymatic  action. 
In  1888  Professor  Tschirch  found  that  on  destroying  the- 
enzymes  by  alcohol  vapour  no  vanilla  odonr  occurs,  and 
Winckel's  experiments  in  1909  proved  that  vanillin  is 
excreted  only  in  non-sterilised  fruits. 

It  may  be  accepted  as  proved  that  in  the  process  of 
drying  glucosides  are  altered  by  the  action  of  enzymes, 
while  alkaloids  are  apparently  less  affected.  The  question 
now  arises  :  What  is  the  effect  of  drying  on  the  enzymes, 
themselves?  Bourquelot  found  that  several  plants  contain 
enzymes  when  fresh  only,  and  that  they  disappear  during 
drying  or  on  keeping.  The  most  permanent  enzymes 
are  found  in  such  drugs  as  chicory,  taraxacum,  marsh- 
mallow,  the  gums,  and  the  gum-resins.  Gum  acacia 
retains  its  enzymes  for  decades,  as  is  also  the  case  with 
the  laccase  of  Japanese  lacquer,  which,  on  oxidation^ 
imparts  that  special  character  to  Japan-ware. 

The  question  as  to  whether  the  enzymes  contained  in 
drugs  should  be  destroyed  and  whether  all  enzymes 
possess  a  medicinal  action  is  not  yet  answered.  The 
human  organism  itself  forms  so  many  enzymes  that  it  is 
extremely  probable  that  those  ingested  are  destroyed  or 
assimilated.  Zymase,  for  instance,  is  destroyed  by  the 
proteolytic  ferment  of  the  pancreatic  gland.  At  present 
there  are  a  number  of  "sterilised"  3rugs  on  the  market 
as  well  as  pharmaceutical  products  made  from  them — 
digitalis,  for  instance ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
pharmacological  action  of  these  "sterilised  "  drugs  must 
ba  further  studied,  as  our  present  knowledge  is  based 
chiefly  on  the  use  of  non-sterilised  drugs.  A  case  illus- 
trating the  action  of  enzymes  is  afforded  by  gum  acacia; 
mucilage  of  acacia  undergoes  considerable  changes  wh'en 
mixed  with  other  substances,  especially  readily  oxidised' 
substances,  and  for  this  reason  the  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia 
requires  it  to  be  heated — i.e.,  to  destroy  the  enzyme.  On? 
the  other  hand,  several  enzymes  display  a  useful  action. 
This  is  apparent  in  the  processes  to  which  such  drugs  as 
tea,  cocoa,  coffee,  tobacco,  vanilla,  and  tamarinds  are 
subjected  to  improve  them.  With  several  drugs  the  per- 
fume is  only  apparent  after  enzymatic  processes  have 
been  at  work  during  drying;  thus  fresh  orris-root  is 
almost  odourless. 

All  these  processes  have  as  yet  been  but  little  studied, 
and  it  is  only  when  we  are  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  cause,  conditions,  and  course  of  them  that  we  shall 
be  able  to  regulate  and  improve  them,  and  here  a  wide 
field  of  research  opens  up  for  pharmacognosy.  Our  aim 
is  not  only  to  eliminate  the  deleterious  actions  of  enzymes, 
but  to  subject  the  actions  to  the  service  of  man  and  to 
make  them  useful  for  drugs,  such  as  has  been  done  in 
the  preparation  of  foodstuffs — e.g.,  in  brewing  and  in 
making  wine,  cheese,  bread — where  the  process  of  "fer- 
mentation" is  due  to  enzymatic  action.  When  we  have 
learned  to  utilise  the  enzvmes  formed  by  higher  plants, 
such  as  is  now  the  case  with  myrosin  in  the  preparation  of 
oil  of  mustard  and  of  emulsin  in  the  splitting  up  of 
almond-amygdalin,  the  number  of  useful  enzymatic  actions 
will  be  considerably  enlarged,  and,  to  quote  Goethe,  from 
wonder  we  shall  proceed  to  consideration,  and  from  con- 
sideration to  examination.    We  are  led  to  this  thesis  by 
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the  philosophy  of  pharmacognosy,  and  by  experiment 
guided  by  the  process  of  thought.  As  Houston  Stewart 
Chamberlain  remarks:  "La  science  sans  philosophie  est 
un  simple  bureau  d'enregietrement." 

Following  the  Tschirch  lecture  was  one  by  Professor 
Dr.  H.  P.  Wysman,  of  Utrecht,  on 

The  Production  of  Drugs  in  the  Dutch  Colonies. 
Dr.  Wysman  is  a  native  of  Amsterdam,  where  he  was 
foorn  in  1862.    He  studied  at  the  university  of  his  native 

town,  and  graduated 
as  Doctor  of  Science 
in  1889.  He  com- 
menced his  career  as 
chemist  at  the  yeast 
and  alcohol  factory  at 
Delft,  and  was  ap- 
pointed Professor  at 
the  University  of 
Leyden  in  1891,  where 
he  taught  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry, 
toxicology,  and  broma- 
tology. In  1907  he  re- 
signed, in  order  to 
live  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Utrecht.  In 
the  following  year  he 
was  named  Professor 
Extraordinary  of 
Pharmacognosy  and 
Bromatology  at  the 
University  of  Utrecht.  He  is  also  Secretary-General  to 
the  Colonial  Institute  at  Amsterdam,  and  is  therefore 
well  situated  for  dealing  with  such  a  subject  as  that  of 
his  lecture,  which  really  consisted  of  a  running  commentary 
on  lantern-slides  and  cinematograph-films  of  the  cin- 
chona-plantations in  Java.  Dr.  Wysmarr,  in  introducing 
the  subject,  made  some  remarks  on  the  indigenous  medi- 
cines used  by  the  natives.  It  is  a  current  assertion  that 
every  country  possesses  the  best  remedies  for  indigenous 
•diseases ;  the  eagerness  with  which  European  medical  aid 
is  accepted  by  natives  of  the  Dutch  Colonies  is  the  best 
proof  to  the  contrary.  In  the  choice  of  remedies,  so  many 
animistical  representations,  transmigrations,  and  sigrr- 
teachings  are  connected  with  it,  that  the  simple  fact  that 
a  thing  serves  as  remedy  to  the  native  does  not  entitle 
one  to  the  hope  of  finding  any  active  principle  in  it.  How- 
ever, a  continued  scientific  study,  like  the  one  practised 
at  the  Buitenzorg  Laboratory,  has  brought  to  light  much 
that  is  interesting  from  a  scientific  point  of  view.  A  sys- 
tematic pharmacological  investigation  of  the  Indian  reme- 
dies is,  however,  still  a  desideratum.  The  majority  of 
these  drugs  are  unimportant  for  European  commerce.  The 
lecturer  mentioned  some  plants  which  are  cultivated  and 
their  produce  exported,  such  as  kokonut- butter,  cinnamon, 
cloves,  nutmegs,  pepper,  cubebs,  tamarinds,  essential  oils, 
benzoin,  and  gambier.  The  extensive  cultures  are  coca 
and  cinchona.  Present-day  methods  of  cinchona-cultiva- 
tion were  fully  discussed,  and  illustrated  by  photographs 
from  the  State  establishments.  Formerly  the  bark  was 
■only  partially  striped  from  the  tree,  which  was  preserved  ; 
now  the  whole  tree  is,  without  exception,  uprooted  and 
■completely  peeled.  The  trees  are  cultivated  from  seed- 
lings or  grafted  ;  for  the  latter  method  Cinchona  succiruba 
is  mostly  used,  as  it  is  not  so  delicate  as  0.  Ledgeriana. 
Crafting  is  also  advised  for  the  increase  of  choice  plants, 
selection  according  to  alkaloidal  content  being  carried  on 
to  a  great  extent. 

Visit  to  the  Peace  Palace. 
An  opportunity  was  given  in  the  afternoon  for  a  visit 
to  the  building  in  which,  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
Carnegie,  is  housed  the  Permanent  Court  of  Arbitration. 
It  is  commonly  known  as  the  Peace  Palace  (Vredespalcis), 
and  is  the  great  attraction  for  the  people  of  South 
Holland  at  the  present  time.  It  was  opened  last  month, 
and  since  then  has  been  visited  by  thousands  of  people 
who  wait  for  admittance  in  long  queues  each  afternoon. 
The  building  is  magnificent  in  its  design  and  furnishing. 
The  site  was  given  by  the  Netherlands  Government  (it 


cost  85,000?.).  Mr.  Carnegie  has  spent  300,000?.  on  the 
scheme,  and  the  Government  of  every  nation  has  given 
costly  furnishings  for  the  Palace.  Great  Britain  contri- 
butes four  stained-glass  windows  to   the   Great  Court. 


Palace  of  Peace. 

Many  of  the  cities  of  Holland  have  made  special  gifts. 
It  takes  about  an  hour  to  "do"  the  Palace,  and  the  dis- 
play of  richness  is  almost  monotonous.  The  word  "  Pax  " 
and  the  theme  of  War  and  Peace  are  worked  into  the 
designs  in  all  manner  of  ways.  The  grounds  around  the 
building  are  beautifully  laid  out — by  a  London  landscape 
gardener,  we  were  told. 

Municipal  Reception. 

The  Burgomaster  and  members  of  The  Hague  Muni- 
cipality gave  a  reception  to  members  of  the  Conference  at 
the  Town  Hall  at  9  p.m.  It  was  a  delightful  function, 
and  contributed  much  to  make  this  Congress  memorable 
from  the  social  point  of  view.  Four  lofty  rooms  were 
thrown  open  to  the  guests,  and  here  behind  two  long 
buffets,  banked  with  palms,  a  band  discoursed  music  that 
added  charm  to  the  gay  scene.  The  Burgomaster  wel- 
comed the  representatives  of  the  world's  pharmacy  to  The 
Hague  in  a  short  speech  which  was  heartily  applauded. 
Supper  of  a  sumptuous  character  was  eaten  at  small  tables. 

Thus  ended  the  first  stage  of  the  Congress.  To-morrow 
(Thursday)  the  meetings  of  the  Section  begin  at  Leyden. 
There  will  be  a  dinner  here  (Kurhaus,  Scheveningen)  in 
the  evening,  and  the  sessions  will  be  resumed  here  on 
Friday,  finishing  on  Saturday. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 

A.  K.C.  Chemist.  — At  the  examination  in  bankruptcy, 
on  September  12,  of  Mr.  Roger  W.  Wallace,  K.C,  on 
accounts  which  showed  unsecured  liabilities  73,628?.  and 
assets  estimated  to  produce  75,000?.  (comprising  cash, 
488?. ;  stocks  and  shares,  1,554?.  ;  and  a  surplus  of  nearly 
70,000?.  expected  to  be  realised  from  certain  patents 
held  by  Mr.  Loraine,  a  creditor),  it  was  explained  that 
as  a  K.C.  his  income  averaged  between  6,000?.  and  7,000?. 
per  annum.  For  the  past  five  or  six  years  he  had 
given  practically  the  whole  of  his  time  to  experimenting 
in  chemistry  and  to  chemical  research,  and  had  a  laboratory 
at  Chapel  Place,  Westminster.  Satisfactory  results  having 
been  obtained,  patents  were  taken  out  in  this  and  various 
foreign  countries  for  the  making  of  nitric  acid,  ammonia, 
and  various  by-products  by  the  electrical  treatment  of  the 
air  and  other  processes.  The  experiments  cost  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money ;  the  expenses  of  the  laboratory  and 
patents  alone  amounted  to  something  like  6,000'?.  Mr.  Wal- 
lace stated  in  court  that  the  first  series  of  his  patents,  relat- 
ing to  the  making  of  nitric  acid,  have  been  approved  by  a 
German  company,  and  plant  is  being  put  down  to  work 
them,  at  a  cost  of  about  30,000/.  In  the  event  of  their 
being  successful,  he  would  be  entitled  to  a  royalty  of  1?.  per 
ton.  Another  series  of  inventions  relate  to  the  manufacture 
of  nitrogen  from  the  atmosphere.  They  are  very  valuable, 
and  have  been  patented  in  all  countries.  Two  other  series 
have  only  recently  been  completed,  and  applications  for 
foreign  patents  are  now  being  dealt  with.  Although  he 
had  valued  the  inventions  in  his  statement  of  affairs  at 
about  70,000?.,  he  considered  their  true  value  to  be  at  least 
250.000?.    They  are  an  entirely  new  departure  in  chemistry.

DEATHS. 


Hartley. — At  Invercauld  Arms  Hotel.  Braemar.  on 
September  11,  after  a  very  brief  illness,  Sir  Walter  Noel 
Hartley,  D.Sc,  F.R.S. ,  aged  sixty-seven.  Sir  Walter 
Hartley  was  for  many  years  Professor  of  Chemistry  and 


Dean  of  the  Faculty  in  the  Royal  College  of  Science, 
Dublin,  from  which  position  he  retired  shortly  after  his 
knighthood  in  July  1911,  on  the  occasion  of  King  George's 
visit  to  Ireland,  and  the  opening  of  the  new  buildings  of 
the  Royal  College  at  Merrion  Square,  Dublin,  but  Sir 
Walter  Hartley  was  unable  to  be  present  then  owing  to 
illness.  On  his  retirement  Dr.  Gilbert  T.  Morgan,  F.R.S., 
was  appointed  his  successor.  'Sir  Walter  Hartley  was  an 
authority  on  spectro-chemistry,  and  in  recognition  of  his 
researches  on  that  subject  the  Longstaff  Medal  of  the 
Chemical  Society  was  conferred  upon  him  in  1906.  He 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Councils  and  Vice-President  of 
the  Chemical  Society  and  Institute  of  Chemistry  for 
many  years.  The  funeral  took  place  on  September  13 
from  St.  Margaret's  Episcopal  Church  to  the  Braemar 
Churchyard.  The  service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Canon  Perry,  of  Edinburgh.  A  number  of  visitors  fol- 
lowed the  remains  to  the  grave. 

Albright.— At  Parkfield  Terrace,  Lancaster,  on  Sep- 
tember 17,  Mr.  Joseph  Albright,  chemist  and' druggist, 
aged  ninety-seven.  Mr. 
Albright  was  the  son  of 
a  Lancaster  sailmaker, 
and  was  born  in  St. 
Leonardgate  there  on 
January  23,  1816.  He 
attended  the  Ack  worth 
Friends  School,  near 
Pontefract,  and  was  ap- 
prenticed to  Mr.  Sims,  a 
druggist,  in  Lower  Hill 
Gate,  Stockport,  after 
which  he  was  for  two 
years  an  assistant  in 
Hanley.  In  1840  he  com- 
menced business  on  his 
own  account  in  Lower 
Church  Street,  Lancaster, 
combining  dentistry  with 
pharmacy,  and  succeeded 
so  well  that  he  had  to 
take   larger  premises  on 

two  occasions,  first  in  Market  Square,  then  at  13  Penny 
Street  at  the  corner  of  ffrances  Passage.  He  ultimately 
sold  the  business  to  Mr.  William  Arkle,  who  still  carries 
it  on,  and  had  been  living  in  retirement  for  many  years. 
He  had  many  interesting  reminiscences,  some  of  which 
appeared  in  our  Jubilee  issue,  July  31,  1909,  and  on  that 
occasion  he  wrote,  "  without  spectacles,"  a  note  of  con- 
gratulation to  the  C.  J-  D.  Latterly  he  had  been  confined 
to  the  house,  and  he  passed  away  quietly  on  Wednesday 
evening — the  oldest  chemist  and  druggist  in  England. 

Brown. — At  106  Queen's  Road,  Peckham,  London, 
S.E.,  on  September  10,  Mr.  John  Brown,  Ph.C,  aged 
fifty-three.  Mr.  Brown  felt 
unwell  on  Saturday,  Septem- 
ber 6,  and  towards  the  even- 
ing his  medical  attendant 
diagnosed  acute  pneumonia, 
which  rapidly  developed, 
and  he  died  on  the  Wednes- 
day evening.  Mr.  Brown 
was  well  known  to  South 
London  chemists.  as  he 
actively,  though  quietly,  iden- 
tified himself  with  trade 
movements.  He  was  a  son 
of  the  late  Mr.  James  Brown, 
of  Edindonich,  Dalmally, 
and  was  an  apprentice  and 
assistant  with  the  late  Mr. 
Jokn  B.  Stephenson,  North 
Frederick  Street,  Edinburgh, 
who  was  wont  to  speak  of  him  as  one  of  the  most  care- 
ful and  conscientious  assistants  that  he  had  ever  had. 
Mr.  Brown  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  January 
1883  and  the  Major  in  October  1885.  Coming  to  London, 
he  was  for  a  number  years  on  the  staff  of  Messrs. 
Allen  &  Hanburys,  Plough  Court,  whom  he  left  a 
little  over  twenty  years  ago  to  purchase  the  business 
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at  106  Queen's  Road,  Peckham,  which  had  been  pre- 
viously carried  on  by  Mr.  Plumer.  There  Mr.  Brown 
was  remarkably  successful,  obtaining  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  residents  in  the  neighbourhood  to  a  degree 
which  is  uncommon  in  London  suburbs,  and  his  untimely 
death  is  much  deplored  in  the  district.  He  is  survived 
by  a  widow.  The  funeral  took  place  at .  Forest  Hill 
Cemetery  on  Saturday,  when  there  was  a  remarkable 
public  manifestation  of  the  esteem  in  which  Mr.  Brown 
was  held  locally,  the  street  being  crowded  with  sym- 
pathisers. Among  old  business  friends  of  Mr.  Brown 
who  attended  were  Mr.  Andrew  Kinross  (Edinburgh),  Mr. 
R.  Malone  (Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.),  and  Mr. 
Charles  Martin  (Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons). 

Merck.— At   Darmstadt,   on   September  15,  suddenly, 
Geheimer  Kommerzienrat  Louis  Merck,  Ph.D.,  aged  fifty- 
nine.      Although  Dr. 


De.  L.  Merck. 


Merck  had  been  feeling 
unwell  for  about  a 
week  from  a  recurrence 
of  an  old  complaint, 
his  death  was  quite 
unexpected.  Dr.  Louis 
Merck  entered  the 
business  of  E.  Merck 
at  Darmstadt  on 
September  1,  1883, 
along  with  his  cousin, 
Dr.  E.  A.  Merck,  the 
son  of  Dr.  G.  F. 
Merck,  who  was  a 
student  at  the  Royal 
College  of  Chemistry 
in  London.  Dr.  Louis 
Merck  became  a  part- 
ner in  the  firm  in  1897. 
on  the  retirement  of 
his  brother,  Mr.  I.  H. 
E.  Merck,  and  has 
always  taken  a  very  active  interest  in  the  business,  being 
the  real  head  of  the  commercial  side  of  the  house,  and 
at  his  death  was  the  senior  partner  of  the  firm.  He  was 
a  man  of  exceptional  ability,  an  honorary  doctor  of  medi- 
cine of  the  University  of  Giessen,  and  an  Honorary 
Doctor  of  Engineering  of  the  Technical  High  School, 
Darmstadt.  In  1905  the  Grand  Duke  of  Hesse  made  him 
a  life  member  of  the  Upper  Chamber  of  the  Hessian  Par- 
liament. He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Imperial  Board 
of  Health,  and  as  such  took  part  in  the  elaboration  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  and  a  member  of  the  Imperial  Statis- 
tical Bureau  as  adviser  in  commercial  statistics.  Since 
1901  he  was  first  Deputy- Chairman  of  the  Grand  Ducal 
Hessian  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  received  a  number 
of  orders.  Dr.  Merck  was  held  in  high  esteem  in  Ger- 
many, and  was  beloved  by  those  connected  with  the  Merck 
business.  He  is  survived  by  Frau  Merck,  two  daughters, 
and  two  sons  (Dr.  Karl  Merck  and  Mr.  Louis  Merck), 
who  entered  the  business  last  year.  The  partners  now 
left  are  Dr.  Willy  Merck  and'  Medical  Councillor  Dr. 
E.  A.  Merck,  cousins  of  the  deceased.  The  funeral  took 
place  on  Wednesday  of  this  week,  Mr.  Frederick  Boehm 
(London)  being  present. 

Mills. — On  September  4.  Mr.  Thomas  Mills,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Wellington,  Salop.  Mr.  Mills,  who  was  in 
business  prior  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  conducted 
until  a  few  years  ago  a  pharmacy  in  New  Street, 
Wellington. 


Madagascar  Vanilla.— The  British  Consul  at  Madagascar, 
in  his  report  for  1912,  states  that  the  vanilla  crop  was  the 
best  on  record,  the  quantity  exported  being  113  tons,  and 
this  in  spite  of  a  cyclone  which  destroyed  all  the  planta- 
tions in  the  northern  provinces  of  Nossi-Be  and  Diego- 
Suarez.  During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  vanilla  plantations,  especially 
in  the  eastern  province  of  Vohemar,  both  soil  and  climate 
being  very  suitable  for  cultivation.  Of  the  vanilla,  exported. 
8,120  lb.  was  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom.  The  total 
value  of  the  vanilla  exports  last  vear  amounted  to  157,661/., 
against  80,986/.  in  1911  and  50,847/.  in  1910.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS.

Sir  Oliver  Lodge 

may  be  presumed  to  have  intended  his 
Address  to  the  British  Association  as  a  counterblast  to 
Professor  Schafer's  address  of  last  year,  and  in  so  far  as 
it  insists  on  the  limitations  of  the  physical  sciences  Sir 
Oliver's  is  the  more  convincing  of  the  two.    His  declara- 
tion that  denial  is  no  more  infallible  than  assertion 
might  have  been  made  in  stronger  terms,  for  we  are,  as 
a  rule,  nearer  the  truth  in  what  we  affirm  than  in  what  we 
deny,  and  it  is  well  said  that  science  should  not  deal  in 
negations.    It  is  well,  too,  that  a  scientist  so  eminent  as 
Sir  Oliver  should  dare  to  state  so  boldly  convictions  which 
as  yet  science  cannot  prove  to  be  true;  but  there  is  a 
danger  of  arguing  from  convictions  as  if  they  were  ascer- 
tained facts,  and  not  everybody  who  shares  Sir  Oliver's 
convictions  will  be  able  to  accept  the  conclusion  he  draws 
from  them.    It  is  interesting  to  find  so  eminent  a  physicist 
experimenting  so  keenly  in  "  the  psychic  region,"  but  it 
is  not  clear  how  the  one  pursuit  specially  qualifies  him  for 
the  other,  and  it  does  not  seem  presumptuous  to  think  that 
the  scientist,  as  such,  really  has  no  advantage  over  other 
men  of  ordinary  intelligence  in  speculations  with  regard 
to  the  unseen  world.    All  our  science  has  not  yet  advanced 
us  one  step  in  this  direction  beyond  the  intuitions  of  "the 
poets,  the  prophets,  the  saints  "  of  old  time.    "  Knowledge 
is  of  things  we  see."    Only  the  most  extreme  scientific 
dogmatists  will  fail  to  respond  to  the  plea  for  a  more 
complete  sympathy  between  science  and  religion,  but  if 
scepticism  is  the  enemy  of  religion,  then  they  who  are  so 
eager  for  scientific  proof  of  their  religious  convictions 
appear  to  me  its  worst  foes,  for  there  is  no  scepticism  so 
profound  as  theirs. 

Bacteriological  Training 

for  pharmacists  has  been  suggested  in 
this  column  more  than  once,  and  I  am  glad  to  find  the 
idea  taken  up  by  such  an  authority  as  Mr.  J.  Herbert 
E.  Evans.  Such  training  is  required  for  a  good  deal  more 
than  the  dilution  of  tuberculin,  which  is  in  itself  quite  a 
simple  operation,  always  assuming  that  the  pharmacist 
possesses  the  usual  modicum  of  common  sense.  It  is  for 
more  than  this  that  bacteriology  is  going  to  be  of  service 
to  the  pharmacist.  The  time  i6  not  far  distant,  thanks 
to  prophetic  seers,  men  of  vision  of  the  Glyn-Jones  type, 
who  are  doing  their  best  to  hasten  it  on,  when  among 
other  lines  of  knowledge  bacteriology  will  not  be  the  close 
preserve  of  a  select  few  young  medical  men.  Perhaps  no 
one  has  such  an  aim  directly  in  view,  but  the  wider  out- 
look takes  in  a  great  horizon  within  which,  as  a  profes- 
sional body  of  pharmacists,  we  shall  occupy,  as  part  of 
the  great  scheme  of  national  medical  service,  a  much 
higher  position  than  we  do  to-day.  As  to  Mr.  Evans's 
criticism  of  your  article,  I  confess  that  I  did  not  so 
read  it.  The  average  doctor  does  not  know  much  about 
tuberculin.  As  a  rule,  a  busy  doctor  has  no  time  to  keep 
himself  abreast  of  new  ideas.  Only  a  few  men  are  awake 
to  what  is  going  on,  but  we  pharmacists  must  cater  for 
these  few,  and  in  consequence  we  get  to  know  a  good 
deal  about  what  is  going  on. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 

is    determined  to 

be  in  time  with  the  appointment  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee.  It  looks  indeed  as  if  the  senior  body  were 
acting  on  the  assumption  that  it  is  itself  a  permanent 
institution.  Is  it  ?  I  am  not  sure.  Perhaps  someone  may 
be  able  to  say  whether  its  appointment  is  permanent,  or 
annual,  or  what?   If  annual,  as  I  am  inclined  to  believe,  its 


own  reappointment  will  very  soon  be  due,  and  surely  it  is. 
not  a  good  thing  that  any  committee  in  a  moribund  con- 
dition should  make  new  appointments.  The  question  will 
naturally  arise,  To  whom  is  the  new  Joint  Committee 
responsible?  To  the  Committee  that  appointed  it,  which 
will  soon  be  dead  ?  to  the  new  Standing  Committee?  or  is  it 
to  be  entirely  irresponsible  ?  Looking  on  as  an  outsider  there 
appears  to  be  some  confusion  in  the  management  of  pharma- 
ceutical matters  under  the  Act,  and.  some  co-ordination  is 
necessary.  The  experience  we  are  now  gaining  will  show 
where  the  loose  ends  can  be  gathered  up ;  but  it  will  not 
help  much  if  the  ruling  Committee  is  going  to  rush  matters 
in  the  way  that  was  done  last  week.  I  observe,  by  the  way, 
that  the  Committee  has  a  balance  in  hand  of  467Z.  15s. 
This  is  a  very  nice  amount,  and  since  the  expenses  must, 
have  been  considerable  it  is  clear  that  a  large  sum  of 
money  must  have  come  into  the  Committee's  hands  from 
one  source  or  another.  I  suppose  we  shall  have  later  on  a 
full  statement  of  the  intromissions  in  connection  with  the 
fund,  showing  where  the  money  has  come  from  and  how  it 
has  been  spent.  Without  such  a  statement  "the  various 
firms  and  persons ' '  who  responded  so  freely  this  year  will 
be  inclined  to  button  up  their  pockets  when  the  hat  next 
goes  round.  Perhaps,  though,  we  may  soon  be  in  that 
happy  condition  when  the  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  hat 
will  never  again  be  empty. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society 

is  not,  for  several  reasons,  a  suit- 
able body  to  undertake  such  work  as  Mr.  Bailey  would 
assign  to  his  proposed  Federation.  In  the  first  place,  it 
has  already  as  much  to  do  as  it  can  manage  efficiently ; 
and,  in  the  second,  it  neither  is  nor  could  it  without  a 
change  of  constitution  be  made  sufficiently  representative 
of  local  opinion  and  needs.  Moreover,  it  is  not  altogether 
desirable  that  a  Society  standing  in  the  relation  it  occupies 
towards  the  Legislature  should  be  so  closely  identified  with 
the  trade  in  its  material  aspect.  I  refer  with  some  reluct- 
ance to  the  suggestion  made  by  several  members  of  the 
Departmental  Committee  on  Section  15  (5)  (iii.)  of  the 
Insurance  Act  that  possibly  the  Society  is  influenced  by 
pecuniary  motives  in  its  action  with  regard  to  placing 
poisons  on  the  Schedule,  because  we  all  know  that  no 
reason  whatever  exists  for  such  a  suspicion ;  but  the  mere 
fact  that  it  could  enter  the  mind  of  a  public  official  shows 
that  the  Society  might  do  both  itself  and  us  more  harm  than 
good  by  taking  so  prominent  a  part  in  the  defence  of  our 
trade-interests.  It  is  not  primarily  a  trade-society,  nor  is 
its  true  function  compatible  with  the  objects  of  a  trade- 
society.  Such  a  Federation  as  Mr.  Bailey  suggests  would 
be  a  much  more  efficient  instrument  for  our  purpose,  and 
wrould  command  a  more  general  confidence. 

The  Errand-lad, 

it  seems,  as  well  as  the  apprentice  and  assis- 
tant, is  failing  us,  and  since  he  has  no  examinations  to 
pass  we  must  look  elsewhere  for  the  cause.  The  fact  is 
that  the  industrial  revolution  everywhere  in  progress  is 
affecting  us ;  workers  generally  are  demanding  better  con- 
ditions, more  pay,  shorter  hours ;  and  we,  like  other  em- 
ployers, must  meet  the  demand  or  do  all  the  work  ourselves. 
We  shall  have  to  offer  more  liberal  terms  and  accept  less 
in  return — a  sad  necessity,  but  a  Teal  one.  I  notice  more 
chemists'  wives  and  daughters  in  shops  than  used  to  be 
found  there,  and  it  seems  as  if  Mr.  Quiverful,  M.P.S.,. 
will  have  an  advantage  over  his  celibate  rival.  I  think, 
too,  that  some  shops  I  know  are  not  kept  quite  so  clean 
and  tidy  as  they  used  to  be,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how, 
with  so  much  new  work  thrust  upon  us,  we  can  be  quite 
as  particular  in  this  respect  as  "Ad  Hoc"  would  have 
us  be.  It  is,  however,  fortunately  a  fact  that  the  cleanest 
shops  are  not  always  the  busiest.  I  won't  mention  names, 
but  I  have  seen  one  of  the  busiest  pharmacies  of  the  better 
class  in  a  famous  cathedral  city  sadly  in  need  of  a  dusting.

Editorial  Articles. 


Some  Trading  Limitations.  (I.) 

Our  observations  last  week  in  regard  to  the  use  of  invented 
words  as  trade-marks  have  suggested  further  consideration 
of  matters  affecting  the  business  interests  of  manufac- 
turers, wholesalers,  and  retailers,  all  of  whom  are  beset 
by  difficulties  and  restrictions,  while  even  their  own  terri- 
tory contains  many  pitfalls.  As  a  general  rule  a  man  is 
free  to  trade  in  whatever  manner  he  pleases.  The  mode  in 
which  he  conducts  his  business  concerns  himself  alone, 
and  he  is  free  to  adopt  any  means  within  his  power  to 
secure  an  advantage  over  his  rival,  whether  by  attractive 
advertisement  or  by  any  other  tactics  of  commercial  enter- 
prise. A  trader's  right  to  "puff"  his  goods,  by  pro- 
claiming their  perfections  to  the  public,  has  always  been 
recognised,  as  also  has  his  right  to  increase  his  sales  at 
the  expense  of  a  rival  by  "undercutting"  prices.  To 
this  general  rule  of  complete  freedom  in  trading  there  are, 
however,  certain  exceptions.  The  mere  "puffing"  by  one 
trader  of  his  goods  as  being  superior  to  goods  of  other 
manufacture  is  not  actionable,  even  if  some  other  trader 
suffers  damage  in  consequence  of  the  first  trader's  state- 
ments (Hubbuck  v.  Wilkinson  (1899),  1  Q.B.  86).  Never- 
theless, a  trader  must  not,  under  the  guise  of  "puffing," 
make  disparaging  statements,  which  libel  or  slander  the 
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goods  of  another,  so  as  to  injure  that  other's  trade  ;  and,  if 
he  does  so,  proceedings  may  be  taken  against  him  by.  the 
party  injured  for  an  injunction  and  damages.  In  such 
cases  the  person  taking  the  proceedings,  if  he  is  to  be 
successful,  must  show  the  Court  that  the  statements  of 
which  he  complains  were  in  disparagement  of  his  own 
goods  in  particular,  that  they  were  untrue,  and  that  they 
occasioned  special  damage  (White  v.  Mellin,  1895, 
A.C.  154).  Again,  Section  68  of  the  Trade  Marks  Act, 
1905,  affords  protection  to  the  public  by  providing  that  a 
trader  who,  without  authority,  makes  use  of  the  Eoyal 
Arms  in  connection  with  his  business  in  such  manner  as 
to  lead  to  the  belief  that  he  is  duly  authorised  to  do  so, 
will  be  restrained,  by  injunction,  from  continuing  such 
use  (Royal  Warrant  Holders'  Association  v.  Dean  (1911), 
28  T.L.R.  6).  Undoubtedly,  of  all  the  limitations  imposed 
upon  trading,  none  is  more  defined  than  that  which 
restrains  a  man  from  falsely  holding  out  his  business,  or 
his  goods,  as  being  the  business,  or  the  goods,  of  some 
other  trader.  In  the  oft-quoted  words  from  the  judgment 
of  Lord  Halsbury  in  the  case  of  Reddaway  v.  Banham 
(1896,  A.C.  199),  "  Nobody  has  any  right  to  represent  his 
goods  as  the  goods  of  somebody  else."  Any  trader  damnified 
by  a  contravention  of  this  principle  of  our  law  is  entitled 
to  bring  an  action  for  an  injunction  and  damages,  and 
actions  of  this  nature  are  known  as  "  passing-off  "  actions. 
A  clear  exposition  of  the  rights  and  wrongs  of  trading  was 
given  by,  Mr.  Justice  Sargant  in  delivering  judgment  in 
the  recent  case  of  Spalding  v.  Gamage  (29  T.L.R.  541) ;  he 
said  : 

"A  trader  may  commend  or  puff  his  own  goods  to  an 
unlimited  amount  without  giving  cause  of  action  to  another 
trader,  although  the  latter,  if  more  scrupulous  in  state- 
ment, may  in  fact  be  considerably  prejudiced  by  the  glib- 
ness  and  exaggeration  of  the  first  trader.  A  trader  may, 
apart  from  contract,  cut  prices  to  any  extent  and  sell  at  a 
loss,  with  the  object  of  taking  away  custom  from  a  rival, 
without  giving  any  cause  of  action  to  that  rival.  But  a 
trader  must  not  sell  goods  which  are  not  those  of  a  trader, 
rival  or  not,  as  being  the  goods  of  that  trader ;  nor  must 
he  sell  one  class  of  goods  of  a  rival  trader  as  being  another 
or  'superior  class  of  goods  of  that  trader.  And  when  traders 
make  a  feature  of  undercutting  and  offering  gigantic  bar- 
gains to  the  public,  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  be  specially 
careful  that  the  goods  offered,  at  what  is  often  represented 
as  being  far  less  than  their  true  cost  price,  are  the  very 
goods  which  they  purport  to  be,  and  the  ordinary  cost  of 
which  is  stated  as  an  attraction." 

So  strict  is  the  principle  of  law  that  nobody  has  any  right 
to  represent  his  goods  as  being  the  goods  of  somebody  else, 
that  a  trader  will  even  be  restrained  from  selling  his  own 
goods  under  a  name  which  is  merely  a  true  description  of 
the  goods  if,  by  so  doing,  the  public  are  misled  into 
thinking  that  they  are  buying  the  goods  of  some  other 
trader.  Thus  in  the  case  of  Reddaway  v.  Banham 
(1896,  A.C.  199),  the  plaintiff  had  for  many  years  manu- 
factured and  sold  what  he  called  "camel-hair  belting," 
and  belting  bearing  this  description  was  assumed,  in  the 
trade,  to  be  of  the  plaintiff's  manufacture.  The  defendant 
began  to  sell  belting  manufactured  from  the  yarn  of 
camel's  hair,  and  stamped  it  "Camel-hair  Belting"  in 
the  endeavour  to  pass  off  his  belting  as  being  that  of  the 
plaintiff.  The  House  of  Lords  granted  the  plaintiff  an 
injunction  against  the  defendant  to  restrain  him  from 
using  the  words  "camel  hair"  in  connection  with  belting 
'manufactured  by  him.  Similarly  a  man  will  be  restrained 
from  selling  a  new  article  under  a  description  which  com- 
prises his  own  name,  if,  as  in  the  case  of  Valentine  Meat 
Juice  Co.  v.  Valentine  Extract  Co.,  that  name  is  so 
identified  with  some  other  article  of  established  reputa- 
tion as  to  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  they  are  buying 


that  other  article  when  they  are,  in  fact,  buying  the  new 
article.  But  a  man  will  not  be  restrained  from  applying 
his  own  name  to  articles  sold  by  him  merely  because  it 
may  lead  to  the  perpetration  of  occasional  fraud  by  third 
parties',  provided  his  own  actions  are  not  tainted  with 
fraud  (Brinsmead  v.  Brinsmead,  29  T.L.R,  706).  If 
he  does  not  infringe  his  rival's  patent  or  trade-mark 
a  trader  may,  in  describing  and  advertising  his  goods, 
refer  to  his  rival's  goods  and  name,  provided  he  does  not 
thereby  give  rise  to  any  possibility  of  mistake  or  decep- 
tion. In  the  case  of  Singer  v.  Loog  (8  A.C.  15),  both  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant  were  manufacturers  of  sewing- 
machines.  The  defendant,  in  circulars  and  price-lists, 
stated  that  his  machines  were  manufactured  on  the  "  Singer 
system,"  and  made  other  references  to  the  plaintiff's 
machines.  The  plaintiff  was  unsuccessful  in  seeking  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant  from  making  use 
of  the  word  "  Singer"  in  connection  with  his  machines, 
since  no  evidence  was  forthcoming  to  show  that  purchasers 
had  been  deceived  in  thinking  that  the  defendant's 
machines  were  the  manufacture  of  the  plaintiff.  An  obiter 
dictum  of  Lord  Blackburn,  in  giving  judgment  in  this  case, 
should  be  noted.    His  Lordship  said  : 

"  The  original  foundation  of  the  whole  law  is  this :  that 
when  one,  knowing  that  goods  are  not  made  by  a  par- 
ticular trader,  sells  them  as  and  for  the  goods  of  that 
trader,  he  does  that  which  injures  that  trader  ....  it  is  an 
actionable  injury  to  pass  off  goods,  known  not  to  be  the 
plaintiff's,  as  and  for  the  plaintiff's,  even  though  not 
inferior." 

Provided  he  does  not  do  so  dishonestly,  or  in  breach  of 
any  contract,  a  trader  may  offer  for  sale,  at  less  than  cost- 
price,  goods  which  he  has  not  got  in  stock,  but  hopes  to 
acquire,  although  by  so  doing  he  damages  the  trade  of 
the  manufacturer.  Such  is  the  effect  of  the  decision  in 
Ajello  v.  Worsley  (1898,  1  Ch.  274),  which  was  an  action 
by  the  plaintiff,  who  was  a  piano  manufacturer,  to  restrain 
the  defendant  from  advertising  the  plaintiff's  pianos  for 
sale  when,  in  fact,  he  had  none  of  them  in  his  posses- 
sion. The  Judge  was  of  opinion  that  the  plaintiff  had 
suffered  damage,  but  that  it  had  not  resulted  from  the 
misstatement  in  the  advertisements.  Accordingly  the 
action  was  dismissed.  It  has  been  laid  down  by  the 
Appeal  Court  in  Scotland,  in  the  case  of  Bile  Beans 
Manufacturing  Co.  v.  Davidson  (23  R.P.C.  725),  that  the 
plaintiff,  in  a  "passing-off"  action,  will  not  be  entitled 
to  an  injunction  or  damages  if  he  has,  in  fact,  by  mis- 
representations or  otherwise,  conducted  his  own  trade  in 
a  fraudulent  manner.  No  doubt  an  English  Court  would 
hold  the  same  view,  though  there  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  any  other  decision  of  exactly  the  same  nature. 


Lemon-oil  Substitutes. 

As  a  result  of  the  high  level  of  prices  which  lemon  oil  has 
reached  this  year,  there  has  been  a  considerable  demand 
for  "artificial  lemon  oil"  or  "lemon  substitutes"  among 
the  smaller  aerated-water  manufacturers  in  this  country. 
Consequently  the  general  taste  of  the  public  for  lemon 
flavour  is  being  debased,  and  unless  one's  purchases  are 
confined  to  brands  having  a  first-class  reputation,  the  possi- 
bility is  that  the  consumer  will  drink  a  "  lemonade  "  quite 
innocent  of  the  genuine  oil-of-lemon  flavour.  As  a  fact,  the 
makers  referred  to  have  been  driven  to  various  kinds  of 
expedients,  and  as  they  cannot  raise  the  price  of 
lemonade  to  the  public  they  are  using  flavouring  substi- 
tutes the  bulk  of  which  will  not  bear  the  most  superficial 
examination.  We  understand  that  the  basis  of  these 
substitutes   is   invariably   citral   extracted   either  from 
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lemongrass  oil  or  from  Eucalyptus  Buclchousia  oil,  and 
their  bulk  consists  of  some  indifferent  substance.  When 
lemon  terpenes  ■were  cheap  this  indifferent  substance  was 
lemon  terpenes,  and  the  illogical  and.  absurd  condition 
existing  was  that  the  true  lemon  citral  was  extracted  from 
lemon  oil  by  the  manufacturer  and  sold  as  terpeneless 
lemon  oil,  and  lemongrass  citral  added  to  the  terpenes, 
which  now  become  "artificial  lemon  oil — just  as  good  as 
the  natural."  If  so,  why.  extract  the  natural  and  replace 
it  by  lemongrass  citral  ?  At  the  present  moment  lemon 
terpenes  are  very  high  in  price,  so  the  poorer  makes  of 
"  artificial  lemon "  are  mixtures  of  citral  with  Greek 
turpentine,  caraway  terpenes,,  lime  terpenes,  and  various 
other  more  or  less  indifferent  bodies.  But  the  flavour  of 
lemon  in  the  finished  product  can,  in  many  cases,  only 
be  faintly  noticed  after  the  label  has  been  read,  the  nasty 
flavour  of  lemongrass  citral  and  turpentine,  etc.,  being 
easily  discerned. 

The  sale  of  "  artificial  lemon  oil  "  is,  however,  more  or 
less  open,  and  is  honest.  But  the  second  cause  of  the 
inferiority  of  such  substances  as  lemonade  is  the  insane 
desire  for  cheap  oil.  We  know  of  plenty  of  oil  being 
sold  to-day  to  cheap  aerated-water  makers  and  confec- 
tioners which  contains  about  1  per  cent,  of  true  lemon 
citral,  25  per  cent,  of  lemon  terpenes,  20  per  cent,  of  lime 
terpenes,  40  per  cent,  of  Greek  turpentine,  and  the 
remainder  a  little  orange  terpenes  to  increase  the  optical 
rotation.  The  point  naturally  arises  as  to  whether  the 
law  cannot  get  at  these  cases.  Apparently  until  the 
Legislature  makes  the  act  of  adulteration  an  offence,  and 
the  wholesale  sale  of  adulterated  foods  and  drugs  as  well, 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  cannot,  without  great 
difficulty,  protect  (the  public  from  the  fraud.  The 
retail  vendors  of  the  lemonade  would  be  the  most  likely 
persons  to  get  at,  but  the  analytical  difficulties  are  at 
this  stage  of  the  fraud  practically  insuperable.  The 
same  is  true  with  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  as  lemon- 
ade means  a  beverage  flavoured  with  lemon,  and  it  can- 
not be  averred  that  this  poor  product  is  innocent  of 
lemon.  Nevertheless,  there  is  a  case  for  inquiry  and 
observation  by  the  authorities. 

As  regards  the  market  for  lemon  oil,  this  is  the  period 
of  the  year  when  orders  are  usually  placed  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  crop,  but  for  several  seasons  past  it  has 
become  increasingly,  difficult  for  consumers  to  know  what 
course  to  pursue  in  regard  to  their  contracts,  owing  to  the 
tactics  of  speculators.  The  consequence  has  been  that 
buyers  of  new  crop  have  again  held  off  as  long  as  possible, 
and  this  absence  of  demand  has  brought  about  an  easier 
feeling  of  late  in  the  primary  markets,  speculators  offer- 
ing new  oil  at  rather  more  reasonable  prices,  which,  how- 
ever, are  still  considered  too  high,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  crop  of  lemons  is  from  40  to  50  per  cent,  larger  than 
last  year,  which,  however,  was  a  small  one.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  the  price  of  the  new-crop  oil  should  this  year 
be  between  9s.  and  10s.  per  lb.  (but  12s.  has  actually 
been  paid),  and  several  important  exporters  advise  their 
customers  that  if  prices  during  the  next  few  weeks 
should  show  a  decline  of,  say,  2s.  to  3s.  per  lb.,  then 
half  their  requirements  should  be  covered.  Meanwhile 
the  "bulls"  have  temporarily  got  the  upper  hand  again, 
and  although  they  may  advance  prices  a  further  2s.,  it 
is  difficult  to  see  how  their  tactics  can  prevail,  with 
continued  abstention  of  buying. 

Pharmaceutical  Delegates'  Annual  Meeting. 

It  is  intimated  that  the  Pharmaceutical  'Society  will 
convene  a   meeting    of    local    Association    delegates  in 


London  during  the  week  of  the  Chemists'  Exhibition,  and 
instructions  have  been  issued  to  local  Associations  in 
England,  Scotland,  and  Wales  for  the  appointment  of 
delegates,  one  for  each  fifty  members  of  the  Association. 
These  have  to  be  appointed  not  later  than  March  25,  1914, 
when  also  any  motions  or  proposals  that  the  Associations 
may  have  to  make  should  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Society.  Such  proposals  will  be  examined  and 
sifted  by  the  Local  Associations  Committee,  and  no  item 
will  appear  upon  the  agenda  of  the  Delegates'  Meeting 
except  with  the  authority  of  that  committee.  It  is  stated 
that  the  expenses  of  the  delegates  must  be  borne  by  the 
Associations,  as  it  has  been  found  impracticable  for  the 
Society  to  bear  the  cost  of  defraying  such  expenses,  but  it 
is  suggested  that  it  may  be  possible  for  those  attending  the 
Chemists'  Exhibition  to  be  delegates  to  the  meeting.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  is  to  be 
held  next  May  in  Manchester,  .and  not  in  London,  the 
Local  Associations  Committee  will  have  to  suggest  some 
other  way  for  the  delegates  to  get  grants  in  aid  of  their 
travelling  expenses. 

Gelatin  Capsules. 

"  The  gelatin  capsule  was  invented  by  Mothes  in  1833, 
and  the  French  Academy  of  Medicine  declared  his  inven- 
tion to  be  an  immense  service  to  science  and  humanity." 
So  we  write  in  "The  Art  of  Dispensing."  Full  reference 
to  the  invention  was  made  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
August  10,  1889,  in  an  illustrated  article  on  the  manufac- 
ture of  capsules,  which  gave  a  great  impetus  to  the 
manufacture  of  capsules  by  retail  pharmacists  in  this 
country.  We  are  reminded  of  the  matter  by  an  article 
in  the  "  Chemiker-Zeitung,"  July  31,  p.  917,  by  Dr.  Martin 
W.  Neufeld,  of  Charlottenburg,  who  states  that  it  was 
on  March  25,  1834,  that  Mothes  and  Dublanc  applied  for 
a  French  patent  for  gelatin  capsules,  and  they  obtained 
an  additional  patent  on  December  4  of  the  same  year. 
The  matrix  used  by  Mothes  was  made  of  copper  of  olive 
shape  inserted  on  a  plate,  and  it  appears  that  he  used 
aromatics  in  the  gelatin  solution  with  sugar  for  the 
purpose  of  preservation.  From  the  beginning  Mothes 
contemplated  filling  the  capsules  with  medicinal  powders 
as  well  as  fluids,  and  sealed  the  orifice  with  a  drop  of  the 
gelatin  solution.  Dr.  Neufeld  mentions  that  in  1835  and 
1836  Mothes  used  2,000  kilograms  of  the  finest  gelatin 
in  making  capsules,  and  in  the  latter  year  bought  15,000 
kilograms  of  copaiba  balsam  for  making  into  capsules, 
imported  from  Brazil  and  Cayenne  as  well  as  from 
London,  so  it  is  reported  by  Herpin.  Dr.  Neufeld 
considers  that  these  facts  dispose  of  the  claim  by  Feldhaus 
that  James  Murdoch  was  the  discoverer  of  the  gelatin 
capsule.

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Statue  of  Dr.  Ludwig  MondL 


ON  Saturday,  September  13,  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  paid  public  tribute  to  the  genius  of  the 
late  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond,  F.R.S.,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
business,  by  the  unveiling  of  a  bronze  statue,  which  has

been  erected  by  the  company  in  front  of  Winnington 
Hall,  which  was  long  Dr.  Mond's  residence.  The  statue 
was  designed  by  Professor  Lanteri,  of  the  South  Kensing- 
ton School  of  Art,  and  stands  6  ft.  6  in.  in  height  upon 
a  pedestal  of  Aberdeen  granite.  It  is  a  striking  and  life- 
like figure,  as  the  photograph  shows.  The  unveiling  cere- 
money  was  performed  by  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  Brunner, 
Bart.,  who  "was  supported  by  the  following,  among  others  : 
Mr.  J.  E.  L.  Brunner,  M.P.,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roscoe 
Brunner  Mr.  and  Mrs  Henrv  Brunner.  Sir  Alfred  and 
Lady  Mond,  Mr.  Robert  Mond,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emile  Mond  ; 
Messrs.  Edmond  Solvay,  Louis  Solvay,  Famerie,  Chardin, 
Lucion.  and  Huaux,  representing-  Messrs.  Solvay  &  Co., 
Brussels ;  Messrs.  Fred.  R.  Hazard,  Bodot,  and  Nairn,  of  the 
Solvay  Process  Co.,  Syracuse;  Professor  and  Mrs.  Gollancz, 
Mr.  Eustace  Carey,  Dr.  D.  B.  Hewitt.  J. P..  the  Hon.  Mrs. 
Audrey  Blyth ;  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  and  Mr.  Cresswell,  for 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 

Sir  John  Brunner,  in  the  course  of  his  remarks,  said 
that  many  of  those  present  had  passed  all  their  working 
lives  with  Dr.  Mond,  very  close  to  him,  and  they  declared 
that  he  was  a  man  whose  greatness  deserved  and  called 
for  this  public  manifestation  at  their  hands.  He  was  great 
in  many  ways ;  his  greatness  had  many  manifestations. 
He  was  an  acute  and  very  close  observer  of  all  that 
mankind  had  done  in  the  world  during  the  whole  course 
of  history.  He  was  a  profound  historian  in  this  matter 
of  what  mankind  had  done,  and  knew  very  intimately  the 
scientific  research  into  the  history  of  mankind  and  of  the 
world.  He  was  great  in  his  power  of  reasoning  from  all 
that  he  knew  of  the  past  towards  the  future  of  everything 
to  which  he  put  his  hands,  or  to  which  other  people  were 
looking  forward.    He  was  great  as  a  worker,  and  it  was 


his  power  and  love  of  work  that  were  his  attractions  to 
them.  They  were  commemorating  a  life  that  was  a  very 
happy  life,  for  the  reason  that  it  was  full  from  beginning 
to  end  of  successful  work.  He  was  great  as  a  lover  of 
and  searcher  after  truth.  He  was  great  in  his  ardent 
desire  for  progress  and  in  his  powerful  help  towards  pro- 
gress for  those  who  were  about  him.  Sir  John  instanced 
the  Davy-Faraday  laboratory  as  an  example,  and  touched 
upon  the  doctor's  thought  for  others,  citing  the  jubilee 
gift  of  the  Workmen's  Club,  the  system  of  giving  holidays 
to  all  the  employes,  as  examples  of  Dr.  Mond's  Tegard 
for  his  employes.  They  had  chosen  that  spot  for  the 
statue,  continued  Sir  John,  because  it  was  in  face  of  the 
house  where  Dr.  Mond  lived  for  so  many  years ;  it  was 
also  very  near  to  a  line  which  before  very  long  would  be 
that  of  a  great  thoroughfare  between  the  Winnington 
works  and  the  Wallerscote  works  when  they  were  finished. 
It  would  therefore  be  a  spot  by  which  many  would  go 
backwards  and  forwards  every  day. 

After  the  unveiling,  Mr.  Louis  Solvay  paid  tribute  "  to 
the  memory  of  the  illustrious  chemist,  the  great  business 
man,  the  philanthropist."  The  oldest  among  them,  he 
said,  remembered  what  they  might  call  the  heroic  days  of 
alkali,  the  time  when  Ludwig  Mond,  foreseeing  the  future 
in  store  for  the  new  process,  went  to  see  Mr.  Ernest 
Solvay,  and  when,  helped  by  his  old  friend,  John  Brunner 
succeeded  in  introducing  ammonia  soda  by  the  side  of 
the  fortress  of  Leblanc  soda.  Some  of  the  older  men 
could  speak  of  the  struggles  undergone,  of  the  efforts,  of 
the  capacity  necessary  to  achieve  the  final  crown  of  success. 
He  could  assure  them  of  the  feelings  which  that  ceremony 
aroused  in  his  mind  by  the  remembrance  of  the  friendship 
which  united  his  uncle  (Mr.  Ernest  -Solvay)  and  father 
to  Ludwig  Mond. 

Mr.  Fred.  R.  Hazard  also  spoke. 

Sir  Alfred  Mond,  Bart.,  M.P.,  in  reply  on  behalf  of 
the  family,  thanked  the  company  for  the  honour  which 
they  had  done  to  his  father,  adding  that  the  statue  would 
not  only  face  the  place  in  which  he  lived,  but  would  form 
the  centre  of  an  even  greater  enterprise  than  Dr.  Mond 
lived  to  see  completed.

Dr.  Wynne's  presi- 
dential address  to  the  Section  was  delivered  on  Thursday, 
September  11.  It  was  mainly  devoted  to  a  review  of  our 
knowledge  of  that  type  of  chemical  change  known  as 
substitution,  from  the  point  of  view  of  residual  valency. 
He  pointed  out  that  although  much  of  the  progress  in 
organic  chemistry  has  been  achieved  by  substitutions  of 
the  most  diverse  kinds,  no  agreement  has  been  reached 
with  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  processes  by  which  this 
replacement  of  one  radical  by  another  in  a  molecule  is 
brought  about.  In  concluding  his  address  he  referred  to 
the  controversy  which  has  recently  revived  in  "  The 
Times  "  on  the  training  of  chemists,  particularly  in  regard 
to  chemists  trained  in  our  universities  being  too  academic. 
He  considered  that  two  reforms  are  needed  :  the  first 
would  avoid  early  specialisation,  which  is  apt  to  be 
disastrous ;  the  second  would  encourage  post-graduate 
training  in  directions  where  the  student's  inclinations  or 
aptitude  might  be  stimulated  and  developed.  He  sug- 
gested modifications  of  the  conditions  for  granting  degrees 
in  the  civic  universities. 

BIRMINGHAM    WATER   AND  LEAD. 

In  this  Section  on  September  15  a  paper  by  Mr.  J.  F. 
Liverseege,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  and  Mr.  A.  W.  Knapp,  B.'Sc., 
A. I.C.,  on  "  The  Action  of  an  Alkaline  Natural  Water 
on  Lead,"  was  read.  It  referred  to  the  water-supply  of 
Birmingham,  which  is  gathered  chiefly  in  Wales,  and  is 
slightly  alkaline,  and  unless  treated  it  corrodes  or 
"erodes"  bright  sheet  lead.  To  prevent  any  danger 
from  this  action,  a  small  proportion  of  powdered  chalk  is 
added  to  the  water  in  Wales.  This  treated  water  flows 
to  Birmingham  through  an  aqueduct  seventy-three  miles 
long.  The  following  is  the  result  of  the  authors'  experi- 
ments : 

Lead  Pipes. — A  series  of  lead  pipes  was  connected  with 
the  supply  and  analyses  of  the  water  made  over  a  period 
of  five  years.  Hundreds  of  samples  were  also  taken  from 
consumers'  pipes  and  from  lengths  of  lead  pipes  closed  with 
corks.  For  short  periods  the  total  lead  dissolved  from  the 
pipes  increased  with  time,  but  different  lengths  of  the  same 
pipe  showed  considerable  variation.  As  a  rule  a  pipe 
becomes  with  age  less  sensitive  to  the  action  of  the  water, 
but  the  rate  of  this  change  varies  greatly  with  different 
pipes.  Treatment  of  new  pipes  with  a  dilute  solution  of 
potassium  permanganate  gave  them  a  considerable  power 
of  resistance  to  the  action  of  the  water. 

Sheet  Lead. — Many  experiments  were  made  on  the  sheet- 
lead  "erosion"  test,  and  for  practical  purposes  a  duration 
of  one  day  is  preferred  to  the  seven  or  fourteen  days  sug- 
gested by  Dr.  Houston  The  authors  find  that  erosion  is 
due  to  the  action  of  oxygen  in  the  presence  of  water.  The 
amount  of  lead  eroded  is  affected  by  the  distance  from  the 
lead  to  the  water  surface,  is  generally  proportional  to  the 
area  of  the  surface  of  the  lead  exposed,  and  does  not 
depend  on  the  volume  of  the  water. 

With  untreated  water  carbon  dioxide  up  to  1  per  cent,  by 
volume  produced  little  effect  on  the  amount  of  erosion  • 
when  2  or  more  per  cent  of  carbon  dioxide  is  present 
erosion  no  longer  occurs,  for  the  liquid  remains  clear,  but 
lead  is  dissolved  in  amount  much  less  than  that  removed 
by  erosion.  Given  sufficient  oxygen,  the  alkalinity  of  the 
water  is  the  principal  factor  determining  the  amount  of 
erosion.  The  use  of  (a)  lime  to  prevent  erosion  wa6  not 
found  satisfactory,  the  presence  of  three  to  nine  parts  per 
100,000  of  water  reduced  the  erosion,  but  smaller  or  larger 
quantities  were  of  little,  if  any,  use.  Four  parts  •> 
100  000  of  (b)  calcium  carbonate  gave  protection,  and "  as 
little  as  two  parts  per  100.000  of  (c)  calcium  bicarbonate 
were  sufficient  to  practically  prevent  ercsion.  Filtration 


through  sand  had  little  effect  on  the  action  of  the  wat<^" 
on  lead.  No  evidence  was  found  of  a  seasonal  variation  ins 
the  action  of  the  water  on  lead,  though  the  colour  and 
amount  of  organic  matter  varied  considerably. 

X-rays  and  Radiation. 

On  Thursday,  September  11,  there  was  a  discussion  in 
the  Mathematical  and  Physical  Science  Section  on  the 
nature  of  a;-rays,  which  was  opened  by  Professor  C.  G. 
Barkla,  F.R.S.  He  maintained  that  a-rays  are  in  reality 
electro-magnetic  waves  of  the  same  nature  as  light  waves. 
Sir  J.  J.  Thomson  admitted  that  they  are  really  light 
radiations,  but  Professor  Rutherford  doubted  the  con- 
clusions arrived  at,  and  stated  incidentally,  that  there  are 
at  least  fifty  different  kinds  of  /?-rays,  which,  in  fact, 
form  a  sort  of  spectrum. 

On  the  following  day  Mr.  J.  H.  Jeans  opened  a  dis- 
cussion in  the  same  Section  on  "  Radiation,"  explaining 
the  present  position  of  the  question,  and  briefly  sum- 
marising the  chief  lines  of  evidence  in  favour  of  the 
quanta  theory.  He  was  followed  by  Professor  Lorentz, 
Sir  Oliver  Lodge,  Professor  Pringsheim  (Breslau).  Dr. 
Bohr  (Copenhagen),  Professor  A.  E.  Love,  Lord  Rayleigh, 
Sir  Joseph  Larmor,  Sir  J.  J.  Thomson,  and  Dr.  S.  D. 
Chalmers.  Afterwards  Professor  W.  H.  Bragg,  in  a 
paper  on  "  X-rays  and  Crystals,"  explained  that  by 
working  with  x-rays  and  crystals  the  nature  of  the  former, 
as  well  as  the  structure  of  the  latter,  can  be  investigated. 
By  the  aid  of  an  ionisation-box  the  spectra  of  charac- 
teristic a;-radiation  were  examined,  and  by  deductions 
from  the  presence  or  absence  of  certain  orders  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  atoms  can  be  built  up  by  the  aid  of  face 
lattices. 

"Transmutation  of  Metals"  was  the  title  of  a  discus- 
sion in  the  Chemical  Section,  which  was  opened  by  Mr. 
Frederick  Soddy,  on  September  16.  In  the  course  of  his 
remai'ks,  he  said  there  is  no  reason  why,  given  suitable 
conditions,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  change  thallium  or 
mercury  into  gold.  The  problem  is  to  expel  one  a  par- 
ticle from  thallium.  This  can  be  done  at  a  potential  of 
1,000,000  volts,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  work  at  anything 
over  100,000.  Again,  by  expelling  one  P  particle  and  two* 
a  particles  from  lead  we  ought  to  get  gold,  the  inter- 
mediate substance  being  bismuth. 

Mr.  Alexander  Fleck,  in  a  paper  on  the  "  Chemistry 
of  the  Radio-elements,"  said  that  since  last  year's  meet- 
ing at  Dundee,  when  the  chemistry  of  three  short-lived 
radio-elements  was  described,  the  study  has  been  con- 
tinued, and  the  chemical  nature  of  eleven  additional  radio- 
elements  has  been  worked  out  experimentally.  The 
results  of  the  work  show  that  : 

(1)  Uranium-X  and  radio-actinium  are  chemically  identical 
with  thorium. 

(2)  Mesothorium-2  is  chemically  identical  with  actinium. 

(3)  Radium-A  is  chemically  identical  with  polonium. 

(4)  Radium-C,  thorium-C,  actinium-C,  and  radium-S  arc- 
chemically  identical  with  bismuth. 

(5)  Radium-B,  thorium-jj,  and  actinium-B  are  chemically 
identical  with  lead. 

(6)  Thorium-2?  and  actinium-D  are  chemically  identical! 
with  thallium. 

The  Botany  'Section 
was  presided  over  by  Miss  Ethel  Sargant,  D.S'c,  the 
first  woman  to  be  president  of  a  section  of  the  British 
Association.  Her  address  dealt  with  the  developments 
of  the  study  of  botanical  embryology  since  1870.  Her 
remarks  on  modern  flora  and  its  remote  ancestors  were 
much  appreciated,  and  the  vote  of  thanks  to  her  was 
proposed  by  Dr.  Dukinfield  H.  Scott,  who  spoke  of  Miss 
Sargant's  work  at  Kew,  where  her  anatomy  and  seedling 
work  began.  Professor  E.  Weiss  also  spoke  highly  of 
her  work. 

In  this  Section  on  September  16  a  discussion  on  the 
"  Origin  of  Life "  was  opened  by  Professor  Benjamin 
Moore,  of  Liverpool.  He  stated  that  as  the  result  of 
about  eighteen  months  of  experimental  work  evidence 
had  been  obtained  of  the  first  organic  step  in  the  evolution 
of  life.  When  dilute  solutions  of  colloidal  ferric 
hydroxide,  or  the  corresponding  uranium  compound,  are 
exposed  to  strong  sunlight,  or  the  light  of  a  mercury- 
arc,  there  are  synthesised  the  same  organic  compounds 
which  are  at  present  formed  as  the  first  stage  in  the  pro- 
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cess  of  organic  synthesis  by  the  green  plant — viz., 
formaldehyde  and  formic  acid.  He  suggested  that  in  a 
planet  cooling  down,  the  union  of  single  molecules  into 
groups  of  fifty  or  sixty  forms  colloidal  aggregates.  As 
these  aggregates  increase  in  complexity  they  also  become 
more  delicately  balanced  in  structure,  and  are  meta-stable 
or  labile,  being  peculiarly  sensitive  to  energy  changes, 
and  could  take  up  energy  in  one  form  and  transform  it 
into  another.  This  was  the  stage  at  which  the  Professor 
took  up  the  work.  Labile  colloids  take  up  water  and 
carbon  dioxide,  and,  utilising  the  sunlight  streaming  upon 
the  plant,  produce  the  simplest  organic  structures.  Next 
these  simpler  organic  structures,  reacting  with  them- 
selves, and  with  nitrogenous  inorganic  matter,  continue 
the  process  and  build  up  more  and  more  complex,  and 
also  more  labile,  organic  colloids,  until  finally  these 
acquire  the  property  of  transforming  light  energy  into 
chemical  energy.  By  the  continued  action  of  this  "law 
of  molecular  complexity,"  life  must  originate,  and  he 
insisted  that  it  is  now  originating. 

Sir  Oliver  Lodge  spoke  sympathetically,  but  pointed  out 
that  this  is  not  the  origin  of  life,  but  the  construction 
of  a  physical  and  chemical  vehicle  which-  can  be  made 
use  of  by  life.  Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong,  speaking  as  a 
chemist,  denied  that  it  is  possible  or  probable  that  we 
shall  ever  arrive  at  the  production  of  life.  The  intro- 
duction of  the  colloid  does  not  help  U6  in  this  question. 
That  view  was  also  taken  by  Dr.  F.  G.  Hopkins,  while  Dr. 
Leonard  Hill  felt  that  although  they  might  build  up 
chemically  potential  living  substances,  they  could  not  by 
the  same  means  put  into  them  the  living  principle. 

Professor  Hartog  said  that  there  is  a  tremendous 
amount  of  scientific  "bluff"  in  the  assertion  that  there 
is  a  consensus  of  opinion  among  biologists  that  life  is 
only  one  form  of  chemical  and  physical  actions  which 
can  be  reduced  in  the  laboratory.  The  greatest  men 
among  biologists  have  held  aloof  from  that  dogmatism. 

Professor  Moore,  in  his  reply,  6aid  the  real  point  of 
his  paper  was  that  we  get  all  along,  from  the  simplest 
form  of  matter  to  the  most  complex,  up  to  and  including 
life,  a  law  acting  all  the  time,  that  matter  under  proper 
conditions  tends  to  assume  more  and  more  complex  forms. 
Dental  Anaesthetics. 

Sir  Frederick  Hewitt,  M.D.,  M.V.O.,  as  honorary 
secretary  of  the  committee  appointed  to  acquire  further 
knowledge,  clinical  and  experimental,  concerning  anesthe- 
tics— especially  chloroform,  ether,  and  alcohol — with 
special  reference  to  deaths  by  or  during  anaesthesia,  and 
their  possible  diminution,  in  a  report  to  Section  I,  as 
one  of  those  who  have  for  some  time  past  urged  the  need 
of  legislation  to  prohibit  the  administration  of  anaesthetics 
by  unqualified  persons,  drew  attention  to  three  coroners' 
inquests  which  have  taken  place  within  the  past  few 
months  upon  members  of  the  working-classes  to  whom 
cocaine  or  some  derivative  thereof  had  been  administered 
for  tooth-extraction  by  unregistered  dentists.  He  added 
that  it  is  highly  important,  in  this  connection,  to  bear 
in  mind  the  following  facts  with  regard  to  cocaine  and 
its  derivatives  : 

(1)  The  risk  attendant  upon  the  injection  of  cocaine  and 
similar  analgesics  is  quite  as  great  from  the  septic  as  from 
the  purely  toxic  side.  It  hence  happens  that,  apart  from 
the  numerous  cases  of  cocaine-poisoning  which  occur,  a  few 
of  which  terminate  in  inquests,  there  are  a  large  number 
of  others  which  escape  attention,  the  victims  either  suffering 
from  prolonged  impairment  of  health  or  dying  from  sequelae 
rarely  traced  to  their  true  causes.  (2)  The  injection  of 
cocaine  or  its  derivatives  may  lead  to  dangei'ous  or  fat?1 
symptoms  by  (a)  direct  toxicity ;  (5)  the  introduction  of 
septic  organisms  into  the  circulation  through  improper 
sterilisation  of  injecting  appliances ;  (c)  lacerating  and  re- 
ducing the  vitality  and  power  of  recovery  of  inflamed  tis- 
sues into  which  the  analgesic  solution  may  have  been  forced, 
with  the  result  that  sloughing  or  necrosis  follows;  and 
(d)  "  the  injected  fluid,  not  onlv  driving  out  the  blood  and 
Ivmph,  but  also  dispersing  pathogenic  organisms  into  thf 
tissues  and  even  into  the  general  circulation"  (Gibbs).  (3) 
It  is  hence  clear  that  without  proper  medical  or  dental 
education  and  training  the  risks  to  the  public  of  such  in- 
jections are  very  great. 

The  final  general  meeting  was  held  on  Wednesday, 
•  and  much  appreciation  of  Birmingham  hospitality  was 
expressed. 


National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Interests. 


Travellers'  Vouchers. 

Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  provision 
of  Medical  Benefit  in  the  case  of  insured  persons  con- 
stantly moving  from  place  to  place  over  a  wide  area 
in  the  course  of  their  employment.  Such  persons,  on 
proving  the  circumstances  of  their  employment  render 
these  special  arrangements  applicable,  will  be  supplied 
with  a  special  yellow  "traveller's"  voucher,  which  en- 
titles the  holder  to  Medical  and  Sanatorium  Benefits  in 
the  area  of  any  Insurance  Committee  in  Great  Britain, 
and  to  Sanatorium  Benefit  in  Ireland  for  six  months 
from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  voucher.  The  form  of 
application  for  admission  to  these  special  arrangements 
may  be  obtained  from  any  Insurance  Committee,  or  from 
the  Secretary  of  National  Health  Insurance  Commission 
in  England,  Wales,  and  Scotland  respectively.  Payment 
for  medical  treatment  and  drugs  will  be  made  out  of  a 
Central  Medical  Fund  to  the  Insurance  Committees  and 
by  them  to  the  doctors  and  chemists.  Prescriptions  will 
be  made  out  on  the  usual  order  form,  but  will  be  marked 
"W,"  or  otherwise  specially  distinguished. 

Dispensing  for  Sanatorium  Patients. 

By  A  Dispenser. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  Insurance  Dis- 
pensing, owing  to  the  absence  of  a  satisfactory  list 
of  patients  eligible  for  sanatorium  benefit,  and  the 
forgetfulness  of  the  doctors  to  cross  off  the  treatment 
which  did  not  apply  (set  forth  orr  the  right-hand  corner 
of  prescription)  so  much  confusion  was  caused  that  the 
whole  batch  of  prescriptions  were  treated  as  ordinary, 
and  the  bill  came  out  of  the  ordinary  drug  fund. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  second  three  months  a  better 
state  of  things  existed  :  doctors  began  to  cross  off  the 
treatment  that  did  not  apply.  I  received  on  an  average 
about  four  to  six  of  these  prescriptions  daily,  Perlsuch's 
Tuberculin  Original  being  much  in  favour,  and  ranging 
in  strength  from  1  irr  10  to  1  in  10,000.  These  hermeti- 
cally sealed  vials  of  tuberculin  are  rather  difficult  to 
stock,  and,  the  treatment  being  progressive,  one  never 
knows  on  which  strength  a  raid  is  going  to  be  made, 
so  to  do  the  business  it  is  necessary  to  carry  a  large  arrd 
varied  stock  (not  necessarily  an  expensive  one,  as  the 
stuff  is  fairly  cheap). 

This  dispensing  is  well  worth  having,  as  the  patients 
usually  need  a  clinical  thermometer,  which  they  receive 
free  in  the  first  instance,  together  with  a  6putum-flask, 
and  usually  they  bring  a  prescription  for  cod-liver  oil 
emulsion  or  a  creosote  emulsion  :  these  two  are  gener- 
ally taken  concurrently.  A  bismuth-salicylate  prescrip- 
tion also  is  in  large  demand ;  irr  fact,  there  has  been 
such  a  general  demand  for  these  three  that  I  usually  have 
a  dozen  or  so  ready  put  up  in  order  to  relieve  the 
pressure  of  work  during  consultation  hours.  There  was 
a  little  confusion  at  first  over  these  prescriptions ; 
patients  suffered  some  little  inconvenience  in  getting 
what  they  required,  until  the  channels  through  which 
the  articles  could  be  obtained  began  to  be  known. 
This  was,  and  still  is,  a  great  misfortune,  as  the  chemists 
contracting  to  do  the  dispensing  should  at  any  rate  carry 
a  small  stock,  if  only  a  quarter-dozen  of  those  in  most 
demand,  a  gross  in  all ;  besides  which  the  outlay  is 
compensated  for  by  the  various  other  demands  that 
usually  come  under  the  same  treatment,  and  which  are 
always  stocked  by  the  average  chemist.  I  use  the  word 
"misfortune"  advisedly,  because  the  supply  should  not 
depend  upon  one  or  two  individuals,  as  by  this  the 
patients  are  occasionally  deprived  of  their  free  choice 
of  chemist  by  the  very  chemists  who  do  not  stock  the 
required  article,  the  natural  result  being  that  this  work 
goes  into  very  few  channels  indeed.  This  will  be  better 
understood  when  I  state  that  my  account  was  more  than 
121.  over  the  second  period,  and  some  did  not  send  in  any 
bill  at  all,  though  that  might  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  some  neglected  to  distinguish  between  sanatorium 
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and  ordinary  prescriptions.  Of  course  the  man  who  is 
in  the  unfortunate  position  of  being  able  to  supply  must 
be  prepared  to  bear  much  criticism  from  a  few  who  have 
not  sown,  but  nevertheless  wish  to  reap. 

I  consider  it  a  weak  link  in  the  Insurance  chain  that 
one's  competitors  must  know  and  may  have  a  finger  in 
one's  business.  I  trust  in  time  that  independent  audi- 
tors will  be  appointed,  and  the  amount  of  one's  business 
with  the  authorities  will  not  be  disclosed,  as  no  useful 
purpose  is  served  by  the  present  methods.  It  is  a  case 
of

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to   the  supply   of  medicines  and 
appliances. 

Derbyshire.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  September  15,  Dr.  Duncan  observed  that  3(7.  of  the  float- 
ing sixpence  had  been  kept  back  by  the  Committee,  and  he 
contended  that  altogether  the  Committee  owed  the  doctors 
13,0002.,  which  is  being  kept  as  a  reserve  for  contingencies 
which  may  not  amount  to  1,000/.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  E.  C. 
Barnes)  replied  that  the  Finance  Committee  had  undoubtedly 
acted  on  the  safe  side.  He  explained  that  the  expenditure 
for  the  half-year  included  3,698/.  on  account  of  the  Drug- 
Fund,  and  the  payments  to  the  chemists  during  Julv  worked 
out  at  lid.  per  prescription,  which  was  the  highest  average 
for  the  year. 

Dewsbury.— The  clerk  reported  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  September  11  that  Dr.  Pritchard  had  written  to 
the  Commissioners  with  reference  to  the  dispensing  of  his 
homoeopathic  medicines.  The  Commissioners,  in  a  letter  to 
the  Committee,  stated  that  a  homoeopathic  doctor  might 
only  supply  medicines  himself  in  the  circumstances  set  out 
in  paragraph  30  of  the  regulations,  but  that,  if  the  circum- 
stances described  in  Dr.  Pritchard's  letter  amounted,  in  the 
■opinion  of  the  Committee,  to  an  inability  on  the  part  of  an 
insured  person  attended  by  a  homoeopathic  doctor  to  obtain 
the  necessary  drugs  prescribed  by  the  latter,  the  Committee 
might  reasonably  regard  the  case  as  covered  by  that  para- 
graph. It  was  added  that  cases  of  emergency  are  already 
provided  for  in  that  regulation.  In  his  letter  to  the  Com- 
missioners, Dr.  Pritchard  stated  that  there  is  no  homoeo- 
pathic chemist  in  Dewsbury,  and  he  had  to  instruct  chemists 
how  to  make  dilutions  with  the  commoner  drugs,  but  whe.i 
he  wanted  to  give  higher  dilutions  of  less  common  drugs  he 
had  not  only  to  write  the  prescriptions  in  the  pink  books, 
but  to  dispense  them  himself.  If  he  did  not  do  so,  the  chemists 
sent  up  to  him  for  the  medicine,  which  entailed  additional 
delay.  He  received  an  offer  from  the  West  Riding  Insurance 
Committee  to  dispense  for  all  his  patients  at  8s.  per  head. 
This  he  accepted,  but  finally  it  was  argued  that  he 
had  a  right  to  the  whole  9s.,  and  this  was  granted  about 
April.  Just  then  Dewsbury  became  a  county  borough,  taking 
■900  of  the  thousand  odd  insured  persons  on  his  list  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  new  Dewsbury  Insurance  Committee. 
He  asked  the  same  terms  from  the  Dewsbury  Committee,  but 
he  had  recently  received  a  notification  refusing  this.  The 
doctor  added  that  he  strongly  objected  to  dispensing  only  for 
patients  in  the  rural  area,  and  said  he  wished  to  continue  to 
dispense  for  all  his  patients.  He  did  not  desire  to  do  so  at 
the  lower  figure  if  he  could  obtain  more,  but  he  should  con- 
tinue to  dispense  them  "  rather  than  send  his  patients  to 
chemists  who  know  nothing  about  homoeopathy,  and  do  not 
believe  in  it."  In  a  subsequent  letter  to  the  Committee, 
Dr.  Pritchard  said  that  the  question  was  whether  he  is  to 
be  paid  for  dispensing  or  not.  and  whether  it  will  pay 
tf-  keep  his  name  on  the  panel.  After  consideration,  the 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  had  decided  not  to  alter 
their  decision.  Mr.  R.  Gledhill.  chemist  and  druggist,  inti- 
mated that  he  had  interviewed  Dr.  Pritchard,  with  the 
result  that  the  latter  is  going  to  send  the  whole  of  his 
prescriptions  to  the  chemists  to  be  dispensed.  Mr.  Ibbotson  : 
That  is  a  satisfactory  solution. 

Essex.— The  minutes  of  the  Essex  Insurance  Committee 
of  the  meeting  held  on  July  25  show  in  the  Finance  Sub- 
Committee's  report  that  two  persons  are  engaged  in  check- 
ing chemists'  prescriptions.  Consxiuent  upon  the  transfer 
of  the  work  from  Chelmsford  to  London,  the  salaries  of 
the  two  lady  assistants  were  increased  from  100/.  to  130/. 
ner  annum  and  from  50/.  to  80/.  per  annum  respectively. 
The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported  concurrence 
with  the  arrangements  made  regarding  the  supply  or  pro- 
hibition of  certain  drugs  and  appliances.  The  payments  to 
chemists  for  the  two  auarters  ending  July  14  amounted 
to  9.545/.  12s.  8(7.,  this  being  90  per  cent,  of  the  amounts 


claimed.  The  amount  paid  to  doctors  for  dispensing  durino- 
the  same  period  was  388/.  12s.  6r/.,  this  representing  an 
amount  on  account  at  the  rate  of  6(7.  per  insured  person 
accepted.  The  name  of  Miss  M.  Buchanan  is  on  the 
attendance  list  and  among  those  appointed  to  form  the 
Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee. 

Hartlepools.-At  the  meeting  of  the  local  Pharmacists' 
Association  at  Girk's  Cafe,  West  Hartlepool,  on  Septem- 
ber 11,  with  Alderman  Thos.  Clarkson  in  the  chair,  the  Hon. 
Secretary  (Mr.  A.  Timmins)  gave  a  report  and  comparative 
analysis  of  the  National  Insurance  Drug  and  Sanatoria 
accounts  for  the  two  quarters  ending  April  and  July  re- 
spectively. He  also  reported  that  the  Insurance  Committee 
had  written  to  the  Insurance  Commissioners  to  inquire  when 
they  could  pay  the  chemists  bevond  the  90  per  cent,  of  bd.  per 
quarter,  as  the  retention  of  10  per  cent,  or  more  of  their 
accounts  every  quarter  was  considered  somewhat  unfair  to  the 
chemists.  Up  to  the  present  no  reply  had  been  received. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Insurance  Sub-Committee, 
it  was  resolved  that  the  following  letter  should  be  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Association : 

The  amounts  of  the  chemists'  accounts  for  the  .April  and  July 
quarters  having  exceeded  the  maximum,  provided  under  the  In- 
surance Act,  the  Commissioners  regulations  a-ender  it  incumbent 
upon  us  to  ask  for  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  to  consider  the  matter  at  am  early  date,  so  that 
reduction  in  the  amount  of  tlie  accounts  may,  if  possible  be 
made  during-  the  present  quarter. 

Whilst  it  is  our  desire  mot  to  in  any  way  interfere  with  medical 
men  in  the  prescribing  of  such  preparations  as  they  think  indi- 
cated, we  suggest  that,  the  cost  of  same  might  be  considerably 
reduced  by  avoiding  as  far  as  possible  the  'Use  of  proprietary 
and  trade-mark  names,  which  invariably  cost  more  than  B.P.C. 
and  other  similar  preparations. 

We  respectfully  ask  you  to  bring  this  matter  before  your  Asso- 
ciation! as  early  as  possible. 

Ipswich.— A  return  made  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  September  10  showed  that  18,134  prescriptions  from 
chemists  had  been  checked,  the  average  c06t  being  slightly 
over  7(7. 

Lancashire.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  been  recom- 
mended by  its  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee 
to  reserve  for  further  consideration,  until  it  has  been  ascer- 
tained how  the  Drug  Fund  stands,  accounts  for  non-scheduled 
appliances  supplied  by  chemists  prior  to  January  31,  and 
for  proprietary  articles  and  sera  supplied  prior  to  July  16, 
the  date  when  definite  instructions  were  given  to  chemists 
that  such  articles  would  not  be  paid  for. 

Lindsey  (tines).— Chemists  are  to  be  paid  75  per  cent, 
of  their  accounts  for  the  second  quarter. 

Peterborough.— At  a  meeting  of  the  Soke  of  Peter- 
borough Insurance  Committee  on  September  10  it  was  re- 
ported that  the  clerk  had  written  to  the  doctors'  and 
chemists'  committees  asking  that  all  prescriptions  issued 
on  Thursday  afternoons  should  be  endorsed  "  Urgent,"  for 
the  dispensing  of  which  the  chemists  would  receive  a  late 
fee  of  6(7.  per  prescription.  It  was  also  stated  that  Dr. 
Collins  (Secretary  of  the  local  Medical  Committee)  had 
communicated  with  the  Commissioners  respecting  the  recent 
inquest  (C.  &  D.,  August  9,  index  folio  237),  at  which  allega- 
tions were  made  regarding  inadequate  facilities  for  dis- 
pensing Insurance  prescriptions  on  early-closing  day. 
After  recalling  the  facts  as  related  at  the  inquest,  Dr. 
Collins,  in  his  letter,  added  that  some  months  ago  a  patient 
of  his  had  a  difficulty  in  getting  his  prescription  dispensed 
on  a  Thursday  afternoon,  and,  as  a  result,  to  the  best 
of  his  recollection,  the  Chemists'  Sub-Committee  were  asked 
to  arrange  that  one  chemist  should  attend  to  prescriptions 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  early-closing  day,  and  to  exhibit 
notices  stating  which  chemist  in  the  city  would  be  found 
ready  to  dispense.  With  reference  to  the  resolution  in  ques- 
tion (C.  <{■  D.,  August  23,  index  folio  334),  Dr.  Collins  pointed 
out  that  it  was  absurd  to  view  prescriptions  as  "Urgent" 
when  the  patient's  condition  was  not  urgent,  and  that  a 
suggestion  that  Thursday  prescriptions  after  1  p.m.  should 
be  post-dated,  if  not  really  urgent,  was  not  a  desirable  one, 
for  the  prescription  should  bear  the  date  when  actual!}- 
written.  The  Commissioners  asked  for  the  observations  of 
the  Committee  on  Dr.  Collins's  communication,  and  Mr. 
Geo.  Haddon  said  he  thought  it  a  oity  that  the  doctors 
had  considered  it  necessary  to  take  the  matter  before  the 
Commissioners.  He  moved  that  the  last  minutes  of  the  Com- 
mittee, which  dealt  with  the  matter  raised,  should  be  sent 
to  the  Commissioners.  Mr.  J.  G.  Sturton.  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, in  seconding,  said  that  unfortunately  a  totally  wrong 
construction  had  been  placed  on  the  affair  relating  to  the 
inquest.  Dr.  Collins,  in  his  letter  to  the  Commissioners, 
stated  that  the  husband  of  the  patient  went  to  six  chemists: 
the  position  was  exactly  the  reverse.  The  chemists  had 
already  made  adequate  arrangements  for  dispensing  medi- 
cines after  closing  hours  in  accordance  with  the  Committee's 
resolution  last  month.    If  a  rota  was  formed,  it  may  be 
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found  that  the  chemist  on  the  rota  for  that  day  is  at  the 
opposite  end  of  the  town  to  the  doctor.  The  motion  to  send 
the  minutes  to  the  Commissioners  was  adopted. 

Reading.— During  the  quarter  ended  July  13  the  16,460 
Insurance  prescriptions  dispensed  (total  value  521/.  10s.  2d.) 
did  not  include  270  prescriptions  not  sent  in  by  one  chemist. 
The  Insurance  Committee  allowed  51.  lis.  towards  the  cost 
of  checking. 

Staffordshire,  —A  report  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
states  that  approximately  46,000'  insured  persons  in  the 
county  reside  more  than  one  mile  from  a  chemist's  shop 
in  a  rural  area.  In  view  of  this  large  number  of  persons 
for  whom  doctors  dispense,  the  Committee  have  appointed 
a  special  committee  to  investigate  the  return  made. 

Sussex.— The  East  Sussex  County  Association  of  Phar- 
macists have,  after  lengthy  negotiations  with  the  Medical 
Committee  of  the  East  Sussex  Insurance  Committee,  been 
successful  in  getting  the  consent  of  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners to  an  increase  in  prices  of  some  of  the  drugs  on 
the  tariff,  the  following  alterations  having  been  agreed  to :

Notes. 

Me.  W.  Calvebt,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  elected 
a  member  of  the  Sanatorium  and  Administrative  Benefit 
Sub-Committee,  and  Mr.  W.  T.  Walker,  pharmacist,  elected 
on  the  Med  ical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  of  the  Settle  and 
District  Insurance  Committee. 

When  Section  33  regulations  are  published  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  intends  to  convene  a  conference  of  dele- 
rra*-p5  from  each  of  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Com- 
mittees to  consider  suggestions  from  local  Associations  as 
to  what  powers  and  duties  the  local  Committees  should 
seek  to  exercise,  and  as  to  what  alteration,  if  any,  is  neces- 
sary to  be  made  in  the  Society's  local  organisation  to  adapt 
if  for  the  work  of  federating  the  local  Committees. 

In  the  circular  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  reference  is  made  to  the  motion  by  Mr. 
Moreton  Parry  at  the  August  meeting  of  the  Council  in 
i  ^ppct  to  local  formularies.  It  appears  to  be  considered 
that    stock  ^  mixtures    are    merely    a   continuation   of  the 

parochial"   system  of  prescribing,   and   it   is  suggested 


that  every  effort  to  discourage  the  bad  principle  should  be 
made,  as  it  has  a  tendency  to  degrade  medicine  and  to 
reduce  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  the  level  of  the  sale  of 
goods.  Moreover,  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  public  promises 
made  in  regard  to  Medical  Benefit.  On  the  whole,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  are  not  in  favour  of  stock  formulae, 
and  consider  that  they  should  be  as  limited  as  possible. 

The  new  provisions  under  Section  33  of  the  Amendment 
Act  are  being  considered  by  Bloomsbury  Square  authorities. 
One  result  of  the  new  conditions  will  be  that  the  organisa- 
tion scheme  will  be  changed  from  a  territorial  or  Parlia- 
mentary foundation  to  a  county  or  county  borough  basis. 
This,  it  will  be  noted,  is  the  principle  put  forward  by  Mr. 
A.  E.  Bailey  in  his  article  in  The  Chemist  and  Detjggist  of 
September  6.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Stand- 
ing Committee  may  possibly  be  asked  to  formulate  a  scheme 
for  constituting  the  committee  referred  to  in  Section  33.  It 
is  stated  that  "  the  interests  of  pharmacists  are  so  inter- 
dependent that  prejudice  in  any  one  quarter  may  have  a 
baneful  reflex  influence  upon  the  whole  calling,  and  the 
only  safeguard  is  for  each  pharmacist  engaged  in  the 
National  Health  Service  to  be  guided  by  one  Society  and 
controlled  by  one  set  of  regulations." 

S.V.M.  IN  Lotions.— Mr.  F.  E.  Bennett  (Whitehaven), 
President  of  the  Cumberland  Pharmacists'  Association,  has 
received  the  following  letter  from  the  local  surveyor  of 
Customs  and  Excise  in  reply  to  a  letter  regarding  the  use 
of  methylated  spirit  in  dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions: 

"  With  reference  to  your  application  of  27th  May  last,  I  am 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  E.xcise  to  inform  you  that 
they  have  decided  not  to  interfere  with  the  nee  of  mineralised 
methylated  spirits  by  registered  chemists  and  druggists  in  the 
preparation  of  lotions  for  external  mse  prescribed  by  duly  qualified 
medical  practitioners. 

The  Board  cannot,  however,  accept  any  responsibility  in-  regard 
to  the  use  of  such  spirit  in  the  preparation,  of  any  lotion,  the 
formula  for  which  baa  not  been,  approved  by  them,  'and  it  must 
be  clearly  understood  that  liability  to  the'  penalty  imposed  bv 
law  is  incurred  by  any  chemist  or  druggist  who  uses  methylated 
spirit  lni  any  preparation  capable  of  being  employed  as  a  beverage 
or  used  internally  as  a  medicine."

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retaii  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

LITTLE  of  interest  has  transpired  in  the  chemical  and 
drug  markets  this  week,  business  being  quiet  in 
most  directions.  A  reduction  of  2d.  in  salicylates  is  the 
feature  of  the  week,  this  being  due  to  outside  competition. 
Santonin  is  expected  to  advance  towards  the  end  of  the 
month.  Cocaine  and  morphine  are  both  quiet.  Among 
drugs,  chamomiles  are  selling  more  freely  at  cheaper  rates. 
Ergot  is  also  tending  cheaper  for  new  crop.  Copaiba  is 
steady  at  the  recent  decline,  and  Persian  galls  are  again 
firmer.  Opium  shows  &  firm  undercurrent,  and  a  further 
material  reduction  in  prices  is  not  expected.  Menthol  is 
flat,  especially  for  forward  and  distant  shipment  :  spot 
market  has  centred  in  the  auction  to-day,  at  which  a  sub- 
stantial decline  took  place.  American  peppermint  oil  in 
tins  has  been  in  brisk  demand  at  very  firm  to  higher 
rates,  while  H.G.H.  remains  at  a  famine  price  on 
spot.  Ceylon  cinnamon-leaf  oil  is  dearer.  New-crop 
lemon  oil  is  irregular,  with  lower  offers  in  several  quar- 
ters ;  spot,  however,  is  well  maintained  for  finest  brands. 
Bergamot  and  orange  oils  are  unaltered.  Otto  of  rose 
commands  more  interest,  prices  being  firm.  Other  altera- 
tions include  an  advance  in  ammonia  sulphate  and 
prussiate  of  soda.  Arsenic  is  easier.  Turpentine  is  dearer, 
with  a  more  active  demand.  Shellac  is  lower  on  balance.

Ipecacuanha  is  easier  at  $1.85 
for  Cartagena,  and  wahoo  bark  of  root  is  firmer  at 
35c.  per  lb.  Lobelia  is  lower  at  10c,  and  round  buchu 
leaves  remain  easy  at  $1.30.  Central  and  South  American 
copaiba  is  steady  at  44c.  per  lb.

6(7.  per  lb.  net,  and  this  price  is  still  asked  for 
good;  drossy  is  obtainable  at  4s.  M.  net,  and  to  come 
forward  4s.  1(7.  c.i.f.  to  4s.  2d.  is  quoted,  with  sales  at 
these  figures. 

Bergamot  Oil  is  unchanged,  prompt  shipment  offering 
at  23s.

A  Catania  report  dated  September  12  states  that  exporters 
in  Messina  and  Reggio,  who  had  doubtless  sold  for  a  decline, 
suddenly  entered  the  market,  and  prices  have  advanced  in 
consequence.  As  regards  the  new  crop,  it  would  appear  that  the 
fruit  suffered  some  damage  from  drought,  and  partly  fell 
off  the  trees,  and  now  the  crop  has  suffered  from  hail. 
Sellers  have  meanwhile  withdrawn. 

Canary-seed  is  lower.  Turkish  on  the  spot  is  offering 
at  92s.

Turkish  for  shipment  has  been  sold  at  80s.,  c.i.f.  terms, 
for  'September-October  steamer.

A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  September  5  that  the 
sales  this  week  amount  to  only  16  cases  of  new  extra  Kara- 
histsar  at  14s.  3cZ.  and  one  case  new  rich  Yerli  at  16s.  9d. 
Large  buyers  came  forward  for  quantity,  offering  13s.  for 
11-per-cent.,  and  subsequently  13s.  3cZ.,  but  sellers  are  not 
inclined  to  make  such  a  substantial  concession,  owing  to 
the  heavy  lo?6  their  clients  will  sustain.  According  to  the 
latest  estimates  of  our  crop  this  year,  on  which  subject  we 
have  received  news  from  Salonica  and  the  principal  grow- 
ing centres  of  Anatolia,  we  do  not  think  we  shall  exceed 
8.000  full-sized  cases  of  168  lb.  per  case.  It  is  therefore  very 
unlikely  that  we  6hall  see  any  material  decline,  but  if  we  do 
drop  down  to  a  basis  of  13s.  for  11-per-cent.,  we  strongly 
advise  consumers  to  secure  all  they  can  for  present  and  future 
requirements.

Caustic  soda 
and  bicarbonate  of  soda  have  been  in  fair  request  at  fully 
late  rates.  Soda  crystals  are  quoted  40s.  to  45s.  per  ton, 
f.o.r.,  in  bags  at  works.  Borax  is  quoted  17?.  10s.  for  lump. 
Pot  and  pearl  ashes  quiet.  Rectified  sulphuric  acid  steady 
at  41.  per  ton,  f.o.r.  at  works,  for  167°  to  170°  Tw.  Nitrate 
of  lead  steady  at  29?.  10s.  per  ton  on  rails  Manchester. 
Sulphate  of  copper  shows  little  or  no  change  at  about  24/.. 
to  24/.  10s.  per  ton  delivered  Manchester.  Coal-tar  products 
steadv.  Sulphate  of  ammonia,  13/.  6s.  9(7.  per  ton  f.o.r. 
Manchester.  Benzols  are  around  Is.  4c?.  per  gal.  for  90's 
for  petrol  purposes. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Amjion.  Carb. — A  somewhat  brisker  demand  is  evinced,  and 
those  who  have  not  sufficiently  covered  ought  to  do  so  for 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Amyl  Preps. — After  the  reductions  in  June  and  July  an 
advance  of  m.15  per  100  kilos,  has  to  be  noted  in  conse- 
quence of  the  firm  market  for  raw  materials.  The  prices 
are  from  m.265  to  m.285  for  amy]  acetate  and  m.325  to  ni.345 
for  amylic  alcohol. 

Cevadilla. — There  is  still  a  fair  quantity  in  first  and  second 
hands,  which  can  hardly  be  disposed  of  before  the  new 
crop  is  available,  and  prices  still  tend  easier  in  Hamburg 
at  about  m.HO  to  m.115  per  100  kilos. 

Ipecacuanha. — Rio  is  firm  at  m.18.75  to  m.19  per  kilo,  in 
Hamburg.    Market  is  practically  bare  of  Cartagena. 

Quillaia. — After  a  quiet  market  for  several  weeks, 
news  from  abroad  has  come  to  hand  that  the  stocks  in  Chile* 
have  shrunk  considerably,  and  that  they  amount  to  about 
50  tons.  This  report  appears  to  be  correct,  as  higher  prices 
are  asked  for  the  smaller  quantities  offered.  This  led  to  a 
brisk  demand  in  Hamburg,  and  the  Syndicate  advanced  its 
prices  thrice,  finishing  up  at  m.70  per  100  kilos.  The  demand 
from  consumers  leads  one  to  assume  that  they  are  not  well 
supplied. 

Saffron  maintains  its  previous  high  price,  and  in  view  of 
the  brisk  demand  it  is  not  thought  that  the  crop  due  in 
November  will  bring  lower  prices. 

Chinese  Oil-seeds. 

The  chief  feature  of  the  export  trade  of  Tientsin  last 
year  was  the  appearance  on  a  large  >scale  of  new  articles 
in  the  shape  of  oil-seeds.    This  business  was  commenced 
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in  1911,  when  16,300  cwt.  linseed  was  exported ;  but  these 
figures  were  completely  eclipsed  in  1912,  when  the  total 
export  of  linseed  was  526,351  cwt.,  and  rape-seed  made  a  good 
start  with  285t198  cwt.  These  figures  are  quite  insignificant, 
it  is  true,  in  comparison  with  the  world's  production,  but 
as  the  trade  in  Tientsin  is  in  its  infancy,  there  is  no  reason 
why  China  should  not  in  the  future  become  an  important 
factor  in  the  seed-market.  The  export  of  linseed  was 
checked  towards  the  end  of  the  year  by  a  heavy  fall  in 
price,  brought  about  by  the  exceptionally  large  La  Plata 
crop. 

Seychelles  Vanilla. 

According  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Colonial  Office  on 
the  trade  of  Seychelles  for  1912,  the  crop  of  vanilla  fell  to 
8  tons,  the  lowest  on  record  since  1895 ;  the  declared  value 
was  Rs.  19  per  kilo.,  a  higher  price  than  has  ruled  for 
several  years.  The  total  value  of  the  exports  was  Rs.  151.331, 
against  Rs.  223,198  in  1911.  In  consequence  of  the  more 
plentiful  rainfall,  vanilla-planting  is  greatly  on  the  increase, 
and  many  planters  are  giving  closer  attention  to  the 
manuring  and  culture  of  the  new  vines.  The  output  during 
this  year  is  not  expected  to  be  large  in  Mane,  but  there  is 
a  better  promise  in  the  islands  of  Praslin  and  La  Digue, 
and  it.  is  expected  that  the  1913-14  crop  will  be  more  propi- 
tious, provided  the  weather  conditions  are  maintained  until 
the  blossoming  season  in  September  next. 

Cinchona  and  Quinine  in  Java. 

The  report  on  the  Government  Cinchona-plantations  in 
Java  for  the  second  quarter  of  1913  states  that  the  rainfall 
at  Tjinjiroean,  Rioeng-Goenoeng,  and  Kawah  Tjiwedei  was 
considerably  below  the  average,  a  condition  of  things  which 
favoured  the  older  plantations,  but  was  bad  for  the  young 
plants,  both  of  cinchona  and  tea;  at  the  first-named  g'arden 
many  well-established  tea-grafts  died  as  the  result  of  the 
long-continued  dry  weather.  "  Labour  was  fairly  abundant, 
except,  at  Kawah  Tjiwidei,  where  the  rice-harvest  was  in 
hand,  and  consequently  good  progress  was  made  with  hoeing 
and  weeding,  and  also  with  deep-ground  working  and  the 
collection  of  bark.  The  crop  from  the  plantations  is  esti- 
mated at  700,000  Amst.  lb.,  and  by  the  end  of  the  quarter 
500.000  lb.  had  been  collected.  A  sale  of  seed  was  held 
on  June  5  at  Bandoeng,  when  Ledger  seed  realised  on  the 
average  8  florins  per  gram.  Since  1901  planters  have  been 
able  to  get  5-gram  packets  of  C.  robusta  seed  free  for  trial, 
and  in  this  way  this  hybrid  has  been  tried  under  very  varied 
conditions.  In  the  report  mention  is  made  of  the  analyses 
of  C.  robusta  barks  grown  under  this  scheme  at  the  Mala- 
bar estate,  which  indicate  that  this  sort  of  cinchona  may 
be  of  some  importance.  The  barks  in  question  proved  to 
be  rich  in  quinine  and  also  to  contain  much  tannin,  whence 
u  \S  su^ested  tnat  they  may  prove  good  pharmaceutical 
i?  '  drafts  of  robusta  are  therefore  to  be  tried  in 
the  Selection  Garden  at  Kawah  Tjiwidei.  An  application 
has  been  filed  for  a  patent  for  the  van  Leersum  process 
of  extracting  quinine  from  fresh  bark,  and  the  process  has, 
m  accordance  with  the  usual  procedure,  been  published  by 
the  Dutch  Patents  Board,  so  that  objections  to  the  grant 
of  a  patent  may  be  lodged  for  consideration  during  the  next 
six  months.  The  process  as  published  mav  be  summarised 
as  follows:  The  fresh  bark  is  ground  uo  in  a  mill  (kolder- 
gung)  with  10  per  cent,  of  its  weight  of  slaked  lime  till  a 
fine  uniform  powder  is  rjroduced.  This  is  placed  in  an 
extraction  apparatus,  and  the  liberated  quinine  extracted 
with  benzol.  The  benzol  solution  is  then  shaken  with  dilute 
sulphuric  acid  in  suffioient  quantitv  to  remove  all  the 
alkaloid  and  form  a  slightly  acid  solution  of  quinine  sul- 
phate, which  is  separated  in  the  usual  way.  If  an  emulsion 
forms  it  is  broken  up  by  treatment  in  a  centrifugal  separa- 
tor. The  acid  liquid  is  then  neutralised  or  made  faintly 
alkaline  with  soda  solution,  and  the  precipitated  quinine 
sulphate_(?)  redissolved  by  passing  in  a  jet  of  steam.  The 
hot  liquid  is  filtered  and  the  filtrate  set  aside  to  cool  and 
deposit  quinine  sulphate,  which  is  collected,  dried,  de- 
colorised, and  recrystallised  by  the  usual  processes  until 
it  is  of  satisfactory  purity.  The  essential  novelty  for  which 
claim  is  made  is  the  grinding  of  the  fresh  bark  with  slaked 
lime  This  obviates  the  expense  of  drying  the  bark  and 
avoids  the  difficulty  which  is  experienced  in  practice  of 
securing  thorough  contact  of  the  drv  nowdered  bark  with 
the  lime — a  difficulty  which  is  said  to  be  got  over  now  by 
using  soda  solution  to  "  wet''  the  bark-powder.

Belladonna-root  Analysis  and  Drug-sampling. 

Sir, — I  was  interested  in  the  letter  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney 
in  your  last  issue  on  belladonna-root  analysis,  and  can 
confirm  the  difficulties  experienced  in  buying  this  root 
from  .sample.  I  believe,  however,  that  if  a  definite  pro- 
cess of  estimation  were  universally  recognised  much  of 
the  difficulty  would  be  overcome.  It  is  becoming  frequent 
to  state  the  alkaloidal  content  with  the  sample  offered, 
but  if  this  is  the  result  of  analysis  abroad,  as  is  often  the 
case,  manufacturers  in  this  country  usually  find  that 
the  results  do  not  compare  favourably  with  the  reported 
strength  of  the  root  purchased.  To  obtain  a  fair  sample* 
it  would  probably  be  necessary  to  bulk  a  large  number 
of  bales,  as  is  now  done  with  cases  of  opium,  and  this 
method  should,  when  possible,  be  adopted  in  all  dealings 
in  crude  drugs.  Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  Mr.  Umney's  letter 
under  this  head,  also  your  editorial  note.  The  question 
of  sampling  is  a  very  large  and  important  one.  We 
should  like  to  support  very  emphatically  Mr.  Umney's 
suggestion  as  to  the  sampling  of  this  root.  A  fair  repre- 
sentative sample  of  a  parcel  cannot  be  obtained  unless 
some  such  method  be  adopted.  It  is  a  common  experience 
in  purchasing  large  parcels  of  belladonna  to  find  on 
testing  the  bulk  that  the  alkaloidal  content  is  below  that 
stated  by  the  seller.  That  this  is  not  usually  due  to  the 
analyst  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  reasonably  concordant 
results  are  obtained  by  different  analysts  when  examining 
the  same  sample.  It  is  only  in  the  actual  working,  or 
when  the  tests  are  made  on  different  samples  drawn  from 
the  same  bulk,  that  these  serious  differences  become 
apparent.  Not  only  should  the  sampling  be  done  on  a 
larger  scale  than  at  present  appears  to  be  employed,  but 
it  should  be  done  systematically,  by  an  experienced 
sampler,  and  this  sample  then  entirely  ground  to  powder, 
and  any  resulting  "  gruff  "  evenly  mixed  in.  Analysts' 
samples  drawn  from  such  a  large  powdered  sample  would 
be  far  more  likely  to  represent  the  parcel  of  belladonna 
than  samples  drawn  in  the  present  haphazard  way.  As 
most  buyers  are  in  the  habit  of  inspecting  the  whole  drug, 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  retaining  part  of  the  large 
primary  sample  for  this  purpose.  Though  belladonna  at 
the  moment  is  the  only  drug  under  review,  the  remarks 
made  equally  apply  to  many  other  drugs  of  a  similar 
nature.

Sir,— The  difficulty  of  sampling  crude  drugs  adequately 
has  for  so  long  been  in  my  mind  that  the  raising  of  the 
question  by  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  in  connection  -with 
belladonna-root  has  an  interest  for  me  perhaps  greater 
than  that — by  no  means  small — which  it  must  necessarily 
have  for  analysts,  wholesale  druggists,  brokers,  and 
merchants. 

The  question  is  one  which  concerns  the  analyst  inti- 
mately, and  probably  accounts  for  some  of  the  disputes 
which  have  taken  place  on  questions  of  fact.  In  a  recent 
lecture  to  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  on  "  The  Function 
and  Scope  of  the  Chemist  in  a  Pharmaceutical  Works,"  I 
felt  it  necessary  to  deal  with  this  very  question,  and  1* 
may  perhaps  be  permitted  to  quote  these  paragraphs  : 

"  The  crude  drug  is  first  adequately  sampled,  a  matter 
which  itself  warrants  careful  attention.    For  example,  in 
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sampling  a  case  of  opium  (say,  150  lb.),  not  less  than  a  dozen 
pats  of  the  opium  from  different  parts  of  the  case  should 
be  taken,  and  a  little  piece  of  the  paste  cut  out  from  the 
middle  of  each  pat.  These  twelve  pieces  should  then  be 
thoroughly  mixed,  and  the  analysis  made  upon  the  represen- 
tative sample  thus  obtained."  Again  :  "  The  analyst  must, 
of  course,  be  responsible  for  the  efficient  sampling  of  the 
articles  in  bulk— -a  matter  which  is  of  some  considerable 
importance — for  the  contents  of  bulk  consignments  are  by 
no  means  always  homogeneous.  .  .  .  Not  only  do  the  indi- 
vidual packages  of  a  consignment  thus  differ  from  one 
another,  but  the  contents  of  a  single  package  may  not  be 
uniform  throughout.  The  sampling  of  opium  has  already 
been  referred  to  in  this  connection,  and  I  have  known  a 
5-cwt.  cask  of  cream  of  tartar  give  three  different  tests  in 
as  many  different  portions  of  the  cask,  and  it  is  certainly 
necessary  to  sample  every  cask,  keg,  drum,  or  other  package 
from  each  delivery  of  an  article ;  failing  this  the  whole 
delivery  should  be  bulked  and  resampled  if  the  analyst  is 
to  protect  himself." 

Mr.  Umney,  who  raises  the  question  from  the  point  of 
view,  I  think,  of  the  buyer,  does  so  with  special  reference 
to  drugs  which  are  valued  by  chemical  analysis,  and  it 
is  in  such  cases  that  the  difficulty  makes  itself  most  keenly 
felt,  although  it  exists  in  the  case  of  every  heterogeneous 
commodity,  be  the  samples  valued  by  taste,  smell,  or 
appearance.  Even  liquid  drugs  are  liable  to  inadequate 
sampling,  as  instance  extract  of  male-fern,  where  it  is 
necessary  that  the  contents  of  the  tin  be  thoroughly  well 
shaken  before  the  sample  is  drawn.  Powders  may  be  said 
to  be  intermediate  between  liquids  and  crude  drugs  in 
liability  to  vary  throughout  their  bulk,  and  in  the  last- 
named  class  belladonna-root  forms  perhaps  an  extreme 
case,  since  each  piece  of  root  may  be  different  from  any 
other.  In  order  to  secure  a  perfectly  representative 
sample  it  would  be  necessary  to  grind  the  whole  consign- 
ment, thoroughly  mix  the  powder,  and  sample  the  latter. 
Unless  the  bulked  sample  be  powdered,  the  portion  actually 
used  for  analysis  cannot  represent  anything  more  than 
itself,  and  the  production  of  check  or  duplicate  samples 
is  impossible. 

The  difficulty,  in  short,  is  one  which  cannot  be  over- 
come, but  can  only  be  minimised ;  it  makes  itself  felt  the 
more  when  the  commodity  is  sufficiently  cheap  for  the 
cost  of  the  sampling  and  analysis  to  be  considerable  in 
comparison  with  the  value  involved.  One  has  to  strike  a 
mean  between  the  most  casual  sampling  (in  which  a  sample 
is  drawn  from  one  part  of  one  package)  and  thoroughly 
representative  sampling  (which  means  bulking  the  whole 
consignment).  In  the  case  of  belladonna-root  I  would 
suggest  that  a  sample  be  drawn  from  each  package,  and 
these  samples  bulked  and  powdered.

Their  organisation  is  well  controlled  and  so  effective  that 
its  voice  is  powerful  enough  to  command  attention  by  all 
authorities  necessary  to  confer  with  in  any  matter  relating 
to  pharmacy.  In  my  opinion,  what  is  needed  is  more  sup- 
port for  the  Society  in  an  increased  membership,  and, 
even  as  important,  a  more  active  and  intelligent  interest 
in  all  its  affairs  and  doings  by  its  present  members.  It 
is  patent,  even  at  the  present  acute  phase,  that  this  in- 
terest is  lacking,  and  pharmacy  can  never  be  what  it  ought 
to  be  until  this  deadly  apathy  is  removed.

Sir, — Mr.  J.  D.  Cussons  advocates  that  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  should  be  the  body  to  run  Mr.  Bailey's 
scheme  of  National  Pharmaceutical  Federation.  Per- 
sonally, I  say,  "  No."  The  Pharmaceutical  Council  has 
plenty  of  work  to  do,  which  we  as  individual  pharmacists 
cannot  do.  At  the  meeting  in  the  Holborn  Town  Hall, 
Mr.  Wooleock  told  us  that  the  Council  had  done  what 
they  could  for  us,  that  the  battle-ground  was  changing, 
and  the  time  would  soon  come  when  we  had  to  fight  for 
ourselves.    Well,  Sir,  the  time  has  come ;  it  is  here  now, 


and  I  hope  that  the  County  Secretaries  will  turn  up 
strong  for  Bailey's  scheme.  In  February,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Bailey  advocated  the  formation  of  such  a  Federation,  and 
at  that  time  suggested  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  take  it  up.  Well,  Mr.  Bailey  has  his  answer, 
although  it  is  a  little  late ;  still  it  shows  what  the  Square 
think  about  the  matter.  On  page  391  in  the  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,"  September  13,  there  is  a  short  article, 
"Local  Pharmaceutical  Organisation."  I  copy  from  the 
last  few  lines  the  following  : 

'•  The  suggestion  that  a  new  national  organisation  should 
be  called  into  being  savours  of  prodigal  waste  of  effort."

Sir, — I"  was  glad  to  read  the  letters  last  week  referring 
to  my  Federation  proposal,  and  to  find  that  all  your  corre- 
spondents agree  with  me  on  the  main  points.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Cussons  in  all  he  says  in  general  about  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society ;  it  is  the  head  of  the  trade,  it  has  the 
power,  the  experience,  the  standing,  and  the  influence 
which  are  necessary  to  deal  with  all  matters  affecting  the 
trade  generally.  But  when  he  says,  "Tt  is  the  body  which 
should  deal  with  all  the  objects  Mr.  Bailey  sets  forth," 
the  Society  itself  disagrees  with  Mr.  Cussons.  It  shall 
speak  for  itself.  I  quote  very  briefly  from  the  Calendar, 
1913,  p.  97  : 

"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  ....  could  not  .... 
undertake  directly  the  consideration  of  ...  .  the  scale  of 
prices  ....  for  drugs  and  appliances,  such  matters  being 
outside  its  province." 

A  separate  organisation  would  seem  to  be  inevitable,  there- 
fore, but  it  need  not  be  of  necessity,  as  Mr.  Cussons  pre- 
sumes, antagonistic  to  the  Society;  indeed,  such  an 
organisation  as  I  have  proposed  could  not  exist  if  it 
adopted  that  attitude.  It  must  work  with  the  Society 
while  being  distinct  and  separate  from  it.  The  Society 
realised  this  when  it 

"called  into  being  a  Provisional  Standing  Committee  repre- 
sentative of  all  interests  in  the  drug-trade"  (I  quote  further 
from  the  Calendar).  "  The  present  Standing  Committee 
was  elected  by  the  votes  of  these  present  at  a  general  meeting 
in  London  in  May  1912." 

So  that  these  facts  emerge  and  are  admitted  by  the 
Society  :  whatever  organisation  is  set  up  to  look  after 
pharmacy  as  it  is  affected  by  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
that  organisation  must  be  Elective,  Representative, 
Separate.  Mr.  Cussons  will  admit  that  in  the  proposals 
I  have  put  forward  1  have  not  projected  a  new  and 
separate  organisation.  I  have  not  introduced  new  prin- 
ciples, but  I  have  simply  proceeded  on  the  lines  laid  down 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  itself. 

The  point  which  I  wish  to  emphasise  is,  however,  that 
new  conditions  have  arisen  under  the  Insurance  Act,  1913. 
A  reorganisation  is  admitted  on  all  hands  to  be  necessary. 
Let  us  make  it  thorough  and  complete.  Let  us  begin 
at  the  proper  end,  with  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees. These  are  primary  facts ;  if  we  build  on  them 
we  have  a  good  foundation,  but  it  is  not  sufficient  to  link 
them  with  a  central  body  and  make  them  dependent  on 
that  body.  Link  each  to  its  neighbour,  and  federate  all 
in  one  complete  whole,  and  the  central  body  will  be  a 
natural  result.  Parliament  does  not  elect  the  people ;  it 
is  the  people's  Parliament.  I  reiterate,  therefore,  one  of 
my  first  statements,  that  that  portion  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee representing  the  interests  of  practising  pharmacists 
under  the  Insurance  Act  must  be  actually  elected  by  the 
chemists  on  the  panels  either  directly  or  through  their 
committees,  for  in  no  other  way  can  this  body  be  truly 
representative.  In  the  latter  part  of  his  letter  Mr.  Cussons 
agrees  with  these  principles.  He  says  :  "  Let  the  exist- 
ing Associations  indicate  to  the  Society  that  they  wish 
this  scheme  (of  County  Associations)  to  be  developed,  and 
it  can  be  done."  Mr.  Tocher  says  :  "  Each  local  Associa- 
tion should  at  an  early  date  have  the  matter  under  dis- 
cussion." This  bears  out  entirely  what  T  have  said  and 
done.  I  sent  to  each  Association  a  letter  asking  them  to 
consider  these  proposals  and  let  me  know  their  views. 
The  replies  I  have  received  persuade  me  that  the  Associa- 
tions do  wish  this  scheme  to  be  developed.    I  offered  to 
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lay  their  views  before  a  representative  National  Com- 
mittee, and  I  find  that  the  Standing  Committee  have 
formed  a  committee  which  would  serve  this  purpose,  as 
reported  in  your  issue  of  last  week.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  have  issued  a  statement  that  future  organisation 
must  be  on  a  county  or  county  borough  basis.  I  feel  sure, 
therefore,  that  Mr.  Cussons  will  be  convinced  that  my 
proposals  are  not  antagonistic  to  the  views  held  by  the 
Council  of  the  Society,  but  are  put  forward  in  the  best 
interests  of  pharmacists  generally.

A  report  of  the 
proceedings  will  subsequently  be  published.

Sir, — I  quite  agree  with  your  correspondents  in  last 
week's  C.  <£■  D.,  that  the  "Rep.  mist."  nuisance  has 
assumed  such  alarming  proportions  that  an  alteration  is 
absolutely  essential.  If  the  Insurance  Committees  can 
see  fit  to  allow  Id.  copying-fee  where  duplicate  prescrip- 
tions are  not  issued,  surely  "Rep.  mist."  prescriptions 
are  entitled  to  2d.  extra — i.e.,  Id.  for  the  search  and  Id. 
foi  copying.  The  search  usually  entails  more  trouble 
than  the  copying,  and  should  be  limited  to  prescriptions 
dispensed  within  one  month  previously.  I  had  last 
week  to  refuse  two  "Rep.  mists."  which  were  over  two 
months  old.  Why  should  the  chemists  act  as  clerks  to 
the  doctors  without  payment,  and  why  are  the  majority 
of  them  who  do  so  blind  to  the  fact  that  in  doing  so 
they  are  creating  a  precedent  against  their  own  interests  ? 
There  is  another  phase  in  the  scheme  in  which  reform  is 
needed  ;  I  refer  to  the  checking  of  the  chemists'  accounts. 
At  present,  apparently,  chemists  have  no  check  on  the 
accuracy  of  the  checking.  Those  accounts  of  deductions 
from  accounts  which  I  have  seen  have  been  rendered 
thus  :

surprised  on  checking  same  that  the  following  items  were 
charged  thus  : 

3iiss.  of  tinctures  and  spirits  were  corrected  from  l?d.  to  Id. 
Now,  I  thought  that  the  ounce  price  on  the  tariff  was  to 
be  taken  as  standard,  and  according  to  the  principle  laid 
down  on  the  first  page — viz.,  the  smaller  the  quantity,  the 
greater  the  proportion  of  profit ;  but,  as  you  will  see,  this 
does  not  apply,  as  the  price  per  oz.  pro  rata  works  out  at 
3c7.  per  oz.  with  5SS.  over.  Again,  a  flat  rate  has  been 
taken  for  both  tinctures  and  spirits,  and  some  of  these 
cost  considerably  more  than  4tf.  per  oz.  The  flat  rate 
was  to  balance  the  differences  in  price  of  the  cheaper  and 
dearer  drugs,  but  we  find  that  this  is  also  forgotten,  and 
the  National  Health  Insurance  gets  practically  the  Id. 
and  the  bun.    Solids  come  in  the  same  way  : 

160  grains  sodii  salicyl.  for  It?. 
Of  course,  I  understand  that  the  rule  of  the  nearest  ?d. 
up  or  down  is  used  here,  but,  unfortunately  for  me,  it  is 
down  every  time.  Again,  I  notice  that  over  100  emulsion- 
fees  were  disallowed,  and  I  would  a6k  you  to  state  whether 
I  was  right  in  charging  that  fee'  in  the  following 
examples  :

Mucilage  had  to  be  used  in  both  these  cases.  The  first 
could  not  be  dispensed  by  pouring  the  tincture  into  the 
centre  of  the  liquid,  which  can  be  done  in  simple  mixture, 
but  the  chemicals  in  this  threw  it  out  wholesale.  Now,  I 
take  it  that  if  a  student  had  attempted  to  dispense  either 
of  these  at  Galen  Place  without  emulsifying  he  would  be 
told  to  come  up  again  in  three  months.  Another  instance 
in  which,  in  order  to  produce  an  elegant  and  presentable 
product  with  accurate  dosage,  mucilage  must  be  used,  is 
this  : 


Now,  it  would  be  much  more  satisfactory  if  the  over- 
charges were  given  in  detail,  thus  :

In  county  areas  where  prescriptions  are  numbered  the 
number  could  be  given  instead  of  the  date  and  name.

Why  "they  should  go  out  of  their  way  to 
reduce  halfpennies  "  up  "  to  halfpennies  "down"  where 
the  amount  is  an  even  \d.  between  utterly  passes  my 
comprehension.  The  payment  is  inadequate  as  it  is,  so 
one  cannot  afford  undue  deductions.  Wake  up  !  brother 
pharmacists ;  combine  now,  and  insist  on  getting  a  fair 
contract  for  1914.

the  difference  will  be  seen  in  a  short  time 
after  standing.  I  dispensed  dozens  of  these  and  charged 
emulsion-fee,  which  has  been  disallowed.  In  another 
instance  the  doctor  ordered  a  man  a  7^-it.  by  2^-in.  I.E. 
bandage,  for  which  I  charged  3s.  9rf.,  but  Is.  M.  was 
deducted  because  the  tariff  only  allowed  a  5-ft.  bandage ; 
while  another  prescription  for  two  5-ft.  bandages  at 
5.s  was  passed.  Again,  several  pounds  of  sublimated 
wood-wool  has  been  disallowed  altogether,  but  I  maintain 
that  I  am  entitled  to  the  price  of  plain  wood-wool  in  this 
instance,  at  any  rate,  and  I  reckon  it  is  drawing  the  line 
much  too  fine  to  disallow  it  altogether.  In  whose 
interest  is  it  done  ?  Surely  the  chemist  should  not  be  the 
sufferer  and  bear  the  losses  in  carrying  out  the  instruction 
of  the  medical  man  in  cases  of  this  kind.  I  have  refused 
to  supply  camel-hair  brushes,  glass  syringes,  trusses,  etc., 
but  medicated  wools  and  different  lengths  of  bandages  are 
quite  another  matter  to  my  way  of  thinking.  Plasters 
spread  according  to  the  tariff  are  to  be  priced  at  id.  per 
sq  ft.  or  less,  but  in  every  instance  where  I  have  supplied 
plasters  less  they,  have  been  charged  proportionately— 
viz.,  6  by  6,  Id.,  and  15  by  8,  2d.  Surely  the .Standing 
Committee  want  instruction  in  carrying  out  fairly  tire 
tariff  of  their  own  production.

The  Scarcity  of  Assistants.

Re  your  remarks  in  reply  to  "  R.  A.  G.,"  the  blunder  is 
not  with  the  P.S.G  During  the  first  quarter  tr.  ferri  perchior. 
was  not  on  the  tariff,  and,  following  the  rule,  cost  price 
(Is.  8d.)  divided  by  12  =  1^7.  oz.  Therefore  3ij.  is  charged 
at  minimum  of  id.  I  got  the  same  shock,  but  at  once  dis- 
covered the  reason.  Tr.  ferri  perchlor.  is  on  the  present 
tariff,  and  is  included  in  the  flat  rate  for  tinctures.  There- 
fore 31  j .  is  now  Id. — S.  P.  Sayers  (Hendon). 

In  reference  to  "  R.  A.  G.'s"  letter  on  the  price  of  tinct. 
ferri  perchlor.,  I  may  say  I  received  a  communication  from 
the  London  Insurance  Committee  pointing  out  my  error  in 


charging  2d.  for  3iv.  of  the  tincture  instead  of  Id.  I 
naturally  concluded  that  it  was  a  blunder  on  the  part  of 
someone  in  the  office,  so  did  not  reply.  Now  I  wonder 
whether  after  all  it  is  not  an  attempt  to  discount  our 
accounts  ?  Perhaps  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee 
may  explain  the  matter. — G.  W.  Evans  (Hammersmith).

Hamamelin  Suppositories. 

Hamamelin.    gr.  iij. 

Cocain.   gr.  s6. 

01.  theob  q.s. 

Ft.  supp.  gr.  xv. 
Sir, — In  compounding  the  above  I  find  the  ingredients 
combine  to  form  a  leathery  mass,  and  this  is  more  so  if  cocaine 
hydrochloride  is  used  instead  of  cocaine.  Could  you  sug- 
gest any  way  of  overcoming  this,  or  is  it  only  possible  by 
using  cold  compression  ?  I  have  made  the  suppositories 
many  times,  but  they  are  not  very  satisfactory. — Yours 
truly,  J.  B.  (189/45.) 

[In  compounding  suppositories  from  a  prescription  such 
as  this,  we  have  not  encountered  the  leathery  condition 
described.  Suppositories  containing  hamamelin  have  a 
higher  melting-point  than  that  of  cacao  butter,  and  some 
prepared  exactly  from  the  prescription  are  very  hard,  melt- 
ing about  95°  F.  They  have,  however,  no  suggestion  of 
leatheriness,  but  break  readily  with  quite  a  6hort  fracture. 
Our  procedure  was  to  rub  the  hamamelin  into  a  smooth 
thin  paste  with  a  little  water,  mix  with  three-fourths  of  the 
melted  cacao  butter,  and  incorporate  with  the  remainder  of 
the  butter  with  which  the  cocaine  had  been  triturated, 
pouring  into  the  mould  just  as  cool  as  the  mass  will  run. 
Discrepant  results  obtained  by  different  operators  are 
mainly  due  to  the  hamamelin,  which  is  a  variable  sub- 
stance owing  to  want  of  uniformity  in  the  process  of  extrac- 
tion and  selection  of  the  material  added  to  keep  it  in  dry 
powder.  We  have  never  been  able  to  understand  why 
hamamelin  is  prescribed  at  all  in  suppositories,  when  the 
solid  extract  is  available  for  the  purpose.  The  latter  is 
reasonably  uniform,  makes  a  nicer  suppository,  and,  accord- 
ing to  statements  made  to  us  from  time  to  time,  is  more 
effective  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  employed.  We  sug- 
gest that  our  correspondent  should  try  another  make  of 
hamamelin.] 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Lin.  Betul.-e  Co. — L.  M.  (204/11)  asks  us  to  price  this 
preparation,  which  he  buys,  as  charging  from  ingredients 
means  a  loss.  [The  list  price  is  6s.  per  lb.,  making  the 
ounce  rate  bd.~\ 

Suspensions. — Uncertain  (204/3)  would  like  to  know  if, 
when  such  drugs  as  acetanilide  and  aspirin  are  ordered  on 
Insurance  prescriptions,  mucilage  should  be  added  (when 
the  doctor  has  not  included  it)  and  charged  for  at  tariff 
rate.  He  adds:  "  It  is  extremely  hard  for  a  patient  to  measure 
a  tablespoonful  doss  from  an  8-oz.  bottle  containing  jij. 
of  aspirin."  [Emulsion-fees  are  not  chargeable  on  suspen- 
sions like  the  above,  nor  will  the  Insurance  Committee  pay 
for  mucilage  not  ordered  by  medical  practitioners.  Many 
chemists,  however,  persist  in  turning  out  such  mixtures 
secundum,  artem,  despite  the  expense  to  their  pockets,  but 
in  return  gain  in  reputation  over  their  confreres  who  turn 
them  out  in  less  sightly  form.] 

Boro-glyceride.—/.  T.  11'.  (204/3)  asks  if  the  London 
Insurance  Committee  will  pay  for  boro-glyceride.  [Accord- 
ing to  the  statement  recently  issued  by  this  Committee 
(C.  d>  D.,  August  23,  index  folio  334).  it  is  hardly  likely 
that  the  amounts  claimed  for  this  preparation  will  be  passed. 
However,  the  Insurance  Committee  is  reconsidering  its 
decision  on  the  representations  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  the  county,  and  it  is  probable  that  some  modifica- 
tion may  be  made  as  to  payment  for  certain  proprietary 
preparations.  In  the  meantime  it  would  be  best  not  to 
supply  boro-glyceride,  but  claims  for  that  already  supplied 
should  be  sent  in  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  noti- 
fied if  these  are  disallowed.  The  real  cause  of  the  delay  of 
definite  instructions  being  issued  in  London  is  the  fact  that, 
a  representative  Medical  Committee  has  not  yet  been 
formed.]

Dusseldorf  (203/3). — Pharmacists  desiring  to  commence 
business  as  such  in  Belgium  must  qualify  there,  and  be 
licensed  to  carry  on  business. 

Stamps  (204/71). — The  label  for  menthol  snuff  6old  in  penny 
and  threepenny  boxes  requires  a  l^d.  stamp  on  each  package 
because  it  is  claimed  to  be  a  proprietary  article  by  the  use 
of  a  surname  in  the  possessive  ca6e. 

Kaolin  (181/18). — It  is  owing  to  the  comparatively  low 
solubility  of  resinous  bodies  in  petrol  that  the  Gold  Paint 
you  refer  to  is  so  "  thin,"  and  we  know  of  nothing  that 
will  thicken  it.  Perhaps  the  publication  of  this  note  will 
bring  a  hint  from  some  subscriber. 

Senex  (197/9)  puts  the  case  of  a  man,  elderly,  deaf,  who 
sutlers  from  a  hard  laryngeal  cough  and  sleeplessness,  and 
who  finds  greatest  relief  from  a  dose  at  bedtime  of  Linctus 
Sedativus  (morphia  dose  about  g  grain).  Is  there  any 
danger  of  the  morphia-habit  from  a  continuous  course 
of  this  ?  At  present  the  dose  is  occasionally  omitted,  with 
no  disturbance,  but  also  occasionally  a  good  deal  of  unrest 
results.  What  is  suggested  as  the  best  substitute  for  the 
morphia  or  a  remedy  to  be  taken  alternately  with  it  ? 
[This  is  a  ease  in  which  heroine  hydrochloride  would  be 
more  useful  and  safer  than  morphine.  Replace  the  latter 
by  an  eighth-grain  dose  of  the  heroine  salt.j 

A.  T.  R.  (195/26). — Extract  of  Malt  and  Petroleum. — 
01.  petrolei  may  be  incorporated  with  malt  extract  in 
the  same  way  as  cod-liver  oil,  by  placing  1  part  of  oil  in 
a  previously  heated  mortar  and  gradually  adding  4  parts 
of  the  extract,  taking  care  that  each  portion  is  thoroughly 
mixed  before  adding  a  succeeding  portion.  A  more  satis- 
factory method  would  be  to  emulsify  the  oil  before  adding 
the  malt.  The  following  should  prove  a  good  working 
formula,  which  can  be  modified  to  suit  individual  require- 
ments :

This  will  make  a  good  emul- 
sion with  care.

This  gives  a  preparation  containing,  roughly,  33g  per 
cent,  of  petroleum,  but  the  proportion  of  malt  extract  may 
be  varied  according  to  the  percentage  of  petroleum  desired 
in  the  finished  product. 

M.  D.  G.  (202/5).— Good  Capsicum  yields  to  ether  from 
10  to  15  per  cent,  of  oleoresin,  but  "  capsicin  "  of  commerce 
is  a  variable  article.  See  note  on  the  subject  in  the  C.  &  D., 
March  22,  p.  470.  Have  you  tried  alkanet  for  the  turpen- 
tine medium  ?    It  gives  an  effective  colour. 

Sanax  (202/60). — Medical  Electricity. — You  should  road 
the  article  on  this  subject  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1911,  p.  212. 
It  was  specially  written  for  chemists,  and  contains  a  list 
of  books.  Silvanus  Thompson's  "Elementary  Lessons  in 
Electricity  and  Magnetism''  (Macmil'.an,  4s.  6c?. )  is  an  excel- 
lent book  for  beginners. 


B.  F.  (201/18).— You  will  find  a  list  of  suitable  Books 
for  Students  of  Pharmacy  in  our  Educational  Number, 
August  16. 

T.  B.  (192/2). — Poultry  and  Bird  Fanciers  use  hydrogen- 
peroxide  solution  for  bleaching  feathers,  but  it  is  sometimes 
necessary,  in  order  to  get  the  pure  white  appearance,  to 
brush  the  bleached  feathers  with  a  weak  spirituous  solution 
of  aniline  blue.  This,  we  presume,  is  what  you  want,  but 
we  gladly,  as  you  suggest,  invite  your  fellow-chemists  who 
have  special  experience  in  the  subject  to  write  in  regard  to 
the  matter. 

Grubs  (167/65). — Formaldehyde  is  one  of  the  best  Soil 
Fumigants  or  sterilisers.  It  is  used  in  the  proportion  of 
1  gal.  of  40-per-cent.  solution  to  100  gals,  of  water,  this  being 
sufficient  for  100  square  ft.  of  surface. 

/.  F.  W.  (202/55).— The  cotton  cloth  for  imparting  Bloom 
to  the  Complexion  is  impregnated  with  solution  of  carmine 
containing  about  5  per  cent,  of  glycerin.  Try  the  am- 
moniacal  solution,  heating  it  after  adding  the  glycerin ; 
dip  the  cotton  on  it,  and  dry  in  a  warm  place  to  get  rid 
of  the  ammonia. 

Phosphorescence  (204/8). — Phosphorus  oil  is  used  by  con- 
jurers to  make  articles  phosphorescent  in  the  dark.  This  is 
perhaps  what  you  need. 

/.  E.  G.  (204/44)  finds  a  difficulty  in  making  Syr.  Hypo 
phosph.  Co.,  B.P.C.,  to  get  all  the  sugar  in  solution,  and 
wants  to  know  how  it  can  be  done.  [The  best  plan  is  to 
put  the  sugar  (best  granulated)  into  a  percolator  and  pass 
the  liquid  through  it,  returning  the  percolate  until  a  cleai 
solution  is  obtained.]

Medical  (204/54).— Coating  Pills. — Sugar  and  chocolate 
coatings  are  done  in  specially-made  revolving  pans,  such  as 
are  used  in  making  sugared  almonds  and  similar  confec- 
tionery. Pearl  coating  is  done  in  similar  apparatus,  but 
the  coating  can  be  imparted  by  hand  in  globular  boxes 
made  of  tin  or  copper.  Such  vessels  are  figured  and 
described  in  "The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  p.  135.  The  pills 
are  first  coated  with  such  a  solution  as 

Mucilage  of  acacia   3j. 

Simple  syrup  3j. 

Water  to   3j. 

After  getting  a  thin  coating  with  this,  the  pills  are  trans- 
ferred to  another  globe  containing  very  finely  powdered  and 
sifted  French  chalk,  and  the  pills  rotated  until  they  are 
thoroughly  coated  with  the  chalk.  They  are  then  polished 
by  transferring  to  a  third  globe  and  rotating  thoroughly. 
Sometimes  a  little  hard  paraffin  is  placed  in  the  varm 
globe  when  polishing  the  pills.

Cultivation  of  Peppermint.—  Aloslev  ("Pharm.  Post," 
1912,  1,  2)  reports  the  results  of  -a  series  of  experiments  on 
the  influence  of  different  conditions  on  the  essential  oil  of 
peppermint.  The  plants  used  were  reared  in  a  '  botanic 
garden  in  Hungary  and  then  transplanted.  They  correspond 
with  the  English  "black  mint.''  The  influence  of  different 
manures  is  very  marked,  the  following  values  in  kilos,  of 
oil  being  obtained  per  hectare.  With  no  manure  at  all, 
the  yiel  J  was  10.01  kilos.  ;  with  farmyard  manure  only. 
16.4  kilos.  ;  with  sodium  nitrate  it  rose  to  18  76  kilos.,  and 
with  this  salt  and  farmyard  manure  to  22.84  kilos.  ;  with 
sodium  nitrate,  superphosphate,  kainite,  and  farmyard 
manure,  the  quantity  rose  to  29.83  kilos.  The  characters 
of  the  oils  obtained  from  the  plants  are  of  considerable 
interest,  the  principal  figures  being  shown  in  the  following 
table :

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Nine  deaths  due  to  poisoning  are  recorded  this  week.  The 
three  fatalities  due  to  misadventure  were  all  of  infants. 

Belladonna-berries. — At  Willenhall  a  child  (5)  died  from 
the  effect  of  eating  belladonna-berries. 

Carbolic  Acid  caused  the  suicidal  death  of  Matthew  James 
Shapcott  (38),  boiler-maker,  Southville. 

Liniment. — Joseph  John  Lewis  (56)  died  at  Birmingham 
from  pneumonia  induced  through  taking  liniment  in  mistake 
for  Worcester  sauce. 

Potassium  Bichromate  was  the  agent  which  caused  the 
self-inflicted  death  at  Doncaster  of  Arthur  Wilson  (30), 
artist,  South  Shields. 

Potassium  Cyanide. — At  Goudhurst  (Kent),  during  the  in- 
quest on  the  body  of  a  .two-year-old  daughter  of  an  inn- 
keeper named  Bond,  it  was  stated  that  the  infant  drank 
some  of  the  contents  of  a  saucer  of  "Waspide."  Mr.  H.  L. 
Crowther,  chief  assistant  to  Messrs.  Corfe  &  Son,  chemists, 
Maidstone,  stated  that  the  solution  contained  about  1  in  6 
of  potassium  cyanide.  It  was  sold  without  the  signature 
of  the  buyer,  but  it  was  in  constant  demand  for  use  in  the 
taking  of  wasps'  nests.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
"Accidental  death,"  and  the  foreman  called  attention  to  the 
deadly  nature  of  the  poison,  and  Mr.  Crowther  (on  behalf 
of  Messrs.  Corfe)  said  in  future  they  would  put  an  additional 
label  on  the  bottles  in  addition  to  those  already  in  use. 

Prussic  Acid  was  the  poison  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by 
Harry  Mason  (40).  described  as  a  chemist,  Hestercombe 
Avenue,  Fulham,  London,  S.W. 

Salt  of  Lemon. — A  Roundhay  butcher,  named  Thomas 
Launcelot  Purchon,  committed  suicide  by  taking  this 
chemical. 

Soothing-syrup. — Doris  Edwards.  the  five-weeks' -old 
daughter  of  a  collier  living  at  Piatt  Bridge,  near  Wigan, 
died  as  the  result  of  a  dose  of  mixture,  stated  to  contain 
80  minims  of  laudanum  and  30  minims  of  oil  of  aniseed. 
Evidence  was  given  that  the  mother,  who  sent  a  child  for 
the  preparation,  did  not  observe  that  the  label  stated 
"Laudanum — Poison.    Dangerous  to  Children." 

Spirit  of  Salt  caused  the  death  by  misadventure  at  Forest 
Gate  of  Edna  May  Nelson,  aged  sixteen  months. — Arthur 
Clapp  Salisbury  '(40),  stationmaster,^  West  Bridgeford, 
poisoned  himself  in  a  train  by  taking  this  corrosive  chemical 
and  laudanum. 

Kind  not  Stated. — A  Halifax  Coroner's  jury  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  death  of  Margaret  Neale  (27),  a  Manchester 
restaurant  waitress,  was  due  to  drugs,  but  for  what  pur- 
pose they  had  been  taken  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence 
to  show.  Mr.  F.  W.  Richardson,  the  Bradford  analyst, 
said  he  could  find  no  drugs  in  the  stomach-contents,  but 
there  were  certain  classes  of  drugs  which  would  pass  away 
in  the  course  of  a  few  days.

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MEDICAL  GLEANINGS. 


Ingrowing  Toenail. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Liesching,  consulting  surgeon  to  the  Tiver- 
ton Hospital,  states  in  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  " 
(1913,  II.,  746)  that  for  many  years  he  has  used  lead 
nitrate  for  ingrowing  toenail  with  satisfactory  results. 
The  procedure  has  been  to  cleanse  the  affected  parts  and 
dust  on  a  little  of  the  powder.  This  forms  a  white  scab, 
which  must  be  carefully  removed  the  next  day,  as  other- 
wise pus  is  liable  to  collect  under  it.  Having  removed 
the  scab,  apply  some  more  powder  as  long  as  is  necessary. 

Wax  in  the  Ears. 

A  Correspondent  asked  in  the  "  British  Medical 
Journal  "  if  anyone  could  tell  him  of  a  better  solvent 
for  hard  wax  than  warm  oil.  He  meant  the  sort  that 
becomes  so  hard  that  it  can  only  be  got  away  in  small 
bits  by  prolonged  syringing,  and  upon  which  oil  seems 
to  have  no  solvent  power.  The  following  are  some  of 
the  replies  : 

Mr.  Adair  Dighton,  F.R.C.S.  (Liverpool),  recommends  an 
instillation  of  hydrogen  peroxide  (10  vols.)  left  in  the 
ear  for  about  ten  minutes  before  syringing. 

Dr.  J.  Westall  Anderton  (Arnside)  recommends  equal 
parts  of  liq.  hydrogen,  peroxidi  and  glycerin.  Application 
morning  and  evening  for  three  days  will  enable  the  wax  to 
be  removed  with  gentle  syringing. 

Dr.  Harry  Grey  (Bristol)  writes  to  state  that  a  saturated 
solution  of  sodium  bicarbonate'  mixed  with  equal  part  of 
glycerin  is  a  much  better  solvent  than  oil.  Hydrogen 
peroxide  is  also  very  effective,  and  may  be  used  freely  at 
the  time  of  syringing. 

Mr.  Macleod  Yearsley,  F.R.C.S.  (London),  writes  that 
there  are  at  least  two  better  solvents  for  hard  wax  than 
warm  oil.  The  first  is  hydrogen  peroxide,  which  will 
generally,  if  instilled  for  ten  minutes,  be  sufficient  to  break 
up  a  moderately  hard  plug.  Should  this  fail,  two  or  three 
drops  of  ether,  instilled  for  two  minutes,  will  usually  have 
the  desired  effect.  In  using  ether,  however,  it  must  first  be 
ascertained  that  the  plug  fills  the  meatus,  as,  should  the 
drug  reach  the  membrana  tympani,  it  causes  great  pain. 

Other  remedies  suggested  are  : 

Glycerin  <j.  with  saturated  (or  nearly  saturated)  solution 
of  sodium  bicarbonate  3vj.  dropped  in  the  ear  six  to  ten 
times  a  day  for  two  days.  It  is  also  a  good  plan  to  place 
a  piece  of  absorbent  cotton-wool  wet  with  the  above  solu- 
tion in  the  meatus  to  retain  the  drops. 

.'Ether,  sulph.  1  part  and  olive  oil  3  parts  is  invariably 
efficient  in  softening  wax,  however  hard,  sufficiently  to 
allow  of  its  being  easily  syringed  out  by  hot  soapy  water. 
The  etherised  oil  should  be  dropped  in  the  night  before 
and  also  on  the  morning  that  the  syringing  is  done. 


The  History  of  Medicine 

has  just  received  an  unusually  important  addition  by  the 
publication  of  Dr.  Budge's  "  Syrian  Anatomy,  Pathology, 
and  Therapeutics."  This  work  is  a  Syriac  text  from  a 
rare  manuscript  of  the  twelfth  century,  copied  at  Alcosh 
on  the  Tigris,  with  an  English  translation  and  introduc- 
tions by  Dr.  Budge,  and  a  full  index.  The  matter  of  the 
manuscript  is  drawn  mainly  from  Greek  sources.  The 
author  was  evidently  a  physician  who  had  studied  in  Alex- 
andria, was  a  close  follower  of  Hippocrates,  and  noticeably 
free  from  magical  and  mystical  superstitions.  The  bulk  of 
his  work  appears  to  have  been  first  delivered  as  lectures. 
Its  first  section  deals  with  diseases  of  different  organs  of 
the  body,  with  prescriptions  for  the  treatment;  the  second 
with  astrological  matters  bearing  on  disease ;  the  remaining 
ones  consisting  of  "  native  "  prescriptions  used  by  physicians 
unacquainted  with  the  theory  and  practice  of  the  Greeks,  and 
a  list  of  names  of  medicines.  The  part  played  by  Syria 
in  the  transmission  of  Greek  medical  lore  to  the  Moham- 
medan world,  and  thence  to  Europe,  has  perhaps  never  been 
so  fully  illustrated  a6  by  this  work,  but  to  pharmacists  its 
chief  interest  will  lie  in  the  prescriptions,  whether  Greek  or 
"  native,"  which  it  contains.  The  former  are  from  well- 
known  sources,  from  Galen.  Dioscorides,  Democritus  of 
Abdera,  and  others.  Dr.  Budge  thinks  the  native  pre- 
scriptions not  so  nasty  as  they  might  have  been,  but  many 
of  them  are  sufficiently  loathsome.  Here  there  is  magic  in 
plenty,  as  the  formulae  are  mainlv  of  folk-origin,  and  do 
not  differ  much  in  character  from  folk-medicine  in  general. 


This  section  is  of  fascinating  interest  to  students  of  such 
matters,  and  contains  much  curious  information  with  regard 
to  popular  beliefs  and  practices.  The  whole  work  is  in 
two  volumes,  and  is  published  by  the  aid  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Literature.

Subse- 
quently the  question  of  the  raising  of  the  prices  of  pro- 
prietary articles  was  gone  into,  and  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  write  to  the  chemists  in  the  neighbouring  towns 
asking  them  if  they  would  combine  with  Bristol  in  this 
matter.  The  new  Insurance  dispensing  tariff  was  also  dis- 
cussed, and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  the  medical 
men  and  make  arrangements.

Brevities. 

The  Northern  Polytechnic  Institute  is  opening  a  day 
and  evening  rubber  school,  and  on  Tuesday  evening, 
September  23,  Professor  W.  R.  Dunstan,  C.M.G.,  director 
of  the  Imperial  Institute,  delivered  a  lecture  on  the  facts 
and  problems  of  the  industry.  Sir  Frank  A.  Swettenham, 
G.C.M.G.,  presided. 

The  Lambeth  Borough  Council  has  opened  two  tubercu- 
losis dispensaries,  and  in  connection  with  the  central  one 
at  Effra  Road,  Brixton,  temporary  arrangements  have  been 
made  locally  with  a  chemist  for  the  provision  of  drugs. 
The  other  is  at  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  in  connection  with 
the  out-patients'  department. 

The  Wandsworth  Guardians  on  September  18  passed  a 
resolution  calling  upon  the  Local  Government  Board  to 
authorise  the  establishment  of  a  special  radium  depart- 
ment, under  the  control  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums 
Board,  for  the  treatment  of  patients  in  Poor-Law  institu- 
tions in  London.  The  various  Metropolitan  Boards  of 
Guardians  are  to  be  asked  to  support  the  movement. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

No  drugs  were  submitted  for  analysis  in  "Camberwelf 
last  quarter. 

Nine  formal  samples  of  drugs  were  taken  for  analysis 
in  Lewisham  last  year  and  certified  as  genuine. 

In  Bermondsey  last  quarter  five  drug-samples  were 
examined  and  certified  as  genuine  by  the  public,  analyst. 

Forty-four  samples  of  drugs  were  examined  by  the 
Southwark  analyst  during  1912,  all  being  certified  as 
pure. 

One  formal  and  thirteen  informal  samples  of  drugs  were 
analysed  in  the  Borough  of  Lambeth  last  month.  The 
formal  sample  consisted  of  saffron  containing  16  per  cent, 
of  extraneous  mineral  matter. 

In  Bethnal  Green  during  the  past  quarter  there  were 
analysed  nine  samples  of  camphorated  oil,  six  of 
glycerin,  five  of  linseed,  and  one  of  malt  with  cod-liver 
oil.  Of  these,  four  camphorated-oil  samples  were  42  to 
83  per  cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  The  vendors  were 
each  fined  10.5.,  and  12s.  costs.  Four  "glycerin"  samples 
were  found  to  be  mixtures  of  sugar,  water,  and  glycerin, 
containing  25  to  35  per  cent,  of  sugar.  Fines  of  10s., 
and  costs,  were  imposed  in  each  case. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Just  now  there  are  many  pharmacist  principals  on  holi- 
day, trade  being  at  a  lull  in  September. 

Both  the  retailer  and  the  wholesaler  are  advertising 
pretty  frequently  for  errand-boys,  but  none  are  forth- 
coming. 

The  idea  of  a  one-article  show  has  been  revived  in 
several  local  pharmacy  windows.  Some  favour  an  all-soap 
show,  another  tooth-wash  and  tooth-brushes  in  garlands, 
etc. 

In  a  suburban  chemist's  shop  there  is  a  dummy  clock- 
face  with  hands  pointing  to  one  o'clock,  with  the  legend 
above,  "  This  shop  closes  at."  Below  the  dial  is  an 
advertisement  of  So-and-so's  soap. 

As  a  preventive  of  insect  bites  the  "Weekly  Post" 
recommends  oil  of  rose  geranium,  and  says  that  "oil  of 
betrita  is  less  agreeable  but  more  effective  and  inex- 
pensive." 

The  strike  among  railway-men  has  caused  considerable 
inconvenience  to  traders.  Sanction  has  been  given  to  the 
passage  of  perishable  food  or  medicines  from  the  yards 
on  permits  signed  by  the  strike  leaders. 

The  veteran  pharmacist  and  pharmaceutical  teacher,  Mr. 
Stokes  Dewson,  came  to  Birmingham  as  dispenser  to  the 
Queen's  Hospital.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Whitworth, 
who  was  in  turn  succeeded  by  Mr.  Whitfield,  the  imme- 
diate predecessor  of  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Campbell.  The 
present  locum-te.ne.ns  in  charge  is  Mr.  Earle  James,  who 
has  a  business  at  Aston  Cross,  and  is  an  expert  maker  of 
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inks.  The  hospital  authorities  have  advertised  Ihe  ap- 
pointment locally  and  in  the  trade  Press,  but  it  is  feared 
that  the  stipend  offered  (1501.)  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  responsibility  of  the  work  and  long  hours.  It 
.should,  however,  be  noted  that  the  dispenser  is  allowed  to 
have  pupils  (mostly  ladies),  who  pay  a  fee  of  ten  guineas 
until  qualified,  which  enhances  the  pecuniary  importance 
of  the  post.

From  Various  Courts. 

At  the  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on 
September  23,  an  errand-boy,  named  Ernest  Charles 
Daly,  (16),  of  Kentish  Town,  was  remanded  on  a  charge 
of  stealing  an  electric  hair-brush  and  a  bottle  of  bay  rum, 
value  21.  8s.,  the  property  of  Tokalon,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  214  Great  Portland  Street,  W 

At  the  inquiry  at  Willesborough,  Ashford,  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  into  the  death  of  a  girl  named  Velvick  (17),  who 
died  from  pneumonia,  the  mother  stated  that  she  took  her 
daughter  to  Mr.  Guttridge,  chemist,  Ashford,  who  gave 
her  some  medicine  for  whooping-cough.  As  deceased 
became  worse  she  went  to  him  for  more  medicine,  and 
also  asked  if  it  was  necessary  to  see  a  doctor.  Witness 
stated  that  Mr.  Guttridge  replied,  "  I  think  she  will  pull 
through  all  right."  In  reply  to  Mr.  Guttridge,  witness 
denied  that  he  told  her  if  her  daughter  did  not  improve 
she  had  better  have  a  doctor. — Mr.  F.  Guttridge, 
chemist,  107  High  Street,  Ashford,  in  his  evidence  said 
he  always  advised  people  to  consult  a  doctor  if  the  patient 
did  not  improve,  and  he  was  certain  he  did  so  on  this 
occasion.  It  was  untrue  that  he  told  the  mother  she  need 
not  see  a  doctor.  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said 
he  did  not  think  there  was  evidence  of  culpable  negligence 
on  the  part  of  anyone  concerned,  still,  they  could  not 
say  that  the  circumstances  were  satisfactory.  A  verdict 
of  "Death  from  natural  causes"  was  returned. 


— Under  the  auspices  of  the  South-East 
London  Pharmacists'  Association  a  motor-charabanc  drive 
was  taken  by  a  company  of  about  thirty  from  Lewisham 
to  Tunbridge  Wells  on  Thursday,  September  18.

Brevities. 

Heather-honey  harvest  on  the  Borders  has  been  dis- 
appointing this  year. 

Aberdeen  last  week  had  seventy-four  fresh  cases  of 
diphtheria,  making  a  total  of  fully  six  hundred  cases  in 
iour  months. 

Mr.  James  Fowler,  M.A.,  B.Sc,  of  Hawick,  has  been 
.appointed  Lecturer  in  Chemistry  and  Physics  at  the 
Agricultural  College,  Olds,  Alberta. 

The  British  Aluminium  Co.  are  starting  a  factory  near 
Burntisland.  The  buildings  and  machinery  will  cost 
about  200,000/.,  and  employment  will  be  given  to  300  or 
•400  people. 

Edinburgh. 

It  is  reported  that  a  large  city  pharmacy  will  shortly 
change  hands,  or  be  otherwise  disposed  of. 

Messrs.  Boots  have  recently  been  making  big  displays 
■of  their  "  Heather "  perfumes,  particularly  in  Nor'tJ( 
Bridge  Street. 

At  a  sitting  of  the  Valuation  Appeal  Court  it  was 
intimated  that  an  appeal  lodged  by  Messrs.  T.  &  H. 
'Smith,  Ltd.,  against  the  Burgh  Assessor's  valuation  of 
100/.  for  works  at  5  and  7  Broughton  Road,  and  12/.  for 
ground  at  Wheatfield  Road,  had  been  withdrawn.  The 
figures  which  Messrs.  Smith  proposed  were  50/.  and  61. 
"respectively. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  Wednesday  forenoon,  September  24, 
in  the  cellar  at  the  back  of  Messrs.  Pinkerton,  Gibson 
&  Co.'s  laboratory,  Thistle  Street  Lane,  N.E.  The 
cellar  is  used  to  store  acids  in  carboys,  arsenic,  and 
goods  of  that  nature.  Fortunately  the  fire  was  put  out 
by  a  brigade  contingent  before  very  serious  damage  was 
done,  more  damage  being  caused  by  water  and  smoke 
than  by  fire. 

Glasgow  and  the  West 

There  is  a  cry  out  on  all  hands  regarding  the  scarcity 
of  labour.  Message  boys  and  girls  are  not  to  be  had, 
and  chemists  are  finding  that  something  must  be  done  in 
•order  to  secure  a  reliable  delivery  to  customers. 

Windows  are  now  taking  on  a  wintry  aspect.  Cod- 
liver  oil  emulsion,  cough-mixtures,  medicated  wools,  and 


chest-protectors  form  the  basis  of  displays.  Local 
chemists  believe  in  being  prepared  for  a  change  of 
weather  conditions. 

Motherwell  and  district  chemists  are  still  at  loggerr 
heads  with  the  doctors.  The  latter  will  not  give  even!( 
insurance  tariff  rates  for  club  work,  and  they  demand 
half  of  the  dispensing-fee.  This  state  of  affairs  being- 
intolerable,  chemists  are  requested  to  "  stand  fast." 

Messrs.  F.  &  J.  Simpson's  branch  at  82  Merry  Street, 
Motherwell,  has  recently  been  greatly  altered  and  im- 
proved, more  space  being  given  for  the  accommodation  of 
customers.  A  handsome  dispensing-counter  has  been 
fitted  up,  and  other  improvements  give  the  shop  an 
exceptionally  business-like  appearance. 

Eighty-two  .samples  of  drugs  were  procured  and  sub- 
mitted for  analysis  in  Glasgow  during  1912.  These 
consisted  of  cream  of  tartar  (22),  camphorated  oil  (16), 
milk  of  sulphur  (12),  crushed  linseed  (11),  olive  oil  (10), 
tartaric  acid  (5),  Epsom  salts  (2),  seidlitz  powders  (2), 
compound  liquorice-powder  (1),  and  linseed  oil  (1).  None 
of  these  was  adversely  reported  upon,  while  the  cream 
of  tartar  and  tartaric  acid  conformed  with  the  suggested 
limits  for  lead  and  arsenic. 

The  Glasgow  autumn  holiday  falls  due  on  Monday, 
September  30.  Pharmaceutical  football,  golf,  and 
photography  will  be  the  order  of  the  day.  Since  the 
inauguration  of  the  half-holiday  local  votaries  of 
d?sculapius  have  become  a  happy  sporting  class ; 
indeed,  it  is  generally  remarked  that  Glasgow  chemists 
are  now  the  cheeriest  of  shopkeepers.  Even  the  worthy 
Association  President  may  be  seen  betimes  assisting  the 
younger  generation  of  footballers. 


FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent,) 


Solvay  Jubilee. — The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  Solway 
works  at  Nancy  is  being  celebrated,  and  to  mark  the 
occasion  a  gift  of  200,000/.  is  being  made  to  various  insti- 
tutions in  France  and  Belgium.  The  Nancy  Universitv 
receives  3O0,O00f. 

A  Saccharin  Funeral. — The  practice  prevalent,  abroad 
of  following  the  funerals  of  comparative  strangers,  or  at 
least  simple  acquaintances,  makes  the  foreign  funeral  an 
endless  defile.  But  what  struck  the  Customs  authorities 
of  the  Bavarian  Swiss  frontier  ("  Excelsior  "  relates)  was 
the  frequency  as  well  as  the  length  of  recent  funerals. 
It  could  only  be  expkaned  by  the  fact  of  some  hideous 
epidemic  ravaging-  these  pleasant  villages,  but  the  honest 
guardians  of  the  frontier  could  learn  of  no  such  calamity. 
Finally,  acting  "on  information  received,"  they  stopped 
the  first  cortege  that  came  along  and  requested  the 
mourners  to  turn  out  their  pockets.  They  were  full  of 
saccharin.  Even  the  grief-stricken  nearer  relations  that 
headed  the  procession  were  smuggling  like  the  rest.  The 
authorities  thus  felt  justified  in  removing  the  coffin  to 
the  Custom-house.  The  grief  and  rage  oE  the  "chief 
mourners  "  at  this  heartless  interruption  of  their  sad  duty 
may  be  imagined.  It  increased  rather  than  decreased 
when  the  coffin  was  opened  and  found  to  be  full  of 
saccharin. 

A  Nobel  Prizeman. — The  ceremony  organised  at  Tou- 
louse by  M.  Poineare's  special  desire,  in  honour  of  Pro- 
fessor Paul  Sabatier,  the  1912  recipient  of  the  Nobel 
Chemistry  Prize,  was  one  of  the  interesting  features  of 
the  recent  Presidential  tour  through  the  central  and  south- 
western portions  of  France.  The  city  itself  is  one  of  the 
fairest  in  France,  especially  the  part-  around  the  Lniver- 
sity,  and  it  was  after  a  long  but  most  delightful  drive 
among  the  magnificent  public  gardens,  which  are  the  pride 
of  Toulouse,  that  the  Presidential  carriage  reached  the 
broad  and  leafy  boulevard  known  as  the  Allees  St.  Michel, 
and  drew  up  at  the  entrance  to  the  great  amphitheatre 
of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences.  The  audience  inside  the  lec- 
ture-hall was  mainly  composed  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
gold  plaquette  which  the  President  was  to  present  to 
M.  Sabatier.    It  included  a  delegation  of  the  students 
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of  the  various  Faculties,  the  full  professorial  6taff  in 
their  brilliant  robes,  military  and  civil  officials,  and  Cabinet 
Ministers.  M.  Sabatier  sat  on  the  President's  right — a 
genial,  heavy-moustached  Southerner  of  nearly  sixty,  in 
the  purple  costume  of  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Sciences. 
A  deputation  from  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences,  Pro- 
fessor Moureu,  of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy, 
and  Professor  Armand  Gautier,  of  the  Paris  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  were  also  present.  M.  Lapie,  Rector  of  the 
University,  suitably  alluded  to  M.  Sabatier's  life  work, 
and  drew  an  amusing  parallel  between  catalysis  and  mar- 
riage. Here  are  two  bodies,  he  said,  possibly  having  "  no 
great  spontaneous  affinity  for  one  another,  but  consent 
to  be  united  when  a  metal  presides  at  their  marriage. 
Scientists  already  knew,  before  M.  Sabatier's  day,  that 
certain  metals  exercise  this  curious  magistrature  (legal 
marriage  in  France  is  a  civil  ceremony) ;  but  almost  all 
the  ceremonies  at  which  we  have  been  present  the  bride- 
groom has  been  oxygen.  M.  Sabatier  had  presented  hydro- 
gen as  an  eligible  parti,  and  determined  with  precision 
the  conditions  under  which  he  consented  to  enter  the 
■bonds  of  wedlock.  Take,  for  instance,  a  body  of  which 
the  molecules  are  incomplete.  We  can  transform  it 
into  a  new  body  if,  thanks  to  the  presence  of  a 
•catalysing  metal,  we  complete  its  molecules  by  the 
addition  of  atoms  of  hydrogen."  M.  Poincare's 
reply  was,  as  usual,  particularly  neat  and  to  the 
point.  He  alluded  to  the  "  unanimous  sentiment  of 
the  scientific  world  which  recognised  in  M.  Paul 
Sabatier  the  worthy  successor  of  Marcellin  Berthelot." 
The  man  they  had  met  to  honour  had  "  continued  and 
completed,  by  the  aid  of  catalysis  and  hydrogeneration, 
this  work  of  chemical  reconstruction.  Alcohols,  phenols, 
.and  acids  had  answered  to  his  call ;  the  most  varied 
organic  bodies  had  formed  themselves  at  his  will.  He 
had  patiently  synthesised  methane  gas,  transformed  oils 
into  fatty  matters,  rivalled  Nature  in  composing  every  kind 
of  petroleum,  enriched  the  world  with  new  combinations, 
and  endowed  industry  with  hitherto  "unknown  products." 
The  President  therefore,  "in  the  name  of  the  Republic 
and  of  France,  complimented  this  noble  savant  on  his 
services  to  Science  and  Humanity,"  and,  stepping  towards 
where  the  Dean  stood,  warmly  6hook  him  by  the  hands, 
embraced  him,  and  offered  him  the  golden  engraved  plate 
subscribed  for  by  the  savant's  admirers.  M.  Moureu 
greeted  M.  Sabatier  as  the  "  Mistral  of  Gascony,"  and 
alluded  to  the  remarkable  progress  of  Toulouse  as  a 
scientific  and  educational  centre.  Always  a  veritable 
nursery  of  artists,  it  has  lately  (as  M.  Lapie  remarked) 
"founded  institutes  of  chemistry  and  electricity."  The 
former  is  being  rebuilt  on  an  extensive  scale,  the  latter 
enlarged.  Toulouse  thus  draws  students  not  only  from 
France,  but  hundreds  from  "the  Russian  Empire,  the 
Balkan  States,  Italy,  and  Spain."  The  fact  that  it  is  a 
town  where  living  is  comparatively  cheap,  the  climate 
pleasant,  and  the  surroundings  delightful,  has  of  course 
something  to  do  with  its  popularity,  but  in  no  way  de- 
tracts from  the  intellectual  advantages  proclaimed  by  the 
Rector. 


INDIA  AND  THE  EAST.

Anti-cough  Pills. — In  our  issue  of  July  19  (index 
folio  76)  we  reported  that  a  number  of  Chinese  druggists 
in  Singapore  were  fined  $2  each  for  selling  "anti-cough 
pills"  containing  opium  and  chandu,  but  on  appeal  these 
fines  were  subsequently  reduced  to  1  cent  each  by  a 
bench  of  magistrates  who  are  evidently  indifferent  to  the 
efforts  of  the  anti-opium  party. 

De.'eterious  Drugs. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Straits 
Settlements  Legislative  Council,  held  at  Singapore  on 
August  22,  the  Attorney-General  moved  the  first  reading 
of  the  Deleterious  Drugs  Ordinance  Amendment  Bill, 
which  proposes  to  make  two  amendments  to  the  existing 
law.  The  first  amendment  empowers  the  Governor-in 
Council  to  make  rules  prescribing  that  a  book  shall  be 
kept  by  all  persons  licensed  under  the  ordinance  to  sell 
drugs,  and  prescribing  the  particulars  to  be  entered ; 


any  such  person  who  may  be  found  to  be  in  possession  of 
a  quantity  of  deleterious  drugs  differing  from  that  which 
he  ought  to  have  in  accordance  with  his  books  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty.  The  second  amendment  relates  to 
dentists.    The  Bill  was  read  a  first  time.

New  Zealand. 

Honey. — From  the  reports  of  the  apiary  inspectors,, 
the  New  Zealand  honey  crop  appears  to  have  been  excel- 
lent, both  in  regard  to  quantity  and  quality.  In  North 
Otago  the  crop  is  a  record  for  the  whole  district.  The 
National  Federation  of  Beekeepers'  Associations,  who- 
have  taken  the  matter  of  export  in  hand,  have  recently 
made  the  first  shipment  of  first-class  honey  under  Govern- 
ment grading  rules,  consisting  of  eleven  tons,  sent  by 
two  producers  only.  Each  package  bears  the  inspector's, 
stamp  and  shows  quantity  and  quality,  this  being  the- 
guarantee  of  its  genuineness. 

Queensland. 

Mr.  Cowley  and  his  Pupils  in  the  Queensland  School! 
of  Pharmacy  are  represented  in  the  accompanying  photo- 
graph, which  will  interest  his  old  friends  at  home,  as 


well  as  his  host  of  new  ones  "  down  under."  Mr.. 
Cowley's  oldest  son,  a>tat.  14,  has  recently  been  awarded/ 
a  three  years'  scholarship  at  the  Brisbane  Grammar 
School. 

Pharmaceutical  Society. — The  annual  meeting  was-, 
held  in  the  Pharmacy  Board's  rooms,  Brisbane,  on 
August  13.  One  of  the  members  present  made  the  state- 
ment that  since  Drysdales',  Ltd.,  had  so  well  met  the' 
requirements  of  the  public,  medical  men,  and  chemists,, 
and  had  been  the  means  of  reducing  the  hours  of  labour 
in  chemists'  shops,  he  saw  no  reason  why  the  hours; 
should  not  be  reduced  further.  This  statement  was; 
sympathetically  received,  and  another  member  went  so- 
far  as  to  suggest  six  o'clock  as  a  suitable  closing  hour. 
National  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit)  came  in  for  much 
discussion,  in  view  of  the  appointment  of  a  Royal  Com- 
mission, foreshadowed  in  the  Prime  Minister's  policy 
speech,  reported  in  the  morning  papers  published  on  the- 
day  of  the  annual  meeting.  At  a  subsequent  Council  meet- 
ing Mr.  J.  W.  Case  was  elected  President  for  the  year 
and  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley  was  re-elected  Secretary.  Mr. 
Case  did  most  useful  work  during  the  year,  especially  in- 
connection  with  the  incorporation  of  the  Society,  and  in- 
reporting  on  the  National  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit) 
in  England.  His  election  was  without  opposition.  He- 
is  ~a  man  of  independent  thought,  and  for  several  years 
he  has  closed  his  place  of  business  at  6  p.m.,  and  at, 
1  p.m.  on  Saturdays.

The  Union. 

Drugs,  Chemicals,  and  apothecaries'  wares  valued  at 
'80,848/.  were  imported  into  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
•during  July,  as  compared  witli  78,944/.  in  July  last  year. 
The  seven  months'  imports  were  valued  at  567,195/.,  or 
1,718/.  more  than  at  the  same  period  of  last  year. 

The  New  Union  Stamps  were  issued  on  September  1. 
The  chief  alteration  is  that  instead  of  the  stamps  having 
the  name  of  the  province  in  which  they  are  issued,  they 
have  "Union  of  South  Africa."  The  stamps  are  also 
•bilingual,  all  words  on  the  stamps  being  in  Dutch  as  well 
.as  English. 

Postal  Rates. — From  September  1  last  the  rates  of 
postage  chargeable  on  parcels  posted  in  the  Union  of 
■South  Africa  (including  Basutoland  and  Swaziland)  for 
•delivery  within  the  Province  of  Mozambique  are  :  Not 
■exceeding  4  oz.  in  weight,  2d.  ;  not  exceeding  8  oz.  in 
"weight,  Ad.  :  not  exceeding  1  lb.  in  weight  6d. ;  for  every 
•■additional  pound  or  fraction  thereof,  6c/.  The  old  rate 
was  8(Z.  per  lb.,  and  2d.  for  every  4  oz.

He  had  not  supplied  deceased  or  her  mother  with 
potassium  chlorate  among  the  articles  they  had  obtained 
"from  him  during  the  past  thirteen  months. 

Transvaal  Chemists'  Athletic  Club. — Mr.  G.  Ellis 
has  been  elected  Hon.  Treasurer  of  the  Club,  in  succession 
'to  Mr.  W.  J.  Smith.  The  Club  held  a  successful  smoking- 
c.oACFTt  at-  the  Johannesburg  Club,  Johannesburg,  on 
August  26.  Mr.  H.  Wheildon,  President  of  the  Club, 
was  in  the  chair,  and  over  one  hundred  members  and 
friends  attended  to  enjoy  the  excellent  programme 
-arranged  by  Messrs.  King,  Hetherington,  and  Cross.  A 
pleasing  part  of  the  proceedings  was  the  presentation  of 
prizes  won  by  members  in  the  various  sections. 

Shop  Hours  Draft  Ordinance. — The  report  of  the 
Select  Committee  appointed  by  the  Transvaal  Provincial 
Council  to  consider  and  report  on  the  Shop  Hours 
'Ordinance  was  issued  on  September  2.  This  recom- 
mends that  Parliament  be  approached  regarding  the 
obtaining  of  further  powers  of  regulating  the  con- 
ditions of  employment  and  remuneration  of  shop-assist- 
ants. The  first  schedule  provides  that  chemists'  and 
druggists'  shops  may  remain  open  on  Mondays,  Tues- 


days, Thursdays,  and  Fridavs  till  7  p.m.,  on  Wednes- 
days till  1  p.m.  and  between  7  p.m.  and  8  p.m.,  on  Satur- 
days till  9  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  not  to  open  except  as 
hereinafter  provided ;  provided  that  on  Sundays 
chemists',  not  druggists',  shops  may  be  open  between 
9.30  a.m.  and  10.30  a.m.  and  between  6  p.m.  and  7  p.m. 
for  the  dispensing  or  sale  of  medicines,  or  the  sale  of 
medical  or  surgical  apparatus  or  other  medical  or  sanitary 
requirements  only. 

Hannah  v.  Rex. — Mr.  T.  Hannah,  Amersfoort,  has  now 
entered  an  appeal  against  his  conviction  under  the  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Ordinances  for  practising  as  a  doctor, 
dentist,  and  chemist  without  being  licensed.  The  case 
was  reported  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  24,  index  folio  784.  Mr. 
Hannah  has  issued  a  long  statement  to  the  chemists  of 
South  Africa  about  the  matter,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the 
status  or  functions  of  an  "apothecary."  He  quotes  what 
Baron  Pollock  said  in  the  Apothecaries'  Co.  v.  Shepperley, 
Mr.  Justice  Hawkins'  remarks  in  the  Apothecaries'  Co.  v. 
Jones,  and  adds  : 

Lord  Tenterden  expressed  his  doubts  "  whether  a  fresh 
penalty  attached  for  every  acting  as  an  apothecary  towards 
each  different  patient,  and  whether  more  than  one  penalty 
attached  for  a  continued  practising  as  an  apothecary, 
though  the  party  attended  different  persons  as  patients." 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  says:  "I  must  .  .  .  observe  as  significant 
fact  that  in  no  reported  case  since  these  doubts  were  ex- 
pressed has  more  than  one  penalty  been  recovered,  probably 
for  the  reason  that  it  has  been  felt  that  Lord  Tenterden's 
doubts  were  well  founded." 

Mr.  Hannah  has  submitted  ten  points  of  law  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Appellate  Court. 


Cape  Pharmacy  Board. 

The  usual  quarterly  meeting  of  the  above  Board  was  held 
at  Cape  Town  on  August  14.  Present:  Mr.  A.  Walsh  (in 
the  chair),  Messrs.  J.  Parry,  G.  R.  Cleghorn,  J.  A.  Mathew, 
G.  Darroll,  and  the  Secretary. 

Irregular  Fiscal  Licences  and  Poisons  Schedule. — ■ 
Arising  out  of  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
Secretary,  letters  were  read  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Inland  Revenue,  transmitting  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  Civil  Commissioner  at  Caledon,  calling  attention  to  the 
irregular  issues  of  fiscal  licences  to  a  chemist  while  his 
name  was  off  the  Register  :  and  from  the  Secretary  for  the 
Interior,  Pretoria,  replying  to  the  Board's  representations 
on  the  subject  of  placing  veronal  and  its  preparations  on 
the  Poisons. Schedule,  stating  that  a  notice  will  be  issued  in 
the  Government  "  Gazette." 

The  Balance-sheet  for  the  financial  year  1912-13  was  con- 
sidered and  adopted. 

Correspondence. — A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary 
for  Agriculture,  Pretoria,  in  reply  to  the  Board's  repre- 
sentations in  regard  to  the  tuberculin  regulations.  This 
stated  that  it  was  proposed  to  revise  the  regulations  shortly, 
and  that  the  Board  would  be  advised  of  any  amendment 
which  would  affect  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  The 
letter  was  recorded,  and  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  the  Cape  Province,  notifying  it  accord- 
ingly, duly  confirmed. 

Sale  of  Serum. — The  question  of  the  sale  of  a  serum  for 
snake-bite  by  a  certain  bookseller  was  next  considered.  It 
was  resolved  that  the  matter  should  be  represented  to  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Cape  Province, 
informing  him  of  the  Board's  obiection  to  the  sale  of  a 
dangerous  serum  on  a  general  dealer's  licence — with  which 
objection  the  Council  has  expressed  its  concurrence — and 
request  him  to  take  the  matter  up  from  the  point  of  view  of 
thr>  general  health  of  the  public. 

Certificate  of  Service. — A  letter  from  a  chemist's 
assistant,  submitting  a  document  purporting  to  be  a  certifi- 
cate of  service  under  apprenticeshrp,  was  read.  It  was  re- 
solved to  return  the  document,  and  inform  him  that  until 
he  has  submitted  an.  application  for  examination,  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  16  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  a  copy 
of  which  he  will  be  furnished  with,  the  Board  is  unable  to 
give  an  expression  of  opinion. 

Registration. — An  application  for  registration  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  was  approved. 

Fiscal  Licence  Returns. — The  question  of  the  returns  of 
fiscal  licences  issued,  supplied  to  the  Board  monthly  by 
issuers  of  licences,  was  discussed,  and  the  Secretary  in- 
structed to  ascertain  the  name  of  the  qualified  chemist  in 
charge  of  the  shop  in  the  case  of  every  licence  issued  where 
this  information  is  not  furnished  on  the  return. 

Other  Matters  of  minor  importance  or  of  a  routine  nature 
were  disposed  of. 
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AS  mentioned  last  week,  Wednesday.  Sept-ember  17,  was 
the  first  day  of  the  Congress.  The  morning  opened 
in  brilliant  weather,  and  many  of  the  members  of  the  Con- 
gress were  early  afield,  the  pier  [Wandelhoofd,  in 
Dutch)  being  the  favourite  before-breakfast  resort.  One 
can  imbibe  here  Carlsbad  and  other  mineral  waters,  an 
idea  which  caught  on  with  some  of  the  British  delegates. 

The  information  bureau  at  the  Kiuhaus  was  in  full 
working  order  at  9  a.m..  and  here  were  obtainable  copies 
of  No.  1  of  the  "  Bulletin,"  which  was  published  daily 
during  the  session.  The  bureau  was  staffed  largely  by 
women  pharmacists,  the  languages  they  spoke  being  in- 
dicated by  tiny  national  flags  pinned  beneath  the  brooch. 
The  feminist  movement  in  pharmacy  in  Holland  is  not  a 
thing  of  yesterday,  but  has  been  working  for  quite  forty 
years.  Most  of  the  pharmacies  have  women  assistants, 
and  their  intelligence  and  industry  have  won  for  them 
golden  opinions  as  to  the  suitability  of  pharmacy  as  an 
employment  for  women. 

The  Opening  Cerkxony 

took  place  at  11  o'clock  in  the  Great  Hall  of  the  Kurhaus. 
There  were  present  nearly  four  hundred  members  of  the 
Congress.  On  the  platform  were  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  delegates  from  foreign  Govern- 
ments. The  President.  Professor  Dr.  L.  van  Itallie,  was 
m  the  centre,  and  next  to  him  were  the  following  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Netherlands  Government  :  Mr.  P.  W.  A. 
Cort  van  der  Linden  (the  Prime  Minister — the  new  Dutch 
Parliament  had  been  opened  on  the  previous  day),  Mr. 
W.  F.  Treub  (the  Minister  for  Commerr-e  pnd  Agricul- 
ture), Dr.  W.  P.  Ruijsch  (President  of  the  Utrecht  Sani- 
tary Council),  and  Dr.  T.  S.  den  Houter  (Chief  Inspector 
of  Public  Health  for  Central  Holland  and  Zealand). 

Professor  van  Itallie,  the  President,  opened  the  pro- 
ceedings with  a  tribute  to  Prince  Henry  for  the  interest 
he  hid  taken  in  the  Congress,  and 
he  thanked  also  the  Government  for 
the  manner  in  which  they  had 
assisted  the  organisers.  The 
municipalities  of  the  Hague, 
Leyden,  and  Rotterdam,  and  other 
authorities  also  came  in  for  appre- 
ciative references.  Then  in  Eng- 
lish he  added  that  it  gave  him  great 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  welcome 
English  and  American  friends.  He 
was  gratified  that  they  had  not  been 
deterred  by  the  sea  journey  from 
giving  the  Congress  the  benefit  of  their  deliberations. 
Great  Britain  is  represented,  he  added,  by  Mr.  Edmund 
White,  who  is  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  and  a  Vice-President  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference,  which  has  recently  concluded  its 
jubilee  festivities.  Then  Dr.  van  Itallie  lapsed  into 
Dutch  and  back  into  French,  in  which  language  he 
expressed  his  regret  at  being  unable  to  address  the  dele- 
gates of  other  countries  in  their  own  language.    He  next

called  upon  the  Dutch  Prime  Minister  to  address  the 
Congress. 

Mr.  P.  W.  A.  Cort-Van  der  Linden  welcomed  the  Con- 
gress on  behalf  of  the  Government.  He  referred  to  the 
fact  that  the  bureau  of  the  International  Federation  of 
Pharmaceutical  Societies  is  at  The  Hague,  and  then  dealt 
with  questions  which  politicians  require  to  face.  The- 
chief  of  these  is  the  organisation  of  the  distribution  of 
medicines  in  country  districts,  which  is  capable  of  different 
solutions,  but  of  the  advice  tendered  to  the  Government 
that  of  the  organisation  just  referred  to  would  be  most 
welcome. 

The  President's  Address. 

After  the  applause  had  subsided  the  President  delivered! 
an  address  dealing  with  the  past  and  future  of  the  Con- 
gress.   He  said  that  meeting  may  be  looked  upon  as  a 
jubilee  of  the  foundation  of  the  Congress,  and  it  is  a 
fitting  time  to  ask  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the 
Congress?    He  refrained,  he  said,  from  giving  a  full  list, 
as  so  many  subjects  had  been  dealt  with,  but  confined 
himself  to  the  question   of    a  universal  Pharmacopoeia, 
which  he  stated  was  one  of  the  matters  brought  forward, 
at  the  first  meeting  in  Brunswick  in  1865.    He  recalled 
how  that  formerly  each  city  had  its  own  Pharmacopoeia^ 
but  these  had  been  replaced  in  the  nineteenth  century  by- 
national  Pharmacopoeias.    The  greater  idea  of  a  universal 
Pharmacopoeia  followed,  and  the  President  proceeded  to- 
trace  the  subject  on  the  lines  of  the  recent  articles  in. 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist.    The  Brussels  Conference 
in  1902,  which  represented  seventeen  Governments,  fixed 
the  names,  methods  of  preparation,  and  particularly  thB' 
strength  in  active  principles  of  about  forty  heroic  medica- 
ments.   This  was  the  result  of  forty  years  of  work  by 
the   Congress.    The  Brussels  Conference  also  suggested 
that  the  Belgian  Government  would  make  the  necessary 
arrangements    for    a    permanent  bureau  for  considering- 
international  pharmacopceial  questions.    The  preparatory 
arrangements  for  another  Conference  have  been  made. 
Meanwhile,  the  question  of  attaining  uniformity  is  to  the 
fore.    Professor  Tschirch  had  suggested  the  foundation  of 
a  central  bureau  at  Berne,  and  the  matter  will  come  up< 
for  discussion  before  the  Sections  of  the  Congress.  He 
(the  President)  was  convinced  that  the  discussions  would 
result  in  a  further  step  being  taken  in  the  unification  of 
Pharmacopoeias  as  imoortant  as  that  which  resulted  from' 
the  Conference  of  1902.    The  President  then  made  an- 
interesting  comparison  between  present  and  past  Pharma- 
copoeias, showing  the  advance  which  is  constantly  being 
made  in  pharmacy,  and  particularly  the  steps  that  have- 
been  taken  to  fix  standards  for  active  medicines.  The 
International  Congresses  have  contributed  largely  to  these 
changes.    He  recalled  that  the  Congresses  of  Vienna  and 
Paris  were  largely  occupied  by  a  consideration  of  the  best 
methods  of  assaying  alkaloids  in  simple  drugs,  and  that 
Dragendorff  laid  down  the  fundamental  principles  of  the- 
work  at  the  Congress  at  St.  Petersburg.    Other  matters 
which  were  l-eferred  to  as  having  come  before  the  Cor> 
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gress  were  the  repression  of  adulteration,  the  introduction  I 
•of  the  metric  system,  the  repression  of  secret  remedies, 
the  restriction  of  the  sale  of  morphine,  and  the  limitation 
of  pharmacies.  He  then  referred  to  the  Federation  as 
the  child  of  the  last  Congress,  and  he  hoped  that  the 
■eleventh  Congress  would  carry  the  work  a  step  further.  I 
■"  Laboremus  "  was  the  concluding  word  of  the  address. 

The  Secretary's  Report. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Hofman,  the  General  Secretary,  followed  with 
Biis  report,  in  which  he  recalled  that  the  Nederlandsche 
Maatschappij  ter  bevordering 
der  Pharmacie  undertook  at  the 
last  Congress  to  organise  and 
convene  the  eleventh  Congress 
on  the  occasion  of  the  inaugura-  ' 
tion  of  the  Peace  Palace  in  1913. 
The  pharmacists  of  Holland 
gladly  took  up  the  work,  and 
soon  an  organisation  committee 
was  arranged.  It  was  decided 
to  divide  the  Congress  into  five 
sections,  each  being  in  charge  of 
a  President,  who  drew  up  the 
provisional  programme  of  his 
particular  Section.  The  encour- 
agement given  to  the  Executive 
Committee  had  given  courage  to 
live  up  to  the  national  motto,  "  Je  maintiendrai."  The 
number  of  adherents  at  the  last  Congress  was  greater  than 
at  any  previous  Congress,  but  this  has  been  surpassed  on 
the  present  occasion,  when  nearly  900  members  have 
joined.    Eighteen  foreign  Governments  and  a  very  large 
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number  of  pharmaceutical  societies  have  given  official 
recognition  to  the  Congress.  He  thanked  all  these  for 
their  patronage.  He  mentioned  that  the  attendance  of 
Germans  and  Austrians  was  comparatively  small  owing 
to  the  time  of  meeting  of  national  societies  coinciding 
with  that  of  the  Congress.  He  then  referred  to  the  very 
large  number  of  subjects  to  be  considered  by  the  Con- 
gress1, and  mentioned  that  ail  the  papers  had  been  printed 
so  that  the  discussion  would  be  facilitated. 

The  President  then  asked  the  assembly  to  formally 
elect  the  officers,  and  on  the  proposition  of  Dr.  A. 
Schamelhout  (Brussels)  the  Executive  Committee  was 
made  the  committee  of  the  Congress. 

Next  the  President  thanked  the  members  for  the  con- 
fidence they  had  shown  in  him.  and  telegrams  were  sent 
to  the  Queen  of  the  Netherlands,  the  Queen  Mother,  and 
the  Prince  Consort  indicating  the  loyalty  of  the  Congress. 

Reception  of  Delegates. 

Then  followed  speeches  from  the  Government  delegates.

This  i«  a  comparatively 
novel  method  of  grouping  a  large  company,  which  may  bo  taken  advantage  of  by  our  own  Conference. 
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both  by  distance  and  practice,  there  are  two  things  in 
•which  pharmacists  take  an  active  interest — the  unification 
of  pharmacy  and  the  strengths  of  heroic  medicaments. 
The  matter  of  the  pharmacy  service  under  Health  Insur- 
ance Acts  is  one  upon  which  the  various  countries  might 
well  confer. 

Dr.  Tschirch  spoke  at  considerable  length  in  German, 
and  brought  good  humour  by  his  witty  sallies.  Referring 
to  the  fact  that  the  best  work  is  not  always  done  in  the 
most  perfectly  equipped  laboratories,  he  said  that  Sir 
William  Ramsay  once  wrote  in  his  (Dr.  Tschirch's)  album 
the  German  sayiiv?,  "  It  doesn't  matter  about  the  cage 
so  long  as  the  bird  can  sing."  He  referred  also  to  the 
question  of  the  establishment  of  a  Pharmacopoeia  bureau, 
which  is  actively  engaging  attention.  The  time  is  ripe 
for  it,  he  said. 

Mr.  Hofman  next  read  out  the  list  of  members  of  the 
Honorary  Committee,  and  then  placed  before  the  Con- 
gress an  invitation  which  had  been  received  from  the  Swiss 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  hold  the  next  Congress  in 
Switzerland. 

It  was  now  half-past  twelve,  and  after  the  President 
had  called  out,  "La  Seance  est  levee,"  the  members  filed 
out  to  luncheon. 

The  afternoon  lectures,  which  we  reported  last  week, 
were  given  in  the  theatre  of  the  Kurhaus,  as  this  could  be 
darkened  for  the  exhibition  of  lantern  slides  and  films. 

Professor  E.  Bourquelot  occupied  the  chair  on  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  President,  and  at  the  table  sat  delegates 
from  the  various  countries. 

Professor  Tsehirch's  lecture  on  "Enzymes"  came  first; 
it  was  in  German,  and  took  an  hour  to  deliver.  When  it 
was  concluded  Professor  Bourquelot  thanked  Dr.  Tschirch, 
and  announced  that  a  gracious  reply  to  the  telegram  sent 
in  the  morning  had  been  received  from  her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  the  "Netherlands.  After  the  cheering  had  sub- 
sided, and  with  only  a  short  interval.  Professor  Dr.  H.  P. 
Wiisman.  of  Utrecht,  delivered  his  lecture.  He  has 
lately  returned  from  Java,  and  exhibited  a  large  number 
of  slides  of  drug-cultivation  in  the  Dutch  Indies.  The 
great  feature  of  the  lecture,  however,  was  the  exhibition 
of  cinematograph  films  illustrating  the  culture  and  col- 
lection of  cinchona  in  Java.  These  films  have  been  taken 
for  the  Colonial  Institute  at  Amsterdam.  It  was  nearly 
half-past  four  when  the  lecture  finished. 

A  photograph  of  the  members  was  then  taken  on  the 
sea  front  of  the  Kurhaus,  after  which  the  members  em- 
barked on  special  trams  for  a  visit  to  the  Peace  Palace. 
It  was  raining  a  little.  This  visit  and  the  evening  recep- 
tion at  the  Kurhaus  by  the  Burgomaster  and  Sheriffs  of 
The  Hague  were  described  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  last  week. 

Thursday,  September  18. 

The  Section  meetings  began  on  this  day,  the  venue  of 
the  Congress  being  shifted  to  Leyden. 

This  is  a  convenient  place  to  report  that  the  other 
members  present  from  the  United  Kingdom,  in  addition 
to  those  mentioned  (C.  <fc  D,,  September  20,  index  folio 
449),  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Horace  Finnemore  and  Mr.  G.  H. 
Pierson.  Professor  Koch,  of  Pittsburg,  was  also,  present 
from  th-3  United  States.  The  honorary  membership  of 
the  Netherlands  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Phar- 
macy was  conferred  on  the  President  (Dr.  L.  van  Itallie), 
as  well  as  on  Professors  Bourquelot  and  Tschirch.  It 
may  also  be  noted  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Exhibition 
(Tentoo'nstelling)  had  received  some  additions  since  our 
report  last  week,  the  chief  being  a  fine  series  of  photo- 
graphs of  the  London  establishment  of  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  k  Co. 

The  members  left  Scheveningen  by  electric  railway  at 
9  a.m.  f'vr  The  Hague,  where  other  members  joined  the 
party.  Without  changing  carriages,  the  party  was  then 
taken  t»  Leyden,  which  city  was  reached  before  ten.  The 
Section  meetings  took  place  in  the  various  buildings  of 
the.  University,  and  these  are  situated  in  different  parts 
of  the  city.  Arrangements  had  been  made,  however,  by 
which  the  members  were  conducted  to  the  place  where 
the  Section  they  were  attending  was  meeting.  It  was 
shortly  after  ten  o'clock  when  the  Sections  began  work.

Section  I  :  General  Suejects. 

This  Section  met  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  Gehoorzaal,. 
Breestraat.  The  President  of  the  Section  was  Dr.  H.  'L. 
Visser.  He  is  a  pharmacist  of 
Nijmegen,  a  town  of  55,000  in- 
habitants near  the  German 
frontier.  Dr.  Visser  was  born 
in  1872,  and  obtained  his  dip- 
loma at  Utrecht  in  1894.  He 
then  studied  under  E'rnst 
Schmidt  at  Marburg,  where  he 
took  his  degree  with  a  thesis 
on  salicyl  derivatives.  From 
1896  to  1904  he  was  a  chemist 
in  the  State  Agricultural 
Laboratory,  and  since  he  has 
been  at  Nijmegen  he  has  been 
elected  to  several  local  positions 
where  his  scientific  attainments 
are  of  service  to  the  public. 

Dr.  Visser  invited  Dr.  F.  de  la  Myttenaere.  Dr.  A. 
Schamelhout,  M.  A.  Langrand.  Dr.  E.  Tasilly,  Professoi- 
J.  P.  Remington,  and 
Dr.  H.  Salzmann  to 
sit  at  the  table  as 
vice-presidents,  and 
M.  H.  R.  Pattou  was 
appointed  secretary. 
No  sooner  had  the 
meeting  been  convened 
than  a  lively  discus- 
sion was  started  as  to 
the  languages  to  be 
employed  in  the  de- 
bates. The  trouble 
arose  over  the  use  of 
Esperanto,  which  is 
not  an  official  language 
of  the  Congress,  but 
which  the  reader  of 
the  first  paper  desired 
to  introduce  into  Phar- 
macopoeias. To  one 
unaccustomed  to  the 
vivacious  manner  in 
which  Continental  na- 
tions conduct  public 
meetings  it  might  have 
appeared  to  be  an 
occasion  for  the  intervention  of  the  police;  but  after  6ix 
or  seven  of  the  members  talking  all  together  had  some- 
what exhausted  themselves.  Dr.  Visser  was  able  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  business  of  the  Section.  The  paper  referred 
to  was  one  by  M.  C.  Rousseau,  of  Levallois-Perret  (France) 
on 

International  Pharmaceutical  Nomenclature. 

He  dealt  first  with  the  unification  of  titles  employed  in 
pharmacy :  is  it  realisable  7  wnat  means  can  be  employed 
to  attain  it '!  and  what  has  been  done  already  ?  He  divided 
the  discussion  of  the  subject  into  the  following  sections: 
Drugs  of  animal  origin ;  vegetable  drugs ;  chemicals,  in- 
organic and  organic;  soluble  ferments  and  physiological  pro- 
ducts ;  galenical  preparations  for  internal  and  external  use ; 
pharmaceutical  and  chemical  material  and  apparatus;  and 
utensils,  etc.,  connected  with  hygienic  and  toilet  accessories. 
He  gave  a  table  showing  how  the  language  of  nineteen 
Pharmacopoeias  has  become  modified  during  the  past  century. 
In  the  earlier  part  of  the  period  practically  all  the  Pharma- 
copoeias were  written  in  Latin,  but  now  the  majority  employ 
Latin  only  for  the  titles  or  sub-titles  of  the  articles  desig- 
nated. He  then  asked  whether  the  international  language 
ought  to  be  a  living  national  tongue,  and  answered  this  by 
stating  that  no  agreement  is  possible.  What  is  wanted  is 
an  auxiliary  scientific  language,  and  for  this  purpose 
Esperanto  satisfies  all  the  conditions.  The  conclusions 
arrived  at  were  that  i  pharmaceutical  nomenclature  is 
eminently  desirable,  that  there  should  be  an  "  international 
name"  for  each  separate  thing,  that  such  a  project  can  be 
realised,  since  in  effect  it  exists  already  in  eighty  cases  for 
the  names  of  vegetable  and  animal  substances,  and  these 
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'(Latin)  names  should  be  retained,  but  for  all  other  name« 
it  is  proposed  that  an  auxiliary  Esperanto  name  be  adopted. 
Further,  M.  Rousseau  recommended  that  to  carry  out  these 
proposals  a  Commission  should  be  elected,  comprising  three 
•divisions — sub-committees  of  naturalists,  chemists,  and 
pharmacists — and  that  each  sub-committee  comprise  at  least 
'four  members,  one  each  from  Germany,  England,  France, 
and  Russia.  The  committees  should  be  chosen  by  the 
officials  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation,  and 
if  possible  from  the  standing  Pharmacopoeia  Commissions, 
with  power  to  add  to  their  number ;  each  committee  to 
submit  the  result  of  its  work  within  a  year. 

After  the  lively  discussion  to  which  we  refer  above,  it 
■was  decided  to  leave  the  question  of  language  to  the 
Federation. 

Pharmaceutical  Education. 

Professor  Dr.  F.  Ranwez  (Louvain)  next  summarised  a 
■series  of  papers  on  pharmaceutical  education  in  various 
•countries. 

The  first  paper  was  by  Dr.  Henry  L.  Taylor  (Albany), 
which  covered  different  countries  on  a  definite  plan,  but 
dealt  especially  with  education  in  the  United  States.  The 
next  was  a  paper  by  Professor  Dr.  G.  Hondius  Boldingh 
(Amsterdam),  who  pointed  out  the  large  number  of  accessory 
"branches  of  study  required  by  the  future  pharmacist  to  equip 
himself  fully — as,  for  example,  in  the  analysis  of  foods — for 
industrial  and  hygienic  consultations,  etc.  This  results  in 
too  little  time  being  allowed  for  the  student  to  assimilate 
'the  instruction.  He  proposed  to  allow  liberty  to  professors 
and  students  to  teach  and  study  those  subjects  which  are 
best  adapted  to  the  intellectual  development  of  each  student. 
It  is  not  possible  to  establish  a  general  rule.  The  idea  of 
a  special  school  with  a  uniform  programme  for  all  ought 
to  be  rejected,  since  it  isolates  the  pharmac-'st  and  diminishes 
his  value  in  the  eyes  of  the  scientific  public.  Anyone  who 
possesses  small  aptitude  for  individual  work  or  for  'any 
special  branch  should  confine  himself  to  pharmaceutical 
study,  such  as  the  preparation  and  analysis  of  galenicals 
and  compound  medicaments.  The  curriculum  of  pharmacy 
ought  to  rest  with  the  University,  but  it  is  necessary  that 
it  should  not  degenerate  into  the  course  of  a  professional 
school.  In  Holland  the  end  to  be  aimed  at  is  to  see  that 
the  law  exacts,  very  judiciously,  that  students  having  worked 
in  a  pharmacy  as  assistants  should  be  prepared  in  a  respon- 
sible manner  for  the  career  of  pharmacist. 

Another  paper,  by  Professor  W.  C.  de  Graaff  (Leyden), 
dealt  with  the  same  subject,  his  conclusions  being  that 
pharmaceutical  education  ought  to  be  confined  to  the  uni- 
versities. The  length  of  the  curriculum  is  usually  five 
years,  two  being  spent  in  preliminary  and  three  in  special 
studies.  _  Zoology  and  mineralogy  ought  not  to  be  com- 
pulsory in  Holland.  The  examination  of  pharmacy  assistant 
is  useless,  and  even  not  desirable,  since  the  university  curri- 
culum can  supply  everything  in  a  sufficient  manner.  The 
•examination  comprises  two  parts,  the  first  consisting  of 
chemical  and  biological  branches,  and  the  second  pharma- 
ceutical branches,  including  book-keeping,  pharmacy  law,  and 
•commercial  knowledge.  The  final  year  of  study  should  be 
carried  out  in  the  pharmacy  of  the  university  hospital. 

There  was  also  a  paper  by  Professor  Pedro  Mesigos 
(Buenos  Ayres)  on  pharmaceutical  education  in  the  Argen- 
tine Republic. 

The  reports  were  duly  "  received  "  by  the  Congress. 

The  Sale  of  Pharmaceutical  Specialities. 

Dr.  A.  Schamelhout  (Ixelles)  next  submitted  a  report  on 
'the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  desirable  to  reserve  the 
sale  of  pharmaceutical  specialities  exclusively  to  pharma- 
cists. He  concluded  that  such  sales  ought  to  be  the  exclusive 
right  of  pharmacists,  and  that  it  is  both  indispensable  and 
necessary  in  the  public  interest.  Pharmaceutical  specialities 
are  medicaments  in  the  same  way  as  other  forms  of  medi- 
cine, and  since  the  monopoly  in  the  sale  of  remedies  belongs 
hj  law  to  pharmacists,  and  has  been  acquired  by  great 
sacrifices  on  their  part,  it  is  not  only  their  right  to  have 
a  monopoly  of  the  sale  of  all  pharmaceuticals,  but  is  also 
a  necessity.  The  pharmacist  is  a  social  necessity,  and  the 
public  health  would  be  gravely  compromised  by  his  sup- 
pression. From  the  public  point  of  view  also,  the  monopoly 
ought  to  be  reserved  to  the  pharmacist,  since  the  wrong 
use  of  medicines  is  inimical  to  health. 

A  pharmaceutical  speciality  was  defined  as  any  simple 
substance  or  simple  or  compound  preparation  which 
possesses,  or  for  which  is  claimed,  medicinal  properties, 
ready  prepared  and  packed  for  sale.    It  was  further  pointed 


out  that  all  such  specialities  ought  to  be  prepared  by  a 
pharmacist  or  under  a  pharmacist's  responsibility,  and  that 
the  labels  ought  to  bear  his  name  and  address. 

Professor  Remington  described  the  conditions  in  the 
United  States,  and  said  that  responsibility  is  necessary 
for  the  prestige  of  the  pharmacist. 

The  Military  Pharmacist. 

M.  Andre  Langrand  (Paris)  submitted  a  report  on  military 
pharmacy.  He  gave  first  a  brief  history  of  military  phar- 
macy in  France  since  1630,  when  Richelieu  organised  the 
first  military  hospital.  Then  he  dealt  with  military  pharmacy 
in  times  of  peace  and  war,  at  the  military  hospital,  in  the 
State  laboratories,  from  the  point  of  view  of  hygiene  and 
chemical  appliances  generally.  He  submitted  particulars  of 
a  case  which  the  pharmacist  could  carry  in  his  haversack 
for  the  rapid  analysis  of  water  and  its  differentiation  into 
one  of  the  three  classes— good,  suspected,  or  bad.  Sterilisa- 
tion of  water,  of  instruments,  preparation  of  saline  solutions, 
hypodermic  injections,  sterilisation  of  dressings,  etc.,  were 
all  dealt  with  as  belonging  to  the  rule  of  the  military 
pharmacist. 

Colonel  van  Riel  thanked  M.  Langrand  for  his  expla- 
nation of  the  subject,  and  the  meeting  accepted  the 
conclusions  arrived  at. 

Separation  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy. 

Mr.  J.  W.  de  Waal  (Culemburg)  next  read  a  paper  on 
the  above  subject.  He  said  that  Dutch  legislation  agrees 
in  principle  that  the  exercise  of  medicine  and  pharmacy 
ought  to  be  separated,  but  circumstances  in  the  country 
districts  necessitate  an  exception  to  this  principle.  The 
legal  precepts  are  so  little  put  into  force  that  at  the  present 
day,  after  fifty  years  under  this  regime,  there  are  actually 
more  pharmacies  in  the  hands  of  doctors  than  belong  to 
pharmacists.  The  report  treats  of  the  social  importance 
of  the  pharmacist,  and  indicates  the  modifications  that 
ought  to  be  imported  into  the  law  during  the  time  that  tho 
actual  system  of  free  establishment  for  pharmacists  remains 
in  force. 

The  discussion  on  this  paper  iwas  prolonged.  M. 
Collard  (Montpellier)  hoped  the  Congress  would  emphati- 
cally uphold  the  rights  of  pharmacists  in  country  districts, 
and  Mr.  Szekelz  (an  Austrian  delegate)  said  that  medical 
men  are  Tequired  to  give  up  dispensing  when  a  pharmacist 
establishes  himself  in  the  district.  Mr.  Galdi  (an  Italian) 
referred  to  the  new  Italian  law  on  the  subject,  in  which 
the  rights  of  pharmacists  are  rigorously  reserved.  Pro- 
fessor Ranwez  said  that  the  conditions  in  countries  where 
pharmacies  are  limited  hardly  apply  in  Holland,  where 
the  exercise  of  pharmacy  is  free.  A*  resolution  before  the 
meeting  was  left  over  till  the  next  day. 

Section  II.  :  Galenical  Pharmacy. 

The  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  in  the  University 
Pharmaceutical  and  Toxicological  Laboratories,  a  modern 
building  in  Hugo  de  Grootstraat.  Those  who  arrived 
early  had  an  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  laboratories 
before  _the  meeting  commenced.  It  is  here  that  Pro- 
fessor L.  van  Itallie  holds  sway,  and  it  may  be  stated 
that  the  laboratories  are  excellently  arranged  and  are 
kept  in  perfect  order. 

The  President  of  this  Section  was  Professor  P.  van  der 
Wielen  (Amsterdam).  He  was  born  at  J^eeu warden  in 
1872,  and,  studying  at  Amsterdam 
University,  obtained  the  '  pharma- 
cist diploma  in  1894.  He  then  be- 
came pharmacist  at  the  Jewish  Hos- 
pital at  Amsterdam  until  1901. 
when  he  was  appointed  assistant 
professor,  and  in  1909  professor  of 
pharmacy  at  the  University.  He 
was  Secretary  of  the  Netherlands 
Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Pharmacy  from  1905  to  1907,  and  in 
1907  succeeded  Professor  L.  van 
Itallie  as  editor  of  the  Society's 
official  organ,  the  "  Phamaceutische 
published  a  text-book  on  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and 
during  the  progress  of  the  Congress  willingly  gave  assist- 
ance ta  native  and  foreign  pharmacy  journalists.

Wielen  ooened  the  proceedings  by 
which  he  referred  to  the  modern 
developments  of 
galenical  phar- 
macy by  stan- 
dardisation of 
active  prin- 
ciples. Atten- 
tion was  also 
directed  to  ob- 
taining the  best 
results  in  a 
galenical  of  the 
medicinal  action 
of  a  plant.  He 
referred  also  to 
the  question  of 
physio  logical 
and  chemical 
standardisation 
and  to  the  com- 
plexity of  the 
subject,  when 
several  active 
principles  are 
contained  in  one 
plant.  He  im- 
pressed upon  his 
bearers  the  ne- 
cessity of  em- 
ploying in  the 
first  place  good 
materials  for  the 
manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  preparations. 

Dr.  H.  Heiissey  (Paris)  was  nominated  Chairman  for 
the  day. 

Oxydases  in  Vegetable  Drugs. 
The  first  paper  taken  was  by  Professor  E.  Perrot  (Paris) 
on  the  presence  of  oxydases  in  vegetable  drugs,  and  their 
influence  on  the  quality  of  galenical  preparations.  This 
influence  is  exerted,  first,  directly  by  the  action  of  the 
enzymes  of  the  plant  employed,  and,  second,  indirectly  by 
addition  to  a  galenical  product  of  vegetable  substances  rich 
in  active  dia>stase.  Enzymes  are.  without  doubt,  the  ni06t 
active  agents  of  the  vital  manifestations  of  living  plants. 
After  the  death  of  the  plant  the  equilibrium  is  destroyed,  the 
cellular  membranes  become  permeable  to  these  dia6ta=ic 
entities,  and  profound  modifications  in  the  intimate  chemical 
constitution  of  the  tissue  result.  Hydrolases,  oxydases, 
reductases,  and  special  ferments  come  into  play,  and  do  not 
cease  to  act  until  desiccation  is  brought  about  and  the 
amount  of  water  necessary  for  their  existence  has  become  in- 
sufficient. After  referring  to  a  large  number  of  plants  that 
are  affected  by  enzymes,  the  author  said  that  the  most  in- 
teresting from  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view  is  kola-nut. 
Researches  conducted  in  the  laboratorvof  the  Superior  School 
of  Pharmacy  in  Paris  have  enabled  Goris  to  extract  from 
the  fresh  drug  a  new  crystallised  compound,  kolatine-caffeine, 
the  particular  pharmaoo-dynamic  action  of  which  explains 
the  difference  found  in  practice  between  the  fresh  nut  and 
the  pharmaceutical  products  made  with  the  dried  seeds. 
These  enzymes  can  be  removed  by  treating  the  fresh  drug 
with  boiling  alcohol.  Further  research  has  shown  that  the 
vapour  of  alcohol,  boiling  with  a  pressure  of  half  an 
atmosphere,  sterilises  the  enzymes  in  two  minutes;  and  this 
method  has  been  adopted  successfully  with  digitalis-leaves 
and  some  other  drugs. 

M.  S.  Kagoucy  (Paris),  who  is  connected  with  the 
house  of  Dausse,  stated  that  by  employing  sterilised 
(stabilised)  kola  a  larger  amount  of  extract  with  a  pro- 
portionate increase  of  caffeine  is  obtained.  Professor  van 
der  Wielen  asked  whether  it  wouid  not  be  advantageous 
to  employ  fresh  material  for  galenicals  or  have  the  means 
of  sterilising  the  plants  at  the  places  where  they  are 
gathered. 

The  meeting  concluded  that  it  is  not  possible  to  intro- 
duce stabilised  "premieres  matieres "  into  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

The  Variability  of  Drugs 
was  the  subject  of  a  paper  by  Mr.  C.  Biihrer  (Clarens- 
Montreux)    which,  as  the  author  was  not  present,  was 
read  in  abstract  by  the  Chairman. 

There  are  found  in  commerce,  it  was  stated  in  the 
paper,  very  variable  drugs — for  example,  cinchonas  contain- 
ing as  much  as  12  per  cent,  of  quinine  and  others  less  than 


1  per  cent.,  and  coca-leaves  varying  from  0.7  to  2.4  per  cent, 
of  cocaine.  This  variability  does  not  matter  so  much  when 
dealing  with  less  active  drugs,  but  with  potent  remedies  ifc 
is  otherwise.  The  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia  requires  opium  to 
contain  from  10  to  12  per  cent,  of  morphine.  For  other 
drugs  a  minimum  strength  is  specified  without,  naming  the 
maximum  that  ought  not  to  be  exceeded — as,  for  example, 
mix  vomica.  A  drug  of  this  character  should  not  be  used 
without  knowing  exactly  its  strength  in  alkaloid,  and  the 
6ame  might  be  So.id  of  belladonna,  hyoscyamus,  digitalis, 
strophanthus,  ipecacuanha,  and  aconite.  The  methods  em- 
ployed in  estimations  could  be  still  further  modified  and 
simplified — a  point  of  the  utmost  importance,  since  two 
different  methods  may  give  very  different  results.  This 
section  of  pharmacology,  he  concluded,  demands  much  study 
and  research. 

Professor  van  der  Wielen  pointed  out  that  the  paper 
by  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck  (Cambridge)  referred  to  the 
same  subject,  so  that  it  was  desirable  to  read  that  before 
the  discussion  took  place. 

Mr.  Peck,  in  his  paper,  pointed  out  that  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1898,  recognises  the  importance  of  the  prin- 
ciple of  giving  maximum  as  well  as  minimum  percentages 
of  active  principles,  giving  as  examples  opium  and  its  pre- 
parations, ext.  ipecac,  liq.,  jalap,  and  some  tinctures.  The 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  gives  only  minimum  standards 
in  certain  cases — e.g.,  belladonna,  hyoscyamus,  ipecacuanha, 
and  mix  vomica  ;  but  the  author  maintained  that  it  would 
be  preferable  were  maximum  standards  also  given  and 
maximum  and  minimum  standard  is  also  essential,  he  said, 
in  drugs  such  as  digitalis,  strophanthus,  squill,  and  ergot, 
which  do  not  admit  of  accurate  chemical  standardisation, 
but  which  should  be  submitted  to  careful  physiological  tests. 

The.  last  paper  being  read  in  English,  the  Chairman 
gave  an  abstract  of  it  in  French,  after  which  Professor 
van  der  Wielen  said  that  although  a  10  per  cent,  mor- 
phine, content  is  required  for  opium  it  is  not  allowable 
to  mix  a  richer  opium  with  a  diluent.  According  to 
Dr.  Herissey,  opium  mixed  with  sugar  of  milk  is  not 
opium.  M.  W.  Duliere  (Namur)  agreed  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  have  an  exact  standard  of  10  per  cent,  for 
opium.  Mr.  Peck  contended  that  heroic  medicaments 
should  be  placed  in  a  different  category  from  ordinary 
drugs.  For  belladonna  a  lower  figure  is  given,  other- 
wise preparations  would  be  much  too  strong. 

Home-made  Galenicals. 
M.  W.  Duliere  (Namur),  who  is  principal  inspector  of 
pharmacies  in  Belgium,  next  reported  as  to  the  manufacture 
by  the  pharmacist  of  his  own  galenicals.  He  read  a  paper 
on  the  subject  at  the  Brussels  Congress  in  1910,  and  this 
paper  was  a  corollary.  The  value  of  a  galenical  medicament 
depends,  he  said,  above  all  on  the  quality  of  its  constituents, 
and  next  on  the  care  with  which  it  is  made ;  and  on  neither 
of  these  points  is  it  possible  to  have  any  certainty  where 
the  galenical  is  purchafed  ready  made.  The  practical 
pharmacist  knows  by  comparison  that  a  product  is  abnormal, 
though  he  may  not  always  be  able  to  submit  his  proofs ;  but 
the  inexperienced  pharmacist  does  not  know,  and  he  is 
precisely  the  one  who  procures  these  ready-made  prepara- 
tions. He  recommended  that  a  similar  vote  should  be 
passed  at  the  present  Congress,  and  that  there  be  added 
to  it  the  recommendation  that  the  industrial  manufacture 
of  galenicals  should  be  confined  to  qualified  pharmacists, 
and  that,  the  drugs  and  methods  of  manufacture  should  be 
inspected. 

This  gave  rise  to  considerable  discussion.  In  France, 
it  was  stated,  the  pharmacist  and  the  wholesaler  are 
equally  responsible  for  the  quality  of  galenicals,  but  the 
wholesaler  only  from  the  commercial  point  of  view. 
Several  Frenchmen  present  discussed  the  question  of  the 
responsibility  of  the  pharmacist.  M-  Duliere  said  the 
requirements  of  various  Pharmacopoeias  differ,  and  that 
it  is,  difficult  for  a  pharmacist  to  examine  bought  galeni- 
cals. In  France,  where  galenicals  are  made  on  the  whole- 
sale scale,  pharmacists  are  employed,  but  this  is  not  the 
case  in  Belgium.  Consequently  the  French  delegates 
wanted  the  words  "as  in  France"  added  to  the  resolu- 
tion. Several  persons  here  spoke  together,  but  Mr.  E.  I. 
van  Itallie  (Joint  Secretary  of  the  Section)  intervened 
with  a  modified  resolution.  Mr.  Bela  Zoltan  (Budapest) 
said  that  prescriptions  are  given  in  the  Pharmacopoeia 
for  pharmacists  to  follow,  so  that  the  resolution  was  un- 
necessary. Dr.  W.  Lenz  (Berlin)  agreed.  He  thought 
the  best  way  would  be  to  define  the  quantity  of  active 
principles  in  the  raw  drug  and  calculate  how  much  is 
needed  to  make  a  galenical  of  a  given  strength.  But 
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this  would  involve  a  good  deal  of  calculation.  M. 
Duliere  agreed  with  Mr.  Zoltan's  view;  and  Professor  A. 
Domergue  (Marseilles),  also  agreeing,  proposed  that  not 
only  galenicals  but  all  medicaments  should  be  made  by 
the  pharmacist  himself.  If  in  ■exceptional  cases  it  is 
not  possible  for  the  pharmacist  to  make  his  own  pre- 
parations, he  is  not  forbidden  to  obtain  them  from  a  house 
in  which  he  has  confidence.  Eventually  the  resolution 
was  carried  that  pharmacists  drouid  themselves  make  their 
galenicals,  and  that  the  industrial  preparation  of  galenicals 
is  not  allowable  by  any  but  diplomaed  pharmacists. 

Physiological  Standardisation 
was  the  subject  of  the  next  paper,  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Meulenhoff 
(Zwolle).  He  is  a  rapid  speaker,  and  used  the  blackboard. 
He  first  showed  that  the  German,  Swiss,  and  French  Pharma- 
copoeias insist  on  physiological  tests  for  certain  serums,  etc., 
and  one  of  them  for  tuberculin,  and  then  pointed  out  that 
for  these  preparations  no  other  method  of  standardisation 
is  possible.  He  then  proceeded  to  give  in  some  detail  the 
physiological  tests  for  senega  by  its  hemolytic  action  on 
blood,  of  the  heart  tonics,  digitalis,  strophanthus,  squill, 
adonis,  adrenalin,  and  ergot.  Speaking  of  digitalis,  the 
doctor  referred  to  Dr.  W.  H.  Martindale"s  method,  but 
said  it  had  not  yet  been  sufficiently  tried.  It  is  some  fifteen 
years  since  the  physiological  method  was  first  employed  to 
control  the  variability  of  digitalis,  and  Houghton  in  1889 
was  the  first  to  apply  the  idea.  Since  then  numerous 
researches  have  been  made,  and  there  now  exists 
an  extensive  literature  on  -the  subject.  A  fu'l  account  was 
given  of  the  seven  different  methods,  but  no  definite  recom- 
mendation was  given  as  to  which  was  preferable.  Adrenalin 
is  tested  by  the  rise  produced  in  blood-pressure,  and  here 
also  Houghton  is  credited  with  being  in  1901  the  originator 
of  the  physiological  method.  Ergot  was  next  discussed, 
and  in  concluding  the  author  considered  that  if  the  chemical 
method  is  not  applicable  a  physiological  test  is  desirable, 
and  that  the  digitalis  group,  adrenalin,  and  ergot  are  the 
most  suitable  for  this  method  of  testing. 

As  there  was  another  paper  printed  that  morning  by 
Professor  A.  Ginzberg  and  Mr.  I.  Hohlberg,  it  was 
decided  to  leave  the  matter  till  the  next  day,  when  the 
paper  referred  to  would  come  before  the  Section. 

Unification  Proposals. 
v  Dr.  H.  Herissey  read  the  final  paper,  which  asked  whether 
it  is  not  advisable  to  impose  international  methods  of  assay- 
ing medicines  at  the  same  time  that  the  content  in  active 
principles  is  laid  down.  He  contended  that  this  is  necessary 
and  that  the  assay  process  should  be  minutely  described. 
In  upases  where  the  strength  of  a  galenical  has  to  be 
adjusted  after  an  assay,  the  method  cf  preparation  should 
be  described. 

Professor  van  dor  Wielen  having  thanked  the  Chair- 
man for  presiding,  the  meeting  adjourned. 

Section  III.  :  Chemistry. 
The  meeting  of  this  Section  took  place  in  the  Organic 
Chemistry  Laboratory.  The  President  of  the  section 
was  Professor  Dr.  N.  Schoorl 
(Utrecht),  who  was  born  at  Zaan- 
dijk  in  1872.  He  studied  at 
Zaandam  and  Amsterdam,  taking 
his  diploma  as  a  pharmacist  at  the 
last-named  city  in  1893.  He  next 
studied  Latin  and  Greek  so  that  he 
could  go  forward  to  his  doctorate, 
these  being  compulsory  subjects. 
He  became  a  doctor  of  chemistry 
in  1901,  was  appointed  assistant 
professor,  and  in  1908  professor  at 
Amsterdam  University.  Last  year 
to  be  Professor  of  Chemistry  at 
Utrecht.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Editorial  Committee  of 
the  "  Pharmaceutiseh  Weekblad,"  and  has  published 
several  works  on  chemistry  and  microscopy. 

The  Codification  of  Purity  Tests  for  Chemicals 

was  the  subject  of  a  report  by  Mr.  C.  Biihrer  (Clarens),  and 
it  was  the  first  paper  taken.  The  author  recommended  a 
periodical  revision  of  Pharmacopoeias — every  ten  years  where 
possible;  a  permanent  commission  in  each  country,  to  which 
would  fall  the  work  of  keeping  in  touch  with  scientific 
progress;  and  the  creation  of  an  International  Pharma- 
copoeia! Bureau  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  ideas  put  forward 
by  Professor  Tschirch.

Dr.  A.  W.  van  der  Haar  (Utrecht)  also  reported  on  the 
same  subject,  and  he  also  asked  for  a  Commission  composed 
for  the  most  part  of  chemists  occupied  -in  industrial 
chemistry. 

I     M.   Maurice    Duyk    (Brussels)   contended  that  these 
I  papers  were  not  appropriate  to  that  Section,  and  the  Presi- 
dent accepted  this  opinion  as  regards  the  revision  of 
Pharmacopoeias,  but  not  on  the  question  of  chemical  tests. 

The  next  paper,  by  Mr.  D.  J.  de  Jong  (Groningen), 
dealt  with  rational  methods  of  chemical  analysis,  and  it 
caused  the  President  of  the  Section  to  remark  on  the 
difference  between  a  quantitative  analysis  made  in  in- 
organic and  organic  media. 

Then  followed  a  paper  in  English  by  Dr.  W.  P.  Jorissen 
(Leyden)  on  the  action  of  lead,  copper,  tin,  nickel,  zinc, 
and  aluminium  on  water.  It  was  a  record  of  a  great 
number  of  experiments  on  corrosion,  and  is  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  research  on  the  passivity  of  the  metals  named. 


Organic  Chemistry  Laboratory, 
Ijeyderi  University. 

M.  Duyk  (Brussels)  mentioned  a  case  where  electrolytic 
reactions  followed  the  use  of  an  impure  metal. 

Next  was  read  a  paper  by  Mr.  Anton  C.  W.  Gawa- 
lowski  on  the  testing  of  the  hardness  of  water,  and  this 
was  followed  by  one  on  the  chlorine  figure  and  the 
potability  of  natural  waters  by  Dr.  J.  Toubeau  (Brussels), 
who  concluded  that  for  waters  that  are  irreproachable 
from  other  points  of  view  the  presence  of  lg  grams  of 
sodium  chloride  per  litre  would  not  be  considered 
excessive. 

The,  final  paper  was  by  Dr.  W.  van  Rijn  (Rotterdam) 
on  a  morphine-poisoning  case. 

Section  IV. — Botany. 

The  meeting  of  this  Section  was  held  in  the  Botanical 
Laboratory  of  Leyden  University.  The  President  of 
the  Section  was  Dr.  J.  Dekker,  who 
is  the  successor  of  the  late  Dr.  M. 
Greshoff  as  director  of  the  Colonial 
Institute,  Haarlem.  He  was  born 
in  1879,  studied  at  Utrecht  Univer- 
sity, and  became  a  pharmacist  in 
1901.  He  made  researches  on  coca 
in  Dr.  Greshoff's  laboratory,  and 
subsequently  for  a  thesis  on  this 
subject  he  obtained  the  degree  of 
doctor  of  chemistry  at  Berne.  Dr. 
Dekker  undertook  for  the  Govern- 
ment a  research  on  the  feeding  of 
horses.  In  1908  he  obtained  the  gold  medal  of  the  Nether- 


Dr.  J.  Decker. 
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lands  Society  of  Science.  He  has  studied  tannins  and 
tropical  agriculture. 

Dr.  Tschirch  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  day. 

Indian  Drugs. 
The  first  report  was  one  by  Dr.  P.  A.  A.  F.  Eijken,  a 
military   pharmacist,    on   the   native  medicines  of  the 


Eotanical  Laboratory,  Leyden  University. 

Netherlands  Colonies.  He  showed  numerous  photographs 
of  medicine-vendors,  and  others  illustrating  the  doctrine  of 
signatures.  A  specimen  of  djamoe  was  shown  which 
consists  of  forty  ingredients. 

The  Collection  of  Lactucarium 
was  explained  by  Professor  L.  van  Itallie.  This  takes 
place  from  May  to  .September  from  biennial  plants 
when  they  are  in  flower.  The  latex,  at  first  white, 
becomes,  on  keeping,  brown  and  hard.  Lantern-slides 
were  shown  on  the  screen.  Professor  C.  van  Wisselingh 
(Groningen)  read  a  paper  on  the  physiological  role  of 
tannin,  which  drew  from  the  Chairman  some  details  of 
the  chemistry  of  albumen.  Then  Professor  Janse  gave 
an  account  of  the  collection  of  dryobalanops  made  in 
Sumatra. 

Section  V.  :  Bromatology. 

This  Section  met  in  the  Gehoorzaal  (see  index  folio  482), 
and  was  presided  over  by  Professor  Dr.  H.  P.  Wijsman 
(Utrecht),  whose  portrait  was  given  in  the  C.  JL-  D.  last 
week  (index  folio  451). 

The  first  paper,  by  Professor  Dr.  J.  Koning  (Munster), 
dealt  with  nitrogen-free  extractives  in  foodstuffs.  Then 
followed  a  report  by  Professor  A.  J.  J.  Vandevelde 
(Ghent)  on  the  question  as  to  whether  it  is  desirable  to 
establish  lists  of  colouring-agents  and  disinfectants  the 
use  of  which  should  be  permitted;  his  conclusion  being 
that  such  lists  should  be  adopted,  to  the  exclusion  of 
dangerous  products. 

A  discussion  took  place  on  this,  during  which  Dr. 
Coebergh  said  that  it  would  be  better  to  prohibit  the 
addition  of  colouring-matter  to  disinfectants  except 
those  given  in  a  list.  At  the  same  time,  the  quantity 
of  colour  that  may  be  employed  in  foodstuffs  should 
be  laid  down.  Professor  Eijkman  thought  the  author's 
proposals  the  best,  but  suggested  that  the  amounts  that 
may  be  used  should  be  indicated ;  but  eventually  the 
original  proposals  found  acceptance  by  the  Section. 

Dr.  F.  H.  van-der  Laan  (Utrecht)  submitted  a  report 
on  the  influence  of  official  control  on  the  price  of  food- 
stuffs, in  which  the'eurious  fact  was  brought  out  that  the 
better-quality  foodstuff  is  sometimes  actually  cheaper 
than  that  of  poor  quality.  On  the  other  hand,  M.  Korit- 
sanky  said  the  price  is  enhanced,  and  he  persuaded  the 
Section  to  postpone  consideration  of  the  subject  till  the 
next  Congress. 

Municipal  Reception. 
The  members  of  the  various  Sections  assembled  at  the 
Town  Hall  at  half-past  one,  and  were  welcomed  by  the 
Burgomaster,  Dr.  J.  de  Gijselaar.    Professor  van  Itallie 


thanked  the  Burgomaster  for  his  kind  words,  and  Pro- 
fessor Tschirch,  in  seconding,  recalled  the  names  of  some 
of  the  distinguished  citizens  of  Leyden.  A  triple 
"  hoch  "  was  called  for.  The  old  building  was  tightly 
packed,  but,  all  the  same,  there  was  space  for  the 
vin  d'honneur  to  circulate. 

Lunch  followed  in  the  Gehoorzaal,  and,  that  over,  M. 
Haazen  (Antwerp)  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Dutch  pharmacists  for  the  splendid  way  in  which  they 
had  organised  the  Congress.  A  triple  "hoch"  followed, 
and  the  motion  was  declared  carried  by  acclamation. 

The  afternoon  was  occupied  by  excursions  on  special 
steamers,  the  exploration  of  the  city,  and  a  demonstra- 
tion in  the  laboratory  of  Professor  Kamerlingh  Onnes 
of  the  liquefaction  of  gases.  The  demonstration,  it  had 
been  announced  earlier  in  the  week,  would  not  take  place, 
but  at  the  last  moment  it  was  possible  to  arrange  it. 
Professor  Fonzes-Diacon  (Montpellier)  proposed  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Dr.  Onnes. 

Tea  was  afterwards  served  in  the  famous  Botanical 
Garden,  and  at  5.20  p.m.  the  return  journey  was  made 
to  The  Hague. 

The  Congress  Banquet 
took  place  in  the  evening  at  the  Kurhaus,  Scheveningen.

It  was  a  brilliant  affair 
Among  the  visitors  were 
Dr.  M.  W.  F.  Treub 
(Minister  of  Agriculture), 
Mr.  M.  Goeman  Borgeslus 
(formerly  Minister  of  the 
Interior),  Dr.  J.  H.  A. 
van  Karnebeck  (Burgo- 
master of  The  Hague), 
Dr.  V.  C.  de  Gijselaar 
(Burgomaster  of  Leyden), 
Dr.  W.  P.  Ruysch,  and 
Di\  Everwijn.,  Before 
the  dinner  began  the 
toast  was  given  of  the 
Queen  and  the  Royal 
Family,  and  during  the 
meal  speeches  were  made 
by  Dr.  Treub,  Professor 
van  Itallie,  Dr.  Richaud 
(Paris),  and  Professor 
Tschirch.  The  last-named 
proposed  the  health  ot 
Mr.  Hofman,  the  Secre- 
tary, which,  one.  report 
states,  he  did  "d'une 
maniere  fort  spirituelle." 
Mr.  E.  White  (London) 

proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Ladies,"  and  for  them 
Mile.  Dr.  E.  Legrady  replied  in  a  speech  which  evoked 
immense  applause. 

After  the  dinner  a  few  of  the  more  energetic  members 
indulged  in  dancing  till  a  late  hour. 

Friday,  September  19. 

The  various  Sections  met  at  the  Kurhaus,  Scheveningen. 
The  morning  opened  with  a  heavy  sea-mist,  but  later 
on  the  sun  burst  forth,  and  before  the  afternoon  trip  to 
Rotterdam  the  weather  was  perfect.  The  meetings  began 
shortly  after  nine,  and  lasted  till  twelve. 

Section  I  :  General  Questions. 

The  meeting  first  considered  .'the  motion  by  Dr. 
Feenstra  regarding  the  supply  of  medicines  in  country 
districts.  This  was  to  the  effect  that  legislation  should 
establish  the  principles  that  the  pharmacist  is  the  only 
person  qualified  to  dispense  medicines,  the  only  excep- 
tion being  in  a  district  where  there  is  no  pharmacist, 
and  that,  this  exception  should  cease  as  soon  as  a 
pharmacist  establishes  himself  there. 

This  was  agreed  to  without  further  discussion. 

Unqualified  Assistants. 
Mr.  W.  C.  van  Gorcum  (Rotterdam)  read  the  first  paper, 
in  which  he  asked  :  What  are  the  advantages  and  disadvan- 
tages resulting  from  a  body  of  assistant  pharmacists  who 
do    not   possess   and    who   cannot    acquire   the    rank  of 
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pharmacist?  This  is  a  problem  that  dates  back  only  fifty 
years.  Recently  there  had  been  a  large  influx  of  assistants, 
with  the  result  that  wages  have  been  lowered.  Still  worse 
followed,  because  girls,  even  of  distinguished  families,  have 
been  anxious  to  take  these  positions.  The  ideal  of  these  young 
women  is  not  to  pass  their  whole  life  in  pharmacy,  but  to 
remain  until  they  can  find  a  better  occupation.  They  offer 
themselves  for  half-days  for  a  very  modest  salary,  some- 
times for  nothing.  The  male  assistants  cannot  keep  up  with 
this,  and  the  number  of  young  men  wishing  to  study  to 
become  assistants  is  rapidly  diminishing,  and  many  of  them 
who  had  a  place  in  a  pharmacy  have  sought  employment 
elsewhere.  They  obtain  situations  in  chemical  laboratories 
or  open  drug  shops  in  which  they  find  a  means  of  living 
as  lucrative  as  in  pharmacy,  and  without  a  doubt  enjoy 
more  liberty.  The  author  sums  up  by  declaring  that  the 
disadvantages  of  the  unqualified  assistant  are  'greater  than 
the  advantages. 

M.  V.  Thimister  (Liege)  said  it  is  necessary  to  have 
assistants.  He  stated  that  in  Egypt  assistants  are  not 
allowed  to  touch  the  poison-cupboard.  It  follows  that 
there  must  always  be  a  pharmacist  present,  which  means 
two  in  each  pharmacy. 

DlSPENSING-TARIFFS. 

M.  R.  Pattou  (Brussels)  opened  a  discussion  on  the 
necessity  of  having  a  fixed  tariff  for  dispensing  for  official 
institutions.  This  tariff  should  not  be  fixed  without  con- 
sulting the  professional  societies.    Dr.  Cramer  said  that

in  France,  where  there  is  a  fixed  tariff,  poor  persons 
are  able  to  choose  the  pharmacist  they  prefer.  Mr.  A. 
Galdi  (Salerno)  said  that  two  tariffs  are  provided  for 
in  the  new  Italian  law — one  for  the  public,  and  the 
other  for  institutions.  These  are  revised  annually.  In 
England,  he  said,  the  conditions  are  miserable.  There 
are  there  societies  which  pay  pharmacists  as  small  a 
sum  as  Is.  6d.  per  member,  whereas  if  there  were  a 
tariff  as  in  Germany  the  pharmacist  would  be  better 
paid.  In  Germany  during  1911  the  payment  to  phar- 
macists came  to  3m.  90pf.  per  member.  The  Section 
rejected  the  system  of  subscriptions,  which  M.  Pattou 
said  is  an  infamous  imposture.  One  might  just  as  well 
supply  bread  and  meat  at  a  subscription  rate.  Mr. 
Izeketey  said  that  in  Austria  there  is  a  Government 
tariff,  from  which  institutions  are  allowed  a  discount  of 
33  per  cent.  M.  Pattou  presented  the  members  with  a 
copy  of  the  report  on  insurance  dispensing  which  he  has 
recently  prepared  for  "  La  Nationale  Pharmaceutique." 

Pharmaceutical  Education. 

The  proposals  of  Professor  Ranwez  regarding  education 
which  were  laid  before  the  Section  on  the  previous  day 
(see  index  folio  483)  were  accepted  unanimously.  It 
was  also  agreed  that  university  study  should  be  carried 
out  before  the  stage. 

Section  II.  :  Galenical  Pharmacy. 

The  meeting  of  this  Section  was  presided  over  by  Mr. 
E.  White,  who  showed  that  he  is  able  to  converse  in 
French  and  German  as  well  as  in  his  native  tongue. 


Mineral  Waters. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Hofman  (The  Hague)  read  the  first  paper,  on 
the  examination  of  medicated  mineral  waters.  He  main- 
tained that  the  pale  of  bottled  minerals  ought  !tt»  be 
scrupulously  controlled,  and  that,  this  control  should  be 
possible  by  a  simple  method  that  does  not  require  too  great 
a  quantity  of  water.  For  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  to 
make  tables  on  which  are  indicated  the  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum figures  of  salts  as  fixed  alkali,  the  amount  of  chlorine, 
and  the  hardness.  To  these  might  also  be  added  reactions 
for  identifying  the  presence  of  metals,  such  as  iron  and 
lithium.  Tables  giving  particulars  of  upwards  of  thirty 
waters,  including  Apollinaris,  Carlsbad,  Evian.  Apenta, 
Hunyadi  Janos,  Selters,  and  Vichy,  were  presented.  It  may 
be  mentioned  that  Apenta  and  Hunyadi  Janos  contain  by 
far  the  largest  proportion  of  saline  ingredients  of  those 
given  in  the  table. 

There  was  no  discussion  on  this  paper. 

The  Quality  of  Glass. 
Then  followed  two  papers  on  the  quality  of  the  glass 
employed  for  medicine-bottles.  The  first  was  by  Dr.  H.  J. 
Moiler  (Copenhagen).  He  showed  that  certain  glass  is  quite 
unsuitable  for  pharmaceutical  use,  especially  for  ampoules, 
on  account  of  the  soluble  alkali  in  its  composition.  He 
tests  the  glass  with  phenolphthalein.  The  other  paper,  by 
Dr.  W.  Lenz  (Berlin),  had  been  sent  to  this  Section  from 
Section  III.  This  was  an  elaborate  report,  which  occupied 
quite  a  long  time  in  reading;  indeed,  the  Chairman  had 
to  give  Dr.  Lenz  the  hint  to  shorten  his  remarks.  He 
contended  that  the  glass  should  be  one  which  will  stand 
carbonic-acid  saturated  water.  He  also  employed  the 
phenolphthalein  test,  and  stated  that  he  has  boiled  bottles 
made  of  unsuitable  glass  till  they  have  dropped  to  pieces. 

Professor  Dr.  Hondius  Boldingh  asked  if  either  in- 
vestigator had  treated  glass  with  hydrochloric  acid  to 
make  it  usable.  Dr.  Lenz  said  he  did  not  think  that 
treatment  would  be  sufficient. 

Purity  of  Dressings. 

M.  D.  Blumenthal  (St.  Petersburg)  than  read  a  paper  on 
the  purity  of  surgical  dressings,  which,  he  said,  is  a  subject 
of  much  importance.  To  be  certain  on  the  point  an  analysis 
must  be  made.  The  cotton  should  dry  readily,  not  contain 
impurities,  and  the  soluble  matter  should  not  exceed  certain 
limits. 

Mr.  E.  J.  van  Itallie  said  that  the  proportion  of  fatty 
matter  indicated  by  the  author  was  too  small.  Pro- 
fessor Tschirch  agreed,  but  M.  Blumenthal  contended  that 
with  0.2  per  cent,  of  grease  which  becomes  rancid  in 
time  the  cotton  is  dangerous  when  placed  on  a  wound. 
Mr.  E.  J.  van  Itallie  said  there  is  a  difference  between 
grease  and  fatty  acids.  Dr.  Lenz  said  he  had  never 
heard  of  old  cotton  being  injurious  to  wounds. 

International  Pharmacopceial  Bureau. 

Professor  Joseph  P.  Remington  (Philadelphia)  then  read 
a  paper  on  the  above  subject.  The  central  bureau  should 
bo  established  in  Europe  (in  the  Peace  Palace,  he  suggested). 
Success  will  depend  upon  the  ability  of  the  director.  The 
detection  of  adulteration  and  the  collection  of  information 
about  fraud  would  be  an  important  part  of  the  work. 
The  abstractors  should  aim  at  obtaining  facts,  and  should 
not  be  critical.  The  unification  of  standards  and  tests  for 
chemical  substances  should  be  taken  in  hand,  and  the  forma- 
tion of  a  purity  rubric  for  each  chemical  medicament. 

The  Chairman  said  that  he  hoped  the  speakers  would 
adopt  the  English  method  of  addressing  the  chair,  of 
observing  a  time-limit  of  five  minutes,  and  that  not  more 
than  one  person  would  speak  at  the  same  time. 

Professor  Tschirch  insisted  that  the  Congress  could 
not  come  to  a  decision  on  this  subject,  "because  the 
members'  votes  have  not  the  same  value.  Some  persons 
vote  on  their  own  account  and  others  in  a  representative 
capacity.  He  should  like  to  see  a  conference  of  the 
representatives  of  the  different  Governments.  Mr. 
W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  (London)  said  it  is  desirable  to  be 
clear  as  to  what  is  wanted.  Is  it  necessary,  he  asked, 
to  wait  for  the  establishment  of  the  bureau  before  be- 
ginning to  collect  information?  M.  Duliere  (Namur) 
and  Professor  Bourquelot  (Paris)  said  the  invitation  of 
the    Belgian    Government    should    be    accepted-  Dr. 
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Salzmann  (Berlin)  took  the  same  view  as  Professor 
Tschirch.  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish  (London)  and  Mr. 
Saville  Peck  (Cambridge)  suggested  that  the  International 
Pharmaceutical  Federation  could  undertake  'part  of  the 
work.  Professor  Remington  asked  why  not  get  to  work 
at  once ;  when  would  they  have  together  such  a  number 
of  representatives  of  Pharmacopoeias  ? 

It  was  resolved  to  print  the  various  opinions  in  the 
next  "  Bulletin,"  and  settle  the  matter  at  the  next  meet- 
ing, of  the  Section  on  Saturday. 

Compiling  a  Pharmacopoeia. 

Then  followed  a  paper  by  Drs.  G.  Hondius  Boldingh  and 
N.  Schoorl,  in  which  it  was  recommended  that  the  mono- 
graphs should  be  succinct  and  clearly  subdivided,  the  tests 
for  identity,  impurity,  and  adulteration  to  be  specially 
mentioned  and  printed  in  distinctive  type;  the  order  in 
which  groups  of  reactions  are  given  should  be  the  same  in  all 
monographs ;  the  number  of  reagents  should  be  limited, 
replacing  by  others  where  possible  inconvenient  reagents  (as 
H2S  and  CS2  by  Na2S  and  chloroform) ;  they  should  also 
place  in  the  first  rank  the  observation  of  physical  characters, 
the  determination  of  physical  constants,  such  as  melting  and 
boiling  points,  rotation  power,  and  refractive  index,  and 
the  microscopical  examination  of  crystals. 

The  Section,  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  E.  J.  van  Itallie, 
supported  the  suggestions. 

Mr.  White  was  thanked  for  presiding,  and  the  Section 
adjourned. 

Section  III.  :  Chemistry. 
This  Section  opened  with  a  series  of  papers  on 

Digestive  Ferments. 

The  first,  by  Dr.  W.  van  Dam  (Hoorne),  was  a  report 
on  the  question  whether  chymosine  is  identical  with  pepsin. 
He  concluded  that  the  balance  of  evidence  is  in  favour  of 
regarding  them  as  identical. 

Dr.  E.  Fuld  (Berlin)  also  took  up  the  same  subject,  and 
concluded  that  the  evidence  is  that  they  are  identical. 

Pepsin  Standard. 
Then  followed  a  proposal  by  Mr.  E.  Hercod  (London)  for 
the  adoption  of  an  international  standard  for  pepsin  and  the 
process  of  assay.  Referring  to  the  report  presented  to  the 
Congress  at  Brussels  in  1910  by  Messrs.  Maben  and  Hercod 
on  the  estimation  of  pepsin,  and  the  reference  of  the  question 
to  an  international  commission  with  a  view  to  the  adoption 
of  an  international  standard  and  process,  the  author  states 
that  since  this  report  was  presented  several  Pharmacopoeias 
have  modified  their  methods  of  testing.  M.  de  Myttenaere, 
joint  inspector  of  pharmacies  in  Belgium,  has  decided  that 
the  hydrochloric  acid  mentioned  in  the  Belgian  Pharma- 
copoeia ought  to  be  interpreted  as  gaseous  HC1,  and  also 
that  the  duration  of  digestion  ought  to  be  icckoned  from  the 
moment  at  which  the  temperature  of  the  solution  reaches 
40°  C  The  fifth  edition  of  the  German  Pharmacopoeia  has 
altered  the  duration  of  digestion  from  one  hour  to  three 
hours. 

These  two  modifications  recognise  the  same  principle— 
namely,  that  a  rational  process  implies  a  digestion  suffi- 
ciently long  and  the  presence  of  sufficient  acid  to  allow  the 
ferment  to  display  its  full  effect.  It  is  nevertheless  true 
that  the  same  pepsin  mav  actuallv  possess,  approximately, 
a  strength  of  1 :  100,  1 :  2,000,  1 :  1,200,  1  :  250,  1 :  800,  1 :  500, 
and  1 :  3,000,  according  as  the  estimation  is  performed  as 
directed  in  the  Codex,  the  Russian,  Austrian,  Belgian, 
German,  Swiss,  or  American  Pharmacopoeias.  The  Pharma- 
copoeias on  the  other  hand,  have  paid  little  attention  to  the 
chemical  properties  and  purity  reactions  of  the  product. 
J.  he  acidity  of  pepsins  of  commerce  varies  in  considerable 
degree.  Five  specimens  (of  one  gram)  examined  bv  Beckers 
S?Mnn  e?  found  to  reWire  0-8.  6,  4.1,  2.6,  and  11.1  c.c.  of  a 
J\'/100  solution  of  KOH.  Silver  nitrate  produces  in  certain 
brands  a  strong  precipitate,  in  others  a  slight  opalescence 
only.  Considering  that  the  consumption  of  pepsin  in  Europe 
alone  amounts  annually  to  thousands  of  kilograms,  the 
author  asked  for  the  realisation  of  the  desire  expressed  by 
the  Brussels  Congress— namely,  the  nomination  of  an  Inter- 
national Committee  with  a  view  to  establishing  for  the 
product  an  international  standard  and  method  of  testing. 
The  Ferments  of  Animal  Secretions. 

Professor  Martin  .Tacoby  (Berlin)  submitted  a  long  report 
on  the  ferments  of  animal  secretions,  pointing  out  the 
diagnostic  and  prognostic  significance  of  the  various  fer- 
ments, such  as  amylax,  pepsin,  and  trypsin  in  the  urine 
and  faeces,  and  also  in  the  sweat,  the  qualitative  and  quanti- 
tative determination  of  which  is  of  the  greatest  importance. 

Dr.   K  Gorter  (Leyden)  presented  a  long  report  on  a 


similar  subject,  in  which  he  dealt  with  lipase,  amylase, 
saccharase,  maltase,  and  lactase,  and  the  proteolytic  and 
peptolytic  ferments. 

Oxalic  Acid  in  the  Organism. 

Two  papers  followed  on  urine  analysis,  and  then  Dr.  A.  W. 
Visser  (Groningen)  gave  a  paper  on  the  formation  of  oxalic 
acid  in  animal  and  vegetable  organisms.    He  concluded : 

The  oxalic  acid  daily  excreted  in  the  urine  by  animals  is  partly 
introduced  by  the  food,  and  is  partly  to  be  considered  as  a 
product  of  chemical  changes. 

Pure  proteins  have  no  influence  on,  oxalic-acid  formation.  The 
increase  after  meat-nourishment  i«  caused  by  the  substances  which, 
next  to  the  proteins,  are  in  the  meat. 

The  greater  part  of  the  experiments  are  im  favour  of  the 
possibility  that  oxalic  acid  can  be  formed  hy  carbo-hydrates. 

A  conclusion!  about  the  influence  of  fats  cannot  be  made. 
Jinny  more  extended  investigations1  will  be  needed. 

Gelatiniferous  substances  cause  an  increased  oxalic-acid  excretion. 

Nucleo-proteins  and-  uric  acid  have  probably  no  influence  on  the 
o  x  a  I  i  c  -ac  id  e  xc  ration. 

About  the  influence  of  kreatine  no  conclusion  can  be  made. 
More  investigations  will  be  needed. 

Investigations  with  organic  extracts  have  given  ve.ry  unsatisfac- 
tory results. 

The  oxalic  acid  is  not  further  oxidised  in  the  organism. 

Many  micro-organisms  can  form  oxalic  acid  out  of  carbo- 
hydrates, proteins,  peptone  and  monon-amino-acide.  It  is  to  be 
considered  as  an  intermediate  product  of  chemical  changes,  com- 
bined when  bases  are  present,  but  oxidised  further  on  when  these 
substances  fail. 

In  the  green  plants  oxalic  acid  is  principally  produced'  im  the 
dark  a  an  intermediate  product  of  chemical  changes  out  of 
carbo  hydrates.  The  acid  can  be  oxidised  further  on,  in  daylight 
or  combined  when  bases-  are  present.  There  is  a  possibility  that 
proteins  also  cause  the  formation. 

vjtmj  the  discussion  on  this  paper  Mr.   de  Ruyter  de 
VVildt  said  oxalic  acid  is  often  the  cause  of  intestinal 
trouble  in  infants,  and  Mr.  T.  Maben  (London)  said  he 
had  had  experience  of  cases  of  oxaluria  where  large  quan- 
tities of  oxalate  of  calcium  were  found  in  the  urine,  and 
he  was  able  to  corroborate  the  view  arrived  at  from 
experimental  data,  by  Dr.  Visser,  that  the  oxalic  acid 
and  oxalates  are  products  of  the  decomposition  of  carbo- 
hydrates, the  particular   carbohydrate  mainly  involved 
being  sugar.    On  giving  up  the  use  of  sugar  with  the 
food,  or  considerably  reducing  it,  the  oxalates  present  in 
abnormal  proportion  in  the  urine  immediately  disappear, 
even  although  starch  food  is  still  being  taken.  The 
explanation  offered  by  Dr.  Visser  is  no  doubt  true— that 
certain  micro-organisms  are  responsible  for  the  perverted 
metabolism  that  produces   the  oxalic   acid,   and  it  is 
valuable   to    know    which    organisms    are   most  likely 
to  cause  the  trouble.    Owing  to  the  affinity  between  oxalic 
acid  and  calcium  the  acid  combines  with  the  base,  with 
the  result  that  the  calcium  normally  present  in  the  blood 
is  removed,  and  with  the  loss  of  calcium  we  are  in  the 
presence  of  a  serious  pathological  condition,  symptoms  of 
which  are  headache,  dyspepsia,  and  great  depression  of 
spirits,  which  are  associated  with  oxaluria,  and  also  a 
hemophilic  tendency   due  to   the  loss    of  coagulating 
power  in  the  blood,  the  blood  refusing  to  clot,  from 
which  we  get  many  cases  of  bleeding  from  the  nose, 
mouth,    throat,  stomach,  and  no  doubt  also  the  lungs. 
He  was  especially  interested  to  know  that  the  bacillus 
tuberculosis  is  one  of  the  agents  that  produce  oxalic 
acid,  for  this  may  explain  why,  in  cases  of  lung  trouble 
there  is  such  a  tendency  to  bleeding,  while  it  may  also 
give    an    indication    for  treatment — namely,    the  entire 
stoppage  of   sugar,    thus   preventing   the   formation  of 
oxalic  acid  and  the  consequent  .loss  of  calcium,  as  well 
as  replacing  the  lost  calcium  by  giving  large  doses  of 
calcium  lactate.    This  treatment  is  often  instantaneous  in 
remedying  the  loss  of  coagulability  of  the  blood,  which 
also  causes  many  cases  of  that  familiar  complaint,  frozen 
fingers  and  toes,  known  as  chilblains,  regarding  which 
advice   is  often  asked. 

The  Toxicity  of  Methyl  Alcohol 
was  discussed  by  Mr.  Ludwig  Kroeber  (Munich),  who  re- 
viewed the  different  theories  in  the  famous  Berlin  poison- 
ing-case, and  concluded  that  pure  methyl  alcohol  has  not  the 
great  toxicity  attributed  to  it  by  certain  authors.  He  finds 
that  traces  of  dimethylic  sulphate  formed  in  the  course  of 
purification  of  the  product  are  capable  of  poisonous  action. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Franceschi  (Boulogne)  also  had  a  report  on 
the  action  of  ethyl  and  methyl  alcohols  on  living  organisms, 
their  transformation  products  and  their  chemico-toxicology. 
He  concludes  that  methyl  alcohol  is  more  toxic  than  ethyl 
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alcohol  when  administered  intravenously  by  its  action  on 
the  nervous  system,  is  more  toxic  in  repeated  doses,  and 
possesses  greater  effect  on  the  eyesight. 

Other  discussions  and  papers  were  in  regard  to  arsenic 
in  wall-paper  and  methods  of  destroying  organic  matter 
in  toxicology. 

Section  V.  :  Bromatology. 
This  Section  was  poorly  attended.    The  first  paper  taken 
was  on  : 

Pyro-Analysis  of  Drugs, 
by  Professor  Rosenthaler  (Strassburg),  in  which  he  elaborated 
the  pyro-analytical  process  which  often  produced,  but  not 
in  all  products,  sublimates  which  by  their  microscopic  and 
macroscopic  aspect  enable  one  to  recognise  the  drug.  Thi6 
method  can  be  applied  in  cases  where  the  product  to  be 
examined  is  powdered  or  where  the  quantity  is  insufficient 
for  other  methods  of  analysis.  The  process  is  also  recom- 
mended for  application  in  recognising  a  large  number  of 
galenical  preparations. 

Java  Coca-leaves 

was  the  subject  of  a  report  by  Mr.  A.  W.  K.  de  Jong  (Java). 
These  leaves,  obtained  from  Eryt/iroxylum  novogranatense, 
contain  a  mixture  of  alkaloids,  including  cocaine  and  tropa- 
cocaine,  and  are  used  as  a  source  of  cocaine,  the  method  for 
obtaining  which  is  as  follows:  The  alkaloids  are  set  free  by 
means  of  a  base  and  dissolved  in  a  suitable  solvent.  This 
solution  is  submitted  to  distillation,  and  the  residue,  con- 
taining alkaloids,  wax,  chlorophyll,  and  colouring  matters, 
is  shaken  with  hydrochloric  acid.  The  acid  solution  is  heated 
to  decompose  the  alkaloids,  and  this  produces  hydrochlorides 
of  ecgonine  and  of  pseudotropine.  A  mixture  of  cocaine 
and    tropacocainc    is   obtained   on    heating   with  benzoyl 
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chloride  :and  the  tropacocaine  being  soluble  in  ammonia, 
this  means  is  employed  to  separate  the  two  alkaloids. 

Mr.  B.  A.  van  Ketel  (Amsterdam)  submitted  a  report  on 
the  importance  of  the  study  of 

Bacteriology  for  Students 

of  pharmacy,  and  Mr.  Ed.  Verschaffelt  (Amsterdam)  gave 
an  interesting  account  of  a  research  on 

The  Toxicity  of  Different  Substances 
in  regard  to  plants.  As  an  example  he  gave  the  effect  of 
hydroqumone  and  its  glucoside  arbutin  on  germination  of 
peas.  Peas  are  placed  for  twenty-four  hours  in  a  solution 
containing  (<;)  0.55  per  cent  hydroquinone,  and  (b)  1.405  per 
.cent,  arbutin.  At  the  end  of  one  day,  1.9  per  cent,  of  peas  (a) 
have  germinated,  as  against  77.7  per  cent,  of  peas  (b). 
Salicm  is  more  poisonous  than  saligenine.  As  to  alkaloids, 
it  is  worthy  of  note  that  plants  support  relatively  very 
strong  concentrations  of  alkaloids. 

Papers  dealing  with  the  bacteriology  of  milk,  micro- 
scopic structure  of  bread,  sterilisation  by  the  ultra-violet 
i'ays,  and  other  subjects  were  included  in  the  Section,  but 
these  were  of  little  interest  to  pharmacists. 

Milk -analysis. 

Mr.  A.  Lam  (Rotterdam)  contributed  a  paper  on  the 
physio-chemical  and  biological  examination  of  milk  from  the 
point  of  view  of  certain  animal  diseases,  in  which  elucidated 
the  idea  that  one  had  the  best  chance  of  recognising  patho- 
logical milk  in  mixed  milks  and  in  pasteurised  or  sterilised 


milks  by  the  aid  of  the  figure  indicating  the  proportion  of 
6ugar  of  milk  by  polarisation.  A  similar  report  was  sub- 
mitted by  Dr.  A.  Sjollema,  who  was  unable  to  offer  any 
definite   opinion   other   than    that  further    research  was 

necessary. 

Excursion  to  Rotterdam. 
At  midday  the  members  were  conveyed  to  The  Hague 
by  special  train,  where  an  interval  for  lunch  was  given. 
Then  a  special  train  was  taken  for  Rotterdam,  where 
two  steamers  took  the  members  for  a  trip  round  the 
docks.  Each  person  received  a  map  of  the  course,  and 
light  refreshments  were  served  on  board.  The  return  was 
made  to  The  Hague  by  special  train. 

The  Government  Reception. 
In  the  evening  the  Government  gave  a  magnificent 
reception  in  the  Ridderzaal,   or  Hall  of  the  Knights, 
which  is  part  of  the  Parliament  buildings.    It  lasted  till 
half-past  eleven. 

Saturday,  September  20. 

The  various  Sections  devoted  the  mornjng  to  clearing 
off  the  agenda,  the  afternoon  being  occupied  by  the 
general  meeting. 

Section  I. — General  Questions. 

M.  Henri  Gallar  (Vevey)  brought  forward  a  suggestion 
that  makers  of  new  remedies  should  give  always  on  the 
label  such  particulars  as  would  enable  the  pharmacist  to 
employ  the  l-emedy  intelligently.  He  suggested  that  there 
should  be  given  (1)  chemical  synonyms;  (2)  identity  tests: 
(3)  melting  and  congealing  point;  (4)  solubility;  (5)  special 
properties;  (6)  best  method  of  sterilising.  It  was  stated 
that  the  idea  has  already  received  the  support  of  wholesale 
deaiers  and  some  manufacturers. 

M.  'lugenhold  next  gave  a  scheme  for  a  pharmaceutical 
biDii  graphy,  ?nd  suggested  ten  divisions  into  which  the 
books  should  be  classified.  Dr.  George  Magnin  gav<j  par- 
ticulars of  the  regulation  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
specialities  in  the  Argentine. 

Section  II.  :  Galenical  Pharmacy. 
This  Section  was  distinguished  by  the  importance  of 
the  _  questions  which  had  to  be  considered  at  the  last 
session. 

The  first  paper  was  a  report  by  Dr.   L.  M.  Zampolli 

on 

Aromatic  Matters. 
It  was  read  in  Italian  by  M.  Paolo  Fiora.  The  author 
advocated  the  use  of  essential  oils  without  distillation,  but 
in  the  discussion  it  was  pointed  out  that  his  method  would 
not  produce  the  best  results,  peppermint-water  being  given 
as  an  instance. 

Physiological  Testing. 

There  came  a  discussion  on  physiological  testing  fol- 
lowing upon  the  reference  to  that  meeting  of  several 
papers  on  the  same  subject.  There  were  Dr.  Meulen- 
hoff's  paper  referred  to  on  index  folio  485,  another  by 
Professor  P.  Ruitinga  (Amsterdam),  which  was  referred 
to  this  Section,  and  a  long  report  by  Professor  A. 
Ginzberg  and  Mr.  I.  Hohlberg  (St.  Petersburg). 

Professor  P.  Ruitinga  reported  on  the  physiological  and 
chemical  estimation  of  the  activity  of  digitalis-leaves,  his 
conclusions  being  that,  the  proportion  of  active  prin- 
ciples in  the  leaves  being  far  from  constant,  it  is  necessarv 
to  determine  exactly  their  activity  before  using  them  in 
therapeutics.  As  either  of  the  two  methods  actually  em- 
ployed, chemical  and  physiological,  is  insufficient  of*  itself 
to  determine  the  activity  of  the  leaves,  it  will  be  better  to 
use  both  methods  tog-ether. 

The  next  paper,  by  Professor  A.  Ginzberg  (St.  Petersburg) 
in  conjunction  with  Mr.  I.  Hohlberg,  was  on  "  Physiological 
Standardisation  of  Heart-tonics."  After  having  considered 
from  a  critical  standpoint  the  well-known  methods  of 
Houghton  and  Focke,  and  pointed  out  what,  in  his  opinion, 
are  their  shortcomings,  he  proposed  to  use  as  a  standard 
for  the  control  of  the  physiological  assay  a  solution  1  :  1,200 
of  erythropleine  sulphate  or  of  G.-strophantine  1  :  50,000, 
instead  of  a  galenical  digitalis  or  strophanthus  preparation. 

The  discussion  which  ensued  was  begun  by  Dr. 
Muelenhoff,  who  contended  that  the  erythropleine  method 
gives  varying  results  in  the  case  of  digitalis  and  strb- 
phanthus,  but  Dr.  Ginzberg  said  that  is  not  so,  as  he 
had  proved  by  control  tests.    Professor  van  der  Wielen 
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incidentally  gi\e-  an  interesting  account  of  the  practical 
steps  taken  in  Holland  to  employ  digitalis  of  a  definite 
strength.  Sufficient  of  the  plant  is  grown  at  Amsterdam 
for  the  use  of  pharmacists  in  Holland,  to  whom  it  is  sent 
out  labelled  with  the  result  of  both  physiological  and 
chemical  tests.  The  medical  men  are  supplied  with  the 
particulars  of  each  year's  crop,  so  that  they  can  order 
whichever  supply  they  may  judge  to  be  best  suited  for 
the  case.  The  discussion  went  on  for  some  time,  but 
eventually  the  Section  agreed  unanimously  to  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

The  second  Section  of  the  eleventh  International  Congress 
of  Pharmacy,  having  heard  the  report  of  MM.  Ginzberg  and 
Meulenhoff.  express.es  the  opinion  that  the  principle  of  de- 
termining the  therapeutic  value  of  certain  drugs  by  physio- 
logical methods  should  be  adopted  whenever  the  chemical 
test  does  not  give  sufficient  indications. 

A  paper  by  M.  E.  Neumann  (Kreuznach)  was  next 
taken  referring  to  the  testing  of  radio-active  medica- 
ments. The  author  was  not  present,  and  there  was  no 
discussion-. 

Alcoholic  Strengths. 
A  paper  was  then  read  by  Mr.  G.  H.  van  der  Wal  (The 
Hague)  on  the  desirability  of  adopting  a  uniform  degree 
of  alcoholic  liquids  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  medicinal  substances  ex- 
pressed in  percentage  by  weight. 
Mentioning  the  variation  of  the  de- 
grees of  alcohol  employed  in  the 
Pharmacopoeias  and  the  different 
methods  of  stating  the  strength,  the 
author  pointed  out  that  when  alcohol 
and  water  are  .mixed  there  is  a 
diminution  in  volume  with  a  rise  of 
temperature.  On  account  of  these 
properties,  great  difficulties  result 
when  the  strength  in  volumes  per 
cent,  is  expressed,  and  a  complicated 
calculation  is  required  to  determine  how  much  alcohol  and 
how  much  water  are  needed  for  a  given  strength.  These 
difficulties  disappear  when  the  degree  of  alcohol  is  stated 
in  per  cent,  by  weight,  and  the  author  recommends  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  decide  on  an  international 
table  of  mixtures  of  alcohol  and  water,  percentages  to  be 
stated  in  weight,  this  table  to  be  published  by  the  Inter- 
national Pharmaceutical  Federation. 

International  Pharmacopceial  Bureau. 

Then  came  a  discussion  on  the  question  of  an  Inter- 
national Pharmacopceial  Bureau.  Professor  Remington 
led  off  by  asking  the  Congress  to  approve  of  the  forma- 
tion of  a'  bureau  and  leave  the  details  either  to  a  special 
committee  or  to  the  International  Federation  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Societies.  Professor  L.  van  Itallie,  who  had 
arrived,  asked  the  meeting  to  approve  of  a  special  com- 
mittee, whose  findings  would  be  sent  to  the  various  Phar- 
macopoeia Commissions  by  the  International  Federation. 
This  was  regarded  as  a  particularly  happy  solution  of 
the  difficulty,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  in  the  follow- 
ing form,  e'xeept  that  the  names  of  the  representatives 
of  the  United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  were 
added  later  at  the  general  meeting,  when  the  omission 
was  discovered  : 

The  eleventh  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  desires 
to  see  continued  the  work  towards  the  unification  of  Phar- 
macopoeias so  happily  inaugurated  by  the  Brussels  Confer- 
ence for  the  Unification  of  Heroic  Medicines. 

1.  Considering  that  an  International  Congress  is  not  quali- 
fied to  give  a  pronounced  opinion  as  to  the  work  to  be  done 
by  a  similar  institution,  the  second  Section  asks  the  general 
meeting  to  appoint  a  Commission,  to  submit  within  two 
months  an  organisation  scheme  for  an  International  Phar- 
macopceial Bureau. 

2.  The  scheme  elaborated  by  this  Commission  will  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  office  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,  which  within  a  month  will  communicate  it  for 
examinations  to  the  official  Commissions  of  the  Pharmaco- 
poeias of  the  different  countries.

Professor  H.  G.  Greenish,  London. 


Professor  Esiile  Bourqcelot. 


Professor  Joseph  P.  Remington,  Philadelphia. 
Professor  L.  van  Itallie,  President  of  the  Commission  for 
the  Netherlands  Pharmacopoeia  and  President  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation. 
The  third  Section  (Chemistry)  had  also  before  it  several 
papers  which  had  not  been  printed  in  the  reports. 

The  Final  Meeting 
was  held  in  the  theatre  of  the  Kurhaus  in  the 'afternoon. 
It  was  a  little  late  in  commencing,  but  was  well  attended. 
Dr.  George  Magnin  was  elected  chairman,  and  he  called 
upon  Professor  E.  Bourquelot  (Paris)  to  read  his  paper 
on 

The  Synthesis  of  Glucosides  by  Ferments. 

The  lecture,  which  took  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
to  deliver,  summarised  the  researches  of  the  lecturer  on 
emulsin,  which  have 
occupied  him  and 
other  workers  for  some 
years.  After  a  pre- 
liminary review  of  th9 
commencement  of  the 
work  and  the  hydroly- 
sis of  glucosides  by 
emulsin,  he  said  that 
after  twenty  years  the 
hypothesis  was  arrived 
at  that  when  the 
hydrolysis  brought 
about  by  ferments  is 
not  complete,  or  tends 
towards  a  state  of 
equilibrium,  it  is  be- 
cause the  hydrolysing 
action  is  limited  by  the 
inverse  reaction, 
through  which  the 
products  of  hydroly- 
sis accumulate  in  the 
solution  until  a  certain  proportion  is  reached.  Ine 
phenomenon  is  on  all  points  comparable  to'  the  saponifica- 
tion of  an  etherial  salt  in  water.  Croft  Hill's  attempt 
in  1898  to  produce  maltose  synthetically  by  means  of 
a  ferment  was  referred  to,  and  the  inability  of  that 
worker  to  extract  from  the  mixture  the  maltose  which 
he  thought  he  had  produced.  In  1903,  however, -he 
extracted  a  new  sugar,  which  he  called  revertose.  Next 
was  referred  to  the  work  of  Emmeriing,  Emil  Fischer, 
Armstrong,  Wnoblewski,  and  Visser  on  "the  synthesis 
of  sugar."  In  1910  Van  't  Hoff  studied  the  action  of 
emulsin  on  glucose  in  glycerin,  which  was  repeated  in 
1912  by  Bayliss,  with  the  result  that  he  found  that  the 
proportion  of  glucose  diminished  about  30  per  cent. 
The  lecturer  then  showed  how,  little  by  little,  he,_  with 
other  workers,  had  been  able  to  synthesise  a  series  of 
hydrolysable  glucosides  by  means  of  emulsin,  and  to  isolate 
them  in  a  pure  crystalline  state.  A  list  of  twelve  gluco- 
sides was  exhibited,  several  of  which  are  new.  He  claims 
to  have  established  the  fact  that  the  same  ferment  carries 
out  two  contrary  processes,  hydrolysis  and  synthesis — that 
is,  that  the  reversibility  of  the  actions  of  emulsin,  properly 
speaking,  has  been  proved.  He  then  asked,  Is  this 
doctrine  applicable  to  other  ferments  ?  and  he  hazards  the 
opinion  that  doubtless  they  resemble  emulsin  in  action. 
He  then  went  on  to  give  the  details  of  recent  experiments, 
finishing  with  an  account  of  the  production  of  geranyl- 
glucoside,  to  which  reference  was  made  in  the  C.  cfc  D., 
September  13.  index  folio  410. 

The  Chairman  thanked  the  lecturer  for  his  able  exposi- 
tion of  a  difficult  subject. 

Trvde-marks  for  Medicines. 

Next  followed  a  series  of  papers  on  the  question  as  to 
whether  trade-marks  should  be  granted  for  medicinal 
substan.-es.    M.  Collard  (Marseilles)  was  in  the  chair. 

The  first  paper  was  by  Dr.  H.  Salzmann  (Berlin),  the 
President  of  the  Deutsche  Apother  Verein.  His  con- 
clusions were  as  follows  : 

(1)  For  all  medicaments  and  medicinal  .substances  a  regis- 
tered trade-mark  is  not  to  be  recommended. 

(2)  At  least  it  should  be  forbidden  to  use  names  as  trade- 
marks for  the  medicaments. 
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(3)  In  every  case  it  is  necessary  to  take  the  precaution  of 
seeing  that  the  preparation  and  testing  in  the  pharmacy  are 
not  prevented  by  the  registered  trade-marks. 

Appended  to  the  paper  was  a  list  of  the  words  that 
have  been  registered  as  trade-marks  in  Germany  from 
July  1,  1910,  to  December  31,  1912. 

The  second  paper  was  by  Dr.  Henri  Martin,  President 
of  the  Association  Generale  des  Syndicats  Pharmaceutiques 
de  France.  At  the  end  of  his  paper  he  put  forward  the 
following  resolution  : 

In  lieu  of  an  absolute  prohibition  to  use  fancy  names  as 
trade-marks  applicable  to  medicinal  substances,  the  Con- 
gress expresses  the  opinion  that  the  following  regulations 
should  apply  in  all  countries :  . 

(1)  Every  medicament  bearing  a  trade-mark  applicable  to 
medicinal  substances  must  at  the  same  time  bear  an  ordinary 
name,  from  the  use  of  which  the  owner  of  the  trade-mark 
will  suffer  no  loss  of  rights,  and  printed  in  letters  as  distinct 
as  those  of  the  trade-mark. 

(2)  All  trade-marks  applicable  to  a  specialised  medicament 
must  be  the  exclusive  property  of  the  pharmacist  or  of  the 
Society  which  sells  this  medicament,  the  same  Society  being 
so  constituted  that  its  associates  can  only  be  pharmacists. 

The  third  paper  was  by  Mr.  Edmund  White.  It  was  a 
review  of  the  law  of  patents  and  trade-marks  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  dealt  also  with  stamped  medicines, 
about  which  there  is  often  misunderstanding  on  the  Con- 
tinent. The  suggestions  which  the  author  made  were  as 
follows  : 

For  Amending  the  Patent  Law. 

The  Comptroller  should  insist  on  novelty  in  an  applica- 
tion, and  be  authorised  to  refuse  a  patent  solely  on  the 
ground  of  want  of  novelty. 

It  should  be  possible  to  set  in  motion  machinery  for  render- 
ing a  patent  void  without  expense  to  the  person  who  directs 
attention  to  or  proves  the  want  of  novelty. 

The  Comptroller  should  have  the  expert  advice  of  a 
chemist  and  pharmacist  to  assist  him  in  determining  whether 
a  patent  should  be  granted  for  a  chemical  or  medicinal 
substance. 

For  Amending  the  Trade-marks  Law. 

Trade-marks  for  a  patented  article  expire  with  the  patent. 

It  is  a  question  whether  proprietary  rights  in  fancy  names 
which  conceal  the  nature  of  chemical  substances  or  are 
more  convenient  in  general  use  than  the  proper  chemical 
names  should  be  allowed  in  the  ca6e  of  substances  used  in 
medicine. 

It  is  doubtful  if  proprietary  rights  should  be  granted  for 
an  indefinite  time. 

Brand-names  should  not  be  permitted  where  the  sub- 
stances are  not  originated  by  the  owners  of  the  trade-mark6. 

Owners  of  trade-marks  should  be  compelled  to  indicate 
on  the  label  that  the  name  is  proprietary. 

Passing  off  one  maker's  drug  for  another  to  be  allowed 
in  certain  cases. 

An  index  of  trade-marks  to  be  published  at  frequent 
intervals. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  these  papers,  but  eventu- 
ally the  recommendations  of  Dr.  Martin  found  favour 
with  the  meeting. 

Professor  L.  van  Itallie  then  took  the  chair,  and  the 
various  resolutions  passed  by  the  Sections  were  read  and 
passed  by  the  general  meeting. 

The  Next  Congress. 

M.  Biihrer  then,  on  behalf  of  the  Swiss  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  invited  the  Congress  to  meet  next  time  in  Berne, 
and  said  it  would  give  Swiss  pharmacists  the  greatest  pos- 
sible pleasure  to  welcome  their  confreres  to  that  beautiful 
country. 

Professor  J.  P.  Remington  advanced  to  the  table,  and 
tendered  an  invitation  from  the  United  States  for  the 
Congress  to  meet  in  California  in  1915  on  the  occasion  of 
the  Panama  Exhibition. 

A  good  deal  of  discussion  took  place,  but  it  was  decided 
that  1915  was  too  soon  for  the  next  Congress,  and  it  was 
resolved  to  accept  the  invitation  to  Berne.  The  question 
of  the  date  was  referred  to  the  International  Federation 
of  Pharmaceutical  Societies. 

Farewell  Dinners. 
Saturday  evening  was  taken  up  by  a  series  of  sec- 
tional dinners.    These  were  given  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  each  Section.    The  one  the  C.  <L-  D.  reporter 
attended  was  connected  with  Section  III.,  on  the  invita- 


tion- of  Dr.  N.  Schoorl  and  M.  G.  de  Graaff.  It  was 
held  at  the  Restaurant  Victoria,  The  Hague.  There 
were  present  eighteen  members,  representing  eight 
nationalities,  and  it  was  on  that  account  one  of  the  most 
delightful  gatherings  ft  is  possible  to  attend.  According 
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to  Dutch  custom  toasts  began  before  the  meal,  and  were 
continued  at  intervals  throughout  the  dinner.  The  signa- 
tures shown  here  are  of  those  who  dined  together.  Mr. 
Tanaka  signs  both  in  Roman  and  Japanese  characters. 
This  dinner  was  a  type  of  several  others  that  took  place 
that  night  which  have  left  a  pleasant  memory  of  the  hos- 
pitality and  friendliness  of  the  Dutch. 

Later  in  the  evening  a  concert  was  given  at  the 
Zoological  Gardens  at  The  Hague. 

Excursion  to  Amsterdam. 

On  Sunday  morning  upwards  of  a  hundred  and  fifty 
members  of  the  Congress  and  their  friends  were  con- 
veyed by  special  train  to  Amsterdam.  Shortly  after 
leaving  Scheveningen  the  special  train  was  brought  to  a 
standstill,  and  considerable  excitement  was  caused  when 
it  was  found  that  an  accident  had  happened,  the  fireman 
having  fallen  off  the  engine  and  been  seriously  hurt. 
Some  doctors  in  the  party  attended  to  the  injured  man, 
and  he  was  put  back  on  the  train,  but  unfortunately  he 
died  before  reaching  The  Hague.  Later  in  the  day  a 
collection  was  taken,  and  a  goodly  sum  was  contributed 
for  the  dead  man's  relatives.  On  reaching  Amsterdam 
other  members  joined  the  party,  which  now  numbered 
338.  All  went  on  board  a  steamer  for  an  excursion  to 
the  Zuyder  Zee.  The  weather  was  somewhat  overcast, 
and  heavy  showers  fell  at  intervals,  but  in  spite  of  this 
and  of  the  rumbling  of  thunder  the  company  had  a  most 
enjoyable  time.  Lunch  was  served  immediately  on  sailing. 
The  first  call  was  at  Muiden,  where  the  historic  old 
castle  was  visited.  Thereafter  the  boat  made  for  the 
Isle  of  Marken,  which  was  reached  about  4  o'clock,  by 
which  time  the  weather  had  cleared  np.  After  an  in- 
spection of  the  curious  sights  for  which  Marken  is 
famous  the  company  re-embarked,  reaching  Amsterdam 
about  6.30  p.m.  There  was  time  before  dinner  to  see  the 
Rembrandt  pictures  in  the  Rijcks  Museum.  Many  of 
the  party  left  by  the  late  trains,  but  others  stayed  behind 
to  enjoy  another  day  in  Amsterdam,  and  particularly  to 
visit  the  Medico-Pharmaceutical  Exhibition,  which  was 
described  in  the  C.  &  D.,  August  30,  index  folio  366. 

Thus  ended  the  eleventh  and  most  successful  meeting 
of  the  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


Professor  Tschirch 

took  a  highly  abstruse  and  hitherto  little 
studied  topic  as  the  subject  of  his  opening  address  at 
the  Hague  Pharmacy  Congress.  Your  report  makes 
somewhat  difficult  reading,  but  it  well  repays  attention 
since  it  opens  up  avenues  of  investigation  and  vistas  of 
knowledge  undreamt  of  in  die  past.  A  vast  field 
must  be  tilled  before  we  can  determine  the  influence 
produced,  not  only  on  drugs  but  on  plants  which  yield 
products  of  great  economic  value,  by  what  the  lecturer 
so  happily  calls  the 

Post-mortem  Changes 

that  are  brought  about,  for  example, 
by  the  simple  drying  of  the  plants,  by  excess  or  other- 
wise of  moisture,  by  "  sterilisation  " — i.e.,  killing  of  the 
living  enzymes.  We  have  long  known  that  the  enzyme 
of  mustard  is  killed  by  boiling  water,  with  the  result 
that  the  essential  oil  is  not  produced,  and  Tschiroh  him- 
self recently  proved  that  a  similar  phenomenon  is 
observed  in  vanilla  when  its  enzyme  is  destroyed  by  the 
vapour  of  alcohol.  Within  the  last  few  years  the 
sterilisation  of  digitalis  has  been  carried  on  in  France, 
and  it  is  an  open  question  whether  some  important  con- 
stituent in  the  leaves  may  not  have  been  destroyed  in 
the  process.  Professor  Tschirch's  address  abounds  in 
numerous  problems  of  this  class,  which  may  well  occupy 
research  workers  for  another  decade  or  two  before  they 
are  settled. 

Scientific  Nomenclature 

is  a  fearful  and  wonderful  thing,  and 
the  coining  of  new  words  for  new  discoveries  goes  on  at 
a  pace  which  it  is  difficult  to  keep  up  with.  The  word 
"appendicitis,"  now  in  everybody '6  mouth,  does  not  ap- 
pear in  the  Oxford  English  Dictionary,  and  I  was  not 
disappointed  at  finding  in  that-  stupendous  work  only  very 
few  of  the  words  in  "  -ase  "  in  Dr.  Tschirch's  address. 
It  is  no  doubt  by  an  oversight  that  "enzyme"  itself  is 
omitted,  since  this  was  a  coinage  of  W.  Kiihne"s,  and  is 
considerably  older  than  the  section  of  the  Dictionary  in 
which  it  should  appear.  It  occurs,  in  fact,  in  a  subse- 
quent volume,  in  a  quotation,  dated  1899,  under 
"  Maltase,"  one  of  the  few  words  of  this  formation  given 
in  the  Dictionary,  and  the  earliest,  I  believe,  in 
alphabetical  order.  The  termination  "-ase"  is  there  said 
to  be  "reserved  for  the  names  of  all  liquid  ferments,  or 
rather  enzymes,"  and  we  are  told  that  these  are  formed 
after  "  diastase."  It  is  no  doubt  convenient  thus  to  have 
the  same  termination  for  all  names  indicating  substances 
of  the  same  class,  but  the  analogy  between  "diastase  "  and 
such  names  as  "maltase"  is  more  apparent  than  real. 
The  former  is  compounded  of  dia  and  stasis  ;  each  ele- 
ment has  a  meaning  of  its  own,  and  combined  they 
signify  setting  apart,  separation;  but  what  does  "-ase" 
mean?  It  is  regrettable,  but  perhaps  unavoidable,  that 
so  many  scientific  terms  are  mere  jargon,  with  none  but 
an  arbitrary  meaning. 

The  Native  Drugs  of  Java 

do  not,  according  to  Dr.  Wysman. 
deserve  their  ancient  reputation,  and  every  reader  of 
travel-literature  will  endorse  the  doctor's  opinion  that  it 
is  impossible  to  estimate  the  actual  value  of  any  unknown 
drug  from  its  reputation  in  its  own  country.  'So  much 
superstition  and  magic  of  various  kinds  enters  into  the 
practice  of  medicine  among  all  savage  peoples  that  drugs 
are  of  comparatively  little  importance,  and,  as  Mr. 
Weeks  says  in  his  chapter  on  Bantu  medicine  in  "Among 
Congo  Cannibals,"  most  of  the  cures  effected  are  such  as 
might  be  accounted  for  by  the  theory  of  faith-healing 
alone.  Java,  however,  had  in  the  sixteenth  and  seven- 
teenth centuries  a  unique  reputation  as  the  home  of 
wonder-working  drugs.  It  was  regarded  as,  in  'Scaliger's 
words,  "the  epitome  of  the  world."  It  is  certain,  says 
Mandelslo,  after  visiting  the  island,  "that  there  is  no 


Animal,  Fruit,  Metal,  or  Drug,  but  what  is  found  here  in 
greater  plenty  than  in  any  part  of  the  Universe."  He 
gives  a  list  of  more  than  fifty  drugs,  most  of  which  I 
cannot  identify;  some  of  them  (including  cubebs)  are,  he 
says,  found  here  only,  and  all  are  of  great  virtue.  Only 
six  or  seven  of  these  appear  in  the  shrunken  list  of  Dr. 
Wysman,  and  they  are  now,  most  of  them,  among  the 
least  important,  as  drugs,  of  those  which  Java  exports. 
Coca  and  cinchona,  of  course,  are  not  among  them. 

Provincial  Meetings 

of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  used  to 
be  talked  of  long  ago  as  a  means  of  getting  up  an 
interest  in  that  body,  and  the  scheme  referred  to  by 
you  of  having  a  meeting  of  delegates  at  Manchester  (if 
the  organisers  follow  the  leader)  looks  like  a  practical 
application  of  the  old  proposal.  I  would  have  looked 
forward  to  some  interesting  developments  when  the 
hard-headed  North  of  England  pharmacists  came  in 
touch  with  incarnate  wisdom  as  exhibited  in  our  Council, 
but  if  all  the  business  is  to  be  settled  beforehand  by 
the  Local  Associations  Committee  and  presented  to  the 
meeting  cut  and  dried,  there  is  mighty  little  use  in 
going  to  the  expense  of  sending  delegates  to  any  such 
function. 

Insurance  Matters 

continue  to  occupy  a  good  deal  of  your 
space,  and  will  doubtless  do  so  for  some  time  yet. 
Probably  no  trade  has  within  historic  times  been  so 
radically  affected  by  any  single  legislative  Act  a6  ours 
by  the  Insurance  Act,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  diffi- 
culties and  disagreements  of  many  kinds  have  resulted. 
I  am  afraid  a  good  many  of  us  expected  too  much  direct 
benefit  from  the  Act,  and  did  not  realise  how  slowly  the 
indirect  benefits  would  make  themselves  felt.  They  are, 
however,  beginning  to  make  themselves  felt,  and  some- 
times, too,  in  ways  we  had  hardly  anticipated.  Our 
relations  with  the  medical  profession,  for  instance,  have 
improved  considerably  under  the  Act.  I  do  not  forget 
that  it  has  in  some  quarters  brought  us  into  collision  with 
the  doctors,  but  that  has  not  prevented  a  better  under- 
standing between  them  and  us  and  a  more  equal  regard. 
We  can  no  longer  be  ignored,  and  the  closer  contact  that 
has  been  brought  about  between  us  has  begotten  a 
mutual  consideration  and  respect.  This  has  been  accom- 
panied by,  and  partly  caused  by,  an  advance  in  our 
position.  We  have  advanced  both  in  material  well-being, 
and  (what  is  ultimately  of  more  importance)  in  esteem  ;  we 
are  every  way  of  more  account  now  than  we  were  twelve 
months  since.  These  are  considerations  which  may 
reasonably  be  set  over  against  a  few  grievances,  such  as 
the  ungenerous  treatment  we  have  received  from  some 
Insurance  Committees  in  the  unfair  docking  of  our 
accounts,  the  needless  delay  in  settling  accounts,  and  so 
on.  These  discontents  (as  Bacon  would  have  called  them) 
are  already  abating,  and  will  disappear  in  time,  and  the 
Act,  when  it  is  further  amended,  will  be  amended  in  our 
favour.  It  is  well  to  make  our  grievances  known,  but  it 
is  better  to  "thank  God  and  take  courage." 

Belladonna, 

important  as  is  its  place  in  modern  medicine,  did 
not  appear,  under  that  name,  in  any  of  our  Pharma- 
copoeias until  1809.  when  the  leaves  were  introduced,  and 
the  extract  made  from  them.  As  Solarium  lethale,  how- 
ever, it  was  included  in  the  older  London  books  (as 
also  in  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia),  and  entered  into 
two  official  preparations,  Unguentum  e  Solano,  in  which 
it  was  combined  with  litharge,  ceruse,  etc.,  and  Un- 
quentum  Populeum,  a  purely  vegetable  compound,  both 
of  which  were  prescribed  for  burns  and  inflammations. 
The  former  of  the  two  was  soon  dropped,  but  the  other 
was  retained  until  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury.

Scarcity  of  Chemists'  Assistants. 

The  discussion  on  this  matter  m  our  correspondence 
columns  during  the  past  five  weeks,  following  upon  a 
series  of  three  editorial  articles  printed  in  •  our 
issues  of  August  2,  9,  and  16,  has  not  been  without 
profit  to  the  craft,  'and  it  has  also  provided  some  of  our 
daily  contemporaries  with  a  good  deal  of  "copy  "  during 
the  slack  season  when  law-courts  and  St.  Stephen's  are 
deserted.  But  the  majority  of  our  correspondents  have 
succeeded  with  singular  success  in  overlooking  the  dis- 
aster which  looms  over  the  drug-trade,  and  which  most 
urgently  requires  the  attention  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council — namely,  that,  in  round  numbers,  registration  of 
students  or  apprentices  of  pharmacy  decreased  from  1901 
to  1912 — decreased  at  such  a  rate  that  to-day  we  have 
about  3,500  fewer  potential  qualified  assistants  than 
there  would  have  been  (in  all  likelihood)  had  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  continued  its  own  Preliminary  ex- 
amination. It  is  not  necessary  to  prove  that  chemists' 
assistants  are  scarce.  Everyone  who  reads  this  knows 
that  thev  are,  and  agrees  that  something  must  be  done 
t->  improve  the  conditions.  Last  year  874  candidates 
sat  for  the  Minor  examination,  and  395  passed.  During 
the  three  examinations  this  year  732  have  entered  and 
377  have  passed,  and  from  this  it  may  be  assumed  that 
1913  will  be  better  than  1912.  During  the  next  five 
years  we  shall  be  drawing  Minor  candidates  from 
students  registered  since  1906,  'and,  as  the  average  for 
the  six  years  has  been  exactly  400  students,  with  some 
allowance  for  departures  from  the  trade,  the  average 
of  Minor  successes  during  the  next  six  years  will  be 
nearer  300  than  350.  Against  the  377  who  have  passed 
the  Minor  examination  this  year,  only  301  have  regis- 
tered as  students.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council 
knows  that  for  years  the  Minor  examination  has  been 
eating  up  the  reserves  of  apprentices  who  passed  the  old 
Preliminary  examination  before  1901,  and  that  few  are 
left  now,  so  that  the  Minor  passes  are  bound  to  come  down 
below  the  numbers  of  students  registered  year  by  year. 
None  but  the  Registrar  can  say  with  certainty  what  the 
immediate  prospects  are — e.g.,  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
supply  of  registered  apprentices  shows  any  sign  of 
increase.  The  Boards  of  Examiners  realise  that  some- 
thing must  be  done,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  included  the  following  passage  : 

The  President  submitted  the  views  of  the  Boards  of 
Examiners  upon  the  educational  points  connected  with  the 
standard  of  general  preliminary  knowledge  upon  which  he 
had  been  asked  to  consult  them.  These_  views  were 
epitomised  in  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Scotland,  the  Council  of  the  Society  is  justified  in  accept- 
ing three  certificates,  but  not  more  than  three,  and  not 
necessarily  of  one  examining  body. 

2.  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in 
Scotland,  the  regulations  for  the  registration  of  "  appren- 
tices or  students"  should  be  so  amended  as  to  include 
English,  mathematics  (arithmetic,  algebra,  and  geometry), 
•and  two  optional  subjects,  one  of  which  must  be  a 
language. 
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Similar  resolutions  were  passed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  committee  after  discussion 
recommended  that  the  suggestion  of  the  Boards  in  regard 
to  the  acceptance  of  three  certificates  (not  necessarily  of 
one  examining  body)  should  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council, 
but  that  the  suggestion  as  to  the  modification  of  the  regu- 
lations relating  to  the  registration  of  "  apprentices  or 
students  "  should  be  deferred  until  October. 

It  is  clear  from  this  that  the  Council  recognises  the 
desperateness  and  urgency  of  the  position.  It  may  be 
advisable  for  us  to  explain  that  our  Article  of  August  16, 
entitled  "  The  Remedy,"  was  written  bef  ore  the  Council 
meeting,  and  was  printed  as  written.  Apparently  the 
Council  has  looked  for  a  remedy  in  the  same  direction  as 
we  did,  and  we  trust  that  a  practical  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culty will  be  speedily  found,  for  we  feel  that  while  the 
three-certificates  innovation  will  be  of  service,  it  does  not 
strike  at  the  root  of  the  matter.  We  do  not  agree  with 
those  correspondents  who  attribute  the  scarcity  to  in- 
adequacy of  social  attractions  in  pharmacy;  a  few  may 
have  kept  away  from  the  business  for  that  reason,  but 
this  does  not  account  for  the  supply  bein^  cut  down  by 
one-half  since  the  Preliminary  examination  conditions 
were  changed.  We  think  the  trade  should  concentrate 
on  that  factor,  and  stick  to  it  until  the  stringency  of  the 
present  conditions  is  relieved. 


Poisoning  Fatalities  in  1911. 

The  seventy-fourth  annual  report  of  the  Registrar-General 
of  Births,  Deaths,  and  Marriages  in  England  and  Wales 
for  the  year  1911  has  been  issued  this  week— two  months 
later  than  last  year  and  eight  months  overdue  compared 
with  1908.    The  deaths  in  1911  numbered  527,810,  or  an 
average  death-rate  of  14.6  per  1,000.    This  rate  is  0.8 
below  that  of  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years, 
but  1.1  above  the  1910  rate,  which  is  the  lowest  on  record. 
Diarrhoea  mortality  during  the  dry  summer  accounted  for 
0.8  of  the  increase  in  1911  over  the  rate  for  1910.  Poisons 
and    poisonous    vapours    accounted    for   456  accidental 
deaths  and  620  suicides  during  the  year  under  review. 
We   have   compiled    a    table    from    the   report,  which 
allows  comparison  of  the  deaths  due  to  poisoning  in  the 
years  1909,  1910,  and  1911.    An  innovation. in  this  respect 
i<s  tne  abandonment  of  the  practice  of  classifying  deaths 
from  anaesthetics  among  "Poisonings."    Instead"  returns 
are  published,  as  a  process  of  secondary  classification,  of 
all  deaths  where  the  certificates  mention  the  administra- 
tion of  anesthetics.    These,  are  included  in  our  table. 
This  naturally  makes  the  number  of  such  deaths  greater 
than  in  1910.    The  reason  given  for  the  new  departure 
i",  that  the  old  practice-  had  the  disadvantage  of  under- 
stating to  some  extent  both  the  mortality  connected  with 
the  adminisv,ration  of   anajsthetics  and"  that  from  the 
various  conditions  for  which  they  are  commonly  adminis- 
tered.   But  it  seems  illogical  to  class  deaths  primarily 
to  anaesthetic-:,  since  the  primary  cause  must  always  be 
some  condition  which  has  occasioned  the  administration 
of  the  anaesthetics,  and  it  is  often  impossible  to  determine 
from   rhe  certificate  whether   the  death  is  due  to  the 
anaesthetic  or  the   operation.       From  the  pharmacist's 
point  of  view  poisoning  fatalities  are  reckoned  as  deaths 
from  scheduled  poisons  and  from  articles  similarly  em- 
ployed in  medicine  and  technology,  the  retail  sale  of 
which  is  not  controlled  by  qualified  vendors.    It  would 
be  advantageous  to  have  these  grouped  officially  bv  them- 
selves, and  not  along  with  industrial  poisoning;  but  per- 
haps the  requisite  technical  knowledge  cannot  be  expected 
in  the  Registrar-General's  Department,  and  it  may  be 
that  exact  information  is  not  availible  :

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Few  noteworthy  features  are  revealed  on  analysis  of 
the  foregoing  table.  There  is  a  decided  increase  in  the 
accidental  deaths  from  the  domestic  poisons,  ammonia 
and  hydrochloric  acid;  but  apparently  the  "poisonous" 
label  has  acted  as  a  deterrent  to  the  use  of  spirit  of  salt 
for  suicidal  purposes.  Oxalic  compounds  also  appear  to 
be  losing  favour  as  lethal  agents.  Acetanilide,  cantha- 
lides,  nitre,  paregoric,  and  pennyroyal  are  unusual  causes 
of  accidental  deaths  appearing  in  the  report.  The  sup- 
planting of  suiphonal  as  a  hypnotic  by  veronal  is  evident, 
as  also  the  abuse  of  the  latter,  then  unscheduled.  In 
addition,  two  murders  were  committed  with  arsenic  and 
one  with  hi  drochloric  -icid. 


The  Lemon-oil  Market. 

Judging  from  advices  received  from  Sicily  it  is  becom- 
ing more  apparent  than  ever  that  lemon-oil  operators  on 
the  "bull"  tack  this  season  have  got  the  situation  well 
in  hand.  This  group  consists  of  several  important  ship- 
pers who  are  financially  well  supported,  and  they  intend 
if  possible  to  get  prices  on  a  much  higher  level  than  those 
now  prevailing.  The  position  is,  therefore,  one  of 
extreme  difficulty  to  the  buyer,  although  the  facts  are 
sufficiently  obvious.  The  usual  law  of  supply  and  demand 
does  not  count  in  the  lemon-oil  market  this  season — it  is 
simply  a  bull  and  bear  speculation,  and  for  the  time 
being  the  bulls  prevail.  Everything  points  to  a  very  fair 
crop,  and  it  is  a  well-corrsidered  opinion  of  one  of  the 
leading  dealers  that  9?.  per  lb.  would  be  a  fair  estimate 
of  the  intrinsic  value  of  new  crop  lemon  oil.  The  bull 
leaders,  however,  say  that  the  United  States  will  be  a 
very  large  buyer  of  lemons  in  cases  on  account  of  the 
failure  of  the  Californian  crop ;  and  now  that  matters  are 
quiet  again  in  the  Near  East,  Turkey  and  Roumania 
will  also  be  large  buyers  of  the  fruit.  These  matters, 
however,  are  mere  trifles  as  compared  with  the  real  facts 
of  the  situation.  In  the  first  place,  a  fresh  contract  has 
been  entered  into  for  ten  years  between  growers  and 
pressers ;  in  the  second  place,  several  of  the  leading 
exporters  are  loaded  up  with  new  crop  engagements, 
which  cost  them  from  12s.  upwards,  and  unless  they 
maintain  the  market  at  a  high,  level  they  will  be  heavy 
losers.  These  '"bull"  exporters  happen  to  be  wealthy, 
have  excellent  credit,  and  can  afford  to  take  up  and  pay 
for  all  their  oil.  "Bear"  tactics  were  followed  by 
disaster  last  year,  and  it  looks  as  though  prices  must  be 
forced  up  artificially.  The  peasants  saw,  too.  that  they 
got  the  fabulous  prices  of  17.?.  to  18s.  per  lb.  recently, 
and  the  bull  exporters  are  persuading  them  to  hold  for 
much  higher  prices,  and  are  probably  financing  them. 
On  Monday  and  Tuesday  several  of  the  more  important 
sellers  in  Messina  withdrew  from  the  market,  and  12s.  6d. 
was  asked  for  new  oil,  with  terpeneless  offering  at  100s. 
to  105s. — in  fact,  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  firrn  offers 
at  all  in  the  most  influential  quarters.  Buyers  were  asked 
to  place  orders  on  the  terms  "  Do  your  best  for  me."  Nor 
are  these  prices  nominal,  as  we  know' that  astute  buyers 
placed  orders  at  12s.  last  week,  in  spite  of  bear  offers 
at  lis.  Naturally  the  bears  are  not  idle,  and  for  the 
«ake  of  consistency  we  present  the  views  of  one  of  their 
party,  which  is  embodied  in  the  following  circular  letter 
sent  to  the  trade  this  week  : 

"  Desperate  efforts  are  being  made  in  Sicily  by  one  or  two 
large  concerns  to  bolster  up  the  position  of  lemon  oij,  to 
enable  them  to  dispose  of  their  accumulated  stocks  at  full 
prices,  although  everything  points  to  an  abundant  crop. 
These  efforts  have  been  aided  to  some  extent  by  the  con- 
tinuation for  another  ten  years  of  the  '  Societa  Derivati,' 
a  producers'  association,  whose  aim  is  to  push  prices  up, 


but  there  appears  to  be  no  reason  whatever  for  the  advance 
predicted  for  November.  On  the  contrary,  the  season  being 
far  in  advance  this  year,  important  pressings  of  oil  are 
likely  to  take  place  in  November  already,  and  up  to  the 
present  the  demand  for  fresh  lemons  has  been  exceedingly 
slow.  Therefore,  if  foreign  buyers  were  to  abstain  from 
buying,  the  inevitable  result  would  be  a  decided  fall  in 
prices.  Indirectly,  too,  the  manoeuvres  referred  to  may 
prove  disastrous  to  the  parties  concerned,  for  by  holding  up 
prices  they  will  provoke  a  much  larger  pressing  of  oil  than 
would  otherwise  take  place." 

It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  in  November 
last  year  one  of  the  biggest  speculators  in  Sicily  who 
made  considerable  bear  sales  came  to  grief.  In  view 
of  the  above  conflicting  reports  consumers  and  dealers 
naturally  find  themselves  in  a  quandary,  but,  so  far  as 
one  can  foresee,  speculation  is  going  to  force  up  the  price 
of  a  fair  crop  to  a  still  higher  level  than  the  present. 
In  June  of  this  year  good  brands  of  lemon  oil  were 
selling  on  the  spot  at  20s.  and  over,  and  if  the  bull  party 
should  prevail  we  shall  probably  see  a  repetition  of  such 
prices. 


Corrigenda. 

In  our  report  of  Professor  Tschirch's  lecture  to  the 
International  Congress  of  Pharmacy,  C.  <£■  D.,  Septem- 
ber 20,  index  folio  449,  the  last  line  of  the  second  column 
should  read  "  this  assumption  may  be  right  or  wrong, 
and  does  not  contribute."  The  Professor's  actual  words 
were  as  follows  : 

.  .  .  die  Enzyme  vorliiufig  als  Glukoproteide  der  Pyrrol- 
gruppe  auffasse,  so  1st  das  nichts  anderes  als  eine  Arbeits- 
hypothese,  die  ebenso  falsch  wie  richtig  sein  kann  und  die 
uns  nicht  viol  zur  Aufklarung  der  enzymatischen  Er- 
scheinungen  hi  If  t . 

We  find  that  another  negative  was  omitted  in  reporting 
a  case  of  potassium  cyanide  poisoning  in  the  Supplement 
of  the  same  issue,  with  the  result  that  it  was  made  to 
appear  that  Messrs.  Corfe  &  Son,  Maidstone,  had  sold 
"  Waspide  "  without  the  signature,  whereas  Mr.  Crowther, 
their  chief  assistant,  stated  at  the  inquest  that  it  was 
never  sold  without  the  signature  of  the  buyer.  Unfortu- 
nately the  word  "never"  was  omitted  irr  the  process  of 
printing,  a  circumstance  which  we  regret.  Messrs.  Corfe 
&  Co.  are  particularly  careful,  and  when  the  sale  of 
"Waspide"  took  place  on  July  11  Mr.  A.  Fred  Corfe 
personally  made  the  entry  in  the  Poison  Book.  He  had 
known  the  purchaser  for  twenty  years. 

Co-ordination  in  N.H.I.  Dispensing  Details. 

The  indications  of  lack  of  co-ordination  in  various  parts 
of  the  country  regarding  interpretations  of  the  principles 
underlying  the  pricing  of  insurance  prescriptions  are 
becoming  more  apparent  week  by  week.  No  doubt  this 
is  due  to  the  multiplicity  of  authorities.  First  of  all, 
there  is  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee,  then 
the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Commiteee,  and  in  many  cases 
also  the  official  checker  for  the  Insurance  Committee, 
and  it  is  no  wonder  that  considerable  divergence  exists  In 
matters  of  detail.  It  is  apparent  from  inquiries  by  corre- 
spondents that  the  local  conditions  are  frequently  not 
known  to  the  chemists  on  the  panel,  and  it  should  be  the 
duty  of  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  notify 
the  chemists  it  represents  of  such  rulings  as  they  are 
called  upon  to  give,  also  to  find  out  what  lines  are  being 
followed  in  the  official  checking.  Most  chemists  resent 
the  imputation  on  their  good  faith,  consequent  upon  their 
charges  being  marked  down,  and  from  examples'  which 
have  been  submitted  to  us  it  appears  that  incorrect  re- 
ductions have  been  made  in  some  accounts.  Only  repre- 
sentations from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  can 
prevent  these.  No  doubt  when  the  regulations  for  the 
institution  of  recognised  Local  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tees are  published,  one  result  will  be  that  these  com- 
mittees will  become  more  representative  than  at  present, 
and  the  federation  of  them  will  be  a  necessity,  whether 
it  is  carried  out  a  la  Bailey  or  a  la  Bloomsbury.  The 
latter  is  determined  to  have  the  kudo's  of  the  work  to 
be  done,  and  we  dare  say  it  will  not  be  denied,  for  the 
stimulus  has  had  an  effect.

Of  Dignity  and  Density  commingled  in  the  best, 
So  that  the  very  "  Stiffest  "  script  may  pass  them  by  with 
ease.

National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Znterests. 


The  1914  Tariff.! 

A  meeting  of  the  special  sub-committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  (Joint)  was 
held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoon,  September  24.  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
E.  S.  Waring,  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock,  J.  P.  Gilmour, 
J.  Rutherford  Hill,  A.  Hagon,  and  J.  B.  Francis  were 
present.  The  business  of  the  moating  was  to  revise  the 
tariff  of  charges  for  dispensing  drugs  and  medical  and 
surgical  appliances.  The  sub-committee  went  thoroughly 
over  the  whole  ground,  considering  suggestions  for  re- 
vision which  had  emanated  from  England,  Scotland,  and 
Wales.  The  existing  tariff  was  altered  in  a  number  of 
particulars,  and  after  several  hours'  work  the  tariff  as 
thus  modified  was  approved  for  submission  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committees  of  the  three  countries, 
who  will  consider  it  with  a  view  to  its  being  made  the 
basis  of  the  contracts  for  the  year  beginning  on 
January  15,  1914. 

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to   the  supply   of  medicines  and 
appliances. 

Blackburn.— The  Insurance  Committee  have  referred) 
back  to  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  after  the  end  of  the  present 
quarter  chemists'  accounts  be  paid  monthly  instead  of 
quarterly. 

Bournemouth.— A  special  monthly  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Association  was  held  at  Gervis  Hall  Restaurant 
on  Friday,  September  19,  at  8.30  P.M.  Mr.  W.  A.  Bingham 
presided  over  nineteen  other  members.  The  following  re- 
commendation of  the  local  Medical  Committee  was  read  : 
"That  for  the  present  the  chemists  be  allowed  to  price  repeat 
mixtures  from  the  original  prescription  without  recopying, 
and,  in  view  of  the  difficulty  in  these  cases,  these  repeat 
mixtures  to  pass  unchecked." 

Bucks.  — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  County  Medical  Com- 
mittee, Dr.  Rose  brought  forward  the  question  of  emergency 
medicines,  suggesting  that  Is.  per  emergency  supply  of 
medicine  or  dressing  be  charged  instead  of  accounting  for 
each  item.  After  considerable  discussion,  in  which  it  was 
pointed  out  that  this  method  might  lead  to  abuse,  and 
that  frequently  medicine  had  been  given  free  to  avoid  the 
trouble  of  writing  out  the  bills  for  items,  it  was  decided  by 
8  votes  to  1  to  adopt  the  suggestion ;  six  did  not  vote. 

Chester-le-Street.  —  This  district  Insurance  Committee- 
is  investigating  a  complaint  alleging  incivility  on  the  part 
of  a  panel  chemist. 

Coventry.— Colonel  Wyley  has  been  re-elected  Chairman 
of  the  Insurance  Committee. 

Derbyshire.— The  question  of  the  establishment  by 
medical  associations  of  branch  surgeries,  at  which  the- 
medical  officers  in  attendance  do  all  necessary  dispensing, 
is  under  consideration  by  the  Insurance  Committee  from 
the  point  of  view  as  to  whether  any  branch  opened  by  a 
medical  association  subsequent  to  the  National  Insurance 
Act  coming  into  operation  can  be  regarded  as  separate 
institutions  at  which  dispensing  can  be  carried  on,  or 
whether  they  have  been  opened  by  associations  in  outlying 
portions  of  their  area  for  the  convenience  of  members.  In 
the  Chesterfield  district  two  such  surgeries  have  been  opened 
recently,  and  as  the  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  notice 
of  the  Commissioners,  the  Committee  have  replied  to  the 
effect  that  in  their  opinion  they  do  not  appear  to  be  separate 
organisations,  but  branches  opened  by  the  Chesterfield1 
Medical  Association  for  their  members'  own  convenience. 

Edinburgh.— Chemists  have  now  received  payment  of  the- 
first  quarter's  balance  from  the  Insurance  Commissioners, 
as  also  the  usual  proportion  of  the  monthly  account  for 
August.  In  a  good  number  of  cases  from  a  shilling  or  so 
to  6s.  6d.  has  been  deducted,  while  one  pharmacist  received 
a  penny  more  than  he  anticipated.  It  is  felt,  however,  that 
chemists'  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  instances  wherein 
they  overcharged,  so  that  the  same  errors  may  not  again 
occur.  The  cheques,  by  the  way,  mostly  arrived  on  Septem- 
ber 20,  and  were  dated  September  1.  A  local  chemist  and 
druggist,  who  had  several  shillings  deducted  from  his 
account,  visited  the  Commissioners  to  ascertain  if  possible 
what  errors  in  pricing  he  had  made.  The  checking,  he  says, 
is  evidently  done  in  a  thorough  manner,  which  is  not  to  be

wondered  at,  seeing;  that  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry  is  responsible 
for  it.  Every  prescription  examined  by  the  doubter  had  each 
item  ticked  off,  and  in  a  few  instances  the  prices  had  been 
increased.  The  overcharges  were  found  to  be  due  to  supply- 
ing throat  brushes.  &c,  and  from  claiming  dispensing  fees 
when  these  are  not  permissible.  The  number  of  chemists 
on  the  panel  is  127.  Nearly  40,000  prescriptions  were  dis- 
pensed in  the  second  three  months. 

Essex.— The  Insurance  Committee  has  intimated  that 
should  objection  be  raised  to  any  doctor  dispensing  medi- 
cines in  rural  areas,  it  will  have  to  be  reviewed  by  the 
Committee. 

Liverpool.  — There  is  a  great  slacking  off  of  Insurance 
dispensing  during  the  present  fine  weather,  many  chemists 
compounding  about  one  quarter  the  number  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  the  first  quarter  and  about  half  the  number  ot 
last  quarter.  This  is  gratifying,  as  the  chemists  locally, 
having  received  17s.  6(7.  in  the  £  for  last  quarter  and 
16s.  6(7.  in  the  £  for  for  the  first  quarter,  feel  that  there 
will  be  good  prospects  of  their  corrected  accounts  being  paid 
in  full  at  the  year  end. 

Middlesex.  A  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  County 
of  Middlesex  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  at 
72  Great  Russell  Street,  London,  W.C.,  on  September  24, 
Mr.  J.  Humphrey  presiding.  The  Secretary  (Mr.  A.  E. 
Bailey)  reported  that  a  copy  of  the  Middlesex  Insurance 
Formulary  had  been  sent  to  the  Insurance  Committee  for 
approval,  but  that  Committee  has  decided  that  the  matter 
should  stand  over  until  the  re-constitution  of  the  Medical 
and  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees.  A  report  of 
the  work  done  by  the  Committee  since  its  formation  and  a 
balance-sheet  were  considered  and  adopted,  the  Secretary 
being  instructed  to  forward  a  copy  of  each  to  all  member's 
of  the  Association.  A  scheme  was  suggested  by  the  Secre- 
tary on  lines  which  would  ensure  that,  in  the  forthcoming 
election  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee,  that 
all  areas  in  the  county  would  be  properlv  represented. 
Under  this  scheme  the  local  Associations  will  be  asked  to 
nominate  a  number  of  candidates  for  election  proportionate 
to  the  number  of  chemists'  shops  within  their  areas.  The 
scheme  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  Secretary  was 
directed  to  proceed  with  the  issue  of  ballot-oapers  to  all 
persons  on  the  dispensing  panel  who  are  entitled  to  vote. 
The  election  will  take  place  as  soon  as  the  nominations  by 
the  local  associations  are  received. 

Nottingham.- The  local  herbalists  presented,  on  Septem- 
ber 19.  a  petition  to  the  Insurance  Committee,  asking  that 
the  Committee  should  recognise  their  treatment  under  the 
Act.  It  was  stated  that  1,300  signatures  were  appended  to 
this. 

Oldham.  -The  local  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee  has 
considered  two  complaints  in  which  it  was  alleged  that  a 
doctor  had  asked  insured  persons  whether  they  preferred 
medicine  from  the  chemist  or  from  the  doctor's  surgery. 
The  Committee  found  that  the  doctor  had  acted  wrongly 
m  introducing  the  question  of  medicine  to  insured  persons, 
and  so  informed  the  doctor  concerned.  Another  complaint 
concerned  a  doctor  who  had  told  a  patient,  that  a  chemist- 
could  not  supply  a  particular  compound.  This  the  medical 
man  supplied.  The  Committee  found  that  a  supply  of  the 
article  mentioned  of  the  appropriate  strength  could  not 
readily  be  obtained  from  the  chemist,  but  that  the  doctor 
had  acted  wrongly  in  furnishing'  a  bill  to  the  patient.  The 
doctor  promised  not  to  repeat  the  offence. 

Plymouth.-Providod  that  qualified  chemists  and  drug- 
gists are  engaged  as  dispensers,  the  Plymouth  Insurance 
Committee  have  decided  to  consider  an  application  for  ap- 
proval tor  purposes  of  dispensing  of  the  Three  Towns 
friendly  Societies'  Medical  Institute. 

Southampton.-Mr.  H.  Ferryman  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Pharmacists'  Association  on  September  17,  eleven 
other  members  being-  present.  Mr.  Wride  (Hon.  Secretary) 
was  instructed  to  write  asking  that  the  agenda  for  the 
delegates  meeting  m  May  should  be  forwarded  in  time 
for  the  Association  to  discuss  and  instruct  the  delegates  as 
to  voting.  Some  dissatisfaction  was  shown  as  to  the  way 
u  fnarmacPlltlcal  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  had 
checked  the  first  quarter's  prescriptions ;  but  it  was  pointed 
out.  that  most  of  the  trouble  was  over  the  nearest  halfpenny 
up  or  down :  but  Mr.  Wride  pointed  out  that  this  was  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  agreement  arrived  at. 
Regret  was  expressed  as  to  the  reported  arrangements  in 
the  county  (Hants),  whereby  the  medical  officer  is  to  check 
the  prescriptions  at  the  same  remuneration  as  had  been 
naid  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on 
Insurance. 

Sunderland.-The  chemists'  accounts  for  the  month  end- 
ing August  14,  amounting  to  258/.  4s.  2(7.,  are  to  be  paid 
m  full. 


West  Bromwlch.— Chemists  desirous  of  joining  or  leav- 
ing the  panel  must  advise  the  clerk  on  or  before  November  1. 
The  Secretary  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  writes 
pointing  out  that  West  Bromwich  does  not  possess  a  properly 
constituted  Chemists'  Association,  and  under  the  new  regula- 
tions- to  be  issued  shortly  it  will  be  necessary  to  form  a  Phar- 
maceutical Insurance  Committee.  Up  to  the  present  work 
connected  with  Insurance  dispensing  has  been  done  by  a 
committee  elected  in  January,  meetings  having  been  called 
as  required.  It  is  constituted  as  far  as  possible  to  repre- 
sent all  classes  of  businesses,  and  its  preent  constitution 
is  as  follows :  R.  Allen,  53  High  Street ;  E.  Beattie,  High 
Street  (manager,  Boots,  Ltd.),  H.  Edgson,  351  High  Street 
(manager,  Mr.  H.  Griffith)  ;  C.  Kemsey-Bourne,  255  High 
Street  (Hon.  Secretary,  Divisional  Secretary,  representa- 
tive of  local  pharmacists  on  local  Insurance  Committee  and 
on  Council  of  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association) ;  H. 
Osborne,  262  High  Street  (pharmacist  to  Bullus  &  Co., 
Ltd).  Local  chemists  have  got  on  very  well  with  the  Insur- 
ance Committee,  and  have  obtained  all  they  have  asked  for, 
because  their  demands  have  never  been  unreasonable. 

West  Hartlepool.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  on  September  17,  it  was  reported  that  further 
payments  on  chemists'  accounts  of  1177.  5s.  had  been  made. 
The  financial  statement  for  the  year  ended  July  15,  1913. 
showed  that  the  payments  from  the  drug  fund  amounted 
to  898/.  10s.  8(7.  The  payments  under  Sanatorium  Benefit 
included  58/.  4s.  2d.  for  drugs  and  appliances.  A  letter  from 
a  chemist  on  the  West  Hartlepool  panel  was  forwarded  by 
the  Insurance  Commissioners  to  be  dealt  with  bv  the  Com- 
mittee. This  referred  to  the  supply  of  appliances  not 
included  in  the  drug  tariff.  The  Medical  Sub-Committee 
reported  that  this  was  a  matter  which  should  be  dealt  with 
by  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Notes. 

The  Dundee  Insurance  Committee  has  passed  a  resolution 
declaring  that  it  is  prejudicial  to  the  efficient  medical 
attendance  and  treatment  of  insured  persons  for  any  panel 
practitioner  to  have  more  than  two  thousand  persons  on  his 
list,  apart  from  private  patients. 

The  National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (Wales)  has 
issued  circulars  -.relating  to  the  appointment  of  medical 
referees  and  to  travellers'  vouchers.  These  follow  the  lines 
noted  in  the  C.  d-  D.  for  September  6  (index  folio  389)  and 
September  20  (index  folio  461). 

The  Wandsworth  Division  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation resolved  at  a  meeting  on  September  23  "  that  the 
present  pro-panel  attitude  of  the  Association  is  reacting 
detrimentally  to  the  interests  of  members  of  the  profession 
in  general,  and  in  particular  to  the  interests  of  non-panel 
practitioners,  and  approves  the  action  of  all  such  members 
in  resigning  from  the  Association  ' 

"  The  Dkug  Tariff  Informer  for  the  Accurate  Pricing 
of  National  Health  Insurance  Prescriptions,"  compiled  by 
Messrs.  G.  Shiach  Kitchin  and  J.  B.  McVitae,  Glasgow, 
has  been  published  at  5s.  It  consists  of  a  stout  linen  sheet 
(folding  into  eight  and  protected  by  stout  covers),  bearing- 
seven  tables  with  explanations  and  directions  for  their  use. 
The  first  four  of  these  give  in  red,  under  the  wholesale 
price  in  pence  or  shillings,  the  tariff  rate  per  oz.  and 
drachm  of  solids  (bought  by  ounce  and  pound  respectively) 
and  of  light  and  heavy  liquids,  both  in  decimals  and  to  the 
nearest  %d.  up.  The  other  three  tables  are  an  ounce  scale 
(with  10-grain  intervals),  drachm  scale  (5-grain  intervals), 
and  grain  scale  for  prices  from  ^d.  to  6s.  The  modus 
operandi  of  using  the  "  Tariff  Informer  "  for  drugs  outside 
the  tariff  is  as  follows  :  For  150  grains  of  a  drug  costing 
2s.  6(7.  per  oz.,  under  2s.  and  under  6(7.  in  the  first  table  are 
found  in  red  the  figures  2s.  10(7.  and  8-^(7. — that  is,  combining 
the.  two,  3s.  6^(7.  is  the  tariff  rate  per  oz.  Then  in  the  ounce 
table,  under  150  and  opposite  to  3s.,  is  found  llg(7.,  and 
opposite  to  6j(7.  is  found  2(7.,  making  'the  charge  Is.  1|(7. 
The  scales  are  on  the  basis  of  ±d.  up,  as  assented  to  by  the 
Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners,  but  the  decimal  figures 
are  given  so  as  to  make  the  chargeable  figure  fit  any  local 
arrangement.  It  is  also  stated  that  when  it  is  necessary 
to  add  two  or  more  figures  together  it  is  advisable  to  check 
the  results  by  the  decimals.  The  present  example  bears 
this  out,  as  it  was  found  on  using  Maw's  Insurance  pricing- 
slide  rule  for  comparison  that  the  price  indicated  was  Is.  Id. 
Taking  the  decimals  (33.6  and  8.4)  found  under  2s.  and  6(7., 
the  ounce  rate  is  42.0(7.,  or  3s.  6(7.,  and  the  decimals  (11.25 
and  1.875)  opposite  3s.  and  6(7.  in  the  ounce  scale  make  the 
correct  charge  13.125(7.,  or  Is.  1(7.,  as  the  nearest  halfpenny. 
The  "  Tariff  Informer  "  represents  a  monumental  amount 
of  work.  It  is  well  arranged  and  very  clearly  printed. 
Wherever  halfpennies  up  is  the  rule  it  should  be  of  con- 
siderable use  in  getting  out  the  prices  of  unusual  amount's 
of  drugs  not  on  the  tariff.  Our  copy  comes  to  us  from  Mr.

— At  Pontefract,  recently,  Mr.  Erasmus  Butler, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Mill  Hill,  aged  eighty-eight.  Mr. 
Butler  began  his  business  career  in  the  Market  Place, 
Pontefract,  under  the  style  of  Brice  &  Butler.  After 
the  addition  of  a  wine-and-spirit  licence  to  the  business 
the  latter  branch  of  the  concern  developed  to  such  an, 
extent  that  the  chemists'  business  was  eventually  sold 
out  to  Mr.  W.  R.  Maud,  chemist  and  druggist,  who 
carries  it  on  at  present.  Mr.  Butler  retired  some  years 
ago.  He  was  the  oldest  Freemason  in  Pontefract,  and 
spent  some  years  as  a  member  of  the  Town  Council.

Lewkowitsch. — At  Chamonix,  on  September  16,  after 
two  days'  illness,  Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch,  M.A.,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S.,  aged  fifty-six.  It  rarely  happens  that  the  death 
of  a  man  of  science  occasions  in  so  many  a  feeling  of 
personal  loss  such  as 
that  of  Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
amongst  a  wide  circle  of 
friends.  He  had  been  in 
indifferent  health  for  some 
time;  indeed,  at  the 
dinner  which  the  Chemical 
Industry  Club  gave  to 
Professor  Bogert  at  the 
Criterion  Restaurant  three 
months  ago,  Dr.  Lew- 
kowitsch came  in  late  and 
told  a  few  of  those  who 
first  greeted  him  that  he 
had  risen  from  his  bed  in 
order  to  be  present.  Still, 
no  one  dreamt  that  this 
was  more  than  a  passing  indisposition,  and  Dr.  Lewko- 
witsch was  able  to  take  his  holiday  in  Switzerland, 
which  he  dearly  loved,  being  an  ardent  mountaineer. 
He  was  a  native  of  Ostrovo,  Prussian  Silesia,  and,  after 
hie  preliminary  education  in  a  classical  Gymnasium, 
studied  at  the  Breslau  University,  where  he  obtained 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  1879.  He  then 
acted  as  an  assistant  in  a  public  analyst's  laboratory 
for  a  year ;  next  went  to  Strasbourg  to  study  mathe- 
matics, and  while  there  also  worked  in  the  botanical, 
zoological,  and  chemical  laboratories,  obtaining  the  Ober- 
lehrer  diploma.  Following  this  he  taught  mathematics 
and  natural  science  for  a  year  in  a  Real-Gymnasium  in 
Berlin,  then  worked  privately  at  research,  dealing  with 
the  resolution  of  mandelic  acid,  lactic  acid,  and  glyceric 
acid  into  optically  active  isomerides.  Subsequently  he 
became  a  research  chemist  for  a  group  of  tar  and 
petroleum  works,  and  was  instrumental  in  introducing 
several  new  or  improved  processes  ;  then,  after  managing 
a  tar- works  near  Brunswick  for  a  short  time,  Dr.  Lewko- 
witsch came  to  England  and  became  technical  manager 
of  Messrs.  Watson's  soap-works  at  Leeds.  There  he 
improved  the  process  for  recovering  glycerin  from  soap- 
lyes,  and  was  the  first  to  produce  chemically  pure 
glycerin  from  this  source.    While  in  Leeds  Dr.  Lewko- 
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witsch  made  the  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Richard  Reynolds 
and  his  son  Fred,  a  very  6trong  friendship  springing  up 
between  him  and  Fred,  both  being  artistic  and  musical. 
It  was  not  surprising,  therefore,  that  when  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  met  in  Leeds  in  1890  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
{who  had  become  naturalised)  communicated  a  paper  on 
glycerin,  in  which  he  dealt  with  the  occurrence  of  arsenic 
in  it  which  had  been  the  subject  of  a  paper  by  Mr. 
Louis  Siebokl  the  previous  year.  He  confirmed  the 
observations  in  regard  to  the  presence  of  arsenic,  having 
found  it  irr  seven  out  of  ten  samples  of  glycerin  obtained 
from  works  where  sulphuric  acid  was  employed  in  its 
manufacture.  It  was  then  that  pharmacists  for  the  first 
time  had  the  opportunity  of  appreciating  Dr.  Lewko- 
witsch's  erudition  and  epigrammatic  utterance,  as,  for 
example,  when  he  said,  "  How  certain  brands  of  glycerin 
were  made  nobody  knew,  and  nobody  ought  to  know." 
In  1895  the  first  edition  of  his  "  Chemical  Technology 
and  Analysis  of  Oils,  Fats,  and  Waxes"  was  published, 
and  immediately  thereafter  he  started  in  practice  as  a 
consulting  chemist  and  chemical  engineer,  with  head- 
quarters in  Manchester  and  offices  in  London,  but  threo 
years  later  he  came  to  London  for  good,  and  established 
a  laboratory  in  Priory  Road,  Hampstead,  with  offices  in 
Queen  Victoria  Street ;  the  latter  he  gave  up  after  a  few 
years.  It  is  only  a  fortnight  since  we  notified  the  publi- 
cation of  the  first  volume  of  the  fifth  edition  of  his 
remarkable  treatise,  which  has  expanded  into  three 
volumes.  This  work  has  been  translated  into  French 
and  German,  and  besides  it  he  published  "The  Labora- 
tory Companion  to  Fats  and  Oils  Industries  "  in  Eng- 
lish and  German,  and  he  contributed  to  Meyer's  "  Jahr- 
buch  der  Chemie  "  the  portion  dealing  with  the 
technology  of  fats  and  petroleum,  while  the  sections  of 
Fats  and  Oils  in  Lungs's  "  Chemisch-technische  TJnter- 
suchungen "  were  written  by  him.  He  was  also  a 
voluminous'  contributor  to  technical  societies  on  his 
favourite  subject,  and  "  The  Times  "  truly  says  that  "  at 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  first 'living  authority  on 
the  vegetable  and  animal  fats  and  oils."  Dr.  Lewkowitsch's 
inventions  were  numerous,  and  we  understand  that  it  is 
to  him  we  owe  the  cold-water  laundry  soaps  made  from 
vegetable  fats  which  have  become  so  popular  during  the 
past  five-aird-twenty  years.  He  once  told  us  that  such 
soaps  were  only  possible  in  a  country  like  England,  where 
the  working  man's  wife  does  not  worry  herself  about  a 
pennyworth  of  6oap  so  long  as  she  gets  her  washing  done 
and  out  of  the  way  quickly — so  different,  he  added,  from 
the  German  Hausfrau,  who  labours  long  to  save  a  pfennig. 
Dr.  Lewkowitsch  was  a  man  of  so  many  accomplishments 
that  it  is  difficult  to  write  about  him  without  appearing 
to  be  fulsome.  He  spoke  English  correctly  and  fluently, 
and  wrote  it  with  a  style  which  few  foreigners  attain 
to,  and  the  same  can  bo  said  of  his  native  German  and 
his  acquired  French  ;  but  his  knowledge  of  languages  did 
not  cease  there,  and  on  the  Council  and  Publication  Com- 
mittee of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  his  linguistic 
powers  and  scientific  knowledge  were  x>i  the  greatest 
value.  One  of  his  colleagues  in  these  offices  sums  up  his 
character  by  saying  "  I  know  him  to  be  not  only  a  genial, 
but  thoroughly  good  man."  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  Honorary  Foreign  Secretary  of  the  Society,  a  position 
which  had  been  held  by  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond.  He  was 
Chairman  of  the  London  Section  of  the  Society  in  1908-10, 
and  he  had  also  served  on  the  Councils  of  the  Chemical 
Society  and  the  Institute  of  Chemistry  and  the  Society 
of  Public  Analysts.  He  married  eleven  years  ago,  and 
Mrs.  Lewkowitsch  and  a  son  and  daughter  survive  him. 

Ritchie. — U  24  Royal  Park  Terrace,  Edinburgh,  on 
September  22,  after  a  lingering  illness,  Mr.  Thomas 
Ritchie,  for  forty-seven  years  with  Messrs.  J.  F.  Mac- 
farlan  &  Co.,  Abbeyhill,  aged  sixty-nine.  Mr.  Ritchie 
was  a  native  of  Kirkcudbright,  and  was  chief  hand  in 
the  chemical-works  department  at  Abbeyhill.  He  was 
a  valued  servant  of  the  firm,  and  was  held  in  high 
esteem  by  all  with  whom  he  came  in  business  contact. 
He  was  a  Freemason  and  an  ardent  fisherman.  The 
funeral  at  Piershill  on  Thursday  was  attended  by  many 
old  friends,  including  the  Edinburgh  principals  of  Messrs. 
Macfarlan,  the  head  officials  and  fellow-workmen.

Museum,  harbour,  etc.  In  the  evening  the  visitors  were 
entertained  to  an  informal  smoking-concert. 

A  Character-sketch  of  Sir  Jesse  Boot,  by  Harold 
Begbie,  appeared  in  the  "Daily  Chronicle"  of  September  19. 
It  occupied  three  columns  along  with  a  portrait  drawing 
by  Joseph  Simpson,  R.B.A.  Those  who  know  the  Begbie 
style  will  understand  what  an  agreeable  subject  he  has 
in  this  "modern  provincial."  Perhaps  the  most  in- 
teresting passage  in  the  article  is  that  in  which  the  writer 
tells  how  Sir  Jesse  Boot  began  to  cut  the  prices  of  pro- 
prietary articles  in  his  small  drug  business  in  Notting- 
ham, having  in  his  mind  the  idea  of  selling  out  as  soon 
as  he  could.    Then  Mr.  Begbie  goes  on  to  say  : 

"  He  lived  a  most  laborious  life  at  this  time,  the  master 
of  two  shops.  So  great  was  the  strain  that  his  health  gave 
way,  and  he  decided  to  retire  with  a  competence.  The 
doctor  who  attended  him,  however,  saw  that  for  a  man  so 
active-minded  and  so  unusually  endowed  with  the  faculty  of 
organisation,  idleness,  however  romantic  and  wandering, 
would  be  a  form  of  torture.  He  prescribed  a  long  holiday, 
and  the  young  man  departed  for  the  Channel  Islands.  It 
was  on  this  holiday  that  he  met  the  present  Lady  Boot, 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  women  of  our  time,  perhaps  a 
prototype  of  the  woman  of  the  next  generation.  To  marry 
this  lady  meant  a  continuance  in  business,  and  Sir  Jesse 
Boot  determined  to  make  a  little  more  money  before  he 
retired.  In  this  modest  ambition  he  succeeded,  and  his 
success  infected  his  wife,  whose  powers  of  organisation,  if 
not  so  great  as  his  own.  are  notable  enough  and  certainly 
command  employment."

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BANKRUPTCY  REPORT. 


Philip  Smitb,  Sutton-on-Sea,  Lincolnshire,  Chemist  and 
Druggist. — The  public  examination  of  this  debtor  was  held 
at  the  Sessions  House,  Boston,  on  September  23,  before 
Mr.  Registrar  Staniland.  The  statement  of  affairs  showed 
liabilities  518/.,  and  an  estimated  deficiency  of  405/.  The 
failure  was  attributed  to  commencing  business  on  borrowed 
capital,  excessive  price  of  stock,  fixtures  and  goodwill,  and 
illness  and  death  of  his  wife.  The  public  examination  was 
completed. 


A  Hague  Pharmacy. 


THERE  is  no  limitation  of  pharmacies  in  Holland,  and 
although  there  are  drug-shops  kept  by  unqualified 
persons  this  has  not  prevented  the  elevation  of  Dutch 
pharmacy  to  the  Continental  level.  The  photograph 
appended  is  of  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Hotman, 
2  Schenkweg,  The  Hague,  and  is  characteristic  of  high- 
clas©  businesses  in  the  Netherlands.  The  pharmacy  is 
comparatively  narrow,  and  on  entering  there  is  a  counter 
across  the  shop  space,  not  lengthways  as  it  would  be  iir 
this  country.  There  are  two  serving  spaces,  but  no  dis- 
play of  merchandise  on  the  counter.  Two  showcases 
are  placed  in  the  front  shop,  but  these  contain  packed 
goods,  such  as  sugar  or  milk  and  domestic  remedies.  The

shop  is  furnished  in  oak,  and  immediately  behind  the 
counter  are  the  dispensary  and  laboratory,  these  being- 
arranged  in  a  manner  not  dissimilar  to  good-class  busi- 
nesses in  this  country.  Several  women  assistants  are 
employed  in  Mr.  Hofman's  pharmacy.  Mr.  Hoi'man 
was  born  in  1866,  and  obtained  his  diploma  in  1887  after 
studying  at  the  Leyden  University.  He  was  for  some 
time  pharmacist  at  the  Rotterdam  Hospital,  and  in  1895 
began  business  in  The  Hague.  Hs  is  President  of  the 
Netherlands  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Pharmacy 
and  General  Secretary  of  the  International  Congress  of 
Pharmacy  and  the  International  Federation  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Societies.

Sulphate  of  ammonia  is  about  2s.  bd.  higher,  at  13/.  10s.  to 
13/.  12s.  bd.  per  ton,  f.o.r.  Manchester. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

A  steady  all-round  trade  is  passing;  in  the  heavy-chemical 
market,  and  with  the  exception  of  interference  in  various 


quarters,  due  to  industrial  troubles,  there  is  nothing  special 
to  be  recorded.  Inquiries  both  for  prompt  and  forward  are 
good,  and  values  are  well  maintained. 

Alkali-produce  conditions  rule  normal,  and  main  products 
are  fairly  active.  Bleaching-powder  at  from  51.  2s.  bd.  to 
5Z.  15s.,  according  to  conditions.  Caustic  soda,  76  to  77  per 
cent.,  10/.  to  10/.  7s.  bd. ;  70  per  cent.,  9/.  5s.  to  9/.  12s.  bd. ; 
and  60  per  cent.,  8/.  5s.  to  8/.  12s.  bd.  Ammonia  alkali, 
58  per  cent.,  21.  17s.  bd.  to  3/.  10s.  per  ton,  free  on  rails. 

Sulphate  of  Ammonia  is  a  very  steady  market  at  present, 
and  prices  tend  dearer.  Prompt  parcels  offering  are  being 
well  taken  up.  Present  nearest  figures  are  :  London  terms, 
25  per  cent.,  prompt,  12/.  17s.  bd.  ;  Leith,  13/.  15s.  ;  Liver- 
pool, 13/.

Lead-products  are  very  steady,  and  there  is  a  good 
general  demand.

red-lead,  22/.  15s.  ;  pig-lead,  21/.  5s. ;  sheets,  25/.  15s. ;  and 
pipes,  26/.  5s.  per  ton,  Tyne. 

Alumina-products  tend  towards  advancement,  and  higher 
figures  seem  likely  to  rule  for  next  year-.  Crystal  alum, 
lump,  5/.  15s.  to  6/.  10s.,  and  ground,  6Z.  10s.  to  11.  5s.  per 
ton,  on  rails  Lancashire  or  Yorkshire,  or  f.o.b.  Goole,  Hull, 
or  Liverpool.  Sulphate  of  alumina,  purest  qualities  and 
practically  free  of  iron,  51.  to  5/.  10s.  per  ton  for  ordinary 
strength,  in  casks,  with  usual  allowances  for  loose  slabs, 
and  customary  extras  for  higher  concentrations.  Aluminous 
cake,  50s.  to  60s.  per  ton.  Alumino-ferric,  52s.  6c7,.  to  60s. 
per  ton,  according  to  quality,  quantity,  and  destination. 
Hydrate  of  alumina,  purest  quality  and  high  strength 
AhOa  12/.  10s.  to  13/.  10s.  per  ton,  in  casks,  free  on  rails. 
Aluminate  of  soda,  purest  quality,  of  high  strength 
AI2O3,  27s.  bd.  to  30s.  per  cwt.  Carbonate  of  alumina,  30s. 
to  32s.  bd.  per  cwt.  Dried  pulp  lump  hydrate  of  alumina, 
about  50  per  cent.  A1203,  35/.  to  36/.,  and  ground,  37/.  10s. 
to  38/.  10s.  per  ton. 

Continental  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets. 

Camphor. — In  spite  of  prices  from  Japan  being  somewha' 
higher,  spot  (Hamburg)  remained  unclianged.  Bells  were 
offered  at  m.358,  and  Japan  refined  in  slabs  at  m.320  per 
100  kilos,  net  cash,  ex  warehouse.  For  shipment,  Japan 
refined  slabs  are  offered  at  m.310. 

Cantharides. — This  year's  Russian  crop  is  said  to  amount 
to  only  one-fifth  that  of  last  year.  For  immediate  shipment 
m.11.75  per  kilo,  net  cash  has  been  paid. 

Carnauba  Wax. — Prices  are  well  maintained  on  the  Ham- 
burg market,  with  spot  business  limited  to  small  sales, 
especially  sandy  grey  and  fatty  grey  qualities.  Reports 
from  Chile  are  also  strong,  and  the  chief  Hamburg  importers 
act  in  sympathy  with  primary  markets. 

Dextrin  is  offered  at  a  much  lower  price.  There  is  much 
interest  shown  in  new  crop,  but  prices  have,  in  spite  of  this, 
fallen,  and  buyers  have  retired  from  the  market,  in  order 
to  await  further  developments.  The  official  market  quota- 
tion is  from  m.28  to  m.29  per  100  kilos. 

Ether  (Acetic). — The  convention  of  makers  have  reduced 
their  price  by  m.40  per  100  kilos.  The  article  was  reduced 
in  July,  raised  in  August,  and  now  again  reduced,  such 
tactics  being  disconcerting  to  dealers  and  consumers. 

Glycerin. — A  Marseilles  report  of  September  15  indicates 
a  brisk  demand  during  the  past  week,  a  considerable  con- 
tract business  being  done,  after  which  the  market  turned 
quiet.  Saponification  glycerin  for  September-December 
delivery — buyers  at  fr.162.50,  and  sellers  at  fr.  165;  1914 
delivery — sellers  at  f r.  165 ;  80-per-cent.  crude,  September- 
December  delivery — buyers  at  fr. 137.50,  and  sellers  at  fr.140; 
1914  delivery— sellers  at  fr.142.50. 

Hydrastis. — The  demand  has  slackened  somewhat, 
although  prices  from  the  U.S.A.  are  again  somewhat  higher 
at  m.46.50  per  kilo.  Spot  (Hamburg)  can  still  be  bought 
at  m.45  per  kilo,  net  cash. 

Mesothorium.— The  Auer  Co.,  of  Berlin,  has  disposed 
of  its  production  up  to  the  end  of  the  year,  mostly  to  hos- 
pitals and  clinics.  The  price  of  mesothorium  is  at  present 
m.200  for  the  equivalent  of  1  milligram  radium  bromide. 

Abyssinian  Wax. 

About  600  tons  of  Abyssinian  beeswax  is  exported  annually 
to  Europe,  says  the  British  Consul  at  Adis  Ababa  in  his 
annual  report.  The  wax  is  usually  melted  down  by  merchants 
and  made  into  blocks  before  export,  as  it  generally  contains 
a  considerable  percentage  of  impurities.  It  may  be  said 
that  of  a  purchase  of  125  frasulas  of  wax  at  Gore,  an 
average  of  only  100  frasulas  of  pure  wax  is  obtained,  includ- 
ing the  loss  of  weight  on  journey.  A  hundredweight  of 
pure  wax  oan  be  delivered  in  London  from  Gore  for  about 
5/  14s.,  and,  after  deducting  brokerage  and  commission, 
should  fetch  6/.  10s.  net.  Cost  of  wax  at  Gore  is  taken  at 
12  dollars  per  frasula,  and  the  dollar  at  ten  to  11.  :  11  dol- 
lars per  frasula  is  nearer  the  mark.      Wax  at  Bure  and 
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Sayu  is  cleaner,  containing  from  15  to  20  per  cent,  of  dirt. 
At  Jimma  the  price  is  about  11  dollars  per  frasula,  of  which 
there  is  generally  25  per  cent.  dirt.  At  Adis  Ababa  refined 
wax  is  from  I65  to  17  dollars,  and  unrefined  from  12j  to 
13±  dollars.    [Frasula  =  37  lb.]

Tuberculins. 

Sir, — If  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  again  to  this 
subject,  I  should  like  k>  say  that  either  I  misread  your 
article  of  Augu6t  30  or  my  letter  of  September  11  has 
been  open  to  an  interpretation  by  "  Xrayser  "  which  was 
not  intended.  I  did  not  mean  to  criticise  your  article, 
but  rather  to  confirm  the  closing  sentence  in  it,  namely  : 

"  We  recommend  pharmacists  not  to  venture  on  what 
would  no  doubt  be  financially  profitable — namely,  the  dilut- 
ing of  strong  tuberculins,  but  to  confine  themselves  to  supply- 
ing the  particular  brand  favoured  by  the  medical  man,  who 
should  himself,  with  such  intelligent  aid  as  the  pharmacist 
can  render,  decide  what  variety  and  what  dose  is  to  be 
employed." 

By  all  means  let  the  pharmacist  give  such  intelligent  aid 
as  he  is  able  to,  but  do  not  let  him  attempt  to  do  so 
without  some  knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  it  must  be 
first  realised  that  it  is  a  difficult  one.  I  was  led  to 
write  my  letter  largely  from  the  fact  that  in  my  experi- 
ence medical  men  are,  at  the  present  time,  taking  a  very 
considerable  interest  in  tuberculin  and  in  vaccine  therapy 
generally,  and  pharmacists  are  not.  As  a  result  I  believe 
pharmacists  are  losing,  or  will  lose  as  the  medical  interest 
increases,  a  business  which  they  ought  to  have.  There- 
fore, let  the  pharmacist  study  such  literature  on  the 
subject  as  is  available,  and  urge  the  inclusion  of  bacterio- 
logical training  in  the  pharmaceutical  curriculum  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment.  As  "Xrayser"  very  truly  says, 
"It  is  for  far  more  than  the  diluting  and  supplying  of 
tuberculins  that  this  training  would  be  of  service."

The  Principles  of  Sampling. 

Sir, — Several  years  ago  I  had  to  visit  a  good  many 
galvanising-works  in  order  to  take  samples  of  zinc  ashes 
for  analysis.  A  text-book  gave  the  correct  method  of 
taking  such  samples ;  but  on  arriving  at  the  works  I 
usually  found  that  the  manager  objected  to  the  trouble 
involved  in  digging  through  the  heap  and  properly 
powdering  the  lumps,  and  there  was  the  greatest  diffi- 
culty in  convincing  him  that  a  spadeful  taken  from  the 
surface  of  a  heap  of  twenty  or  thirty  tons  that  had  been 
accumulating  for  months  might  have  a  very  different 
composition  from  the  ashes  at  the  bottom  of  the  heap. 
This  experience  gave  me  an  interest  in  the  question  of 
sampling,  which  was  intensified  when  I  came  across  the 
problem  from  the  other  side,  and  had  to  analyse  samples 
taken  by  office  clerks  in  a  casual  manner.  Here  the 
difficulty  of  convincing  managers,  when  the  analysis  of 
the  sample  did  not  agree  with  the  results  of  working  up 
the  bulk,  that  the  method  of  sampling,  and  not  the 
analysis,  was  wrong,  was  even  greater. 
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Therefore,  for  some  time  I  have  had  it  in  mind  to  draw 
the  attention  of  the  drug-trade  to  this  question,  but 
have  been  deterred  by  one  fact,  which  has  escaped  the 
attention  of  your  correspondents — namely,  that  sampling 
is  really  a  branch  of  applied  mathematics,  based  on  the 
theory  of  chance,  and  for  a  really  satisfactory  discussion 
of  the  subject  it  must  be  attacked  from  the  mathe- 
matical side.  In  no  other  way,  short  of  making  hundreds 
of  experiments,  could  one  tell,  for  instance,  whether 
one  pound  or  twenty  should  be  taken  from  a  bale  of 
belladonna.  Now,  libraries  of  mathematical  books  do  not 
exist  in  rural  Suffolk,  so  I  have  let  the  matter  rest. 

But  the  whole  subject  has  been  worked  out,  and  it 
only  remains  for  someone  with  a  little  mathematical 
knowledge  and  some  leisure  to  apply  the  principles  to 
the  sampling  of  drugs.  With  regard  to  metalliferous 
ores  and  such  like,  this  has  been  done,  and  standard 
methods  of  sampling  are  now  employed,  so  that  analytical 
results  and  practical  working  show  very  close  agreement, 
except  where  the  company  promoter  has  superintended 
the  sampling. 

It  should  be  remembered,  moreover,  that  it  is  not 
merely  a  matter  of  interest  to  get  the  correct  mathe- 
matical principles,  but  the  question  of  cost  comes  in.  If 
taking  a  sample  of  one  pound  from  each  bale  is  sufficient, 
it  is  obviously  wasteful  to  take  and  grind  ten;  and  if 
taking  a  sample  from  every  other  bale  is  enough,  it  is 
equally  a  loss  of  time  and  labour  to  sample  every  bale. 
If  the  mathematician  be  given  the  necessary  data,  such 
as  the  limit  of  error  allowable,  the  limits  of  variation 
in  the  different  pieces,  the  size  of  the  pieces,  the  size  of 
the  bales,  and  the  number  of  bales  in  a  lot,  he  can  work 
out  the  best,  and  therefore  cheapest,  way  of  getting  a 
sample  of  the  character  required,  and  no  other  method 
will  enable  one  to  strike  the  correct  mean  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill 
refers  to  between  casual  sampling  and  bulking  the  whole 
consignment.  The  data  for  each  drug  can  be  readily 
supplied  by  the  wholesale  drug  houses,  and  I  would 
suggest  that  they  should  appeal  to  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  to 
whom  the  problem  would  be  simple,  to  set  the  matter  on 
a  satisfactory  footing.  Yours  faithfully,

Pharmaceutical  Federation. 

Sir, — I  think  Mr.  Bailey  is  to  be  commended  far 
having  tackled  this  question  of  pharmaceutical  federa- 
tion at  this  opportune  moment,  when  statutory  Pharma- 
ceutical Insurance  Committees  are  about  to  come  into 
being.  In  common  with  some  correspondents  I  differ 
from  him  in  detail,  but  I  am  glad  to  find,  that  practically 
all  who  have  expressed  their  opinions,  agree  with  him  in 
the  main  issue — which  is  all  that  he  asks  for  the  moment — 
that  these  committees  shall  be  thoroughly  and  practi- 
cally federated.  The  writer  of  "  Official  Organisation 
Notes  "  almost  raises  the  plea  of  breach  of  faith  in 
our  present  leaders  of  pharmacy  in  promoting  this  dis- 
cussion.   He  declares  that 

"  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Society,  through  its 
Parliamentary  Secretary  and  other  officers  in  connection 
with  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on  Insur- 
ance, was  mainly  responsible  for  securing  the  enactment  of 
the  clauses,"  etc. 

I  should  be  more  inclined  to  think  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
hit  it  off  his  own  bat,  and  then  presented  it  to  the  Society. 
The  writer  adds  : 

"  It  is  only  reasonable  that  .  .  .  the  Society  could  deal 
effectively  with  the  changed  conditions  likely  to  ensue." 

Experientia  docet !  The  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee was  the  best  solution  of  the  Insurance  problem  at 
the  time,  and  it  has  done  much  for  pharmacists,  but  it 
requires  bringing  up  to  date ;  and  the  Society  through 
its  Local  Associations  Committee  has  "started"  on 
the  right  lines  in  organising  pharmacists,  but  can  it  be 
claimed  that  the  Society  has  accomplished  anything  ap- 
proaching a  federation  during  the  past  twelve  months  ? 
We  have  our  local  associations,  also  some  sort  of 
county  associations  :  where  is  the  next  link?  Hol- 
born  Restaurant  !  But  we  are  told  that  will  be 
remedied.    How"?    Let  us  make  sure  of   our  ground. 


Having  started  the  campaign  for  federation,  let  every 
Association  follow  Mr.  Bailey's  lead,  when  meeting  to 
elect  their  representatives  on  the  aforesaid  committees', 
by  taking  up  and  proceeding  with  such  agitation  until  the 
desired  end  is  accomplished,  the  only  alternative  being 
"to  receive  complete  satisfaction  from  the  Society,  that 
their  scheme  will  ensure  a  practical  federation  of  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committees'  (about  to  be  elected), 
also  a  reconstructed  Standing  Committee  on  a  representa- 
tive basis."  For  the  one  desire  of  pharmacists  in  this 
matter  can  only  be  to  consolidate  pharmacists,  to  com- 
plete the  Society's  scheme  of  organisation,  and  in  so 
doing  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Council  of  the 
Society,  in  whom  we  have  entire  confidence,  in  its  statu- 
tory duties.

The  Scarcity  of  Assistants. 

Sir, — I  do  not  think  "Jay  Mack's"  cheap  sneers  at 
"swank"  and  "fancy  schools"  have  helped  much  to 
find  a  solution  of  the  above  problem.  Two  classes  of 
young  men  come  into  the  drug-trade  :  the  middle-class 
(who  enter  m  smaller  numbers  each  succeeding  year)  and 
the  working-class  youth.  The  latter  are  handicapped  at 
the  start  through  faulty  education,  and,  more  often  than 
not,  fail  to  qualify ;  a  considerable  proportion  leave  the 
trade  after  apprenticeship.  The  middle-class  youths  have 
practically  ceased  to  enter  the  trade,  chiefly  on  account 
of  the  poor  social  position  the  craft  holds  in  public 
estimation.  They  have  discovered  that  the  young 
qualified  chemist  is  simply  a  shop-assistant,  one  remove 
from  the  status  of  a  labourer,  and  that  the  ordinary 
every-day  chemist  in  business  on  his  own  account  ranks 
i's  a  petty  trader.  The  shouting,  dirt-throwing  drug- 
store man  and  the  sixpenny  doctor  combined  have  made 
the  trade  stink  in  the  nostrils  of  both  classes.  The  big 
stores  do  not  have  more  applications  than  they  want ; 
indeed,  they  find  the  greatest  difficulty  in  getting  hold 
of  working-class  lads  as  appirentices — Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — When  I  attempt  to  answer  a  letter  written  by 
a  pharmacist  (or  perhaps  the  title  Retail  Drug-trader 
would  be  more  acceptable)  of  Mr.  Jay  Mack's  ability  and 
experience,  I  set  myself  a  difficult  task.  Nevertheless, 
I  cannot  let  his  letter  go  by  without  making  my  protest, 
even  though  I  may  run  the  risk  of  being  dubbed 
"  a  swank." 

To  refer  to  the  modern  schools,  from  which  the 
majority  of  the  present-day  pharmacy  students  are  ob- 
tained, as  "  fancy,"  in  my  opinion  indicates  at  once 
that  Mr.  Mack's  knowledge  and  information  concerning 
the  present-day  secondary  schools  (for  I  presume  he  is 
referring  to  such)  are  either  very  scanty,  or  that  he 
chooses  to  ignore  any  facts  which  do  not  coincide  with 
his  arguments.  I  will  readily  admit  that  certain  schools 
are  notorious  for  instilling  into  the  minds  of  their  students 
a  certain  amount  of  "swank,"  but,  unfortunately  for 
Mr.  Mack's  argument,  I  am  afraid  our  ranks  are  not 
considerably  swelled  by  emigration  from  such  sources. 
I  myself  was  a  "fancy  schoolite,"  but  the  idea  of  that 
fact  causing  me  to  be  discontented  with  my  home  is 
absurd.  I  shall  not  be  disappointed  if  in  later  years 
my  own  should  bear  satisfactory  comparison  with  it. 

We  have  ambition,  and  I  trust  we  are  not  ashamed  to 
own  that  fact.  No  man  devoid  of  it  is  worth  his  salt. 
I  count  it  no  crime  to  endeavour  to  stand  well  in  the  eyes 
of  your  fellow-men.  I  believe  Mr.  Mack  is  hopelessly 
wrong  when  he  challenges  the  right  and  hope  of  a  chemist 
of  ever  obtaining  a  social  position.  Of  course,  opinions 
differ  regarding  the  meaning  of  the  term ;  but  if,  as  I 
take  it,  obtaining  the  respect  and  friendship  of  all  classes 
of  the  community  is  social  position,  many  chemists  not 
only  will  secure  it,  but  many  already  have  done  so.

Sir, — It  is  with  interest,  not  unmixed  with  amuse- 
ment, that  I  have  read  the  correspondence  in  your 
journal  re  the  scarcity  of  apprentices,  and,  therefore,  of 
assistants.    Your  correspondents  seem  to  think  that  the 
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altering  of  the  Preliminary  examination  accounts  for  the 
fact  that  youths  of  to-day  are  shy  at  our  profession.  We 
must  look  for  a  broader,  more  material,  cause.  What 
■does  present-day  pharmacy  offer  to  those  choosing  a  pro- 
fession? In  my  opinion  (formulated  from  experi- 
ence in  three  countries)  retail  pharmacy  is  not  many 
degrees  removed  from  huckstering.  Consequently,  we  are 
cheapened  in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  and  we  suffer  a 
deterioration  in  morale.  In  the  course  of  a  wide  experi- 
ence I  have  been  called  upon  to  retail  such  commodities 
as  beer,  spirits,  seeds,  tobacco,  pipes,  paints,  and  the 
thousand  and  one  alien  articles  which  are  in  the  modern 
pharmacist's  stock.  Many  will  retort  that  the  chemist 
has  to  sell  these  things  in  order  a  scrape  a  living.  1 
admit  it  is  so;  but  my  admission  merely  proves  that  pure 
pharmacy  does  not  offer  a  living,  except  in  a  few  cases,  to 
those  who  enter  the  profession.  We  can  only  offer  long- 
hours,  and  a  salary  that  is  not  commensurate  with  the 
responsibility  and  requisite  knowledge.  As  a  palliative 
I  would  suggest  that  the  profession  be  made  more  attrac- 
tive by  reducing  the  hours  of  labour  and  increasing  the 
pay.  The  hours  could  be  reduced  by  introducing  the 
shift  system.  This  could  be  worked  between  assistants, 
or,  in  the  case  of  6hops  employing  one  assistant,  between 
the  proprietor  and  the  assistant.  If  some  6uch  system 
be  not  adopted  in  order  to  get  youths  to  enter  our  business, 
the  Government  must,  in  the  interests  of  the  community, 
either  subsidise  those  limited  companies  which  have 
already  done  so  much  harm  to  the  tone  of  our  profession 
or  open  national  pharmacies.  And  between  these,  with  the 
superior  conditions  they  will  be  able  to  offer  to  assistants, 
the  individual  chemist-proprietor  will  fall  to  the  ground. 
The  ultimate  remedy  lies,  of  course,  in  nationalisation.

Sm, — With  reference  to  the  correspondence  at  present 
appearing  in  your  journal  dealing  with  the  scarcity  of 
labour  in  chemists'  shops,  permit  me  to  make  the  following 
remarks. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  root  of  the  evil  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  life  of  an  apprentice  is  so  unattractive  by  reason 
of  the  excessively  long  hours  and  the  nature  of  the  tasks 
imposed  upon  him,  from  errand-boy  and  light-porter  even 
to  manager  and  dispenser,  when  any  particularly  disagree- 
able work  is  to  be  done — and  all  this  for  a  wage  that  is  nil 
or  derisory.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  the  examina- 
tions ;  these  are  powerful  deterrents  to  many  promising 
young  men,  by  reason  of  the  expense,  the  unpractical 
nature  of  some  of  the  subjects,  and  the  fact  that  in  most 
cases  no  opportunities  are  allowed  for  study,  since  the 
apprentice  is  such  a  money-making  adjunct  as  not  to  be 
spared  even  for  a  few  hours  weekly,  by  his  master.  I 
thoroughly  approve  of  the  suggestion  of  your  contributor 
"  Xrayser  II."  that  Latin  should  be  made  optional  in  the 
Preliminary,  and  failure  in  one  subject  in  the  Minor 
should  not  compel  a  man  to  sit  for  all  again.  The  expenses 
of  these  exams,  are  very  great,  sufficient  to  start  a  man 
with  his  own  shop  in  other  businesses.  Then  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  candidate's  apprenticeship,  instead  of  being 
able  to  make  use  of  the  knowledge  he  has  gained  during 
this  time,  he  is  faced  with  a  further  series  of  hindrances — 
viz.,  examinations — before  he  can  open  his  own  shop.  Is 
it  any.  wonder  that  aspirants  for  pharmaceutical  positions 
are  hard  to  find? 

Some  of  the  older  chemists  are  inclined  to  pooh-pooh 
these  objections  and  say,  "  We  did  not  find  it  so  very 
difficult " ;  but  let  us  bear  in  mind  that  the  exams, 
have  become  more  formidable  year  by  year,  until  now 
they  have  reached  such  a  standard  as  to  discourage  all  but 
most  exceptional  ability.  Thus,  these  examinations, 
instead  of  being  an  aid  to  the  profession,  have  proved  a 
curse  to  it — at  least  to  the  retail  chemist,  who  now  is 
obliged  to  offer  such  abnormal  wages  to  obtain  assistants 
owing  to  their  scarcity.  Now,  the  most  obvious  means  of 
remedying  this  unsatisfactory  condition  of  affairs  is  for 
chemists  to  approach  their  elected  representatives  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  and  demand  a  businesslike  inquiry 
and  prompt  action.         Yours  truly,

Insurance  Dispensing. 

Sir, — I  am  glad  to  see  "Justice"  has  forcibly  brought 
before  the  notice  of  your  readers  two  important  points — 
viz.,  the  "Rep.  Mist"  nuisance  and  the  right  to  check 
errors  in  pricing  prescriptions  which  may  be  the  work 
of  careless  and  incompetent  clerks.  As  regards  Mr. 
Tocher's  suggestion  out  of  the  difficulty,  it  seems  to  me 
silly.  No  medical  Committee  would  ever  meet  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  in  a  fair  manner.  I  would  suggest 
that,  either  through  Mr.  Bailey's  scheme  or  some  other, 
immediate  pressure  should  be  brought  to  bear  on  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  interview  both  the  Insur- 
ance Commission  and  London  Insurance  Committee,  and 
tell  them  of  the  necessity  of  controlling  their  own  medical 
staffs  in  a  firm  and  competent  manner,  the  same  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  controls  the  police  force.  In 
the  interim  all  chemists  are  within  their  legal  rights  in 
refusmg  to  copy  "  Rep.  Mists."  JNo  one  can  force 
them  to  do  so,  and  the  account  must  be  paid  just  the 
same.  It  behoves  every  chemist  to  wake  up,  otherwise 
he  might  find  a  clause  in  the  1914  contract  that  the 
chemist  has  to  wash  the  doctor's  motor-car.

Sir, — With  regard  to  repeats  two  months  old,  I  had 
one  presented  on  August  28  as  follows  :  "  R.M.  21.5.13." 
I  repeated  it  without  question,  and  have  simply  put  the 
price  on  it,  and  am  now  waiting  the  result.  Lately  I  have 
only  priced  all  repeats — pinning  them  to  original,  if  in  the 
month ;  if  not,  just  taking  no  notice  of  them.  With 
regard  to  deductions,  all  I  had  was  a  cheque,  and  was 
left  to  find  out  deductions  by  comparing  the  cheque  with 
ledger.  On  asking  reason,  I  was  told  the  account  had 
been  checked  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee, 
and  on  asking  for  particulars  I  was  told  that  on  coming 
to  the  office  (that  of  the  Surrey  Insurance  Committee)  I 
could  see  for  myself,  but  the  scripts  could  not  be  parted 
with,  nor  apparently  particulars  given.  By  this  time  I 
was  "  fed  up  "  with  their  method  of  doing  business,  and 
remembering  it  was  not  their  money,  and  I  had  done  my 
work  for  mine,  I  wrote  them  emphatically,  and  told  them 
such  twaddle  between  a  wholesaler  and  retailer  would 
never  be  listened  to  a  single  moment.  I  further  told  them 
that  I  did  not  see  why  I  should  be  put  to  the  trouble  of 
going  seven  miles  to  suit  their  convenience,  and,  lastly,  I 
said  I  had  had  about  enough  of  their  panel.  The  return 
post  brought  a  letter  to  say  the  deductions  were  mostly 
yi.,  that  some  had  been  added  as  well  as  taken  off,  that  the 
matter  of  supplying  chemists  with  details  of  deductions 
was  to  be  considered  at  next  meeting,  and  could  they 
assist  me  to  remain  on  panel?  So  a  little  plain  speaking 
did  not  do  them  any  harm.  As  regards  stock  mixtures, 
as  "  Xrayser  "  well  says,  it  is  impossible  for  the  prescrib- 
ing in  some  cases  to  be  more  perfunctory.  The  doctor 
who  sent  the  ninety-nine  day  repeat  mixture  wrote  two 
proper  scripts  in  fourteen  days,  both  for  the  ninety-nine 
day  man,  and  on  September  8  he  again  tried  him  with 
"  R.M.  21.5.13,"  making  a  110-day  job  of  it.  I  do  not 
blame  him  :  he  has  a  lot  to  do,  and  it  is  a  harassing  life. 
I  cannot  see  why  some  simple  stock  mixtures  would  not 
meet  numerous  cases.  Do  Mr.  Moreton  Parry  and  the  re6t 
of  the  councillors  know  off-hand  the  exact  composition  of 
all  the  various  mixtures  and  proprietaries  they  put  up? 
Or  are  they,  like  Cassar's  wife,  above  suspicion,  and  do 
not  possess  a  single  put-up  mixture  or  proprietary  article 
among  the  lot?  If  they  are  all  quite  free  from  such  a 
miserable  business  as  selling  ready-made  medicines,  they 
must  be  indeed  a  remarkable  body  of  men  for  chemists, 
and  should  be  put  under  a  glass  case  forthwith,  for  f uture 
generations  to  look  at.  Mr.  Noble  deserves  the  highest 
praise  for  his  war-cry.  It  is  as  good  as  "Peace,  Re- 
trenchment, and  Reform"  was,  and  now  is  the  time  to 
start  rubbing  in  it.

Insurance  Prescription-checking. 

gIE)_In  last  week's  issue  I  note  that,  commenting  on  a 
correspondent's  letter  re  deduction  of  emulsifying  fee 
for  insurance  prescriptions  in  cases  of  the  suspension 
of  resinous  matter  (tr.  myrrhse  and  tr.  benz.  co.),  you  say, 
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firstly,  they  are  not  emulsions,  and,  secondly,  that  In- 
surance Committees  will  not  allow  a  charge  for  mucilage 
if  not  ordered  by  the  prescrifoer.  The  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  defines  an  emulsion  as  a  liquid  preparation 
of  oils,  fat,  resins,  etc.,  minutely  subdivided,  etc. 
Therefore,  are  you  correct  in  saying  "  not  an  emulsion  "  ? 
I  doubt  whether  a  checker  has  the  power,  or,  at  least, 
whether,  if  he  has,  it  should  be  exercised,  of  disallowing 
a  charge  for  mucilage  in  such  cases.  At  any  rate,  you 
are  wrong  when  you  say,  "  no  Insurance  Committee  " 
allows  such  charges.  The  practice  in  a  large  Northern 
district  is  to  pass  reasonable  charges  when  mucilage  is  used 
for  turning  out  a  good  mixture,  but  not  if  for  the 
suspension  of  powders  such  as  bismuth.  The  view  is 
held  that  insured  persons  are  entitled  to  the  "  best " 
dispensing."  Yours  truly,

[We  agree  in  the  main  with  our  correspondent's  remarks. 
In  fact,  in  replying  to  "  0.  R.  W."  (215/13),  in  The  Chemist 
and  Dbuggist  for  February  8,  we  quoted  from  p.  308  of 
"The  Art  of  Dispensing-"  as  follows:  "The  term  'emul- 
sion '  is  generally  used  in  connection  with  the  suspension 
of  oily  bodies,  but  it  is  used  as  a  name  for  '  a  mixture  of 
small  particles  of  solid  or  liquid  substances  in  a  liquid 
vehicle,  the  particles  being  kept  in  suspension,  or  easily 
diffusible,  and  prevented  from  coalescing  by  means  of  a 
body  called  an  emulsifier.'  "  This  referred  to  a  salol  sus- 
pension, and  we  added  :  "  From  a  common-sense  point  of 
view  the  fact  that  a  mortar  is  used  justifies  some  extra 
charge."  However,  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Insurance  regards  the  addition  of  a  suspending 
agent  as  not  constituting  such  a  mixture  an  emulsion,  and 
this  has  in  general  practice  been  extended  to  mixtures  con- 
taining resinous  tinctures.  At  the  same  time  instructions 
were  issued  that  suspending  agents  not  ordered  on  Insurance 
prescriptions  should  not  be  charged  for,  and  however  reason- 
able it  may_  be,  we  find  it  difficult  to  see  how  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  is  to  justify  paying  for  something  not 
ordered. — Editor  C.  &  D .~]

J.  W.  (210/44),  replying  further  to  "Kaolin"  (181/18), 
says,  instead  of  petrol  (which  will  not  dissolve  resinous 
gums),  use  benzine,  and  use  about  6  grains  of  resin  to  oz., 
just,  sufficient  to  bind  the  gold;  or  use  acetone  1  oz.,  cellu- 
loid 5  grains. 

The  Supply  of  Oxygen  to  the  Public. 
I  should  be  interested  to  know  whether  any  London 
readers  have  had  instances  of  their  customers  being  sup- 
plied with  cylinders  of  oxygen  direct  from  the  works?  Can 
they  give  any  idea  as  to  what  rate  these  cylinders  are 
charged  at?  Do  they  think  it  is  the  result  of  circularising 
the  medical  profession  by  the  wholesaler?  It  seems  to  me, 
and  I  have  come  across  two  instances,  that  when  oxygen 
can  be  obtained  at  any  time  in  almost  any  district  of  Lon- 
don, it  would  be  fairer  for  the  makers  to  refer  private  in- 
quirers to  the  nearest  of  their  customers,  or  else  supply  and 
charge  through  the  pharmacist,  than  to  encourage  a  retail 
trade.

Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 


Ung.  Adrenin^!. — G.  J.  W.  (214/6). — This  is  not  listed  in 
any  wholesale  list  as  far  as  we  know,  so  charge  cost  price 
plus  a  third,  and  Zd.  dispensing-fee.  It  is  hardly  likely 
that  you  would  prepare  this  extemporaneously,  and  on  such 
a  case  you  would  lose  badly  on  the  transaction,  the  correct 
charge  being  5?d.  (^d.  for  \  grain  of  adrenine  costing  2s. 
for  15  grains,  and  2d.  for  other  materials).  On  the  basis  of 
the  price  of  liq.  adreninse  hydrochlor.,  B.P.C.  (Is.  2d. 
per  oz.),  which  is  the  same  strength  as  the  ointment,  a  fair 
charge  in  accordance  with  tariff  principles  would  be  Is.  Id., 
including  dispensing-fee. 

Tuberculosis  Patients. — Maskee  (213/58). — These  patients 
do  not  come  under  the  Medical  Benefit  clause,  nor  are  they 
under  the  cognisance  of  local  Insurance  Committees  except 
in  so  far  as  the  doctors'  payment  includes  6d.  per  insured 
person,  which  covers  their  attendance  upon  the  tuberculous. 
If  chemists  undertake  to  do  the  dispensing  for  tuberculous 
patients,  they  must  arrange  with  the  local  authority  as  to 
the  payment,  and  on  no  account  should  they  dispense  pre- 
scriptions thinking  that  they  will  be  paid  by  the  local 
Insurance  Committee.  See  the  observations  on  dispensing 
for  Sanatorium  patients  in  the  C.  &  D.,  September  20,  index 
folio  461. 

Bandages.— C.  ST.  TS.  (206/52)  asks  if  the  tariff  charge  for 
grey  open-wove  bandages  has  been  altered  since  the  length 
of  the  bandages  has  been  increased  from  4  yards  to  6  yards. 
[Our  subscriber,  who  is  in  the  London  area,  is  apparently 
under  a  misapprehension,  as  there  has  been  no  alteration 
regarding  the  length  of  bandages,  only  standards  regarding 
counts  per  square  inch  and  weight  (C.  <Sc  D.,  July  26,  index 
folio  128),  and  at  the  time  it  was  specifically  stated  that, 
the  prices  remain  as  in  the  revised  tariff.  If  a  6-yard 
grey  open-wove  bandage  is  supplied  where  a  4-yard  bandage 
is  indicated,  only  the  price  of  the  latter  can  be  charged; 
but.  in  cases  where  the  bandage  is  ordered  as  one  of  6  yards, 
then  the  supplier  is  entitled  to  add  one-half  to  the  tariff 
charge.] 

Methylated  Spirit  in  Prescriptions.— R.  H.  P.  (211/73) 
asks  how  a  chemist  who  is  not  a  licensed  retailer  of 
methvlated  spirit,  stands  as  a  dispenser  of  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions containing  methylated  spirit.  [The  sale  of  the 
methylated  liniments  approved  by  the  Revenue  authorities 
has  not  required  a  methylated  spirit  retailer's  licence,  and 
presumably  the  same  would  apply  to  the  methylated  spirit 
lotions  which  the  Board  has  authorised  (see  C.  &  D.,  Sep- 
tember 20.  index  folio  463),  but  the  Board  has  not  expressly 
authorised  the  retailing  of  such  preparations  without  a 
licence,  merely  the  use  of  the  spirit.  We  have  accordinglv 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Board  on  the  subject,  asking  if 
the  practice  as  to  the  sale  of  the  methylated  liniments  can 
be  extended  to  Insurance  lotions.] 

Incorrect  Reductions.—  Peter  Pan  (206/27)  sends  us  ten 
examples  of  Insurance  prescriptions  dispensed  by  him  during 
the  second  quarter,  which  have  been  marked  down  by 
the  checker.  Seven  of  these  are  various  cough-mixtures 
made  up  with  infusion  of  senega,  for  which  only  the  old 
rate,  ^d.  per  3  oz.  or  part  thereof,  has  been  allowed,  instead 
of  the  new  basis,  lid.  per  3  oz.  or  part  of  3  oz.  In  another 
instance  quinine  sulphate  3ss.  has  incorrectly  been  marked 
down  from  \^d.  to  Id.  The  P.A.T.A.  price  for  Ivsol  was  not 
passed,  while  emp.  robor.,  12  by  12,  was  marked  down  from 
4id.  to  Zd.  ["  Peter  Pan  "  is  quite  correct  in  his  charges, 
and  his  examples  illustrate  the  ease  with  which  slips  are 
made  in  pricing.  The  first  two  errors  are  obviously  duo 
to  the  checker  marking  on  the  old  tariff  basis.  The  lysol 
charge  is  probablv  due  to  adding  a  third  to  cost  at  pound 
rate,  instead  of  following  the  rule  re  protected  articles. 
Emn.  ferri,  which  is  on  the  tariff,  is  regarded  by  many 
as  the  equivalent  of  emp.  roborans,  and  this  would  account 
for  the  official  reduction.  The  amounts  incorrectly  de- 
ducted could  no  doubt  be  recovered  by  legal  process,  but 
the  better  way  is  to  approach  the  Insurance  Committee  in 
the  matter  through  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  pp.  211-242  and  pp.  4S7-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


X.  Y.  Z.  (213/64).— The  boy  is  not  entitled  to  the  week's 
wages  until  he  completes  the  week's  work,  but  you  are  bound 
to  pay  him  pro  rata  at  the  rate  of  8d.  per  day  for  services 
actually  rendered. 

W.  A.  (204/67).— The  licence  required  by  owners,  proprie- 
tors, makers,  compounders,  and  vendors  of  dutiable  medi- 
cines costs  5s.  annually,  and  is  renewable  on  September  1  each 
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year.  Beginners  may  take  out  the  licence  at  any  time  on 
application  to  the  nearest  Customs  and  Excise  office. 

Holidays  (212/47).— A  chemist's  assistant  is  entitled  to  pay- 
ment during  illness,  but  his  employer  is  entitled  to  limit 
his  liability  by  giving  the  assistant  agreed-upon  notice  for 
termination  of  the  engagement.  The  assistant  is  not  en- 
titled to  payment  in  respect  to  holidays  which  he  does  not 
get. 

A.  D.  S.  (213/43). — You  are  misinformed  in  regard  to  the 
Dentists'  Register  going  to  be  opened  to  all  now  practising 
dentistry,  so  as  to  admit  them  without  examination.  The 
General  Medical  Council  is  not  even  dreaming  of  such  a 
thing,  and  the  Hou6es  of  Parliament  have  done  nothing  in 
the  matter. 

/.  E.  L.  (206/22). — An  unregistered  person  cannot  be  put 
on  the  Insurance  Dispensing  Panel  in  virtue  of  his  having 
been  indentured  to  a  registered  chemist  for  four  years. 
Registered  chemists  and  companies  carrying  on  business  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Act,  1908,  are  alone  eligible  to  go  on  the  panel. 

F.  O.  (513/15).— The  only  Shops  Act  Notice  which  we 
supply  is  that  required  for  mixed  shops  selling  medicines 
during  closing-hours.  Besides  this,  if  there  is  no  local  Order 
in  your  district,  a  Section  4  (3)  notice  must  be  exhibited  con- 
stantly in  your  shop,  specifying  which  day  you  select  as  the 
day  for  closing  at  1  p.m.  The  Home  Office  "  Memorandum  " 
says :  "  If  no  Order  has  been  made  the  shopkeeper  will 
choose  his  own  day ;  having  chosen  it,  he  mu6t  put  up  a 
notice  in  his  shop  stating  what  day  he  has  chosen,  and  he 
must  not  alter  the  day  oftener  than  once  in  three  months." 
We  do  not  print  such  a  notice.  All  the  wording  necessary 
is  "The  Shops  Act,  1912.  This  shop  is  closed  every  Wed- 
nesday at  1  p.m."    You  may  write  it  if  you  choose. 

More  Puzzled  (203/15)  is  in  trouble  about  the  Shops  Act. 
He  observes  that  "  in  one  place  a  chemist  is  fined  for  selling 
a  penny  tin  of  vaseline,  and  in  another  a  feeding-bottle.  Yet 
in  the  West-end  of  London  chemists  do  not  close  on  any  day, 
and  are  permitted  to  sell  perfume,  photographic  goods — m 
fact,  continue  their  business  as  if  no  Act  existed,  and  greatly 
to  their  advantage,  as  probably  in  many  cases  it  means  100L 
to  8001.  a  year  on  sales."  He  concludes  by  asking,  "If, 
when  there  is  no  closing,  and  both  chemists  in  the  town 
are  willing  to  serve,  are  they  at  liberty  to  do  so  under 
Section  4,  Sub-section  4?  "  [The  sub-section  referred  to 
gives  power  to  the  local  authority  to  exempt  occupiers  of 
shops  from  closing  on  the  half-holiday.  It  does  not  give 
power  to  the  individual  traders  to  exempt  themselves. 
Where  no  half-day  closing  Order  has  been  obtained  on  the 
application  of  vendors  of  medicines  and  medical  and  sur- 
gical appliances,  chemists  as  retailers  of  these  may  sell  them 
during  closing-hours.  The  conditions  referred  to  by  our 
correspondent  are  not  due  to  the  Act,  but  to  those  who  are 
charged  with  its  administration.]

P.  I.  A.  (210/18). — How  to  become  an  Optician. — See  the 
C.  &  D.  Educational  Number,  August  16.  To  become  a 
Fellow  of  the  Chemical  Society,  apply  to  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  Burlington  House.  London,  W,  for  an  applica- 
tion-form. This  has  to  be  filled  by  the  applicant,  whose 
qualifications  must  be  testified  by  five  Fellowsof  the  Society, 
after  which  the  Council  of  the  Society  determines  whether 
or  not  the  application  shall  go  forward ;  if  it  does,  the 
application  is  exposed  in  the  Society's  house  and  read  at 
three  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Fellows,  who  then  ballot  for 
election.  If  elected,  41.  entry  money  and  21.  annual  sub- 
scription are  paid. 

Grubs  (167/65). — Destroying  Grubs  in  the  Soil. — Further 
in  reply  to  yours,  we  learn  that  the  most  effective  way  of 
dealing  with  an  attack  of  grub  is  to  apply  lj  cwt.  of  crude 
naphthalene  per  acre.  This  should  be  ploughed  in  within 
three  hours  of  sowing,  otherwise  there  will  be  a  loss  through 
evaporation.  The  naphthalene  should  be  in  a  fine  granular 
condition  and  as  free  from  moisture  and  tar  as  possible. 


The  cost  of  crude  naphthalene  is  about  6s.  per  cwt.,  and  it 
is  obtained  from  tar-works. 

E.  W.  P.  (209/46).— Suppositoeicm  Lactis.— Perhaps  the 
Middlesex  Hospital  formula  will  also  suit  for  Insurance 
patients,  namely  : 

Concentrated  pept'onised  milk  ...    20  grains 

Oil  of  theobroma   20  grains 

Make  a  suppository. 

G.  T.  B.  (211/19).— Sugar  of  Anise.— The  following  is 
from  p.  588  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  : 

Elseosacchara     arei  aromatic    sugars,     literally  "oil 
sugars,"  much  esteemed  on  the  Continent  for  flavouring 
medicines.    They  are  made  by  triturating  essential  oils 
with  powdered  sugar  and  sifting  once  or  twice.  The 
recognised  strength  is  2  per  cent.,  or  9  minims  to  each 
ounce  (avoir.)  of  icing-sugar.    The  most'  common  "  oil 
sugars  "  are  anise,  fennel,  and  peppermint. 
Tarragon  Vinegar  is  given  on  p.  314  of  the  eighth  edition. 
Bruise  any  desired  quantity  of  the  fresh  leaves,  place  the 
bruised  mass  in  a  jar,  cover  with  vinegar,  macerate  for  a 
fortnight,  stirring  daily,  press,  and  filter.    Perhaps  your 
copy  of  "  P.F."  is  old. 

Rosa  (211/41).— Liquid  Metal-polish.— The  following 
formulae  have  recently  been  contributed  to  a  medical  con- 
temporary. The  first  has  been  "  found  to  be  an  excellent 
brass-polishing  fluid  "  : 

Oxalic  acid   ^iv 

Powdered  rottenstone    Jvj. 

Paraffin    ^iv 

Methylated  spirit   3vj. 

Dissolve  the  acid  in  half  a  pint  of  boiling  water,  and, 
when  dissolved,  add  the  rottenstone ;  shake  well ;  add  the 
paraffin  and  spirit,  and  make  up  to  half  a  gallon  with  boil- 
ing water. 

The  solution  should  be  allowed  to  cool  down  before  adding 
the  paraffin,  otherwise  you  may  regret  it.  A  second  formula 
given  is  : 

Cret.  pra3p., 

Liq.  ammon.  fort   aa.  jjj. 

Spt.  vini  rect  jvj. 

This  seems  to  be  a  variant  of  "  P.F.,"  p.  374,  III.,  but 
mineralised  methylated  spirit  should  be  used.  The  polish 
which  you  mention  is  a  mixture  of  kieselguhr  and  petrol 
with  an  acid  powder— perhaps  a  little  oxalic  acid. 

Benroh  (208/38).— By  "  Venus  Tar  "  we  should  think  that 
your  customers  mean  Venice  turpentine,  which  is  sometimes 
called  Venus  turpentine  (see  the  "  Chemist's  Dictionary  of 
Synonyms  "). 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago.

Pharmacy  in  America. 

At  the  present  time,  any  satisfactory  news  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  will  be  joyfully  received  by  the 
scientific  Pharmacists  of  Great  Britain.  Such  institutions, 
however  prosperous  in  halcyon  days,  languish  in  the  shadow 
of  war,  and  the  failure  of  the  proposed  meeting  of  the 
Association  in  1861  was  by  many  reluctantly  accepted  as 
a  presage  of  approaching  dissolution.  In  the  autumn  of 
last  year,  however,  the  Association  held  a  successful  meet- 
ing, thus  proving  that  its  vitality  was  superior  to  the  de- 
pressing influence  of  the  war.  The  record  of  that  meeting 
now  lies  before  us  in  the  form  of  a  large  well-bound  volume 
containing  the  minutes,  reports  of  committees,  and  special 
papers  on  Pharmaceutical  subjects.  Before  we  dip  into  this 
volume,  we  will  briefly  describe  the  constitution  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, for  the  information  of  those  readers  who  do  not 
know  how  Pharmacy  is  represented  in  America.  The  Asso- 
ciation was  organised  in  1852,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting 
the  educated  Pharmaceutists  and  Druggists  of  the  United 
States.  Its  main  object  is  "  to  improve  the  science  and 
art  of  Pharmacy,  by  diffusing  scientific  knowledge  among 
Apothecaries  and  Druggists,  fostering  Pharmaceutical  litera- 
ture, developing  talent,  stimulating  discovery  and  inven- 
tion, and  encouraging  home  production  and  manufacture  in 
the  several  departments  of  the  Drug  business."  Every 
Pharmaceutist  or  Druggist  of  good  moral  character,  whether 
in  business  on  his  own'  account,  retired  from  business,  or 
employed  by  another,  is  eligible  to  membership.  The 
meetings  are  held  annually,  now  in  one  city  and  now  in 
another  :  thus  Boston  was  honoured  in  1859,  New  York  in 
1860,  and  Philadelphia  in  1862.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Seven  inquests  relating  to  deaths  from  the  effects  of  poison 
have  been  chronicled  since  our  last  issue. 

Chloroform  was  used  for  purposes  of  self-destruction  by 
Charles  Creuze  West  (40),  fireman,  Poplar. 

Mercury  perchloride  was  the  poison  which  caused  the 
suicidal  death  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital,  London,  of 
Willia.-n  Macquirie  Coley  Proctor  (26),  formerly  a  Birming- 
ham University  student. 

Narcotic— At  the  inquest  at  Piatt  Bridge  on  September  19, 
relative  to  the  death  of  Doris  Edwards  (C.  e&  D.,  Septem- 
ber 20,  Col.  Supp.),  the  mother  stated  that  she  sent  to  the 
chemist  for  the  mixture  of  laudanum  and  aniseed,  which, 
she  added,  was  the  same  as  sold  by  an  old  woman-  in  the 
neighbourhood.  The  name  of  the  mixture  was  given  to 
her  by  a  girl,  eleven  years  of  age,  who  fetched  it  for 
her.  The  girl  said  it  was  sleeping  stuff,  laudanum  and 
aniseed.  She  sent  a  medicine  bottle  for  it.  but  did 
not  read  th&  label  on  it  when  it  was  returned.  /The 
Coroner:  It  says,  ''Laudanum,  poison;  dangerous  to  chil- 
dren." The  mother  added  that  she  put  an  eggspoonful  in 
an  egg  cup  full  of  warm  water,  and  gave  the  child  two 
spoonfuls  of  the  mixture.  Mr.  J.  Quarmbv  Mills,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Walthew  Lane,   Piatt  Bridge,   deposed  to 


supplying  a  mixture  containing  eighty  minims  of  laudanum 
and  thirty  minims  oil  of  aniseed.  He  added  that  personally 
he  thought  a  child  of  five  weeks  ought  not  to  have  the 
mixture.  He  tried  to  discourage  it  as  much  as  possible, 
as  would  be  seen  from  the  label — "  Dangerous  to  Children." 
The  Coroner :  But  there  is  nothing  on  the  label  to  show 
what  people  have  to  do  with  it,  whether  it  is  for  polishing 
the  fire-irons  or  for  taking.  There  are  no  directions.  Wit- 
ness:  I  cannot  say  what  they  are  going  to  do  with  it.  They 
come  for  twopennyworth  of  laudanum  and  aniseed  and  they 
get  it.  People  use  it  as  a  soothing  syrup  and  cough  mixture 
in  different  ways.  Mr.  -  Mills  added  that  he  had  complied 
with  the  regulations  by  labelling  the  bottle  "  Poison,"  and 
giving  his  name  and  address.  Dr.  J.  W.  Pitt  stated 
it  was  common  knowledge  that  a  woman  in  the  district 
sold  soothing  syrups.  He  did  not  think  there  was  any- 
thing to  stop  her  doing  so,  however  ignorant  she  might 
be  of  the  constituents  of  the  mixture.  The  only  way  was 
the  passing  of  an  Act  to  make  it  an  offence  to_  administer 
laudanum  or  any.  similar  drug  unless  under  medical  super- 
vision. The  Coroner  observed  that  the  whole  question  of 
selling  poisons  wanted  revising,  and  a  new  Act  placed  on 
the  Statute  Book  to  stop  it.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  "Death  from  narcotic  poisoning  through  misadventure." 

Prussic  Acid. — At  the.  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Samuel 
Tulloch  Thomson  (35),  a  chemist,  Brierfield,  who  was 
found  dead  on  September  18  in  a  shelter  in  Thursby  Gardens, 
Burnley,  the  jury  found  that  deceased  poisoned  himself  with 
prussic  acid,  but  that  there  was  not  sufficient  evidence  as 
to  the  state  of  his  mind  at  the  time. 

Salt  of  Lemon. — Joseph  Benjamin  Hellewell  (37),  labourer, 
Cross  Hills,  Halifax,  and  Sarah  Jane  Williams,  White 
Lion  Hotel,  Caerphilly,  poisoned  themselves  with  this 
chemical. 

Veronal  was  used  by  Percy  Douglas  Bezer,  insurance 
broker,  Muswell  Hill,  for  suicidal  purposes.
